The following laws, passed by the One Hundred 
and Fifty-second Legislature, are published in accord- 
ance with “An act for the publication of laws,” passed 
June 13th, 1895, and “A supplement to the act entitled 
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‘An act relative to statutes,’ ’’ approved March twenty- 
seventh, eighteen hundred and seventy-four, which sup- 
plement was approved February 4th, 1896. 

The proclamations of the Governor follow. An index 
of all the laws, compiled in accordance with the act of 
1895, completes the work. 
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CHAPTER 1. 


An Act concerning the condemnation of land or real 
estate by cities of the fourth class of this State. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any city of the fourth class of this Rights reserved 
State has authority to acquire land or real estate by tin ""* 
condemnation it may so acquire the same with rights 
reserved therein and thereupon to remain to the owner 
and owners thereof, and to such other person or per- 
sons having an interest therein, and also may acquire 
the same subject to conditions as to the use thereof 
by any such city; provided, that the rights reserved and Proviso. 
the conditions shall be determined by the governing 
body in an ordinance finally passed by it, and also such 
rights and conditions shall be inserted in the petition 
for the appointment of commissioners to appraise the 
land or real estate and assess damages; and provided, Vroviso. 
further, that a reservation or condition shall not pro- 
vide for the payment or to assume payment of any 
mortgage or lien or any portion thereof. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 2. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to establish 
a State highway system, and to provide for the im- 
provement, betterment, reconstruction, resurfacing, 
maintenance, repair and regulation of the use there- 
of” (Revision of 1927), approved March thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. It shall be lawful for the State Highway Com- 
mission to enter into written agreement with any board 
of chosen freeholders or other public body, or any 
person or corporation for co-operation in any work, 
and to assume any portion of that cost. Such board 
or public body may raise their proportionate share of 
such cost in accordance with the provisions of any law 
providing for road improvement or maintenance. Upon 
approval by the said commission of the certificate of the 
inspector and engineer in charge of the work that the 
same has been satisfactorily completed in whole or in 
part, according to contract, drawings and specifications, 
the disbursing officer of said board or body shall pay its 
share of the whole or partial cost to the State Treasurer 
to the credit of the State Road Fund. 

2. If, in the judgment of the State Highway Com- 
mission, the co-operating board or body, person or 
corporation, could obtain more advantageous prices for 
the work and the best interests of the State will be 
served by having the said co-operating board or body, 
person or corporation, award the contract for the work, 
the State Highway Commission shall approve the draw- 
ings and specifications of the co-operating board or’ 
body, person or corporation and shall approve the con- 
tract for the work, and may, subject to the consent, in 
writing, of the State House Commission, enter into 
an agreement in writing to pay the co-operating board 
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or body, person or corporation, such portion of the 
cost as the State Highway Commission may deem advis- 
able. Payment on the part of the State shall be made 
only after the State Highway Commission shall have 
approved the certificate of the inspector and engineer in 
charge of the work that the same has been satisfactorily 
completed, in whole or in part, according to the contract, 
drawings and specifications; provided, that if such co- 
operating body is a public utility corporation under the 
jurisdiction of the Public Utilities Commission and the 
work is to be done without contract by the employees of 
such public utility corporation, the State Highway Com- 
mission may waive the requirement as to approval of 
the contract for the work. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 6, 1928. 


CHAPTER 3. 


An Act to repeal an act entitled “An act respecting ‘cit- 
ies of the fourth class,’ and providing for the nomi- 
nation and election of commissioners elected therein,” 
approved March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-four. 


Be re ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. An act entitled “An act respecting ‘cities of the 
fourth class,’ and providing for the nomination and 
election of commissioners elected therein,’ approved 
March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
four, be and the same is hereby repealed; provided, 
however, that all commissioners elected pursuant to the 
provisions of the act hereby repealed shall continue in 
office for the said terms for which they were severally 
elected. - 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 4. 


An Act validating the sale of certain lands, heredita- 
ments or real estate made under any decree, judg- 
ment or order of any court of this State, or by any 
municipality, or upon any execution, resolution, or- 
dinance, or other process or order issued by virtue 
thereof. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. No sale of any lands, tenements, hereditaments or 
real estate heretofore made by virtue of any decree, 
order or judgment of any court of this State, or any 
execution or other process issued thereon, or by any 
municipality by virtue of any resolution or ordinance, 
shall be invalidated by reason of any omission to prop- 
erly advertise such sale or any adjournment thereof in 
the manner or for the length of time then required by 
law, or by reason of any other irregularity or default 
in such advertisement of such sale, but the purchaser or 
purchasers of such lands, tenements, hereditaments or 
real estate having paid the price therefor and having 
received his, her, its or their deed therefor, his, her, its 
or their heirs, successors or assigns shall be deemed to 
have as good and complete a title thereto as if such sale 
or adjournment had been in all particulars duly adver- 
tised or as if there had been duly inserted any matters 
required by law to be inserted in any such advertise- 
ment thereof. , 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 20, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 5. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate 
elections” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty, passed February 
twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and twen- 
ty-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section eighteen of Article VI of the act of which 
this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby 
amended so that the same shall read as follows: 

18. The chairman of the State committee of each of 
the two political parties as aforesaid, shall, during the 
month of February, in writing, nominate two persons 
residing in each county, qualified as aforesaid for mem- 
bers of the county board of elections in and for such 
county; and if nomination be made in said month of 
February the Governor shall commission such ap- 
pointees on or before the first day of March; provided, 
that two of such appointees, who shall be members of 
opposite parties, shall be commissioned for the term of 
one year from the first day of March and the remaining 
members shall be appointed for the term of two years 
from the first day of March; and thereafter one mem- 
ber of such board shall be nominated’ annually by each 
of said chairmen, in the same manner, in the month of 
February, and shall be commissioned by the Governor 
as aforesaid, and shall continue in office for two years 
from the first day March next after their appointment. 
The terms of office of all members now holding office 
which terminate on the first day of July, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-five, shall terminate on the 
first day of March, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-six. The terms of office of all members now 
holding office which terminate on the first day of July, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, shall term- 
inate on the first day of March, one thousand nine hun- 
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dred and twenty-seven; provided, however, that in all 
third class counties of this State, now or hereafter 
having a population of less than forty thousand inhab- 
itants, as ascertained by the preceding federal census, 
and commencing with the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-eight, the members of the county board 
of elections in such counties shall be recommended by 
the chairmen of the respective county committees to the 
State chairmen of the two political parties, which rec- 
ommendations shall be binding upon the said State 
chairmen and the Governor shall commission such ap- 
pointees on or before the first day of March in each 


year. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved February 21, 1928. 


CHAPTER 6. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relative to 
guardians and minors” (Revision), approved March 
twenty-seventh, one thousand eight hundred and sev- 
enty-four. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. That when any person hath or shall have any child 
or children under the age of twenty-one years, and not 
married at the time of his or her death, it shall be law- 
ful for the father or mother of such child or children, 
whether born at the time of the decease of the father 
or mother or at that time in ventre sa mere, or whether 
such father or mother be within the age of twenty-one 
years, or of full age, by his or her deed executed in his 
or her lifetime or by his or her last will and testament 
in writing, made and published by such father or mother 
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according to law, and proved and recorded in the man- 
ner prescribed by the laws of this State, to dispose of 
the custody and tuition of such child or children for and 
during such time as he, she or they shall respectively re- 
main under the age of twenty-one years or any less 
time, to any person or persons in possession or remain- 
der; provided, that the other parent of the child, if liv- 
ing, consent to such appointment, which consent shall 
be in writing, and signed and acknowledged by such 
parent in the presence of two witnesses present at the 
same time, who shall subscribe their names thereto as 
witnesses in the presence of such parent, and such con- 
sent shall be proved to have been so given and acknowl- 
edged at the time the will appointing the testamentary 
guardian shall be admitted to probate; and such dispo- 
sition of the custody of such child or children so made 
as aforesaid, shall be good and effectual against all and 
every person or persons claiming the custody or tuition 
of such child or children, as guardian in socage or other- 
wise; and such person or persons to whom the custody 
of such child or children hath been or shall be so dis- 
posed or devised as aforesaid, may maintain an action 
of ravishment of ward or trespass against any person 
or persons who shall wrongfully take away or detain 
such child or children, for the recovery of such child 
or children, and may recover damages for the same in 
the said action, for the use and benefit of such child or 
children; and may take into his, her or their custody, 
for the use of such child or children, the profits of all 
lands, tenements and hereditaments of such child or 
children; and also the custody and management of the 
goods, chattels and personal estate of such child or chil- 
dren, till his or her or their respective age of twenty- 
one years or any less time, according to such disposition 
aforesaid; and may bring such action or actions in re- 
lation thereto, as by law a guardian in common socage 
might do. 

2. Section two of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. That if no guardian shall have been appointed 
under the last preceding section, the sole surviving par- 
ent of any minor child or children may by his or her 
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last will and testament made and published, and proved 
and recorded according to law, appoint a guardian for 
his or her minor children in all cases in which one par- 
ent is authorized to make such appointment with the 
consent of the other; and such guardian shall have the 
same power and authority in all respects as a guardian 
appointed under the last preceding section. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 23, 1928. 


CHAPTER 7. 


An Act to validate and confirm any election heretofore 
held in cities of the fourth class having a population 
of not more than ten thousand inhabitants, which said 
election was held pursuant to the provisions of an act 
entitled “An act relating to, regulating and provid- 
ing for the government of cities, towns, townships, 
boroughs, villages and municipalities governed by 
boards of commissioners or improvement commis- 
sions in this State,” which said act was approved 
April twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eleven, the title of which was amended to read as 
above set forth by an act approved April second, one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, All elections heretofore held in any city of the 
fourth class having a population of not more than ten 
thousand inhabitants, which said elections were held 
pursuant to the provisions of an act entitled ‘An act 
relating to, regulating and providing for the govern- 
mient of cities, towns, townships, boroughs, villages and 
municipalities governed by boards of commissioners 
and improvement commissions in this State,” which 
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said act was approved April twenty-fifth, one thousand 
nine hundred and .eleven, the title of which was 
amended to read as above set forth by an act approved 
April second, one thousand nine hundred and twelve, 
are hereby validated, ratified and affirmed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 23, 1928. 


CHAPTER 8. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the pro- 
tection of certain kinds of birds, game and fish, to 
regulate their method of capture and provide open 
and closed seasons for such capture and possession” 
(Revision of 1903), approved April fourteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


-BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful to set or use any snare, snood, 
net, trap, or device for the catching or trapping of any 
bird or animal above the level of the surrounding 
ground, and commonly knows as “pole traps’; pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall pro- 
hibit the setting of traps or snares on the ground, nor 
shall anything herein contained be construed as prohib- 
iting trapping by the State Fish and Game Commission 
or its employes on fish hatcheries or game farms. Any 
person violating the provisions of this section shall be 
liable to a penalty of $20.00 for each snare, snood, net, 
trap, or device so set or used. 

2. This act shall be enforced by the persons author- 
ized and in accordance with the provisions of an act 
entitled “An act to provide a uniform procedure for the 
enforcement of all laws relating to fish, game and birds, 
and for the recovery of penalties for violation thereof,” 
approved March twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and 
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ninety-seven, and the acts amendatory thereof and sup- 
plementary thereto. 


3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved February 23, 1928. 


CHAPTER 9. 


An Act to further amend the title of an act entitled “An 


act to authorize two or more municipalities in this 
State to jointly construct and maintain outlet or 
trunk sewers,” approved March fifteenth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and ninety-nine, constituting chap- 
ter thirty-six of the laws of said year, so that said 
title shall read as follows: ‘‘An act to authorize two 
or more municipalities of this State to jointly con- 
struct and maintain outlet or trunk sewers and dis- 
posal works, and to authorize every such municipality 
to construct local sewers within its corporate limits 
connecting with or discharging into such joint out- 
let or trunk sewers.” 


BE if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 


of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The title of the act to which this act is an amend- 


ment is hereby further amended to read as follows: 
“An act to authorize two or more municipalities of this 
State to jointly construct and maintain outlet or trunk 
sewers and disposal works, and to authorize every such 
municipality to construct local sewers within its corpo- 
rate limits connecting with or discharging into such 
joint outlet or trunk sewers.” 


2. ‘This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved February 23, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 10. 


An Act to supplement an act entitled “An act to author- 
ize and regulate the issuance of bonds and other obli- 
gations and the incurring of indebtedness by county, 
city, borough, village, town, township, or any mu- 
nicipality governed by an improvement commission,” 
approved March twenty-second, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen, constituting Chapter 252 of the 
Pamphlet Laws of 1916. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The chief financial officer of a municipality is au- 
thorized to deduct indebtedness for a sewer system in 
any annual or supplemental debt statement to the ex- 
tent of an amount of which the annual net revenue from 
the operation thereof is five per centum. 

2. To determine annual net revenue the expenses of 
operation, maintenance and current repairs shall be de- 
ducted from the gross revenue derived from sewer rates 
or charges. Depreciation, replacements, and the pay- 
ment of principal and interest of indebtedness or charges 
to reserves for such purposes shall not be included in 
the calculation. 

3. Annual net revenue shall be based on the results 
oi operation during the calendar year preceding that in 
which the annual or supplemental debt statement is filed. 

4. If a municipality is about to acquire or has ac- 
quired a sewer system theretofore operated otherwise 
than by the municipality, then the annual net revenue 
shall be based on an estimate of what the results of op- 
eration will be after such sewer system has been ac- 
quired and all additions and extensions have been com- 
pleted that are part of the plan which includes the ac- 
quisition of such sewer system. The rates or charges 
must be officially established before the estimate is made 
and the estimate must be made by an engineer and be 
submitted to and approved by the governing body. No 
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such estimates may be used as a basis for a deduction 
after the end of the first full calendar year in which such 
system and additions and extensions have been in op- 
eration and thereafter the actual results of operation 
must be the basis of the deduction. 

5. All persons shall be entitled to rely on the annual 
ci supplemental debt statements without investigation 
of the manner in which the same are prepared or the 
propriety of the statements or figures therein. 

6. The indebtedness deducted in pursuance of this 
act may be referred to in any annual or supplemental 
debt statement as ‘“‘self sustaining sewer debt,” or in 
any other appropriate words. 

7. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 27, 1928. 


CHAPTER 11. 


An Act validating, ratifying and confirming schoo! 
bonds of cities and the proceedings for their issuance 
and authorizing the issuance of such bonds. 


BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All proceedings for the issuance by cities of this 
State of bonds for the purchase of lands for school pur- 
poses or for erecting, enlarging, repairing or furnishing 
a schoolhouse or schoolhouses, are hereby ratified and 
confirmed, notwithstanding the amount of bonds au- 
thorized or that the amount of the appropriation for the 
purpose for which such bonds are authorized, exceeds 
any statutory limitations upon such amounts; provided, 
that prior to the date when this act takes effect, such 
bends have been authorized to be issued and appropria- 
tion by ordinance made therefor in which case the issu- 
ance and sale of such bonds, pursuant to said proceed- 
inigs and authorization is hereby authorized. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved February 27, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 12. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of free public schools, 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and 
management thereof,” approved October nineteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and three. 


Bk 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a city board of education in a city of 
the third class of this State shall decide that it is nec- 
essary to raise money for the purchase of lands for 
school purposes, or for erecting, enlarging, repairing or 
furnishing a schoolhouse or schoolhouses, it shall pre- 
pare and deliver to each member of the board of school 
estimate of such school district a statement of the 
amount of money estimated to be necessary for such 
purpose or purposes; said board of school estimate shall 
fix and determine the amount necessary for such pur- 
pose or purposes; and shall make two certificates of 
such amount, one of which certificates shall be delivered 
to said board of education, and the other to the common 
council, board of finance or other body in such city 
having the power to make appropriations of money 
raised by tax in such city, hereafter designated by the 
governing body; said governing body may appropriate 
such sum or sttms for such purpose or purposes in the 
same manner as moneys appropriated for other pur- 
poses in such city are raised, assessed, levied and col- 
lected; or said governing body may appropriate and 
borrow such sum or sums for the purpose or purposes 
aroresaid, and may secure the repayment of the sum or 
stims so borrowed, together with interest thereon at a 
rete not to exceed six per centum per annum, by the 
issue of bonds in the corporate name of such city; bonds 
so issued shall be designated “school bonds,’ may be 
registered or coupon, or both, of such denominations 
as the governing body may determine. 
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2. Bonds issued hereunder shall be made payable 
in annual installments, commencing not more than two 
years from their date of issue; no installment shall be 
niore than fifty per centum in excess of the amount of 
the smallest prior installment. 

3. All bonds issued hereunder shall mature within a 
period not to exceed the following number of years for 
the following classes of purposes: 

A. For the acquisition or construction of school- 
houses, whether including or not including the origina! 
furnishings, or equipment, or machinery, or apparatus, 
required for the proper equipment of such buildings, if 
such buildings be: 

(a) Of frame construction—that is, a building of 
which the exterior walls, or a portion thereof, shall be 
constructed of wood, or a building sheathed with boards 
and partially or entirely covered with four inches or 
less of masonry or with metal sheets—twenty years; 

(b) Of nonfireproof construction—that is, a build- 
ing the outer walls of which are constructed in accord 
with the specifications contained in clause (c) of this 
subdivision for a fireproof building, but which fail to 
conform with any of the other specifications for a fire- 
proof building, as defined in clause (c)—thirty years; 

(c) Of fireproof construction—that is, a building 
the walls of which are constructed of brick, stone, iron 
or hard incombustible materials, and in which there are 
no wood beams or lintels, and in which the floor, stair 
halls and public halls are built entirely of brick, stone, 
iron or other hard, incombustible materials, and in 
which no woodwork or other inflammable material is 
used in any of the partitions, floorings or ceilings; but 
this definition shall include a building in which there 
is used, elsewhere than in the stair halls and entrance 
kialls, wooden flooring and sleepers on top of the fire- 
proof floor, wooden hand rails and treads if made of 
hardwood not less than two inches thick, or having 
wooden doors or window sash, or wooden jambs, 
frames, casings or trim in other than stairs or entrance 
halls—forty years. 

B. For acquiring land for school purposes and for 
grading, drainage or otherwise improving or embellish- 
ing the land thus acquired—forty years. 
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C. For construction of an addition or additions to 
schoolhouses, and for the reconstruction of schoolhouses 
it the schoolhouse to which an addition or reconstruc- 
tion is made is a building: 

(a) Of the character described in subdivision A, 
clause (a)——fifteen years; 

(b) Of the character described in subdivision 
clause (b)—twenty years; 

(c) Of the character described in subdivision 
clause (c)—thirty years. : 

D. For furnishing, refurnishing, equipment or ap- 
paratus or renewal of any or all of these things, when 
not in connection with the original furnishing, equip- 
ment or apparatus—ten years. 

4. No bonds issued under this section after July first, 
one thousand nine hundred and seventeen, shall be re- 
newed or refunded but any bonds issued prior to such 
date, where the fund or funds on hand for the payment 
of same at their maturity, or at the time such bonds 
may be called for payment, will be insufficient to pay 
‘same; then such portion only of such bonds as cannot 
be paid with the fund or funds on hand may be refunded 
by the issuance of refunding bonds. Such refunding 
bonds shall run for a period not to exceed twenty years, 
and shall be made payable in annual installments, each 
installment to be, as nearly as practical, of the same 
amount. 

5. Bonds issued for more than one purpose shall 
mature within a period not exceeding the average of 
the different periods assigned by this section to the sev- 
eral purposes for which the bonds are issued, taking 
into consideration the amount of bonds to be issued on 
account of the several purposes. The determination of 
such average period by the governing body shall be 
conclusive in any action or proceeding involving the va- 
lidity of such bonds. 

6. Bonds shall be sold at not less than par and unless 
the authorized amount thereof is ten thousand dollars, 
or less, and unless such bonds shall first be offered to 
the trustees of the school fund and accepted by them, 
they shall be sold upon sealed proposals or at public 
auction after notice of such sale published at least twice, 
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the first publication at least ten days prior to sale, in a 
newspaper of the municipality, or if no newspaper is 
published therein then in a newspaper published in the 
county and circulating in such municipality, and also 
at least once in a financial paper selected by the govern- 
ing body. Such notice shall state the terms of sale of 
such bonds, and shall require all bidders to deposit a 
certified check for two per centum of the amount of 
bonds bid for, drawn upon an incorporated bank or trust 
company, to secure the municipality against any loss 
resulting from the failure of the bidder to comply with 
the terms of his bid. If no bids are received for any 
bonds advertised to be sold at public sale herein, they 
may, within thirty days thereafter, be sold at private 
sale, but such sales shall be made or confirmed by res- 
olution of the governing body adopted by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members thereof. The governing body 
may, by a two-thirds vote of all the members thereof, 
sell to the sinking fund of such municipality any issue 
of such bonds or any part thereof at a private sale at , 
not less than par. No more bonds of any shall in any 
event be less than will produce a sum equal to the au- 
thorized amount thereof, and an additional sum of less 
than the smallest denomination of the bond. 

7. Such bonds may be sold at one time or in install- 
ments, each of which, with the previous installments, 
shall mature within the period herein fixed. If sold in 
one installment, or upon the sale of the last installment, 
the notice of sale shall state the sum required to be ob- 
tained at such sale, not exceeding with the proceeds of 
any previous installments the amount of bonds author- 
ized, and that bonds will be sold in an amount not ex- 
ceeding such sum, and the maturities of such bonds and 
the rate of interest thereon. It shall also state that 
unless all bids are rejected said bonds shall be sold to 
the bidder or bidders complying with the terms of sale 
offering to pay not less than such sum, and to take 
therefor the least amount of bonds, commencing with 
the first maturity and stated in a multiple of the small- 
est denomination of the bonds. Where two or more 
bidders offer to take the same amount of such bonds, then 
the bonds shall be sold to the bidder or bidders offering 
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to pay therefor the highest additional price. The pro- 
ceeds of any bonds issued under this act shall be paid to 
the custodian of school moneys of the school district, who 
shall in no event disburse the same, except to pay the 
expenses of issuing and selling the same, and for the pur- 
pose or purposes for which such bonds were issued. If, 
for any reason, any part of such proceeds are not applied 
to or necessary for such purpose or purposes, the board 
of education may transfer the balance remaining unap- 
plied to the building and repairing account of the school 
district. 

8. Such city shall in its annual tax levy raise money 
sufficient to pay the interest and the principal of such 
bends as may mature during that year; the proceeds of 
the sale of such bonds shall be deposited with the custo- 
dian of school moneys of such school district, and shall 
be paid out only on the warrants or orders of the board 
ot education ; provided, that no amount in excess of three 
per centum of the taxable valuation of the real and per- 
sonal property shall be appropriated only with the con- 
currence and consent of the governing body, expressed 
by its resolution duly passed; provided, further, that the 
total amount of bonds for such purposes, including bonds 
theretofore issued for the purposes named in this section 
and not redeemed, shall not exceed at any one time a sum 
equal to nine per centum of the taxable valuation of the 
real and personal property in such district ; and provided, 
further, that if the charter of such city shall limit the 
amount of indebtedness in such city, or shall by its terms 
prevent the carrying out of the provisions of this section, 
said charter provisions shall hereafter be held not to 
apply to the issuing of bonds under the provisions of this 
section. 

9. This act shall be construed and held to create a 
method of procedure respecting the matters herein pro- 
vided for third class cities only and shall not affect, alter 
or amend the provisions of section seventy-six of the 
act to which this is a supplement, except in so far as cities 
of the third class are concerned.

CHAPTER 13. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to regulate elec- 
tions” (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of Article VITI of the act of which this 
act is amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so 
that the same shall read as follows: 

2. It shall be the duty of the clerk of every munici- 
pality to certify to the county board of elections of every 
county wherein such municipality is located before the 
first day of April in each year, except presidential year, 
then before the first day of March, a suggested list of 
places in said municipality suitable for polling places. 
The said county board of elections shall select the polling 
piaces for each election district in said municipalities of 
said county for all elections in said municipalities in said 
county, including all commission government elections in 
said county; provided, however, that in any case where 
the county board of elections shall fail to agree as to the 
selection of the polling place or places for any election 
district, within five days of any election, then the county 
clerk shall select and designate the polling place or places 
in any such election district; and provided, that no place 
shall be suggested by said municipal clerks or chosen by 
said county boards of elections as a polling place in any 
building in which is located or maintained any inn or 
tavern or saloon where intoxicating liquors are licensed 
to be sold; aud provided, further, that said county board 
cf elections shall not be obliged to select the polling places 
so suggested by the municipal clerks, but may choose 
others where they may deem it expedient; and provided, 
further, that the county board of elections may, in its 
discretion, select a polling place other than a schoolhouse 
or public building outside of such district, but such poll- 
ing place shall not be located more than one thousand 
feet distant from the boundary line of such district.

of fruit, vegetables, trees, shrubbery, nursery stock, 
or other produce by the person so trapping or shooting; 
and provided, that the person so trapping or shooting 
shall first have made an affidavit before a justice of 
the peace or any official authorized to administer oaths, 
that gray squirrels or rabbits have injured fruit, vege- 
tables, trees, shrubbery, nursery stock or other produce 
on his or her premises, and shall have immediately 
sent the same to the president of the Fish and Game 
Commission, who, upon the receipt of the said affidavit, 
shall in his discretion issue to said person or his author- 
ized representative a permit to so trap or shoot, and 
the person so trapping shall keep the gray squirrels or 
rabbits alive, and notify the fish and game warden of 
the county, who shall liberate said gray squirrels or 
rabbits in such parts of the State as may be directed by 
the Board of Fish and Game Commissioners, and the 
person so shooting shall report the number of gray 
squirrels or rabbits killed to the game warden of the 
county in which such gray squirrels or rabbits were 
killed, within forty-eight hours after such killing; pro- 
vided, further, that no person or persons shall be per- 
mitted to barter or sell any gray squirrels or rabbits so 
trapped or shot.

this act. Said citizens shall be bona fide residents of 
such municipality or of such county, who with the mem- 
bers of the respective governing bodies heretofore se- 
lected shall constitute said commission. All vacancies 
in such commission by death, resignation or otherwise 
of any citizen member thereof shall be filled by the 
commission as constituted at the time of the happening 
of such vacancy. The members of such commission 
shall receive no compensation for their services as such 
commissioners. .

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CHAPTER 22. 


An Act authorizing the Port Raritan District Commis- 
sion to investigate the pollution of the Raritan river 
and to prepare a plan for the purification of the 
Raritan river and making an appropriation therefor.

1. The Port Raritan District Commission is hereby 
authorized to cause an investigation to be made of the 
pollution of the Raritan river, with a view to ascertain- 
ing whether waters of the said Raritan river are being 
polluted in such manner as to cause or threaten injury 
to any of the inhabitants of this State, either in health, 
comfort or property, and if such investigation discloses 
that the said waters are being so polluted, to prepare 
a comprehensive plan for the purification of the said 
Raritan river. 

2. The sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00) 
or as much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 
propriated, when included in any annual or supplemental 
appropriation bill, for the carrying out of this act. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 23. 


An Act to annex to the borough of Rumson in the 
county of Monmouth, a part of the township of 
Shrewsbury in the county of Monmouth. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All that part of the township of Shrewsbury in 
the county of Monmouth lying within the following de- 
scribed boundaries, to wit: 
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All the lands lying in the North Shrewsbury river 
and the South Shrewsbury river immediately adjacent 
to the shores bounding the borough of Rumson between 
high water mark and the center of the North Shrewsbury 
river and between high water mark and the center of 
the South Shrewsbury river, be and the same are hereby 
set off from the township of Shrewsbury and annexed 
to and made a part of the borough of Rumson in the 
county of Monmouth.

A Supplement to an act entitled “An act authorizing 
the State Board of Commerce and Navigation to 
acquire and thereafter to preserve the Barnegat Light 
House,” approved March twenty-first, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-five.

1. For the purpose of continuing and completing the 
work for the preservation of the Barnegat Light House 
there is hereby appropriated to the State Board of Com- 
merce and Navigation the sum of forty-five thousand 
dollars, when such sum is included in any annual or 
other eppropriation bill.

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CHAPTER 25. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act defining 
motor vehicles and providing for the registration of 
the same and the licensing of the drivers thereof; 
fixing rules regulating the use and speed of motor 
vehicles; fixing the amount of license and regis- 
tration fees; prescribing and regulating process and 
the service thereof and proceedings for the violation 
of the provisions of the act and penalties for said 
violations,” approved April eighth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-one. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section ten of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

10. (1) No person shall hereafter drive an auto- 
mobile or motor cycle upon any public highway in this 
State unless licensed to do so in accordance with the 
provisions of this act. No person under the age of 
seventeen years shall be licensed to drive automobiles 
or motor cycles, nor shall any person be licensed to 
drive automobiles or motor cycles until said person shall 
have passed a satisfactory examination as to his ability 
as an operator, which examination shall include a test 
of the knowledge on the part of said person of such 
portions of the mechanism of automobiles or motor 
cycles as is necessary in order to insure the safe opera- 
tion of a vehicle of the kind or kinds indicated by the 
applicant. Driver’s license certificates shall expire on 
the thirty-first of December of each year. Said licensee 
shall be entitled to drive any registered automobile or 
motor cycle. The annual license fee to be charged shall 
be three dollars for drivers of motor vehicles and one 
dollar for operators of motor cycles. 


CHAPTER 25, LAWS OF 1928. 


(2) It shall be lawful for the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles, at his discretion, to issue to any person over 
seventeen years of age a written permit, under the 
hand and seal of said commissioner, allowing the said 
person, for the purpose of fitting himself to become a 
motor vehicle driver, or a motor cycle operator, to oper- 
ate a motor vehicle or motor cycle for a specified period 
of not more than three weeks, while in the company 
and under the supervision of a licensed motor vehicle 
driver; and such a permit, under the hand and seal 
of the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, shall be suffi- 
cient license for the said person to operate a motor 
vehicle or motor cycle in the State during the period 
specified, while in the company of and under the control 
of a licensed motor vehicle driver of this State; and 
provided, further, that the said person, as well as such 
licensed motor vehicle driver, shall be held accountable 
for all violations of this act committed by the said 
person while in the presence of such licensed motor 
vehicle driver. No such written permit shall be issued 
unless the person applying therefor shall pay the sum 
of fifty cents to any agent of the Motor Vehicle De- 
partment, such sum to be turned over by the said agent 
to the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, and by him 
remitted with the other funds collected in his department 
to the State Treasurer, in accordance with the provi- 
siens of this act; and no examination for a driver’s 
license shall be given unless the applicant therefor has 
first secured a learner’s permit. 

(3) Each license to drive an automobile shall have 
endorsed thereon in the proper handwriting of the 
said licensee, the name of said licensee. And the said 
license must be in the possession of the driver or operator 
at all times when the said driver or operator is in 
charge of a motor vehicle or motor cycle on the high- 
ways of this State. And said licensee when thereupon 
requested by any motor vehicle inspector, police officer 
ot magistrate, while in the performance of the duties 
of his office under this act, shall exhibit said license 
to said officer, and write his name in the presence of 
said officer, to the end that he may thereby determine the 
identity of said licensee. 
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(4) Any motor vehicle or motor cycle belonging to 
any person who is a nonresident of this State, and who 
has registered such motor vehicle or motor cycle in 
and has complied with all the laws of the State, Terri- 
tory, Federal District of the United States, or of any 
Province of the Dominion of Canada, in which he re- 
sides, with respect to the registration of motor vehicles 
and the display of registration numbers, and who shall 
conspicuously display such registration number as re- 
quired thereby, may be driven in this State, if said 
motor vehicle or motor cycle be a passenger vehicle, 
during a period of not to exceed ninety days in each 
calendar year, or if such motor vehicle be a commercial 
motor vehicle, it may be driven in this State during a 
period of not to exceed fifteen days in each calendar 
year, or on two or more occasions not exceeding in the 
ageregate the period allowed such motor vehicle in 
any such year, without complying with, or being subject 
to the provisions of this act as the same applies to 
the registration of motor vehicles and licensing of the 
operators thereof; provided, that each day or part of 
a day during which any such motor vehicle is within 
this State shall be considered as one of the days by 
this section allowed; and provided, further, that the 
provisions of this section shall be operative as to any 
such motor vehicle by nonresidents of this State only 
to the extent that under the laws of the State, Territory, 
Federal District or Province of his residence, sub- 
stantially similar exemptions and privileges are granted 
to motor vehicles and motor cycles duly registered under 
the laws of this State; and provided, further, that the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall have power to 
suspend, for cause, the touring privileges in this act 
allowed in so far as it may apply to any licensed motor 
vehicle licensed by any State, Federal District, Territory 
or of the Province of the Dominion of Canada to 
which such privilege is granted under the provisions 
of this act. The Commissioner of Motor Vehicles in 
suspending such privilege, shall give seven days’ notice 
of such ation, citing in such notice the number of the 
motor vehicle or motor cycle in reference to which 
such privilege is suspended, and shall forward such 
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notice to the department which issued the license against 
which such privilege is suspended. The Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles, when suspending such privilege shall 
give public notice of the same, and cause all police de- 
partments or other police authorities to be notified of 
such action. If such motor vehicle against which such 
privilege has been suspended shall be driven thereafter 
in the State of New Jersey, during the period in which 
its license is in force, the driver and owner thereof 
shall be subject to a fine of not exceeding two hundred 
dollars. 

(5) The touring privilege as hereinbefore provided 
is also extended to the chauffeurs or drivers of all 
nonresident motor vehicles operating in this State under 
such touring privilege, provided that the said chauffeur 
or driver has complied with the law of his resident State 
with respect to the licensing of drivers or chauffeurs.

Every person, firm, association or corpora- 
tion owning and engaged in the business of renting or 
leasing motor vehicles, without a driver, to be operated 
by the lessee or bailee, his agent or servant, for pur- 
poses other than the transportation of passengers for 
hire, shall file with the clerk of the municipality in 
which the owner resides or has his place of business for 
the motor vehicle or vehicles intended to be so rented 
or leased, a policy or policies intended to be so rented 
or leased a policy or policies of insurance of a company 
duly licensed to transact business under the insurance 
laws of the State of New Jersey, insuring such motor 
vehicle owner against loss from the liability imposed 
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by law upon such motor vehicle owner for damages on 
account of bodily injury or death suffered by any per- 
son or persons other than a person in the employ of 
such motor vehicle owner, or a person in, on or about 
such motor vehicle in the status of a passenger for 
hire as a result of accidents occurring by reason of the 
negligent maintenance, use or operation of such motor 
vehicle upon the public highways of this State; and 
such policy or policies of insurance shall provide a 
limit of liability on the part of the insurer exclusive 
of court costs and the expenses of investigating and 
defending suits for each motor vehicle covered thereby, 
Amount. in the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000) for bodily 
injury to or death of any one person, and subject to 
the same limit of liability for each person so injured 
or killed, in the sum of ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
for bodily injury to or death of more than one person 
in any one accident; and shall provide for the payment, 
subject, however, to the aforesaid limits of liability, of 
any final judgment rendered against such motor vehicle 
Provisions of Owner. Such policy of insurance shall contain a pro- 
ee vision for a continuing liability thereunder, subject, 
however, to the aforesaid limits of liability, notwith- 
standing any recovery thereon, and shall further pro- 
vide that nothing contained thereon, nor the violation 
Insurer's of any of the provisions thereof, shall relieve the in- 
NeaPuity: surer within the limit of liability aforesaid from the 
payment of any such judgment; but this provision shall 
not, as between the insurer and the assured, affect the 
rights given by the policy to the insurers against the 
assured because of any such violation or otherwise. 
Number of The owner, at his option, may file one policy for each 
motor vehicle, or one policy covering two or more 
vehicles, or one policy covering all vehicles operated 
under the same ownership, with provision for substitu- 
tion and addition of motor vehicles thereunder, and 
may file policies of different insurers. The provisions 
of this act, so far as may be requisite, shall be read 
into and deemed to form a part of any such policy. 
Section 3 2. Section three of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 
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3. That a new paragraph be added to the act of 
which this act is amendatory, which shall read as fol- 
lows: 

2B. Such owner shall, prior to the issuance of any 
certificate under this act, execute and deliver to the said 
clerk a power of attorney, wherein and whereby the 
said owner shall nominate, constitute and appoint the 
said clerk his true and lawful attorney for the purpose 
of acknowledging service of any process out of a court 
of competent jurisdiction in any action brought to re- 
cover damages against such owner by reason of the 
negligent maintenance, use, or operation of any such 
motor vehicle as aforesaid; provided, that no owner 
shall be required to file and maintain in force more 
than one power of attorney under this act. 

3. Section four of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

3. Upon the owner’s compliance with the require- 
ments of sections 2A and 2B of this act, the said clerk 
shall issue to the owner a certificate for each vehicle, 
which certificate shall describe such vehicle and certify 
that the owner thereof has filed a policy and power of 
attorney as required by this act, and which certificate 
shall at all times be carried in the vehicle. It shall be 
the duty of said clerk to revoke such certificate at any 
time when there is not on file with said clerk a valid 
policy, in full force and effect, and a power of attorney, 
as required to be filed by this act. Upon notice of such 
revocation the owner of such vehicle shall surrender 
such certificate to said clerk or to any person designated 
by said clerk to receive the same, and shall cease to 
operate, or cause or permit to be operated, such motor 
vehicle. 

4, Section five of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

4. Any policy filed under the provisions of this act 
may be canceled as to accidents occurring subsequent to 
the effective date of cancellation, by the insurer or by 
the owner, upon the terms and in the manner therein 
provided for; but such cancellation shall not be effective 
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unless and until twenty (20) days’ notice in writing 
of such cancellation shall have been given the said clerk. 
Service of such notice upon the said clerk may be made 
either personally or by mail, and if by mail shall be 
deemed complete when such notice is deposited in the 
post office, registered, postage prepaid, directed to the 
said clerk, at his official address. Immediately upon 
receipt of notice by said clerk of the cancellation of any 
such policy, or if the authority of the insurer to transact 
such business in the State of New Jersey shall be re- 
voked, said clerk shall require the owner to replace such 
policy with another good and sufficient policy in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act; in default of which 
the owner’s certificate shall be revoked for all motor 
vehicles covered by such policy, and the owner shall 
thereupon cease to operate, or cause or permit to be 
operated, any such motor vehicle or motor vehicles. 
Upon revocation of the certificate of any owner by the 
clerk, other than for failure to file another policy upon 
notice of cancellation, as hereinabove provided for, 
notice shall be by the clerk sent to the insurer, and such 
notice of revocation shall operate automatically to cancel 
such policy for the motor vehicle for which such cer- 
tificate was revoked, as to all accidents occurring subse- 
quent to the revocation of such certificate and such in- 
surer shall be liable for the return of the unearned 
premium upon such policy, as in case of cancellation by 
the insurer. 

5. Section six of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

5. Such owner, if a corporation organized under the 
laws of this State with a paid-up cash capital of not 
less than two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000), 
miay carry its own liability insurance, as required by 
the provisions of this act, provided it can reasonably 
satisfy the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance as 
to the pe,inanence and financial standing of its business. 
Any owner desiring to be exempt from obtaining or 
filing such insurance policy or policies as required by 
this act shall make application to the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance, showing its financial ability to 
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pay such damages, whereupon the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance, if reasonably satisfied of the 
applicant’s financial ability, shall by written order make 
such exemption and deliver a certified copy thereof to 
the said clerk, which certified copy of such exemption 
shall remain with the said clerk in lieu of such policy 
or policies of insurance so long as the paid-up cash 
capital of said corporation shall remain at not less than 
two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000), and the order 
of the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance shall 
remain in force. The said clerk shall issue to such cor- 
poration so exempted a certificate showing such exemp- 
tion in lieu of the certificate required to be issued by 
section three of this act. The Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance may from time to time require further 
statements of the financial ability of such company; and 
if at any time, in the opinion of the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance, such company appears no longer 
able to pay damages, the commissioner shall revoke his 
order granting exemption and notify the said clerk of 
such revocation; whereupon the said clerk shall revoke 
the certificate showing exemption issued by such com- 
missioner, and the said company shall immediately in- 
sure its liability as required by the provisions of this 
act. 
6. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 29, 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, 
nineteen hundred and seventeen. 


Be If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of Article XXIV of the act to which 
this act is an amendment be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
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3. Nothing herein shall repeal or make void any 
statutory provision for the creation of lighting districts 
in townships, and the lighting of streets and public 
places in said districts, and governing bodies in town- 
ships shall have power to make any contracts for light- 
ing for a period not exceeding five years unless other- 
wise provided by law.

CHAPTER 30. 


An Act to ratify, confirm and continue the incorporation 
of the borough of Millstone, in the county of Somer- 
set, and to fix the boundaries and corporate name 
thereof. 


WueEreas, The inhabitants of that part of the township 
of Hillsborough, in the county of Somerset, within 
the boundaries hereinafter mentioned, were organ- 
ized as a borough by the name of “The Mayor and 
Council of the Borough of Millstone,” under and by 
virtue of the provisions of an act of the Legislature 
of the State of New Jersey entitled “An act for the 
formation of borough governments,” approved April 
fifth, one thousand eight hundred and seventy-eight, 
and the acts amendatory thereof and supplemental 
thereto or under some other general borough law of 
this State; and 

WHuereas, A statement of the results of an election for 
the purpose of incorporation under the aforesaid act 
held in the borough of Millstone on the first day of 
May, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-four, 
cannot be found in the files of the office of the clerk 
of the county of Somerset; and 

WHEREAS, By virtue of the provisions of an act of the 
Legislature of the State of New Jersey entitled “A 
general act relating to boroughs (Revision of 1897),” 
approved April twenty-fourth, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety-seven, the inhabitants of every 
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borough theretofore established, formed or organized 
under the provisions of any law of this State, were 
created a body corporate and politic in fact, deed, 
name and law by the corporate name by which they 
were then known; and 

WHEREAS, Doubt exists as to the incorporation and 
corporate name of the borough of Millstone; 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The inhabitants of all that territory formerly a 
part of the township of Hillsborough, in the county of 
Somerset, and now known as the borough of Mill- 
stone, and contained within the limits hereinafter set 
forth, are hereby continued and declared to be a body 
corporate and politic in fact and in law by the name of 
“The Borough of Millstone,” and the creation, organiza- 
tion and incorporation of said borough of Millstone shall 
be governed by the general laws of this State relating 
to boroughs. . 

Description of the boundaries of Millstone borough: 

Beginning at the Millstone river on the line between 
Jacob Van Doren and Paul Beardslee running westerly 
to a corner of said Van Doren, Paul Beardslee andl 
Isaac B. Hoagland; thence along said Isaac B. Hoagland 
and Paul Beardslee westerly seventy-five rods to a 
stake in said line; thence north across Isaac B. Hoag- 
land, Amwell road, William H. Baker and P. V. D. Van 
Doren on the line of William C. Stryker to a stake; 
thence east along said Stryker to a line eighty rods 
to a corner of the Demarest tract; thence north sixty 
rods along said Stryker and Demarest to a cedar tree; 
thence in an easterly direction to the Millstone river; 
and thence along the Millstone river south to the place 
of beginning. (Surveyed April 20, 1894.) 

2. All acts and doings of the governing body of said 
berough, and of the officers thereof, since the fourteenth 
day of May, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
four, are hereby ratified, validated, approved and con- 
firmed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 31. 


An Act to incorporate the township of East Hanover, 
in the county of Morris. 


BE if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The inhabitants of that portion of the township 
of Hanover, in the county of Morris, contained within 
the limits hereinafter set forth, are hereby constituted 
and declared to be a body politic and corporate in fact 
and in law by the name of “Township of East Han- 
over,” and shall be governed by the general laws of this 
State relating to townships. 

2. The territorial limits of said township shall be as 
follows: All that portion in the township of Hanover 
within the following described lines, to wit: Beginning 
in the middle of Cook’s bridge over the Passaic river 
in Hanover and in the division line between Morris 
county and Essex county, being the most easterly bound- 
ary line of Hanover township; thence (1) in a northerly 
direction in the center of the Passaic river to the junc- 
tion of the Rockaway river and the Passaic river; then 
(2) southwesterly in the middle of the Rockaway river 
its various courses to where the Whippany river joins 
the Rockaway river (known as New river) near Malachi 
Sharkey; thence (3) up the middle of the Whippany 
river the several courses thereof to where the line of 
the Smith or line ditch intersects the same, at the junc- 
tion of Troy brook; thence (4) up the line ditch to 
its intersection with the Perrine road; thence (5) in a 
straight line in a southwesterly direction to the middle 
of Haight’s bridge over the Whippany river; thence (6) 
up the middle of the Whippany river to its junction 
with Black brook; thence (7) in a southwesterly direc- 
tion in the middle of said brook to its intersection with 
the borough of Florham Park northerly line; thence 
(8) along the line of the borough of Florham Park 
easterly to its intersection with the Passaic river, in the 
center thereof; thence (9) up the middle of said river 
northeasterly to the place of beginning, in Cook’s bridge. 
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3. This act shall not become operative until its pro- 
visions shall be submitted to all the voters of the entire 
township of Hanover at a special election to be held 
within said township and at said election adopted by 
a majority of the votes cast at said special election. 
Said special election shall be held within the said town- 
ship of Hanover within sixty days, holidays excepted, 
from the passage of this act, and between the hours of 
six o’clock A. M. and seven o’clock P. M. of the day 
fixed for such election and at places within said town- 
ship to be fixed and provided for by the clerk of the 
township of Hanover, in the county of Morris. The 
clerk of the township of Hanover shall cause public 
notice of the time and places of holding the said elec- 
tion to be given by advertisements signed by himself, 
arid set up in at least six public places in said township 
(three of which shall be within the above described terri- 
tory), and published in at least one newspaper circu- 
lating in the township of Hanover, at least ten days prior 
to such election, and the said clerk shall provide for 
the electors voting at such election, ballots to be printed 
or written, or partially written and partially printed, con- 
forming as nearly as possible with the forms of the 
ballots used at general elections and upon which ballots 
shall be printed the proposition to be submitted to the 
voters, with instructions in the following form: 

If you favor the proposition printed below, make in 
black ink or black pencil an & mark in the square to 
the left and opposite the word “Yes”; and if you are 
opposed thereto, make in black ink or black pencil an X 
mark in the square to the left and opposite the word 
“No.”

If the voter makes an & mark in black ink or black 
pencil in the square to the left of and opposite the 
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word “Yes,” it shall be counted as a vote in favor of 
such proposition. 

If the voter makes an & mark in black ink or black 
pencil in the square to the left of and opposite the word 
“No,” it shall be counted as a vote against such prope- 
sition; and in case no X mark shall be made in the 
square to the left of and opposite the word “Yes” or 
“No,” it shall not be counted as a vote for or against 
such proposition. 

Such election shall be held at the time and places so 
appointed and shall be conducted by the officers of the 
election districts of the township of Hanover. ‘The offi- 
cers of each district holding such election shall within 
three days after such election make a return in dupli- 
cate, one to the township committee of the township of 
Hanover and the other to the clerk of the county ot 
Morris of the result of such election by statements in 
writing and under their hands, and the same shall he 
entered at length upon the minuies of the township com- 
mittee of the township of Hanover and upon its adop- 
tion by a majority of such electors voting at said special 
election as aforesaid, and not otherwise, this act shall in 
ali respects be operative; provided, that if any other 
portion of Hanover township by act of this present Leg- 
islature shall be set off as a separate township requiring 
a referendum of all the voters in Hanover towiship be- 
fere its adoption, then in such case the election called 
fer herein shall be held on the same day, time and 
places as such other election is held and the notices, pub- 
lication and advertisements required hereunder shall Le 
given as herein set forth. Upon the ballots used at such 
joint special election both propositions with the in- 
structions, shall be printed. 

4, The registers of voters of said township of Han- 
over used in said township in its respective districts at 
the last general election shall be used in the conducting 
ot such special election. 

The boards shall meet at such places provided by the 
clerk of F anover township and at such timc as shall be 
designated by the aforesaid clerk at least one week pre- 
ceding said special election. Notice of the time and 
places so designated for such meeting shall be given by 
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the clerk of the township of Hanover by posting notices 
thereof in at least five of the most public places in the 
several election districts comprising the township of 
Hanover, said meeting of the boards of registry and 
election shall be held in their respective polling places 
provided for by the clerk of said township at one o’clock 
in the afternoon and continue until nine o’clock on the 
evening of the day fixed for said meeting and each board 
shall place in their register the names of all persons or 
legal voters within the district at the time of the passage 
of this act, whose names appear upon the said register 
used at the general election as aforesaid and in addition 
thereto any person who shall appear before them and 
establish to the satisfaction of a majority of the board 
in the election district in which he or she resides that 
he or she is entitled to vote at the said special election 
by reason of being an inhabitant and citizen residing 
in said territory at the time of the passage hereof, or 
who shall be sworn by the written affidavit of a voter 
residing in said district to be entitled so to vote. A 
separate affidavit shall be required for each person so 
added, which shall contain the address of the affhant 
and shall be signed by him. On the following day one 
copy of said register shall be mailed to the chairman 
of the county board of elections of Morris county, to 
be filed by said board, and one copy shall be retained 
for the use of each district board of election at such 
special election. The cost of said election in the first 
instance shall be borne by the township of Hanover, but 
in the event of the adoption of this act the newly created 
municipality shall reimburse the township of Hanover 
for such expense. 

5. Immediately after the statements of the result of 
such election shall be made to the township committee 
of the said township of Hanover, another copy of said 
statements certified by the clerk of the township of 
Hanover shall be filed by him in the office of the county 
clerk of the county of Morris. 

6. Within ten days after a copy of the statements of 
said election has been filed with the county clerk of 
the county of Morris, and in case it is shown by said 
statement that this act has been adopted by the voters 
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of said township as aforesaid, the said county clerk 
shall call another special election, to be held within the 
aforesaid described territory, within thirty days from 
the date of the filing of the said statements in his office, 
for the purpose of electing three committeemen, an as- 
sessor, a collector, a clerk and such other officers as pro- 
vided for by law, to hold office until the first day of 
January following said special election, which election 
shall be held between the hours of six o’clock A. M. and 
seven o’clock P. M. on a day and at a place or places 
within said territory, to be fixed by said county clerk; 
and of the time, place and purpose of said special elec- 
tion said county clerk shall give public notice by ad- 
vertisement, signed by himself and set up in at least five 
public places within said territory, and published in at 
least one newspaper circulating therein, at least five 
days prior to such election. Said county clerk shall pro- 
vide for the electors voting at such election ballots, to 
be printed or written or partly printed and partly writ- 
ten, on which shall appear the names of all the candi- 
dates for said offices who shall have been nominated by 
petition of at least five voters residing within said terri- 
tery and appearing on the said election registers used 
a. the special election held for the adoption of this act, 
ag revised. Petitions making nominations for any of 
said offices shall be filed with the said county clerk 
within twenty days from the date of the filing with said 
county clerk of the statement showing the adoption of 
this act and at least five days prior to said election. 
Such election shall be held at the time and places so 
appointed by said county clerk and shall be conducted 
by the members of the district boards of the township of 
Hanover residing within the above described territory, 
provided if there is not a complete district board the 
county clerk shall request the Morris county board of 
elections to fill the vacancies and if necessary designate 
a new board or boards for the purpose of conducting 
said election; and the ballot to be used at this election 
shall conform as nearly as possible to the form of ballot 
used at general elections. The registers of voters within 
said described territory to be used in the conducting of 
such special election shall be prepared and made up by 
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the boards of election of the districts within the above 
described territory as herein constituted, from the reg- 
ister of voters used in said districts at the special election 
held for the adoption of this act; provided, that said 
list for the purpose of this election shall be revised so 
as to include all and only such voters who may then 
reside within the territory comprised within the limits 
of the township created by this act. 

The said boards shall meet at such places provided 
by the clerk of the county of Morris within said described 
territory and at such time as shall be designated by 
the clerk of the county of Morris at least one week 
preceding said special election. Notice of the time and 
places so designated for such meeting shall be given by 
the clerk of the county of Morris by posting notice 
thereof in at least five of the most public places in said 
districts in said described territory at least five days prior 
to said meeting. The said district boards of registry 
and election within said territory shall meet in their re- 
spective polling places provided for by the clerk of the 
county of Morris for the making up of said new register 
or registers of voters and shall begin at one o’clock 
in the afternoon and continue until nine o’clock on the 
evening of the day fixed for that purpose and each board 
shall place in their register the names of all persons who 
are legal voters within the said districts and in the 
above described territory aforesaid at the time and pas- 
sage of this act, whose names appear upon said register 
used at the said special election as aforesaid, and in 
addition thereto any person who shall appear before 
them and establish to the satisfaction of a majority of 
the board in the election district in which he or she 
resides that he or she is entitled to vote at the said 
special election by reason of being an inhabitant and 
citizen residing in said territory at the time of the 
passage hereof, or who shall be sworn by the written 
affidavit of a voter residing in said territory to be en- 
titled so to vote. A separate affidavit shall be required 
for each rerson so added, which shall contain the address 
of the affiant and shall be signed by him. On the follow- 
ing day one copy of said register shall be mailed to the 
chairman of the county board of elections of Morris

county, to be filed by said board, and one copy shall be 
retained for the use of each district board of election 
at such special election. 

The officers holding such election shall make return 
thereof to the county clerk of the county of Morris of 
the result of such election, and the officers elected at 
said election on the filing of said return shall be and 
become the officers of said township and shall continue 
in office until the first day of January following said 
special election, provided that nominations can be made 
and submitted to the voters on primary day for this 
year at which time nominations shall be made for one

An Act to incorporate the township of Parsippany-Troy 
Hills, in the county of Morris. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The inhabitants of that portion of the township of 
Hanover, in the county of Morris, contained within the 
limits hereinafter set forth, are hereby constituted and 
declared to be a body politic and corporate in fact and 
in law by the name of “Township of Parsippany-Troy 
Hills,’ and shall be governed by the general laws of 
this State relating to townships. 

2. The territorial limits of said township shall be as 
follows: All that portion in the township of Hanover 
within the following described lines, to wit: Begin- 
ning at the northeasterly corner of the borough of Mor- 
ris Plains in the middle of Newark and Mount Pleasant 
turnpike as described in the description of the borough 
of Morris Plains in the middle of the road next east 
of Littleton cross roads, said point being the end of the 
tenth course in the description of the borough of Morris 
Plains and running thence (1) northwesterly along the 
middle of the Newark and Mount Pleasant turnpike six 
thousand feet, passing Littleton cross roads to the middle 
of the Newark and Mount Pleasant turnpike, where the 
same is intersected by the northwesterly right-of-way line 
of the Morris County Traction Company; thence (2) 
southwesterly by a straight line six thousand feet to the 
junction of the old Todd road with the southwesterly 
side line of Union turnpike; thence (3) southerly by a 
straight line three thousand one hundred feet to the 
middle of the road leading northwesterly from Morris 
Plains to Shongum; thence (4) south 43 degrees 45 
minutes west six hundred feet; thence (5) south 29 
degrees 30 minutes west eight hundred and sixteen feet 
to the corner of State lands; thence (6) south 44 de- 
grees 5 minutes east three hundred and seventy-five feet 
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to the middle of Central avenue eighty feet northwesterly 
trom the bridge over Whatnong brook; thence (7) south 
35 degrees 53 minutes west one thousand and forty-six 
feet; thence (8) south 25 degrees 15 minutes east one 
hundred and ninety-eight feet along State lands to the 
edge of Jaqui Mill pond, being the boundary of said 
State lands; thence (9) southerly four hundred and 
three feet along the edge of said pond to the middle 
of Hanover avenue; thence (10) along the middle of

corner in said highway; thence (14) northeasterly along 
the easterly side of said Intervale road seven thousand 
and seventy-five feet, more or less, to an iron rod 
monument in the southeasterly right-of-way line of the 
Delaware, Lackawanna & Western Railroad; thence (15) 
along the southerly right-of-way line of said railroad 
northeasterly two thousand five hundred feet, more or 
less, to the line of division between the township of 
Hanover and the township of Boonton; thence (16) 
along said division line southeasterly two hundred feet, 
more or less, to the westerly side line of Fanny road, 
sometimes known as the road leading to Old Boonton, 
being a line of division between the township of Boon- 
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ton and the town of Boonton; thence (17) along the 
line dividing the town of Boonton and the township of 
Hanover in an easterly direction the several courses and 
distances thereof and along the Rockaway river to a 
point in the Rockaway river at the junction of the 
Whippany river therewith known as the New river; 
thence (18) up the said river known as the New river 
to the junction thereof of line ditch or Smith ditch; 
thence (19) up said line ditch or Smith ditch in a 
westerly direction its several courses thereof a distance 
of about 10,500 feet in the northeasterly side of Perrine 
road; thence (20) along the easterly side line of Perrine 
road in a westerly direction its several courses thereof 
a distance of about 3,500 feet to the junction of Lower 
road; thence (21) in a northwesterly direction a distance 
of about 4,500 feet to a culvert in Reynolds avenue, 
southerly about 200 feet of the old Baldwin house; 
thence (22) in a northwesterly direction a distance of 
about 5,200 feet to the junction of the Stacy road with 
the road leading from Whippany to Halseytown; thence 
(23) in a westerly direction a distance of about 12,000 
feet to the junction of the road leading from Malapardis 
to Van Dee Terrace with the road next east of the Little- 
ton cross roads; thence (24) along said road in a 
northerly direction a distance of about 1,500 feet to 
the place of beginning.

CHAPTER: 33. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate the 
practice of courts of law” (Revision of 1903), ap- 
proved April fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section forty of an act entitled “An act to regu- 
late the practice of courts of law” (Revision of 1903), 
approved April fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and three, be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

40. Any unincorporated organization, consisting of 
seven or more persons and having a recognized name, 
may sue or be sued by such name in any action affecting 
the common property, rights, and liabilities of such 
organization; all process, pleadings and other papers in 
such action may be served on the president or any other 
officer for the time being or the agent or manager or 
person in charge of the business of such organization; 
such action shall have the same force and effect as 
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regards the common property, rights and liabilities of 
such organization as if it were prosecuted against all 
the members thereof; and such action shall not abate 
by reason of the death, resignation, removal or legal 
incapacity of any officer of such organization or by 
reason of any change in the membership thereof. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect 
immediatelv.

CHAPTER 34. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to create a 
commission for the rehabilitation of physically handi- 
capped persons and to define its duties and powers,” 
approved April tenth, nineteen hundred and nineteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

1. Definitions. 

(a) “Physically handicapped” shall mean any person 
who, by reason of a physical defect or infirmity, whether 
congenital or acquired by accident, injury or disease, is 
or may be expected to be totally or partially incapacitated 
for education or for remunerative occupation. 

(b) “Rehabilitation” shall mean the rendering of a 
person physically handicapped fit to engage in a remu- 
nerative occupation. 

(c) “Residing in the State of New Jersey” shall 
mean any person who is and has been domiciled within 
the State for one year or more. 

2. There is hereby created a State Commission for 
the Rehabilitation of Physically Handicapped Persons” 
hereinafter referred to as the commission, to be com- 
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posed of the Commissioner of Education, the Commis- 
sioner of Labor and the Commissioner of the Department 
of Institutions and Agencies and of five other members 
to be appointed by the Governor for a term of three 
years. ‘Their successors shall be appointed in the same 
manner for the term of three years. 

Of the five members appointed by the Governor 
one member, and only one, shall be a person who on 
account of his or her vocation, activities and affilia- 
tions can be considered as a representative of the 
employers of labor of the State, and one member, and 
only one, shall be a person who, on account of his or 
her vocation, activities and affiliations, can be consid- 
ered as a representative of organized labor; provided, 
that the two additional appointed members provided for 
by law in nineteen hundred and twenty-eight, one of 
whom shall be a woman, shall be chosen because of their 
special interest in and knowledge of the problem of 
caring for, treating and educating crippled children. 

As soon as the commission is organized, and during 
the month of July of each year thereafter at an annual 
“meeting, the commission shall elect its chairman. 

The members of this commission shall serve without 
pay, but for their actual expenses incurred in the per- 
formance of their duties shall be paid out of the funds 
appropriated to conduct the activities of the com- 
mission. 

The Governor shall have power at any time to remove 
any member of the commission appointed by him pur- 
suant to the provisions of this act for inefficiency or 
neglect of duty, charges in writing having been preferred 
and sustained after public hearing. Any vacancy 
occurring during a term shall be filled for the unex- 
pired portion thereof by the appointment of a successor 
in the same manner as the predecessor was appointed. 

3. Section two of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

2. It shall be the duty of the commission to direct, 
as hereinafter provided, the rehabilitation of any physi- 
cally hendicapped persons residing in the State of New 
Jersey; provided, that said duty of this commission 
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shall not be construed to apply to aged or helpless per- 
sons requiring permanent custodial care, or to blind 
persons under the care of the State Commission to 
Ameliorate the Condition of the Blind, or to deaf per- 
sons under the care of the State School for Deaf-Mutes, 
or to any epileptic or feeble-minded person, or to any 
person who may, in the judgment of the commission, 
not be susceptible of such rehabilitation. 

4. Section four of the act of which this is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

4. The commission shall have power: 

(1) To establish relations with all public and private 
hospitals to receive reports of any persons under treat- 
ment in such hospitals for any injury or disease that 
may permanently impair their earning capacity in order 
that persons thus reported may be promptly visited by 
representatives of the commission who shall make 
record of their condition and report to the commission. 
The commission shall then determine whether the per- 
son is susceptible of rehabilitation. Such persons as 
may be found so susceptible shall be acquainted by the 
commission with the rehabilitation facilities offered by 
the State and the benefits of entering upon remunerative 
work at an early date. Any person who chooses to take 
advantage of these rehabilitation facilities shall be 
registered with the commission, and a record kept of 
every such person and the measures taken for his or 
her rehabilitation. The commission shall proffer to 
any such person counsel regarding the selection of a 
suitable occupation and of an appropriate course of 
training, and shall initiate definite plans for beginning 
rehabilitation as soon as the physical condition of the 
person permits. 

(2) To arrange with the Commissioner of Labor 
to receive reports of all cases of injuries received by 
employees in the course of employment which may result 
in permanent disability. The persons thus known to 
be injured may be visited, examined, registered and 
advised in the same manner and for the same purposes 
as specified in clause one of this section. 

(3) To receive applications of any physically handi- 
capped persons residing within the State for advice and 
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assistance regarding their rehabilitation. The persons 
thus known to be physically handicapped may be vis- 
ited, examined and advised in the same manner and 
for the same purposes as specified in clause one of this 
section. 

(4) To make surveys to ascertain the number and 
condition of physically handicapped persons within the 
State. The persons thus known to be physically handi- 
capped may be visited, examined, registered and advised 
in the same manner and for the same purposes as 
specified in clause one of this section. 

(5) To arrange for such therapeutic treatment as 
may be necessary for the rehabilitation of any physically 
handicapped persons who may have registered with 
the commission. 

(6) To procure and furnish to physically handi- 
capped persons registered with the commission, artificial 
limbs and other orthopedic and prothetic appliances, to 
be paid for at cost in easy installments, when such appli- 
ances cannot be otherwise provided, and when such 
physically handicapped persons, their parents or guard- 
ians are able to do so. 

(7) To establish, maintain and operate in one of 
the first class cities in the State a school to be known 
as “The New Jersey Memorial School for Rehabilita- 
tion,’ and to establish, maintain and operate branches 
of the school at such other places as may, in the 
judgment of the commission, be necessary. ‘There shall 
be provided at the school and its branches courses of 
training in selected occupations for physically handi- 
capped persons registered with the commission whose 
physical condition may, in the judgment of the com- 
mission, require special courses of training to render 
them fit to engage in remunerative employment, and 
who will be assigned by the commission to the school 
or to any of its branches for the purpose of such special 
training. 

The commission shall make the necessary rules for 
the proper conduct and management of the school and 
its branches; shall have control and care of the building 
and grounds used by the State for the school and its 
branches and the funds for the support thereof, appro- 
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priated by the State; shall purchase the necessary equip- 
ment and supplies; and shall prescribe the courses and 
methods of training to be given at the school and its 
branches, 

(8) To arrange with the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for training courses in the public schools in the 
State in selected occupations for physically handicapped 
persons registered with the commission. 

(9) To arrange with any educational institution for 
training courses in selected occupations for physically 
handicapped persons registered with the commission. 

(10) To arrange with any public or private organ- 
ization or commercial, industrial or agricultural estab- 
lishment for training courses in selected occupations 
for physically handicapped persons registered with the 
commission. 

(11) To provide maintenance costs during the pre- 
scribed period of training for physically handicapped 
persons registered with the commission; provided, that 
when the payment of maintenance costs is authorized 
by the commission it shall not exceed ten dollars ($10) 
per week, and the period during which it is paid shall 
not exceed twenty weeks, unless an extension of time 
is granted by a unanimous vote of the commission. 

(12) To arrange for social service for the visiting 
of physically handicapped persons registered with the 
commission and of their families in their homes during 
the period of treatment and training and after its com- 
pletion, to give advice regarding any matter that may 
effect rehabilitation. 

(13) To co-operate with the Commissioner of Labor 
in the placement in remunerative employment of phys- 
ically handicapped persons registered with the com- 
mission. 

(14) To conduct investigations and surveys of the 
several industries located in the State to ascertain the 
occupations within each industry in which physically 
handicapped persons can enter upon remunerative em- 
ployment under favorable conditions and work with 
normal effectiveness, and to determine what practicable 
changes and adjustments in industrial operations and 
practices may facilitate such employment. 
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(15) To make such studies and reports as may be 
helpful for the operation of this act. 

(16) To keep the people of the State informed 
regarding the operation of this act. 

(17) To co-operate with any department of the 
federal government or of the government of the State 
cf New Jersey or with any county or municipal 
authorities within the State or with any private agency 
in the operation of this act. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER. 35, 


An Act to change and amend the title and body of an 
act entitled “An act to authorize two or more mu- 
nicipalities of this State to jointly construct and main- 
tain outlet or trunk sewers and to authorize every 
such municipality to construct local sewers within its 
corporate limits connecting with or discharging into 
such joint outlet or trunk sewers,” approved March 
fifteenth, one thousand eight hundred and _ ninety- 
nine, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of the act of which this is an amend- 
ment is hereby changed and amended so that hence- 
forth it shall read as follows: 

An act to authorize two or more municipalities of 
this State to jointly construct and maintain outlet or 
trunk sewers; and to jointly construct and maintain 
sewage disposal plants in connection therewith; and to 
authorize every such municipality to construct local 
sewers within its corporate limits connecting with or 
discharging into such joint outlet or trunk sewers and 
such sewage disposal plants. 
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2. Section one of the act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for any two or more municipali- 
ties in this State, without regard to the form of their 
incorporation, to jointly provide for and cause to be 
constructed, and to thereafter maintain, an outlet or 
trunk sewer or sewers or drains, or sewage disposal 
plants or either or any of them, in the manner herein 
provided; and to that end the governing bodies or boards 
of any two or more municipalities in this State, such 
boards being charged by law with the duty of construct- 
ing sewers or drains in such municipalities, respectively, 
may unite and jointly cause to be made at their joint 
expense, by competent engineers, mechanics and others, 
surveys, maps, plans, reports and estimates of proposed 
work and improvements relating to any contemplated 
cutlet or trunk sewer or sewers, or drains and appurte- 
nances, or sewage disposal plants, which such munici- 
palities may desire to jointly construct, build and main- 
tain under the authority conferred by this act, and for 
such purposes and before determining upon a final route 
and plan for the building or construction of any public 
improvement or work authorized by this act, and for 
the making of the surveys, maps, plans, reports and 
estimates as provided in this section, it shall be lawful 
for the municipalities desiring to make such improve- 
ments, by their officers, agents, servants and employees, 
to enter at all times upon any lands or waters, for the 
purpose of exploring, surveying, leveling and laying 
out the route of any outlet or trunk sewer, sewers, or 
drains and appurtenances, locating sewage disposal 
plants or storage basins or pumping or other works, 
establishing grades and for the doing of all necessary 
preliminary work, doing, however, no unnecessary dam- 
age or injury to private or other property ; such surveys, 
maps, )’ans, reports, and estimates, or true copies there- 
of, shall be delivered by the persons making the same 
to the clerk of each of the municipalities joining in the 
expense of making the same, together with a statement 
or estimate of the cost and expense of such proposed 
iniprovement, and the percentage of such cost and ex- 
pense proposed to be apportioned to and paid by each of 
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such municipalities, and also an estimate of the annual 
cost of maintenance, repairs, operation and supervision 
of such proposed improvements, to be annually paid 
by each of such municipalities after the completion of 
such improvements; said clerks of the respective mu- 
nicipalities interested as aforesaid shall immediately sub- 
mit to the governing body or board of such municipality 
having charge of the construction of sewers and drains 
in such municipality, all the surveys, maps, plans, re- 
ports, estimates and statements so delivered to him, and 
said municipal body or board shall immediately there- 
after proceed to consider the same, and if the said board 
shall not approve the same and decide not to join in 
the construction of the proposed improvements to which 
the matters submitted relate, then said board shall pass 
a resolution declaring its refusal to join in the con- 
struction of the said public improvements, and a copy 
of such resolution, duly certified by the clerk thereof, 
shall be served on the clerk of each of the other mu- 
nicipalities to whom like service was made as on the 
clerk of the municipality so refusing; if, on the contrary, 
such governing body or board of such municipality, as 
atoresaid, shall, after such consideration, by resolution 
duly adopted, approve the surveys, maps, plans, reports, 
estimates and statements so submitted to it as afore- 
said, then it shall cause such surveys, maps, plans, re- 
ports, estimates and statements to be filed. with the 
clerk of such municipality, there to remain of record; 
a copy of the said resolution of approval certified by 
the municipal clerk shall be by him served on the clerk 
of each of the other municipalities interested in the 
making of the surveys, maps, plans, reports, estimates 
and statements so submitted and approved as aforesaid; 
it shall be lawful for any two or more of the munici- 
palities, so adopting such resolution of approval as 
aforesaid, and desiring to unite in the construction and 
making and maintaining of such public improvements 
as aforesaid, to thereupon respectively authorize, by an 
ordinance duly passed, the making and entering into, 
by and on behalf of such municipalities respectively, 
of a joint contractor contracts in writing (for which 
authority is hereby fully given) with such other mu- 
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nicipality or municipalities as may then or thereafter 
desire to unite for the joint building and constructing, 
operating and maintaining of such outlet or trunk sewer 
or sewers or sewage disposal plants at the joint cost 
and ‘expense of such contracting or associated munici- 
palities, and as may be provided and specified in said 
contract, and for the construction of any necessary 
storage basins for collecting the sewage of such con- 
tracting or associated municipalities, or of any mu- 
nicipality located therein, and for acquiring the right 
to connect with and use any outlet or trunk sewer or 
sewers, or system of sewers and appurtenances that 
may have been theretofore constructed, or that may 
thereafter be constructed, within or by any other munici- 
pality, or within or by any of the municipalities so 
jointly contracting as aforesaid; such ordinance shall 
generally describe the route or line, size, capacity and 
extent of the proposed outlet or trunk sewer or sewers 
ot drains and appurtenances to be jointly constructed 
by the municipalities contracting therefor with each 
other as aforesaid; also a general description of the main 
or trunk sewers or drains, if any, to be connected with 
such outlet or trunk sewer, and forming a part of 
such outlet or trunk sewer system; such ordinance shall 
also prescribe and fix the percentage of the capacity 
of such outlet or trunk sewer or sewers or drains and 
appurtenances and connections, to the use of which 
such municipality shall be entitled; also the percentage 
of the total cost, damages and expense of said improve- 
ments to be paid by each contracting municipality ; after 
tke passage of such ordinance by such municipality, pur- 
suant to the laws governing the same, it shall be lawful 
for the proper officers thereof to join with the proper 
cfficers of the other municipalities so authorized by 
ordinance, in executing a joint contract in accordance 
with the provisions of the ordinance of such munici- 
pality hereby authorized to be enacted by such munici- 
pality, and such municipality and all the other contracting 
municipalities are hereby authorized to do any and all 
acts necessary or advisable regarding the execution and 
recording of such joint contract. 
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3. Section three of the act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

3. The said joint meeting acting on behalf and in 
the corporate names of the several municipalities jointly 
contracting with each other regarding the public im- 
provements authorized to be jointly made under the 
provisions of this act, and represented in such joint 
meeting, shall have full power, in the joint name of all 
the contracting municipalities, to purchase and acquire 
all lands, rights or interests in land which may be 
deemed necessary for the construction of any and all the 
outlet or trunk sewers, drains, or for sewage disposal 
plants, storage, pumping and other works and appurte- 
nances connected therewith; all proceedings at law or 
in equity relating to the doing of the work of the public 
improvements authorized by this act, and accomplishing 
the purposes contemplated by the provisions of this act, 
shall be instituted or taken and conducted in the joint 
corporate names or titles of all the municipalities con- 
tracting for the joint construction and building of such 
outlet or trunk sewer or sewers or drains and appurte- 
nances, or other improvements or work hereby author- 
ized in connection therewith, and when authorized or 
approved by joint meeting herein provided for, shall be 
deemed, taken and construed to have been taken and 
cone for the proportionate benefit of all such contracting 
municipalities in accordance with the terms of the con- 
tract between them; all subcontracts, bills, estimates, 
measurements and all payments of money whatever, 
relating to or done or growing out of the public work 
or improvement hereby authorized, shall, before becom- 
ing effective or binding, be approved by a majority vote 
of such joint meeting, as herein provided, said joint 
meeting shall at all times keep full and accurate account 
of its receipts, expenditures, disbursements, assets and 
liabilities; an itemized or detailed statement in writing 
stgned by the chairman and secretary of such joint 
meeting, and countersigned by the treasurer thereof, 
shall be made and rendered at least once each month, 
to each municipal body or board in its corporate name, 
represented in such joint meeting; such itemized or de- 
tailed statement shall include all sums of money ex- 
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pended in or about such contract work, or in anywise 
connected therewith, including the amount and date of 
payment, name of person to whom paid, for what paid, 
and such other matters as may be deemed necessary to 
include in such statement, and as the joint meeting or 
its chairman, secretary or treasurer may deem advis- 
able or important to include therein; said statement shall 
also show the amount paid, and, as far as possible, the 
amount to be paid by each of the contracting municipali- 
ties toward each item of expenditure therein included, 
arid the total sum paid or to be paid by each of such 
municipalities, pursuant to the percentage fixed to be 
paid by each municipality, in the contract between them; 
all sums of money to be paid respecting said improve- 
ment or in any way relating to or arising out of the 
same shall be promptly paid by the several municipalities 
contracting, according to the percentage fixed in the 
contract or contracted between the several municipalities 
as aforesaid, each of such municipalities promptly con- 
tributing and paying its share thereof to the treasurer 
of such joint meeting. 

4. Section four of the act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

4, In any contract made and entered into by munici- 
palities pursuant to the provisions of this act, it shall 
be lawful to provide for the repair, rebuilding, opera- 
tion, maintenance and cleaning, and the cost and ex- 
pense thereof, of any outlet or trunk sewer or sewers, 
drains, sewage disposal plants and appurtenances so built 
and constructed or of any sewer or system of sewers 
or drains forming a part of such outlet or trunk sewer 
system. 

5. Section five of the act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

5. It shall be lawful for the municipalities jointly 
contracting, as herein provided, to jointly build and con- 
struct trunk or outlet sewer or sewers or drains, with 
all necessary appurtenances, to tidewater, or to some 
other trunk or outlet sewer or sewer or drains leading 
to tidewater, and for this purpose to pass through or 
partly through territory situate within the bounds of 
any other municipality, and it shall be lawful for such 
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municipalities so contracting as aforesaid, and they shall 
have full power and authority, to construct such outlet 
or trunk sewer or sewers or drains and appurtenances 
(upon suth terms as may be agreed upon between the 
jointly-contracting municipalities and the authorities of 
such other municipality through the streets or highways 
of which it is proposed to construct such outlet sewer to 
tidewater; and in case no agreement can be made be- 
tween the said contracting municipalities and the authori- 
ties of the municipalities through the streets of which 
such outlet sewer is to run, the Circuit Court of the 
county wherein the municipality through whose streets 
such sewer is to run is situate shall appoint disinterested 
commissioners to fix terms upon which the contracting 
municipalities may use and occupy the streets of the 
municipalities through which such sewers shall run; 
such commissioners shall be appointed in the same man- 
ner as is provided in section ten of this act, and the 
findings of such commissioners shall be binding upon 
all the parties to such proceeding, when confirmed by 
the court aforesaid) along, under or over any water- 
course, or under or over or across or along any street, 
turnpike, road, railroad, highway or other way or public 
park or grounds, and in or upon private or public lands 
under water, in such way and manner, however, as not 
unnecessarily to obstruct or impede travel or navigation, 
and may enter upon and dig up any road, street, high- 
way or private or public land for the purpose of con- 
structing such outlet or trunk sewer or sewers or drains 
and appurtenances, and for repairing and maintaining 
the same, and with consent of the board or body having 
control of the streets and highways in any municipality, 
roay alter or change the location or grade of any high- 
way, public street or way crossed or intercepted by such 
outlet or trunk or sewer or sewers or drains and ap- 
purtenances, constructed under the provisions of this 
act and in general may do all other acts and things 
necessary, convenient and proper in connection with 
the making and maintaining of the improvements con- 
templated by the provisions of this act; in case any 
such sewers or drains shall be laid through or across 
any public street, highway or public place, in a munici- 
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pality other than those contracting, or be cleansed, re- 
paired or replaced therein, the work shall be done under 
such reasonable regulations, if any, as may be imposed 
by such other municipality with respect to tike work 
cone therein by itself, and such street, highway or public 
place shall be, as far as possible, restored to its origina! 
condition at the proper cost of municipalities jointly con- 
tracting, and for whose benefit the work is done; pro- 
vided, however, that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to authorize such jointly contracting munici- 
palities to discharge any such outlet sewer or sewers 
or drains in tidewater adjacent to or within the bound- 
aries of any municipality of this State, until after a 
thorough and exhaustive examination of the locality 
of such discharge shall have been made by the State 
Board of Health, and a certificate from such board shall 
have been given to the governing body of such munici- 
pality certifying that in the judgment of such board, 
such discharge will not in any manner prejudice or 
impair the health or comfort of the inhabitants of this 
State; and further provided, however, that no work 
shall be undertaken or any street, road, alley or other 
place occupied or land used in any municipality for the 
construction of sewage disposal plants without the con- 
sent of the governing body of such municipality, upon 
written application being made therefor, and in case of 
the refusal of the municipal authorities of any munici- 
pality bordering on tidewater, to grant such permission 
then the municipalities making the application may, 
within thirty days after such refusal, apply to the De- 
partment of Health of the State of New Jersey, which 
shall have power to reverse the decision of the local 
authorities of such municipality bordering on tidewater, 
and grant, after hearing, the application for the erection 
of said disposal plants, upon being satisfied that such 
erection of disposal plants will best serve the interest 
of the public health and the general welfare of the 
municipalities affected and of the State of New Jersey: 
and in case the local authorities of any municipality 
grant the permit to locate such disposal plants, and the 
same shall be deemed objectionable by the inhabitants

of the municipality where it is proposed to locate such 
plants, then ten citizen freeholders thereof may, within 
thirty days of the granting of such permit, apply to the 
Department of Health of the State of New Jersey, 
which shall have like power to reverse, after hearing, 
tie decision of the local authorities and to prohibit the 
location of such disposal plants upon being satisfied 
that such erection of disposal plants will not best serve 
the interest of the public health and the general welfare 
of the municipalities affected and of the State of New 
Jersey ; and it is further provided, that all municipalities 
making application as aforesaid for the location of any 
such said disposal plants shall accompany the same 
with a descriptive map of the premises they propose to 
occupy, a copy of which shall also be filed in the office 
of the Department of Health of the State of New Jer- 
sey; and provided, further, that nothing in this act is 
tc be construed as giving the right to construct, operate 
or maintain a sewage disposal plant in any municipality 
noc bordering upon tidewater, without the consent of 
the governing body of that municipality. 

6. Section eight of the act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

8. No ordinance authorizing the making of a con- 
tract in writing, between municipalities for the joint 
construction of such outlet or trunk sewer or sewers 
or sewage disposal plants and appurtenances, under the 
provisions of this act, shall be passed by the governing 
body or board having power to construct sewers and 
drains in such municipality, until public notice shall be 
given in a newspaper published or circulating in such 
municipality, of the intention of such municipal or gov- 
erning board or body to join in causing such public 


improvement to be made, and to that end it shall be 


the official duty of the clerk of such body or board, 
by direction of such body or board, to give such notice; 
the notice shall briefly describe the improvements pro- 
posed, and request such persons as may object thereto, 
to present their objections in writing at the office of 
such clerk and file the same with him, at or before the 
expiration of ten days from the date of the said notice, 
or to the said governing body or municipal board at 
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its first meeting held aiter the expiration of said ten 
days, and said governing body or board of such munici- 
pality may, at such meeting or afterwards, proceed to 
consider and pass such ordinance, notwithstanding any 
objection, and thereafter the proceedings of such body 
or board regarding said ordinance shall be the same or 
as nearly as may be to like proceedings regarding ordi- 
nances passed by such body or board for the construc- 
tion of sewers within such municipality. 

7. Section nine of the act is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

9. At any time after the execution of a contract by 
and between two or more municipalities in this State 
for the construction of an outlet or trunk sewer or 
sewers or drains or sewage disposal plants and ap- 
purtenances as herein provided, and whenever such joint 
meeting of the municipalities shall deem it necessary, 
it shall be lawful for such municipalities, through the 
action by resolution of such joint meeting, to take and 
appropriate for the purposes of such improvements, 
any lands and real estate, either within such munici- 
palities or any or either of them or beyond the limits 
of any of the same, and such contracting municipalities 
are hereby fully authorized to so jointly treat with the 
owner or owners thereof for the same; and such mu- 
nicipalities acting in joint meeting as aforesaid may 
jointly secure the rights of way or purchase said lands 
and real estate from the owners of the same, and agree 
to make such compensation therefor as such joint meet- 
ing may deem reasonable, and shall receive from such 
owner or owners a conveyance of such lands and real 
estate in the joint corporate names or titles of such 
contracting municipalities. 

8. Section twenty-four of the act is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

24. For the purpose of defraying the costs and ex- 
penses of the construction of such outlet or trunk sewer 
or sewers and drains or sewage disposal plants and 
their appurtenances and connections as authorized by 
this act, in respect of which an assessment for benefits 
may be made on lands and real estate situated in any 
such contracting municipality, the governing body or 
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board having charge of the finances of any such con- 
tracting municipality may, if necessary, borrow money 
and secure the payment of the same by the notes and 
other temporary obligations of such municipality; these 
notes and obligations may be renewed from time to 
time until the work of such improvements be done, or 
the assessments for benefits confirmed; when so con- 
firmed the said governing body or board of such munici- 
pality shall provide for the costs and expenses of such 
improvements in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 

9. All acts and parts of acts, general, local or special, 
contrary to the provisions of this act, be and the same 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER 36. 


Supplement to an act entitled “An act providing for the 
canceling of record of mortgages by order of a circuit 
judge or law judge of a county,” approved March 
tenth, one thousand eight hundred ninety-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any case where, after the recording of any 
niortgage covering lands in any county of this State, 
the land so mortgaged shall be set off by act of the 
Legislature of this State to another county or be trans- 
ferred to the territorial limits in such county and a pro- 
ceeding may be heretofore, or may be hereafter insti- 
tuted before the circuit judge or law judge of the county 
in which such mortgaged land shall be situate at the 
time of the institution thereof, under and by virtue of 
the provisions of the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment, or any supplement thereto or act amendatory 
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thereof, and an order in such proceeding has been, or 
may hereafter be made by any such circuit judge or 
law judge for the canceling of the record of such mort- 
gage, the register of deeds or the county clerk of the 
county in which such mortgage, so canceled, is recorded, 
shall, upon the production and filing of a copy of such 
order of cancellation, certified to be a true copy by the 
county clerk or register of deeds of the county in which 
such mortgaged lands may be situate at the time of the 
entry of such order of cancellation, cancel and dis- 
charge the record of such mortgage and enter on the 
margin of the registry or record thereof, and opposite 
thereto, the words: ‘Canceled by order,” entering the 
date of such order and of the filing of the certified copy 
thereof. 

2. Any such proceeding, as mentioned in the first sec- 
tion hereof instituted under the act to which this act 
is a supplement, before a circuit judge or law judge of 
a county in which the lands may be situate, for the 
cancellation of any mortgage referred to therein, be 
and the same are hereby validated and confirmed, not- 
withstanding the record of the mortgage so canceled 
may be in the county in which the lands were situate at 
the time of the recording thereof, and such proceedings 
shall be valid and effectual for the cancellation of the 
record of such mortgage in the county in which the 
same may be recorded. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 37. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘““An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,’ approved April third, nine- 
teen hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section fifty-nine of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

59. No such company shall be admitted until: 

First. It shall file in the Department of Banking and 
Insurance a certified copy of its charter, or deed of 
settlement or certificate of organization, and a state- 
ment of its financial condition and business, in such 
form and detail as the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance may require, signed and sworn to by its presi- 
dent and secretary or other proper officer ; 

Second. It shall satisfy the Commissioner of Bank- 
ing and Insurance that it is fully and legally organized 
under the laws of its State or country to do the busi- 
ness it proposes to transact; that it has, if a stock com- 
pany, a fully paid-up, well invested and unimpaired 
capital and surplus of not less than the amount required 
by this act to be possessed by a stock insurance company 
of this State transacting the same class or classes of 
insurance, or 1f a mutual company, that it has net cash 
assets of that amount; 

Third. It shall, by a duly executed instrument filed 
in the Department of Banking and Insurance, constitute 
the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance and _ his 
successor in office its true and lawful attorney, upon 
whom all original process in any action or legal pro- 
ceeding against it may be served, and therein shall agree 
that any original process against it which may be served 
upon said commissioner shall be of the same force and 
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validity as if served on the company, and that the 
authority thereof shall continue in force irrevocable so 
long as any liability of the company remains outstanding 
in this State; the serving of such process shall be made 
by leaving a copy of the same in the office of the Com- 
missioner of Banking and Insurance with a service fee 
of two dollars to be taxed in the plaintiff’s costs of 
suit, such service upon said commissioner shall be deemed 
sufficient service upon the company. 

Fourth. It shall obtain from the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance a certificate that it has complied 
with all the requirements of this act applicable to it, 
and is authorized to transact ‘business in this State, 
which certificate shall expire on the first day of May 
of the following year, and shall be renewed each year 
before the first day of May. Provided, that all such 
certificates outstanding and in force at the date of the 
passage of this act shall continue in full force and effect 
until the first day of May, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-nine, unless sooner revoked by said com- 
missioner in accordance with the act to which this act is 
amendatory. 

2. Section sixty-three of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

63. No officer or agent of any insurance company of 
another state or foreign country shall make or procure 
to be made, or act or aid in any manner in the nego- 
tiation of any insurance with such company until he 
shall procure from the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance a certificate of authority so to do, which shall 
state in substance that the company is authorized to do 
business in this State, and that the person named therein 
is the constituted agent of the company for the transac- 
tion of such business; upon receipt of a certificate by 
such company of its appointment of a suitable person 
to act as its agent in this State, said commissioner 
shall, if the facts warrant it, grant such certificate, 
which shall continue in force until the first day of May 
next after its issue, and by renewal thereof before the 
first day of May of each year until revoked by said 
commissioner for noncompliance with the laws, or until 
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the appointment of such agent is revoked by written 
notice from the company to that effect, filed with the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance; provided, that 
all such certificates outstanding and in force at the date 
of the passage of this act shall continue in full force 
and effect until the first day of May, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-nine, unless sooner revoked 
in the manner above provided. 

3. Section sixty-five of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

65. Every insurance company, other than life, of 
another state or foreign country, transacting business 
in this State, shall, on or before the first day of March 
of each year, make to the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance a report, signed and sworn to by an 
officer of the company, or by its United States manager, 
if a company of a foreign country, stating the gross 
amount of premiums and premium deposits and assess- 
ments received by such company, and by each agent 
thereof, on business of the said company in this State 
for the preceding calendar year, including all premiums 
and premium deposits and assessments received from 
other companies for reinsurance of them, and the 
amount of premiums and premium deposits and assess- 
ments returned to the insured during said year on 
policies canceled, and the amount of premiums and 
premium deposits and assessments paid for reinsurance 
in other insurance companies of other states or foreign 
countries, authorized to do business in this State, and 
the amount of premiums and premium deposits and 
assessments and so-called dividends of unused or 
unabsorbed portion of all premiums and premium 
deposits and assessments returned or credited to policy- 
holders during the year for which the tax is determined, 
and shall pay to said commissioner on or before the 
first day of March a tax of two per centum upon such 
gross amount of premiums and premium deposits and 
assessments received, less such returned premiums and 
premium deposits and assessments and such reinsurance 
premiums and premium deposits and assessments paid, 
and less the premiums and premium deposits and assess- 
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ments and so-called dividends or unused or unabsorbed 
portion of all premiums and premium deposits and 
assessments returned or credited to policyholders dur- 
ing the year for which the tax is determined, which 
tax shall be in lieu of all other franchise taxes imposed 
upon said corporation; provided, any taxes hereafter 
paid to the treasurer of any firemen’s relief association 
of this State by fire insurance companies of other states 
and foreign countries and their agents, in accordance 
with the provisions of an act entitled “An act to facil- 
itate the collection from fire insurance companies not 
organized under the laws of this State, but doing busi- 
ness herein, and from agents and brokers, of certain 
premiums for the benevolent funds of the several duly 
incorporated firemen’s relief associations of this State,” 
approved May second, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-five, shall be considered a part of the tax payable 
by such companies under this section, and nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to repeal, alter or 
change the provisions of the said recited act. 

4. Section seventy of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 

70. Every insurance company transacting business in 
this State shall annually, on or before the first day of 
March file in the Department of Banking and Insurance 
a statement, subscribed and sworn to by its president 
and secretary, or, in their absence, by two of its prin- 
cipal officers, showing its financial condition at the close 
of business on the thirty-first day of December of the 
year last preceding, and its business for that year, which 
statement shall be in such form and contain such mat- 
ters as the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
shall prescribe; said commissioner may also address any 
inquiries to any such company or its officers in relation 
to its condition or affairs, or any matter connected 
with its transactions, and it shall be the duty of the 
officer of such company to promptly reply in writing 
to all such inquiries; for good cause shown the com- 
missioner may extend the time within which any such 
statement may be filed; the annual statement of a com- 
pany of a foreign country shall embrace only its busi- 
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ness and condition in the United States, and shall be 
subscribed and sworn to by its resident manager or 
principal representative in charge of its American 
business. 

In addition to any other matter which may be required 
by law or pursuant to law by the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance to be stated therein every annual 
report of every life insurance company doing business 
in this State shall contain an accurate, concise and com- 
plete statement of the following matters, to wit: 
(1) All the real property held by the company, the 
dates of acquisition, the names of the vendors, the 
actual cost, the value at which it is carried on the com- 
pany’s books, the market value, the amounts expended 
during the year for repairs and improvements, the 
gross and net income from each parcel, and if any 
portion thereof be occupied by the company, the rental 
value thereof, a statement of any certificate issued by 
the commissioner extending the time for the disposition 
thereof, and all purchases and sales made since the last 
annual statement, with particulars as to dates, names 
of vendors and vendees, and the consideration. (2) The 
amount of existing loans upon the security of real 
property, stating the amount loaned upon property in 
each State and foreign country. (3) The outstanding 
sums loaned by the company other than loans upon the 
security of real property above mentioned and other 
than loans upon policies, the maturity and rate of 
interest of such loans, the securities held therefor, and 
all substitutions of securities during the past cal- 
endar year in connection therewith, and the same par- 
ticulars with reference to any loans discharged since 
the last statement. (4) All other property owned by 
the company or in which it has any interest (including 
all securities, whether or not recognized by the law as 
proper investments), the date of acquisition, from 
whom acquired, the actual cost, the value at which the 
property is carried upon the books, the market value, 
the interest or dividends received thereon during the 
year; also all purchases and sales of property other 
than real estate made since the last annual statement, 
with particulars as to dates, names of purchasers and 
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sellers, and the consideration; and also the income 
received and the outlays made in connection with all 
such property. (5) All commissions paid to any per- 
sons in connection with loans or purchases or sales 
of any property, and a statement of all payments for 
legal expenses, giving particulars as to dates, amounts 
and names and addresses of payees. (6) All moneys 
expended in connection with any matter pending before 
any legislative body or any officer or department of 
government, giving particulars as to dates, amounts, 
names and addresses of payees, the measure or proceed- 
ing in connection with which the payment was made, 
and the interest of the company therein. (7) The 
names of the officers and directors of the company, the 
proceedings at the last annual election, giving the names 
of candidates and the number of votes cast for each 
and whether in person, by proxy or by mail. (8) The 
salary, compensation and emoluments received by offi- 
cers or directors, without exception, and that received 
by any person, firm or corporation, where the same 
amounts to more than five thousand dollars, with par- 
ticulars as to dates, amounts, payees and the authority 
by which the payment was made; also all salaries paid 
to any representative either at the home office or at any 
branch office, or agency, for agency supervision. 
(9) The largest balances carried in each bank or trust 
company during each month of the year. (10) All 
death claims resisted or compromised during the year, 
with particulars as to sums insured, sums paid and 
reasons assigned for resisting or compromising the 
same in each case. (11) A complete statement of the 
profits and losses upon the business transacted during 
the year and the sources of such gains and losses, and 
a statement showing separately the margins upon pre- 
miums for the first year of insurance and the actual 
expenses chargeable to the procurement of new business 
incurred since the last annual statement. A company, 
issuing both participating and nonparticipating polices, 
shall make a separate statement of profits and losses, 
margins and expenses, as aforesaid, with reference to 
each of said kinds of business, and also showing the 
manner in which any general outlays of the company 
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have been apportioned to each of such kinds of business. 
(12) The rates of annual dividends declared during 
the year for all plans of insurance and all durations 
and for ages at entry, twenty-five, thirty-five, forty-five 
and fifty-five, or as near as may be, and the precise 
method by which such dividends have been calculated. 
(13) A statement showing the rates of dividends 
declared upon deferred dividend policies completing 
their dividend periods for all plans of insurance, and 
for ages at entry, twenty-five, thirty-five, forty-five and 
fifty-five, or as near as may be, and the precise methods 
of which said dividends have been calculated. (14) A 
statement showing any and all amounts set apart or 
provisionally ascertained or calculated or held awaiting 
apportionment upon policies with deferred dividend 
periods longer than one year for-all plans of insurance 
and all durations, together with the precise statements 
of the methods of calculation by which the same have 
been provisionally or otherwise determined. (15) A 
statement of any and all reserve of surplus funds held 
by the company and for what purpose they are claimed, 
respectively, to be held. 

The rendition of the statement or statements required 
under subdivision eleven may be postponed until not 
later than the thirtieth day of June following the year 
for which required, in all cases where a company shall 
state that it is unable to comply with the requirements 
of said subdivision satisfactorily at the time of making 
its statement of the other details required herein. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 38. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide 
for the regulation and incorporation of insurance 
companies and to regulate the transaction of insur- 
ance business in this State,’ approved April third, 
one thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section sixty-five of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and is hereby amended to read as follows: 

65. Every insuran¢e company, other than life, of 
another State or foreign country, transacting business 
in this State, shall, on or before the first day of March of 
each year, make to the Commissioner of Banking and In- 
surance a report, signed and sworn to by an officer of the 
company, or by its United States manager, if a company 
of a foreign country, stating the gross amount of premi- 
ums and premium deposits and assessments received by 
such company, and by each agent thereof, on business 
of the said company in this State for the preceding 
calendar year, including all premiums and premium 
deposits and assessments received from other com- 
panies for reinsurance of them, and the amount of 
premiums and premium deposits and assessments re- 
turned to the insured during said year on policies can- 
celed, and the amount of premiums and premium 
deposits and assessments paid for reinsurance in other 
insurance companies of other States or foreign coun- 
tries, authorized to do business in this State, and the 
amount of premiums and premium deposits and assess- 
ments and so-called dividends or unused or unabsorbed 
portion of all premiums and premium deposits and 
assessments returned or credited to policyholders during 
the year for which the tax is determined, and shall 
pay to said commissioner on or before the first day of 
March a tax of two per centum upon such gross amount 
of premiums and premium deposits and assessments 
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received, less such returned premiums and premium 
deposits and assessments and such reinsurance permi- 
ums and premium deposits and assessments paid, and 
less the premiums and premium deposits and assess- 
ments and so-called dividends or unused or unabsorbed 
portion of all premiums and premium deposits and 
assessments returned or credited to policyholders during 
the year for which the tax is determined, which tax 
shall be in lieu of all other franchise taxes imposed upon 
said corporation; provided, any taxes hereafter paid to 
the treasurer of any firemen’s relief association of this 
State by fire insurance companies of other States and 
foreign countries and their agents, in accordance with 
the provisions of an act entitled “An act to facilitate 
the collection from fire insurance companies not 
organized under the laws of this State, but doing busi- 
ness herein, and from agents and brokers, of certain 
premiums for the benevolent funds of the several duly 
incorporated firemen’s relief associations of this State,” 
approved May second, one thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-five, shall be considered a part of the tax payable 
by such companies under this section, and nothing 
herein contained shall be construed to repeal, alter or 
change the provisions of the said recited act. 

This section shall not apply to premiums received 
for marine insurance, as described by section sixty-five-A 
of this act when reported for purposes of taxation 
thereunder. 

2. Such act is hereby amended by adding a new 
section to be section sixty-five-A, to read as follows: 

65-A. Taxation; Reports. With the exception of 
license fees, real estate and personal property taxes, 
and taxes under the reciprocal provisions of section 
sixty-six of this act as amended, every insurer organ- 
ized, admitted or licensed to transact the business of 
marine insurance within this State, shall with respect 
to all insurances written within this State, upon hulls, 
freights, or disbursements, or upon goods, wares, mer- 
chandise and all other personal property and interests 
therein, in course of exportation from, importation into 
any country, or transportation coastwise, including 
transportation by land or water from point of origin 
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to final destination in respect to, appertaining .o, or 
in connection with, any and all risks or perils of navi- 
gation, transit or transportation, and while being pre- 
pared for, and while awaiting shipment, and during 
any delays, storage, transhipment or reshipment incident 
thereto, including war risks and marine builder’s risks, 
be taxed only on that proportion of the total underwrit- 
ing profit of such insurer from such insurances written 
within the United States, which the gross premiums of 
the insurer from such insurance written within this 
State bear to the gross premiums of such insurers from 
such insurance written within the United States. The 
term “underwriting profit,’ as used herein, shall be 
arrived at by deducting from the net earned premiums 
on such marine insurance contracts written within the 
United States during the calendar year (1) the losses 
incurred, and (2) expenses incurred, including all taxes, 
State and federal, in connection with such net earned 
premiums. 

Net earned premiums on such marine insurance con- 
tracts written during the calendar year shall be arrived 
at as follows: 

Gross premiums on such marine insurance contracts 
written during the calendar year, less any and all return 
premiums, any and all premiums on policies not taken 
and any and all premiums paid for such reinsurance. 

Add unearned premiums on such outstanding marine 
business at the end of the preceding calendar year. 

Deduct unearned premiums on such outstanding 
marine business at the end of the current calendar year. 

Losses incurred, as used herein, shall mean gross 
losses incurred during the calendar year under such 
marine contracts written within the United States, less 
reinsurance claims collected or collectible and salvages 
or recoveries collectible from any source applicable to 
the aforesaid losses. 

Expenses incurred shall include: 

(a) Specific expenses incurred on such earned marine 
premiums, consisting of all commissions, agency ex- 
penses, taxes, licenses, fees, loss-adjustment expenses, 
and all other expenses incurred directly and specifically 
in connection with such premiums, less recoveries or 
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reimbursements on account of or in connection with 
such commissions or other expenses collected or col- 
lectible because of reinsurance or from any other source. 

(b) General expenses incurred on such earned pre- 
miums, consisting of that proportion of general or 
overhead expenses, stich as salaries of officers and 
employees, printing and stationery, all taxes of this 
State and of the United States, except as otherwise pro- 
vided herein, and all other expenses not chargeable 
specifically to a particular class of insurance which the 
net premiums of such marine insurance written bear 
to the total net premiums written by such insurer from 
all classes of insurance written by it during the current 
calendar year. 

Provided, however, that in arriving at the aforesaid 
“underwriting profit,” for purposes of taxation under 
this section there shall not be deducted in respect to 
expenses incurred, as hereinbefore defined and specified 
in paragraphs (a) and (b), amounts which, in the 
aggregate, exceed forty per centum of the aforesaid 
gross premiums on such marine insurance contracts. . 

Every insurer transacting marine insurance in this 
State shall file on or before the first day of April in 
each year with the Commissioner of Banking and Insur- 
ance, and in the form prescribed by him, a report of 
all the items pertaining to its insurance business as 
enumerated and prescribed in the preceding subdivision. 
To determine the basis of the tax on underwriting profit, 
every insurer which has been writing such marine 
insurance in this State for three years shall furnish the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance a statement 
of all of the aforementioned items, in the form pre- 
scribed by him for each of the preceding three calendar 
years. An insurer which has not been writing such 
marine insurance for three years shall furnish to the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance a statement 
of all the aforementioned items for each of the calendar 
years during which it has written such marine insurance. 

If the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance finds 
the report of the insurer reporting correct, he shall, if 
the insurer has transacted such marine insurance for 
three years, (1) ascertain the average annual under- 
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writing profit, as defined by this section, derived by 
the insurer from such marine insurance business written 
within the United States during the last preceding three 
calendar years, (2) ascertain the proportion which the 
average annual premiums of the insurer from such 
marine insurance written by it in this State during the 
last preceding three calendar years bears to the average 
total of such marine premiums of the insurer during 
the same three years, (3) compute an amount of five 
per centum on this proportion of the aforementioned 
average annual underwriting profit of the insurer from 
such marine insurance, and (+) charge the amount of 
tax thus computed to such insurer as a tax upon such 
marine insurance written by it in this State during 
the current calendar year. The Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance shall each year compute the tax, 
according to the method described in this section, upon 
the average annual underwriting profit of such insurer 
from such marine insurance during the preceding three 
years, including the current calendar year, namely, at 
the expiration of each current calendar year, the profit 
or loss on such marine insurance business of that year 
is to be added or deducted, and the profit or loss upon 
such marine insurance business of the first calendar year 
of the preceding three-year period is to be dropped 
so that the computation of underwriting profit for 
purposes of taxation under this section will always be 
on a three-year average, provided, however, that an 
insurer which has not been writing such marine insur- 
ance in this State for three years shall, until it has 
transacted such business in this State for that number 
of years, be taxed on the basis of its annual underwriting 
profit on such marine insurance written within the 
United States for the current calendar year, subject, 
however, to an adjustment in the tax as soon as the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, in accordance 
with the provisions of this section, is enabled to com- 
pute the tax on the aforementioned three-year basis; 
and provided, further, that in the case of mutual com- 
panies, the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
shall not include in underwriting profit, when computing 
the tax prescribed by this section, the amounts refunded 
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by such companies on account of premiums previously 
paid by their policyholders. 

When the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
has computed the tax on an insurer’s underwriting profit, 
he shall forthwith mail to the last known address of the 
principal office of such insurer a statement of the amount 
so charged against it, which amount the insurer shall 
pay to the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
within fifteen days after receipt of such notice from 
said commissioner, provided, however, that in assessing 
taxes under the reciprocal ‘provisions of section sixty-six 
of the act of which this act is amendatory credit shall 
be allowed for any taxes paid or payable under this 
section. 

3. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 39. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to authorize 
the State Water Supply Commission to have super- 
vision over the erection and maintenance of dams on 
certain rivers and streams or reservoirs within this 
State or between this and any other State” (Chapter 


243, P. L. 1912), approved March twenty-eighth, - 


one thousand nine hundred and twelve, and amended 
April seventh, one thousand nine hundred and nine- 
teen (Chapter 44, P. L. 1919). 


Be rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. No municipal corporation, corporation or person 
shall, without the consent of the State Water Supply 
Commission, build any reservoir or construct any dam 
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on any river or stream in this State or between this 
and any other State which will raise the waters of such 
river or stream more than five feet above their usual 
mean low-water height, nor repair, alter or improve 
dams now existing which so raise the water, without such 
consent; but this act shall not affect or relate to dams 
where the drainage area above the same shall be less 
than one-half square mile in extent; provided, that in 
case the water surface created by any such dam or 
reservoir is less than one hundred acres in extent, it 
shall not be necessary to obtain the approval of the 
commission for the repair of any such dam which would 
raise the water less than eight feet above the surface of 
the ground unless complaint be made in writing to the 
commission raising a question as to the security and 
safety of the existing structure. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 40. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to establish a 
State Highway System, and to provide for the im- 
provement, betterment, reconstruction, resurfacing, 
maintenance, repair and regulation of the use thereof” 
(Revision of 1927), approved March thirtieth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Hereafter, in the location of State highway routes 
by the State Highway Commission, said State Highway 
Commission shall not make location of, or construct, 
or make use of, lay out or improve, in any county of 
this State, any route in, over, under, through, or across, 
any park, reservation or parkway now or hereafter 
established, owned by or under the control and juris- 
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diction of any park commission organized in said county 

under and pursuant to the act entitled “An act to estab- 

lish public parks in certain counties of this State, and 

to regulate the same,” approved March fifth, one thou- 

sand eight hundred and ninety-five (Chapter 91, Laws of 

1895), and the supplements thereto and amendments 

thereof, without the consent of such park commission; 

and said State Highway Commission and any such 

park commission are hereby authorized and empowered 

to enter into contract with each other in relation to the Mutual con- 
location, laying out, opening, improving, ‘construction ted 
and maintenance of any such State highway route or 

routes in, over, under, through or across any park, 
reservation or parkway now or hereafter established, 

owned by or under the control and jurisdiction of any. 

such park commission, fixing the location thereof, and 

defining the terms and conditions agreed upon for the 

laying out, opening, improving, construction and main- 

tenance thereof, and until the making and delivery of 

such contract the said State Highway Commission shall 

not enter in or upon any park, reservation or parkway 

for the purpose (excepting only preliminary surveys 

and examinations) of laying out, opening, improving, 
constructing, maintaining or using any State highway 

route in, over, under, through or across any such park, 
reservation or parkway. ‘To effectuate any such con- Conveyance to 
tract any such park commission may convey to the QorTeion, 
State Highway Commission any lands or rights in lands 

of any such park commission in, over, under, through 

or across which any State highway may, pursuant to 

the terms of any such agreement, be located. 

2. Any contract, which might have been lawfully Contracts vaii- 
made after this act shall be in effect, heretofore made saree 
between the State Highway Commission and any park 
commission organized in any county of this State under 
and pursuant to the said act entitled “An act to establish 
public parks in certain counties of this State and to 
regulate the same,” approved March fifth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-five (Chapter 91, Laws of 
1895), and the supplements thereto and amendments 
thereof, in respect to the location, laying out, opening, 
improving, construction and maintenance of any portion 
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of a State highway route in the county in which said 
park commission is established in, over, under, through 
Or across any park, reservation or parkway under the 
control and jurisdiction of such park commission, is 
hereby authorized and confirmed, and the contracting 
parties are hereby authorized and empowered to carry 
out the terms thereof as fully and completely as though 
both had been theretofore empowered and authorized 
to enter into such contract. 

3. Any act or acts or any parts of acts inconsistent 
with this act are hereby repealed. 

+ This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 41. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


Be IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Article XXI of the act of which this act is an 
amendment shall be and the same is hereby amended 
by adding thereto a new section, to be known as section 
nineteen, which section shall read as follows: 

19, Any municipality may extend its sewerage system 
into another municipality for the purpose of furnishing 
sewerage service to a resident or to residents of such 
other municipality. Any such extension shall be installed 
in the manner prescribed by the municipality making 
the same and under the supervision of its proper officers 
and such service shall be subject to the rules and regu- 
lations of said municipality. Such extension shall be 
at the expense of the property holder desiring such 
service and said property holder shall pay such annual 
service charge as may be fixed by said municipality. 
The municipality shall have a lien upon the property 
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served for the payment of the service charge and until 
the same shall be paid. Any such extension shall be 
made only in case the municipality making the same 
shall at the time be supplying public water to the property 
to be served and only with the consent of the governing 
body of such other municipality.

CHAPTER 42. 


An Act to validate and confirm deeds, mortgages, assign- 
ments of mortgages, discharges of mortgages, releases 
of mortgages and postponements of mortgages here- 
tofore made by any bank, banking institution or 
trust company of the State of New Jersey which has 
been dissolved or whose charter has been surrendered 
or forfeited. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any deed or deeds of conveyance, mortgage or 
mortgages, assignment or assignments of mortgages, 
discharge or discharges of mortgages, release or releases 
of mortgages or postponement or postponements of 
mortgages heretofore executed by any bank, banking 
institution or trust company previously organized under 
the laws of the State of New Jersey, or executed by 
trustees in dissolution or liquidation of any such bank, 
banking institution or trust company, for and upon any 
lands, tenements or hereditaments situate in this State, 
are hereby validated and confirmed, notwithstanding that 
such bank, banking institution or trust company has or 
had been dissolved or has or had surrendered or for- 
feited its charter to the State of New Jersey and 
notwithstanding that such instrument has or had been 
executed and delivered at a time subsequent to the time 
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limited therefor by any other law of the State of New 
Jersey. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 43. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
banks and banking’ (Revision of 1899), approved 


March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Where any bank, banking institution or trust com- 
pany heretofore organized under the laws of the State 
of New Jersey, either by its officers or by its surviving 
directors as trustees in dissolution or liquidation, has 
heretofore executed and delivered any deed or deeds of 
conveyance, mortgage or mortgages, assignment or 
assignments of mortgages, discharge or discharges of 
mortgages, release or releases of mortgages or postpone- 
ment or postponements of mortgages, after such bank, 
banking institution or trust company has been dissolved 
or has surrendered or forfeited its charter to the State 
of New Jersey, and such instrument was executed and 
delivered subsequent to the time limited under section 
thirty-three of the act to which this is a supplement, 
such deed or deeds of conveyance, mortgage or mort- 
gages, assignment or assignments of mortgages, dis- 
charge or discharges of mortgages, release or releases 
of mortgages or postponement or postponements of 
mortgages shall, notwithstanding its execution and 
delivery after the lapse of said period of three years, be 
good, valid and effectual; provided, that said deed or 
deeds of conveyance, mortgage or mortgages, assign- 
ment or assignments of mortgages, discharge or dis- 
charges, release or releases of mortgages or postpone- 
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ment or postponements of mortgages were in fact 
executed by persons who had previously been officers of 
said bank, banking institution or trust company or 
executed by the persons who were in fact at the time of 
the execution and delivery of said deed or deeds of 
conveyance, mortgage or mortgages, assignment or 
assignments of mortgages, discharge or discharges of 
mortgages, release or releases of mortgages or post- 
ponement or postponements of mortgages, the last 
surviving directors of such bank, banking institution 
or trust company; and provided, further, that the said 
deed or deeds of conveyance, mortgage or mortgages, 
assignment or assignments of mortgages, discharge or 
discharges of mortgages, release or releases of mort- 
gages or postponement or postponements of mortgages 
are good and valid in all other respects. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 44. 


An Act to prohibit false labels and misrepresentation 
in the sale of certain food products, and provide 
penalties for the violation thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. On and after the passage of this act any one who 


shall sell or expose for sale in any restaurant or hotel, x 


or other place where food products are sold, any article 
of food falsely represented as kosher, either by direct 
statements, orally or in writing, or by the display of 
the word “kosher” in English or Hebrew letters, or by 
the display of any sign or mark in simulation of such 
word, or by display of any insignia, six-pointed star, or 
any mark which might reasonably be calculated to deceive 
or lead a reasonable person to believe that a representa- 
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tion is being made that the food exposed for sale or sold 
is kosher, or prepared in accordance with orthodox 
Hebrew religious requirements, or any person who, with 
intent to defraud, sells or exposes for sale any meat 
or meat preparation and falsely represents the same 
to be kosher, whether such meat or meat preparations 
be raw or prepared for human consumption, or as having 
been prepared under and of a product or products 
sanctioned by the orthodox Hebrew religious require- 
ments; or falsely represents any food product or the 
contents of any package or container to be so consti- 
tuted and prepared, by having or permitting to be 
inscribed thereon the word kosher in any language; 
or sells or exposes for sale in the same place of business 
both kosher and nonkosher meat or meat preparations, 
either raw or prepared, for human consumption, who 
fails to indicate on his window signs and all display 
advertising, in block letters at least four inches in height, 
“Kosher and nonkosher meat sold here;’ or who 
exposes for sale in any show window or place of business 
both kosher and nonkosher meat or meat preparations, 
either raw or prepared, for human consumption, who 
fails to display over each kind of meat or meat prepara- 
tions so exposed a sign in block letters at least four 
inches in height, reading “kosher meat” or “nonkosher 
meat,’ as the case may be, is guilty of a misdemeanor 
punishable by a fine of not more than five hundred 
dollars, or by imprisonment of not less than twenty 
days or not more than six months, at the discretion of 
the court. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed, and this act shall 
take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 45. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “Supplement to the 
Charter of Hackettstown,’ approved April eighth, 
one thousand eight hundred and seventy-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section ten of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as tollows: 

10. That the fourth section of the charter of the 
town of Hackettstown, be so far modified and changed, 
that at the next annual town election of said town, the 
citizens thereof qualified to vote, shall elect by ballot the 
following officers, all of shall be residents of said town, 
to wit: One mayor, and six common councilmen, that 
the mayor shall hold office for two years, and the 
common councilmen shall hold office as follows, two 
common councilmen to be elected and hold office for 
three years, two common councilmen to be elected and

A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the protec- 
tion of certain kinds of birds, game and fish, to 
regulate their method of capture, and to provide open 
and close seasons for such capture and possession”

thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful for five years from the passage 
of this act for any person to hunt for, pursue, capture, 
kill, injure or destroy any quail in the counties of War- 
ren, Passaic, Bergen, Sussex, Morris, Essex, Hudson, 
Union, Somerset or Hunterdon, under a penalty ot 
twenty dollars for each quail hunted for, pursued, cap- 
tured, killed, injured or destroyed. 

2. This act shall be enforced by the persons author- 
ized, and in accordance with the provisions of an act 
entitled ‘‘An act to provide a uniform procedure for the 
enforcement of all laws relating to fish, game and birds, 
and for the recovery of penalties for violations thereof,” 
approved March twenty-ninth, eighteen hundred and 
ninety-seven, and the acts amendatory thereof and sup- 
plementary thereto.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act for the pro- 
tection of deer,” approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person to hunt for, 
pursue, shoot at, take, kill, wound, or attempt to take, 
kill or wound, any wild deer in this State except from 
the seventeenth day of December to the twenty-first day 
of December, inclusive, or to kill in any one year more 
than one deer. It shall be unlawful at all times hereafter 
for any person to hunt for, shoot at, take, kill or wound, 
or attempt to take, kill or wound, any doe or deer except 
a deer having horns at least three inches long; provided, 
that the owner or lessee of any land under cultivation, 
or the authorized agents of such owner or lessee, may 
kill deer at any time that said deer may be found upon 
said land under cultivation of any such owner or lessee. 
The carcass of any deer killed while trespassing as 
aforesaid shall become the property of the Fish and 
Game Commission, and may be removed and disposed 
of in such manner as the said commission shall direct. 
For the purpose of this act, land under cultivation shall 
be construed to mean pasture fields seeded with culti- 
vated grass or land on which planted crops are growing. 
Any person violating any of the provisions of this section 
shall be liable to a penalty of one hundred dollars for 
each offense. 

l-a. Any person who shall kill a deer in this State 
at any time under any provision of this act who shall 
fail to report the same within forty-eight hours to the 
Board of Fish and Game Commissioners, at Trenton, 
or the fish and game warden of the county in which 
such deer was killed, shall be liable to a penalty of 
one hundred dollars.

2. Section two of the act to which this act is amend- 
atory be and hereby is amended so as to read as follows: 

2. It shall be unlawful to have in possession in this 
State any wild deer except from the seventeenth day oi 
December to the twenty-first day of December, inclusive, 
under a penalty of one hundred dollars for each deer 
or part of a deer so had in possession.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act regulating the 
offering for sale, and sale of certain commodities 
heretofore commonly sold by dry measure or by 
basket, barrel or container of any kind, providing 
penalties for the violation thereof and for the method 
of recovering such penalties.” 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: 
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1. From and after the taking effect of this act, all com- 
modities heretofore commonly offered for sale, or sold by 
dry measure or by basket, barrel or container of any kind, 
except as hereinafter provided, shall be offered for 
sale or sold upon the basis of avoirdupois net weight. 
or by numerical count only, and it shall thereafter 
be unlawful for anyone to use or employ any dry capacity 
measure, basket, barrel or container of any kind as 
a means of determining the amounts or quantities of any 
such commodities offered for sale, or sold; provided, 
however, that the provisions of this act shall not be 
construed to apply to fruits and vegetables offered for 
sale or sold in closed or covered original standard con- 
tainers, nor to vegetables which by common custom 
are offered for sale, or sold by the bunch; nor shall 
the provisions of this act be construed to apply to fresh 
berries and to other small fruits which are customarily 
offered for sale, and sold by the box, basket or other 
receptacle, except, however, when such fresh berries or 
such other small fruits are offered for sale, or sold in 
bulk, in which case the provisions of this act shall apply 
to the extent that such fresh berries and such other small 
fruits shall be offered for sale, and sold by avoirdupois 
net weight only; provided, further, however, that all 
fresh berries and such other small fruits when offered 
for sale or sold shall be so offered for sale or sold in 
boxes, baskets, or receptacles of uniform size to hold 
one quart or one pint dry measure only, which said 
boxes, baskets or other receptacles shall be uniformly 
and evenly filled throughout. 

2. The State superintendent of weights and measures,

3. Any person, firm, copartnership, corporation or

or numerical count.

CHAPTER 49. 


An Act to authorize and empower the Board of Con- 
servation and Development of this State to inquire 
into and to report methods and probable cost of con- 
trolling floods and the drainage of wet lands in the 
valley of the Passaic river and the rivers and streams 
tributary thereto. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Board of Conservation and Development of 
this State is hereby authorized and directed to make in- 
vestigations, collect data and information relative to con- 
ditions existing in the valley of the Passaic river and its 
tributaries with respect to floods and the drainage of wet 
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lands. Said boards shall have the power to make surveys 
of all kinds, hold public hearings, employ such legal and 
technical aid and assistance for any part of the said work 
that it may deem necessary and make whatever investiga- 
tion, either within or without the State, that it may deem 
advisable. 

2. Not later than the fifteenth day of December in the 
year one thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight, said 
board shall make and file its report with the Governor 
of this State. Said report shall include the findings, 
plans and recommendations of said board for the control 
and alleviations of floods as aforesaid, the drainage of 
wet lands in said valleys from a sanitary standpoint and 
shall contain an estimate of the cost of the improvements 
that may be suggested. 

3. To carry out the provisions of this act the sum of 
thirty thousand dollars is hereby appropriated when in- 
cluded in any annual or supplemental appropriation bill. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 50. 


An Act to authorize steam railroad companies to acquire, 
own and operate for hire auto busses and auto trucks. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any steam railroad company operating under an 
act entitled “An act concerning railroads” (Revision of 
1903), shall be and hereby is authorized and empowered 
to acquire, own and operate auto busses and auto trucks 
for the transportation of passengers, freight, mail and 
other property. Every such company before operating 
any auto bus under the authority conferred by this act 
shall obtain, as required by law, the consent of the au- 
thorities of the municipality in or through which it in- 
tends te operate such auto bus, and shall obtain the ap- 
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proval of such consent by the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners, and shall comply with all lawful regula- 
tions governing the operation of auto busses which apply 
to other owners and operators thereof. Every such com- 
pany shall be required to pay the same franchise taxes 
upon gross receipts from the operation of auto busses as 
other owners and operators of auto busses, but shall be 
exempt from the payment of any tax or taxes which, by 
reason of the ownership or operation of any auto bus or 
auto truck, would otherwise be assessable under the pro- 
visions of the act of March twenty-seventh, one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-eight, Chapter two hundred and 
eight, page two hundred and sixty-nine, entitled “An act 
to revise and amend an act for the taxation of railroad 
and canal property” and its amendments and supple- 
ments. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER Si. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ‘An act creating a de- 
partment to be known as the Board of Commerce and 
Navigation, and vesting therein all the powers and du- 
ties now devolved, by law, upon the Board of Riparian 
Commissioners, the Department of Inland Waterways, 
the Inspector of Power Vessels, and the New Jersey 
Harbor Commission,” approved April eighth, one 
thousand nine hundred and fifteen. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the powers conferred upon the Board 
of Commerce and Navigation, by the provisions of the 
act to which this act is a supplement, the Board of Com- 
merce and Navigation is authorized and empowered, and 
shall undertake a survey of Fortescue creek, in the 
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county of Cumberland, for the purpose of deepening and 
widening the channel and thereafter constructing a har- 
bor thereon. 

2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this act there is hereby appropriated the sum of 
one thousand dollars, when included in the annual ap- 
propriation bill, to be expended by the Board of Com- 
merce and Navigation for the aforesaid purposes during 
the next fiscal year. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 52. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning pub- 
lic utilities; to create a Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners and to prescribe its duties and powers,” 
approved April twenty-first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eleven. 


WHEREAS, Street transportation in this State requires 
the operation of street cars and/or busses; and when 
both are lawfully operated by the same company, ef- 
ficiency and economy and the interests of the public 
will be best promoted through a complete co-ordina- 
tion and unification of the two utilities so that the 
same may be considered in all respects as one and op- 
erated as such under the regulation of the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners ; therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever, upon application of any street railway 
or traction company, the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners has approved or hereafter shall approve the 
suspension of railway service upon any of the lines or 
parts thereof of any such company and has approved or 
hereafter shall approve municipal consents or agreements 
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enabling such company to operate auto busses in sub- 
stitution for such railway service, such company is 
hereby authorized to operate, subject to the jurisdiction 
of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners and under 
the same conditions as to revocation as apply to the 
operation of all other auto busses, such number of auto 
busses as may be necessary from time to time to furnish 
the public safe, adequate and proper service over such 
route as has been or may be approved by said board in 
substitution for such railway service; and such company 
is hereby authorized, upon obtaining the approval of the 
Board of Public Utility Commissioners for such re- 
sumption, to resume such railway service, and if the 
track or overhead structures necessary for such service 
have been removed, to reconstruct and restore the same, 
provided such company shall comply with any agree- 
ment heretofore or hereafter made with the municipal or 
other board or body having charge of any street in which 
such line or part thereof is located with respect to such 
removal or reconstruction. 

2. Whenever, in order to serve the public convenience, 
any street railway or traction company is lawfully oper- 
ating auto busses in conjunction with its street railway 
lines, and its auto busses and street railway lines are 
operated by such company as a co-ordinated system of 
street transportation, such company as to such system 
shall be deemed in all respects and for all purposes to be 
a single public utility furnishing a single service subject 
to the supervision and regulation, jurisdiction and con- 
trol of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this section shall in any way 
change the method of taxation of companies operating 
street railways and auto busses now provided by law nor 
in any way change the terms or duration of any fran- 
chise or consent to operate or the necessity for munici- 
pal consent. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
be and the same are hereby repealed, and this act shall 
take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough and effi- 
cient system of free public schools, and to provide for 
the maintenance, support and management thereof,’ 
approved October nineteen, one thousand nine hundred 
and three,” which said supplement was approved Apri! 
twenty-seventh, one thousand nine hundred and eleven, 
approved February eleventh, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eighteen, approved April eighth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-one. 


BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act 1s amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. Each board of education in this State shall ascer- 
tain what children, if any, there are in the public schools 
who are three years or more below the normal. In each 
school district in this State in which there are ten or 
more children three years or more below normal, the 
board of education thereof shall establish a special class 
or classes for their instruction, no class, however, to 
contain more than fifteen children. In each school dis- 
trict in this State where there are five or more blind or 
ten or more deaf children who are not cared for, or who 
cannot be cared for better in an existing institution, or 
who do not require institutional care, a special class or 
classes shal! be organized for their education, no such 
class, however, to contain more than ten pupils. The 
board of education of every school district in this State 
shall provide special equipment and facilities adapted to 
the accommodation, care, physical restoration, and in- 
struction of children of school age who are physically 
crippled to such an extent, or who possess such bodily 
deformities that they cannot, in the opinion of an ortho- 
peedic surgeon of recognized standing or of the director 
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of medical inspection or of the medical inspector of the 
school district be properly accommodated and instructed 
in the classrooms regularly or usually provided; such 
special facilities for crippled, blind, near-blind and deaf 
children shall include, when recommended or approved 
by the Commissioner of Education, (a) home-teaching, 
bedside instruction, and transportation, (b) the pay- 
ment of tuition in and transportation to a special class 
for crippled children, or maintenance while being away 
from home to attend a special class, in another school 
district, and (c) scholarships in vocational, and technical 
schools ; provided, that not less than five hours of indi- 
vidual home or bedside teaching shall be given each week 
and be considered equal to one school week’s work in 
special classes, or the regular school classes; if there are 
eight or more such crippled children in any district, the 
board of education thereof shall establish a special class 
or classes for their proper and adequate accommodation 
- and instruction; provided, that no class shall contain 
more pupils than shall be approved by the Commissioner 
of Education; and provided, further, that the board of 
education of any district may, by arrangement with the 
board of education of another school district in this 
State, provide for the accommodation and instruction of 
such crippled children in the special class or classes of 
such other district. Boards of education with the ap- 
proval of the Commissioner of Education may establish 
special classes in hospitals, convalescent homes and other 
institutions, when eight or more physically handicapped 
children are available for such instruction. County and 
State moneys shall be available for such classes also in 
the same manner as provided by law for those special 
classes in the regular public schools. It shall be the duty 
of every board of education to make a register of phys- 
ically handicapped children from birth to twenty-one 
years of age residing in the district, specifying names, 
addresses and ages, as shall be required by the Commis- 
sioner of Education. Copies of such lists shall be for- 
warded at least annually to the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion who in turn shall furnish copies of such State reg- 
ister to the Commission for the Rehabilitation of Phys- 
ically Handicapped Persons. ‘The medical examiner of 
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the district shall examine the children in special classes 
as often as necessary and proper and may co-operate in 
this service with the said Rehabilitation Commission and 


local orthopedic surgeons.

CHAPTER 54. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ““A supplement to an act 
entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough and efficient 
system of free public schools, and to provide for the 
maintenance, support and management thereof,’ ap- 
proved October nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and three,”’ which said supplement was approved Feb- 
ruary eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and 
eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. Whenever a board of education of any school dis- 
trict in this State shall establish a special class or classes 
for the accommodation and instruction of crippled chil- 
dren, the county superintendent of schools of the county 
in which such school district 1s situate shall, in his annual 
apportionment of school moneys, apportion to such 
school district the sum of five hundred dollars for each 
teacher employed in such class or classes. Whenever a 
home teacher for such physically handicapped pupils is 
furnished as provided by law, the county superintendent 
of schools shall apportion in the same manner for such 
teacher an amount to be approved by the Commissioner 
of Education.

and twenty-two, and known as Chapter 159, Laws of 
1922. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The title of an act entitled “An act to enable coun- 
ties which have no county home and hospital for the care, 
treatment and cure of crippled children to assist in main- 
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taining homes and hospitals for that purpose, located in 
such county,” be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows: “An act to enable counties which 
have no county home and hospital for the care, treatment 
and cure of crippled children to assist in maintaining 
homes and hospitals for that purpose in such county, and 
to defray the expense of diagnosis, treatment, care, and 
maintenance of crippled children in homes and hospitals 
for that purpose located in any county of this State. 

2. Section one of the act to which this act is amend- 
atory be and is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

1. It shall and may be lawful for the board of chosen 
freeholders of any county of this State which has no 
home and hospital located therein maintained by such 
county for the care, treatment, and cure of crippled chil- 
dren, to make an appropriation of a sum of money not 
exceeding thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00) each 
year, in the same manner that appropriations for other 
county purposes are made, which sum so appropriated 
shall be included in the annual tax levy of such county, 
and collected in the same manner and at the same time 
as other county taxes, and shall be applied to the purpose 
of the diagnosis, treatment, necessary surgical appliances, 
and the supporting and maintaining of crippled children 
resident of such county who are under the age of twenty- 
one years, and also for the necessary traveling expenses 
incidental to the investigation of and the transporting of 
such patients in and to any home or hospital suitable for 
such treatment and supported either by public funds or 
private charity, and located in any county in this State; 
provided, however, that before expending any money for 
the purposes specified in this act, the board of chosen 
freeholders of any county shall adopt such rules, regula- 
tions, and requirements concerning the residence and 
merits of each patient’s case as it may desire, and, 
through such officers as it shall designate for that pur- 
pose, disbursements under this act shall be made upon 
bills presented, verified, and approved in the manner re- 
quired in the case of other county expenditures. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to create a tem- 
porary commission to inquire into and report upon the 
number, distribution and condition of crippled chil- 
dren throughout the State, to recommend means more 
adequately to meet their needs and making an appro- 
priation therefor,” approved March twenty-sixth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The said commission, created pursuant to the 
provisions of the act to which this act is a supplement, is 
hereby authorized and empowered to continue its inquiry 
and investigation with relation to the number, distribu- 
tion and condition of crippled children throughout the 
State, and the existing facilities and legal provisions for 
promoting the care, treatment, education and general 
welfare of such children; and to recommend means more 
adequately to meet their needs. 

2. ‘The commission shall make a report of its proceed- 
ings, together with its recommendations to the Legisla- 
ture at the legislative session of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-nine, and may accompany its report, 
with such proposed legislative measures to carry its rec- 
ommendations into effect. 

3. The sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) or 
so much thereof as may be needed is hereby appropriated 
for the actual and necessary expenses of the commission 
in carrying out the provisions of this act, payable out of 
the treasury of this State on a warrant of the Comp- 
troller, on bills to be approved by the’ chairman of said 
commission. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 57, 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act’to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act to amend an act entitled “An act 
to amend ‘An act to establish a thorough and efficient 
system of free public schools, and to provide for the 
maintenance, support and management thereof,’ ap- 
proved October nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and three,” approved April tenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and nineteen, which amendment was itself 
approved April twentieth, nineteen hundred and 
twenty,’ which amendment was approved March 
thirty-first, nineteen hundred and twenty-six. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two hundred and fifty-one of Article 
XXVII referred to in the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

251. (1) A member who has attained the age of sixty- 
two (62) may retire upon his request, or, upon the re- 
quest of his employer, shall be retired from the service 
if a written statement duly attested is filed by him or by 
his employer with the board of trustees setting forth at 
what time subsequent to the execution and filing thereof 
he or his employer desires such retirement. The board 


of trustees shall retire said member at the time specified 


or at such other time within thirty days after the date so 
specified as the board of trustees may find advisable. 
Any present entrant who is not covered by the tenure 
of office law who prior to the first day of November, 
one thousand nine hundred and nineteen, shall become a 
member of the retirement system, and who shall be 
cre ‘ted in his prior service certificate with thirty-five or 
more years of service, who shall lose his position 
before attaining the age of sixty-two (62) years, 
shall be retired on a total retirement allowance 
of one-half of his average salary; provided, how- 
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ever, that any present entrant, irrespective of his or 


her age, who so desires and who has had thirty-five years. 


of service as a teacher to his or her credit, the last twen- 
ty-five years of which service shall have been performed 
in this State, shall be retired from active service and shall 
receive all the benefits of this act as now provided for 
members over the age of sixty-two (62) years as if said 
member were over the age of sixty-two (62) years; 
excepting that such retirement allowance (other than the 
additional pension provided by paragraph (d) subsection 
(3) of this section) shall not exceed one-seventieth the 
average of the salary of such member, for the last five 
years, for each year of service. 

(2) After the first day of January of the year nine- 
teen hundred twenty-nine every county superintendent 
who is a member and who has attained or shall attain the 
age of seventy (70) years, and after the first day of Jan- 
uary, of the year nineteen hundred and twenty-six, each 
and every other member who has attained or shall attain 
the age of seventy (70) years shall be retired by the 
board of trustees from service forthwith or at such time 
within a year thereafter as it shall deem advisable. 

(3) Upon superannuation retirement a present en- 
trant shall receive a retirement allowance which shall con- 
sist of : 

(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equiva- 
lent of his accumulated deductions at the time of his re- 
tirement. 

(b) A pension in addition to the annuity, of one one- 
hundred and fortieth (1/140th) of his average salary 
multiplied by the number of years of service he has ren- 
dered since he became a member. 

(c) A further pension of one-seventieth (1/70th) of 
his average salary multiplied by the number of years of 
service certified on his prior service certificate. 

(d) And if such person shall have been a member of 
the Teachers’ Retirement Fund prior to his becoming a 
member of the retirement system, a further additional 
pension which shall be the actuarial equivalent of the 
contributions without interest, which he paid to the 
Teachers’ Retirement Fund prior to the first day of Sep- 
tember, nineteen hundred and nineteen, which he has not 
otherwise received. 
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(4) Upon superannuation retirement a new entrant 
shall receive a retirement allowance which shall consist 
of: 

(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equiva- 
lent of his accumulated deductions at the time of his re- 
tirement, and 

(b) A pension, in addition to the annuity, of one 
one-hundred and fortieth (1/140th) of his average sal- 
ary multiplied by the number of years of his total service. 

(5) The total retirement allowance granted to a per- 
son with twenty or more years of service who has at- 
tained the age of sixty-two (62) shall in no case be less 
than four hundred dollars per annum. 


DISABILITY RETIREMENT. 


(6) Retirement for disability of a teacher who is a 
member shall be made by the board of trustees upon the 
application of his employer or upon his own application 
or that of a person acting in his behalf, on a disability 
allowance if he is under the age of sixty-two (62) year; 
provided, the board of trustees, after a medical exami- 
nation of said member, made at the place of his residence 
within the State or other place mutually agreed upon, by 
a physician or physicians designated by said board, shall 
determine upon the basis of a report submitted by said 
physician or physicians that the said member is phys- 
ically or mentally incapacitated for the performance of 
duty and that said member ought to be retired; and 
further provided, that the said member has rendered ten 
years of service as a teacher in New Jersey, and if he is 
a new entrant, has also been a member of the retirement 
system for ten years. : 

Should the applicant for a disability retirement be dis- 
satisfied with the decision of the board of trustees, appeal 
may be made to the State Board of Education and the 
decision of the latter shall be final and binding upon all 
parties. 

(7) On retirement for disability, a teacher who is a 
member shall receive a retirement allowance which shall 
consist of: 
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(a) An annuity which shall be the actuarial equivalent 
of his accumulated deductions at the time of his retire- 
ment. 

(b) A pension which together with his annuity pro- 
vided under the paragraph immediately preceding shall 
be sufficient to produce a retirement allowance of one- 
seventieth of his average salary multiplied by the number 
of years of his total service, but not less than three hun- 
dred dollars per annum or thirty per centum of said av- 
erage salary, with the exception that in no case shall the 
allowance exceed nine-tenths of the rate of retirement 
allowance to which he might have been entitled had re- 
tirement been deferred until the age of sixty-two (62). 

(c) And if such person shall have been a member of 
the Teachers’ Retirement Fund prior to his becoming a 
member of the retirement system, a further additional 
pension, which shall be the actuarial equivalent of the 
contributions without interest, which he paid to the 
Teachers’ Pension Fund prior to the first day of Septem- 
ber, nineteen hundred and nineteen, which he has not 
otherwise received. 

(8) Once each year during the first five years follow- 
ing the retirement of the teacher on a disability allow- 
ance and once in every three-year period thereafter, the 
board of trustees may, and upon his application shall, re- 
quire any disability beneficiary who is under the age of 
sixty-two (62) years to undergo medical examination by 
a physician or physicians designated by the board of 
trustees, said examination to be made at the place of res- 
idence of said beneficiary or other place mutually agreed 
upon. Should such physician or physicians thereupon 
report and certify to the board of trustees that such dis- 
ability beneficiary is not totally incapacitated either phys- 
ically or mentally for the performance of duty and that 
such disability beneficiary is engaged or is able to engage 
in a gainful occupation and should the board of trustees 
concur in such report, then the amount of his retire- 
ment allowance shall be reduced to an amount which, 
when added to the amount then earned by him, shall not 
exceed the amount of his average salary. Should his 
earning capacity be later changed then the amount of his 
retirement allowance may be further altered; provided, 
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that the new retirement allowance shall not exceed the 
amount of the retirement allowance originally granted or 
an amount which when added to the amount earned by 
the beneficiary, exceeds the amount of his average salary. 
Should a disability beneficiary who is under the age of 
sixty-two (62) years refuse to engage in a gainful oc- 
cupation when qualified so to do and further refuses a 
position in the public schools offered to him, the board 
of trustees may reduce his retirement allowance to half 
its former rate. 

(9) Should any disability beneficiary, under the age 
of sixty-two (62) years, refuse to submit to a medical 
examination as provided in the subsection immediately 
preceding, his retirement allowance may be discontinued 
his withdrawal of such refusal, and should such refusal 
continue for one year, all his rights in and to such retire- 
ment allowance may be forfeited. 

(10) Should any disability beneficiary be restored to 
active service at a salary equal to that formerly received, 
his retirement allowance shall cease, and he shall again 
become a member of the retirement system, and his an- 
nuity reserve shall be transferred from the annuity re- 
serve fund to the annuity savings fund, and credited to 
his individual account as a part of his accumulated de- 
duction in the latter fund, and he shall contribute to the 
said fund thereafter in the same manner and at the same 
rate as he paid upon his disability. Upon his restoration 
to active service his pension reserve in the pension re- 
serve fund shall be transferred to the pension accumula- 
tion fund, his prior service certificate on the basis of 
which his service was computed at the time of his retire-, 
ment shall be renewed and shall again be in full force 
and effect, and in addition, upon his subsequent retire- 
ment, he shall be credited with all his service as a mem- 
ber subsequent to the period covered by his prior service 
certificate, anything to the contrary in this act notwith- 
standing. 


WITHDRAWAL AND DEATH BENEFITS. 


(11) A contributor who withdraws from the service 
or ceases to be a teacher for any cause other than death 
or retirement shall be paid on demand the accumulated 
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deductions standing to the credit of his individual ac- 
count in the annuity saving fund. 

(12) The board of trustees may, in its discretion, 
withhold for not more than one year after a member last 
rendered school service all or part of his accumulated 
deductions, if, before he last became a member, he with- 
drew from the annuity savings fund all or part of his 
accumulated deductions and failed to redeposit such 
withdrawn amount to the credit of his individual ac- 
count in such fund. 

(13) Should a contributor die before retirement, his 
accumulated deduction shall be paid to his estate or to 
such person having an insurable interest in his life as he 
shall have nominated by written designation duly exe- 
cuted and filed with the board of trustees. 


OPTIONAL BENEFITS. 


(14) At the time of his retirement, any contributor 
may elect to receive his benefits in a retirement allowance 
payable throughout life, or he may, on retirement, elect 
to receive the actuarial equivalent at that time of his 
annuity, his pension or his retirement allowance in a 
lesser annuity, or a less pension, or a less retirement 
allowance, payable throughout life with the provision 
that : 

Option 1. If he dies before he has received in payments 
the present value of his annuity, his pension or his retire- 
ment allowance as it was at the time of his retirement, 
the balance shall be paid to his legal representatives or 
to such person having an insurable interest in his life as 
he shall nominate by written designation, duly acknowl- 
edged and filed with the board of trustees. 

Option 2. Upon. his death, his annuity, his pension or 
his retirement allowance shall be continued throughout 
the life of and paid to such person having an insurable 
interest in his life as he shall nominate by written desig- 
nation duly acknowledged and filed with the board of 
trustees at the time of his retirement. 

Option 3. Upon his death, one-half of his annuity, his 
pension or his retirement allowance shall be continued 
throughout the life of and paid to such person having 
an insurable interest in his life as he shall nominate by 
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written designation, duly acknowledged and filed with 
the board of trustees at the time of his retirement. 

Option 4. Some other benefit or benefits shall be paid 
either to the member or to such person or persons as he 
shall nominate, provided such other benefit or benefits, 
together with the lesser annuity or lesser pension or 
lesser retirement allowance, shall be certified by the 
actuary to be of equivalent actuarial value to his annuity, 
his pension or his retirement allowance and shall be ap- 
proved by the board of trustees. 


BENEFITS OF TEACHERS NOW RETIRED. 


(15) All pensions payable prior to the month of Sep- 
tember, nineteen hundred and nineteen, by the State 
under the provisions of Chapter 268, P. L. 1914, shall, 
beginning with said month, be paid from the pension 
fund created by this article and all such pensions as are 
below four hundred dollars shall be increased to and be 
paid at the rate of four hundred dollars. 

(16) Should the Teachers’Retirement Fund by reason 
of insolvency or liquidation cease to pay in full the annui- 
ties granted theretofore paid by said fund, there shall be 
paid out of the pension fund created by this article to 
persons who shall have been annuitants of said Teachers’ 
Retirement Fund from a date prior to the first day of 
September, nineteen hundred and nineteen, such part or 
all of said annuities as the said Teachers’ Retirement 
Fund shall have ceased to pay; provided, that neither 
all nor any part of the amount of any reduction in the 
annuity therefore payable by the said Teachers’ Retire- 
ment Fund shall be paid out of the said pension fund, 
unless there is in effect a corresponding and proportion- 
ate reduction by the said Teachers’ Retirement Fund in 
the annuity of, and payment thereof, to each and every 
person retired by the retirement fund; provided, further, 
that the board of trustees shall be the sole judge as to 
whether the amount of any allowance which would 
thereby become payable out of the pension fund corre- 
sponds to the amount of reduction by the Teachers’ Re- 
tirement Fund in the allowance of the same person due 
to the insolvency or liquidation of said fund. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 58. 


An Act to amend ‘“‘An act to amend a supplement to an 
act entitled as amended ‘An act to secure to mechanics 
and others payment for their labor and materials in 
erecting any building, and in making certain improve- 
ments to land’ (Revision of 1898), approved June 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight,’ which amendment was approved March 
twenty-eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
seven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever a lien claim shall be filed against any 
land and buildings, or either of them, under the provi- 
sions of an act to which this is a supplement, the owner 
or owners thereof, or any person or corporation having 
an interest therein, may file with the clerk of the county 
where such land and buildings, or either of them, are 
situate a bond in favor of such lien claimant or claimants 
executed by such owner, person or corporation, with some 
surety company duly authorized to transact business in 
the State of New Jersey as surety thereon, in double 
the amount claimed by said lien claimant or claimants 
in said lien claim, and conditioned for the payment of 
any judgment and costs that may be recovered by said 
lien claimant or claimants under said lien claim against 
said land and buildings, or either of them, which bond 
before filing shall be approved by the judge of the Cir- 
cuit Court or Court of Common Pleas in the county 
where the same is to be filed, and when so approved 
and filed, the land and buildings described in said lien 
claim shall thereupon be released and discharged from 
such lien claim, and it shall be the duty of the clerk of 
the court in which such bond is filed to mark upon the 
record of said lien claim “released by bond” referring 
to the time and place of filing of such bond. 
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2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed and this act 
shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 59. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘‘An act defining motor 
vehicles and providing for the registration of the 
same and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing 
rules regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles, 
fixing the amount of license and registration fees; 
prescribing and regulating process and the service 
thereof and proceedings for the violation of the pro- 
visions of the act and penalties for said violations,” 
approved April eighth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-one. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

-1. Section seventeen of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

17. Any person who, having collected any fine for 
any violation of this act, shall fail within thirty days 
to return said fine, as provided by this act, to the Com- 
missioner of Motor Vehicles or the proper financial 
officer of the county shall be subject to a penalty of 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, for the first offense 
and a penalty of one thousand dollars and imprisonment 
not exceeding one year or both, at the discretion of the 
court, upon any subsequent conviction. 

2. Section thirty-six of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 
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36. Moneys received in accordance with the provi- 
_ sions of this act, whether from fines, penalties, registra- 
tion fees, license fees, or otherwise, shall be accounted 
for and forwarded to the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles, and by him paid over to the Treasurer of 
the State of New Jersey, to be used by the State 
Highway Commission as fund for the repair of such 
improved roads through the State as said State 
Highway Commission shall designate, regard being had 
to the repair of the most important improved roads, 
and the distribution of the benefits of this act throughout 
the several counties of this State; provided, however, 
that there shall first be deducted from the moneys as 
aforesaid received, the amount appropriated by the 
Legislature in any annual or supplemental bill for the 
maintenance of said Department of Motor Vehicles, 
which said sum so deducted shall become a part of 
the general State fund; provided, further, however, that 
any and all fines, penalties and forfeitures imposed and 
collected by any municipality for violations of any of 
the provisions of this act shall be by the magistrate for- 
warded to the proper financial officer of the county 
wherein the same were collected to be used by said 
county for road repairs in said counties; and provided, 
further, however, that this last proviso shall not apply 
to any fines, penalties, or forfeitures imposed and col- 
lected as the result of any complaint instituted by the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles or a member of his 
staff or a member of the Department of State Police. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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yi CHAPTER 60. 


An Act authorizing the board of education of any munic- 
ipality in this State to dispose of lands and school- 
houses when not needed for school purposes. 


BE if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever the board of education of any munici- 
pality in this State shall determine that all or any part 
of a tract of land with or without a school building 
or buildings erected thereon is no longer desirable or 
necessary or required for school purposes, it shall be 
lawful for such board of education, and they are hereby 
authorized, to transfer and convey such land or any por- 
tion thereof, with or without improvements thereon to 
such municipality, board, body, or commission, for a 
nominal consideration, to be used for public purposes. 

2. No transfer or conveyance of school land or 
property as hereinbefore provided shall be made until 
the board of education shall have adopted a resolution 
declaring the property to be no longer desirable or 
necessary or required for school purposes and authoriz- 
ing the conveyance thereof, for public purposes, by deed 
executed in the name and under the seal of the board of 
education, by the president and secretary thereof, and 
until the board, body or commission to whom such 
conveyance is to be made shall have adopted a resolution 
approving the conveyance of such land or property for 
such public purposes. 

3. The board of education of any school district in 
this State, by a majority vote of the full board, may 
exchange or dispose of any lands owned by it when 
not needed or required for school purposes. When any 
lands are exchanged, the lands conveyed to the board 
shall be located in the school district, and shall equal 
in value lands conveyed by the board in such exchange. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 61. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act concerning 
mortgages on chattels” (Revision of 1902), approved 
April third, one thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section four of the act to which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

4. Every mortgage or conveyance intended to operate 
as a mortgage of goods and chattels hereafter made, 
which shall not be accompanied by an immediate deliv- 
ery, and followed by an actual and continued change of 
possession of the things mortgaged, shall be absolutely 
void as against the creditors of the mortgagor, and as 
against subsequent purchasers and mortgagees in good 
faith, unless the mortgage, having annexed thereto an 
affidavit or affirmation made and subscribed by the 
holder of said mortgage, his agent, or attorney, stating 
the consideration of said mortgage and as nearly as 
possible the amount due and to grow due thereon, be 
recorded as directed in the succeeding section of this 
act; provided, nothing contained in this act shall be 
taken, construed or held to apply to any mortgage of 
personal property included in a mortgage of franchises 
and real estate heretofore or hereafter made by any 
railroad company, or any other corporation defined by 
any statute of this State as a public utility, and which 
hath been or shall be recorded or registered as a mort- 
gage of real estate in every county in which such railroad 
or any part of it or any of the real estate so mortgaged 
is or shall be located, and it shall not be necessary to 
record as a chattel mortgage any such mortgage as is 
in this proviso described. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 62. 


An Act creating a commission for the erection of an 
additional interstate bridge over the Delaware river 
between the city of Philadelphia, in the State of 
Pennsylvania, and a point in the State of New Jersey, 
making an appropriation therefor, and to repeal acts 
inconsistent herewith. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby created a Delaware river bridge 
commission to be known as the New Jersey Commission 
No. 2, which shall be composed of eight members, who 
shall hold their said offices for terms of five years: 
J. Townsend Stites, Charles J. Maxwell, of the county 
of Camden; Alfred R. Kohler, Frank L. Suplee, of 
the county of Gloucester; Howard Hitchner, of the 
county of Salem; Ralph T. Stevens, of the county of 
Cape May; I. Norwood Griscom, of the county of 
Atlantic, and John R. Radcliff, of the county of Cum- 
berland, are hereby appointed members of said com- 
mission. 

2. The New Jersey Commission No. 2 is hereby 
authorized to act jointly and in agreement with the 
commission known as the Pennsylvania Commission No. 
2, or with such other board, commission or body as 
may be duly constituted by the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, as a joint commission, and to proceed by 
full and complete borings, surveys, engineering studies, 
investigations, bearings, and all other matters incidental 
and pertaining thereto, to determine the proper location, 
type of construction, and cost of construction, operation, 
and maintenance of an additional bridge, with the neces- 
sary approaches thereto, across the Delaware river, 
connecting the city of Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, at a 
point between Snyder avenue and the mouth of the 
Schuylkill river with a corresponding point in the State 
of New Jersey between Big Timber creek on the north, 
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and Mantua creek on the south, in the county of 
Gloucester, New Jersey. ‘The exact location of said 
proposed bridge shall be fixed by the joint commission. 

3. The New Jersey Commission No. 2 shall fully 
report its findings pursuant to section two of this act 
at the first legislative session after the completion 
thereof. 

4. The sum of fifty thousand dollars heretofore 
appropriated to the Interstate Bridge and Tunnel Com- 
mission created by virtue of chapter two of the Laws 
of one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, and 
appropriated under Item J-6, chapter three hundred and 
eighteen, Laws of one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-seven, is hereby transferred to and shall be 
vested in the commission created by this act. 

5. An act entitled “A supplement to an act entitled 
‘An act to provide for the appointment of an Interstate 
Bridge and Tunnel Commission, and to define its powers 
and duties,’ ’’ approved February fourteenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and eighteen, which said supplement 
was approved March second, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-six, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 63. 


An Act concerning aircraft ; prescribing the qualifications 
of operators thereof, and providing penalties for 
violations. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The word “aircraft” as used in this act means any 
contrivance now or hereafter invented for avigation of 
or flight in the air, except a parachute or other contriv- 
ance designed for use, and carried primarily for safety 
equipment. 
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2. ‘‘Avigation,”’ as used in this act means the steering, 
directing or managing of an aircraft in or through the 
air; and such term is here used as a substitute for 
“aerial navigation.” 

3. “Operating aircraft’? means performing the serv- 
ices of aircraft pilot. 

4. The public safety requiring, and the advantages 
of uniform regulation making it desirable, in the interest 
of aeronautical progress, that a person engaging within 
this State in operating aircraft, in any form of avigation 
for which a license to operate aircraft issued by the 
United States Government would then be required if 
such avigation were interstate, shall have the qualifica- 
tions necessary for obtaining and holding such a license, 
and it shall be unlawful for any person to engage in 
operating aircraft within this State, in any such form 
of avigation, unless he have such a license. 

5. A certificate of the license, herein required, shall 
be kept in the personal possession of the licensee when 
he is operating aircraft within this State, and must be 
presented for inspection upon demand of any passenger, 
any police officer of this State, or any official, manager, 
or person in charge of any airport or landing field in 
this State upon which he shall land. 

6. The public safety requiring, and the advantages 
of uniform legislation making it desirable, in the interest 
of aeronautical progress, that aircraft to be avigated 
within this State shall conform with respect to design, 
construction and air worthiness to standards then pre- 
scribed by the United States Government with respect 
to avigation of aircraft subject to its jurisdiction, it 
shall be unlawful for any person to avigate an aircraft 
within this State unless he is registered pursuant to 
the rules and regulations of the United States Govern- 
ment then in force, if the circumstances of such avigation 
are of a character that such registration would be 
required in the case of interstate avigation. 

7. Any person who violates any of the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 64. 


An Act to authorize the financing of the projects of the 
South Jersey Port Commission; to authorize a con- 
tract or contracts for said purpose between the said 
commission and a county or municipality, or several 
of them; to authorize the issuance of bonds of the said 
commission; and to authorize payments by counties 
and municipalities to the commission, to be raised by 

_taxation and otherwise. 


BE ft ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The South Jersey Port Commission (hereafter some- 
times referred to as the Port Commission, being the 
commission organized and existing under an act of the 
Legislature of the State of New Jersey entitled “An 
act to create the South Jersey Port District and to pro- 
vide for the appointment of the South Jersey Port Com- 
mission, and to define its powers, duties and jurisdiction 
and making an appropriation for its expenses,” approved 
April first, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, 
constituting chapter three hundred and thirty-six of the 
Laws of nineteen hundred and twenty-six, and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto) is 
hereby authorized to enter into a contract or contracts 
and from time to time amend and supplement such con- 
tracts with a county or municipality or several of them 
within the South Jersey Port District, and any such con- 
tract may contain any or all of the following terms and 
provisions, namely: 

(a) An agreement by the Port Commission to under- 
take any project or projects which it may be authorized 
to undertake. 

(b) An agreement by the county or municipality to 
appropriate and pay to the Port Commission such sums 
in such years and at such date or dates in each year as 
may be agreed for the purpose of financing the said 
project or projects. Without intending to restrict the 
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broadest construction of the words “financing such 
project or projects” such words shall include the pay- 
ment of the cost of construction and reconstruction of 
any improvement, the acquisition of property, the cost 
of maintenance, operation and repairs, and the payment 
of interest and principal of debt incurred for any of said 
purposes. 

(c) An agreement by the Port Commission upon such 
terms and conditions as may be stated to repay to the 
county or municipality the amounts paid in pursuance of 
said contracts or any part thereof, with interest thereon 
at not exceeding four per centum per annum. ‘The said 
agreement shall be subject to the obligations of the com- 
mission to (1) pay or provide for the payment of its 
indebtedness and the setting apart of moneys therefor 
according to the terms upon which said indebtedness may 
be incurred, and (a) pay or provide for the payment of 
all amounts needed for operation, repairs, maintenance, 
replacements, reserves for said purposes and for im- 
provements and extensions required for the highest ef- 
ficiency of said project or projects. 

2. No county or municipality shall agree to pay in any 
cne year under any such contract or contracts an amount 
which shall exceed ten cents on each one hundred dollars 
of assessed valuation of property subject to taxation in 
such county or municipality at the date of such contract. 
This section shall be construed as a limitation on the 
right to contract and not on the power to levy taxes. 

3. Before any such contract shall be effective to bind 
the Port Commission it shall be authorized or ratified by 
a resolution of the Port Commission. 

4. Before any such contract shall be effective to bind 
a county it shall be authorized or ratified by a resolution 
of the board of chosen freeholders, which resolution shall 
set forth the contract in full. 

5. Before any such contract shall be effective to bind 
a municipality it shall be authorized or ratified by an 
ordinance of the municipality, which ordinance shall set 
forth the contract in full. Such ordinance shall be 
deemed an ordinance authorizing an improvement and it 
shall take effect at the same time and subject to a protest 
or protests and ratification at an election as is provided 
by law for such ordinances. 
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6. The Port Commission shall have power to issue 
bonds from time to time in anticipation of the payments 
to it under any contract hereby authorized and in antici- 
pation of the income to be derived from the project or 
projects described in such contract. Interest on any 
bonds payable in not exceeding four years from their 
date may be paid out of the moneys received upon the 
sale of said bonds. Said bonds may be sold at public or 
private sale, shall bear such rate or rates of interest, not 
exceeding six per centum per annum, payable semi- 
annually, and shall be in such form and shall be executed 
in such manner and shall contain such covenants, terms, 
conditions and recitals as the Port Commission shall by 
resolution provide. 

7. The Port Commission shall have power to allocate 
and pledge the payments provided to be made in any such 
contract and the income from any such project or 
projects as it may deem advisable to the payment of prin- 
cipal and interest of said bonds and to the creation of a 
sinking or other fund or funds for the payment thereof 
or as security for the payment thereof, and shall have 
power to make covenants for the better protection of the 
bonds, all as may be provided in resolutions of the Port 
Commission, and such resolutions shall be deemed a con- 
tract with the holders of said bonds. 

8. To the extent that the payments to be made by a 
county or municipality are allocated or pledged as pro- 
vided in the preceding section, such payments shall be 
deemed for the benefit of the holders of the bonds and 
the bondholders as well as the Port Commission shall 
have the right to enforce the same by appropriate action 
in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

9. Any county or municipality which is a party to a 
contract shall insert the amount of the payments required 
thereby in its annual budget and unless moneys are avail- 
able from other sources, shall raise by tax in each year 
an amount sufficient to make said payments. Any such 
county or municipality shall have power to borrow on 
notes or bonds the amount necessary to make such pay- 
ments in anticipation of the collection of taxes and 
revenues. 

10. In order to prevent a default in the payment of 
principal or interest of the bonds, the Port Commission 
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is authorized to borrow the money necessary on notes or 
bonds, maturing in not exceeding one year from their 
date, bearing interest at not exceeding six per centum per 
annum, and to renew said notes or bonds including in- 
terest thereon from time to time. 

11. Any contract which shall provide for the construc- 
tion of an improvement for which a tax has been voted, 
under the provisions of an act entitled “‘An act to create 
the South Jersey Port District and to provide for the 
appointment of the South Jersey Port Commission, and 
to define its powers, duties and jurisdiction and making 
an appropriation for its expenses,” approved April first, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, constituting 
chapter three hundred and thirty-six of the Laws of 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six, as amended, shall be 
deemed to supersede the obligation of the municipality 
or county to ievy such tax, unless the contract herein 
authorized shall otherwise expressly provide. 

12. The obligation of any county or municipality 
under a contract made in pursuance of this act shall not 
be deemed an indebtedness of such county or municipal- 
ity and shall not be included in any annual or supple- 
mental debt statements required by law to be filed. 

13. The Port Commission shall have power to operate 
port facilities owned, leased, or otherwise acquired by it, 
to charge tolls and rentals for the use thereof, to make 
contracts for the use or operation thereof, to lease or sell 
lands and buildings and port facilities, all on such terms 
and conditions as it shall prescribe. 

14. The powers contained in this act shall be deemed 
additional and supplemental powers and this act shall 
not be considered as limiting the powers conferred upon 
the Port Commission in any other act. 

15. If any term or provision of this act shall be de- 
clared unconstitutional or ineffective, in whole or in 
part by a court of competent jurisdiction, then to the 
extent that it is not unconstitutional or ineffective such 
term or provision shall be enforced and effectuated and 
such determination shall not be deemed to invalidate the 
remaining items or provisions thereof. 

16. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 65. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing for 
divorce and for decrees of nullity of marriage, and 
for alimony and the maintenance of children” (Re- 
vision, 1907), approved May seventeenth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and seven. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: . 


1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Causes for decrees of nullity. Decrees of nullity 
of marriage may be rendered in all cases when: 

Other wife or husband living. Either of the parties 
has another wife or husband living at the time of a sec- 
ond or other marriage; 

Relation within prohibited degrees. The parties are 
within the degrees prohibited by law, but when any such 
marriage shall not have been annulled during the life- 
time of the parties the validity thereof shall not be in- 
quired into after the death of either party; 

Impotence. The parties or either of them was at the 
time of marriage physically and incurably impotent; 
provided, the party making the application was ignorant 
of such impotency or incapability at the time of the mar- 
riage, or has not subsequently ratified the marriage; 

Incapacity to consent. The parties or either of them 
was, at the time of the marriage, incapable of consenting 
thereto and the marriage has not been subsequently rat- 
ified; provided, that where the party capable of consent 
is the applicant such party shall have been ignorant of 
the other’s incapacity at the time of the marriage, and 
shall not have confirmed the marriage subsequently to 
the other party regaining capacity ; 

Wife under age. At the suit of the wife, when she 
was under the age of eighteen years at the time of the 
marriage, unless such marriage be confirmed by her after 
arriving at such age; 
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Husband Husband under age. At the suit of the husband when 
ee he was under the age of eighteen at the time of the mar- 
riage, unless such marriage be confirmed by him after 
arriving at such age; 
eevinacy. Effect of decree on legitimacy of issue. The decree 
of nullity of marriage shall not render illegitimate the 
issue of any marriage so dissolved, except where the 
marriage is dissolved because either of the parties had 
another wife or husband living at the time of a second 
or other marriage. Such marriage shall be deemed void 
from the beginning, and the issue thereof shall be il- 
legitimate. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 19, 1928. 
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An Act to incorporate the borough of North Cape May 
in the county of Cape May. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
Corporate 1. The inhabitants of that portion of the township of 
iene Lower, in the county of Cape May, hereinafter set forth 
are hereby constituted and declared to be a body cor- 
porate, in fact and in law by the name of the “Borough 
of North Cape May,” and as such shall be governed by 
the general laws of New Jersey relating to boroughs. 


Boundaries 2. The boundaries of the said borough shall be as 
of North. follows: Beginning at a point in the center line of Main 
ee Bayside road (Bay Shore boulevard) where the south- 


erly line of land conveyed by Isaac P. Mathews and wife, 
Wm. T. Bate and wife to Samuel Townsend, by 
deed dated March 31, 1891, and recorded in Cape May 
county clerk’s office in Deed Book No. 95, page 528, 
intersects same and extends, thence (1) north eighty-six 
degrees west binding said southerly line of Samuel 
Townsend land four hundred ninety-five feet to the 
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southwesterly corner of said Townsend's land, thence

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act to amend an act entitled “An act 
for the better protection of garage keepers and auto- 
mobile repairmen,” approved April fourteen, one 
thousand nine hundred and fifteen,’ which amendment 
was approved March thirteenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-two,’ approved March twenty- 
ninth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act, as amended, be and the 
same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. Any person or corporation acquiring a lien under 
the provision of section one of this act shall not lose 
such lien by reason of allowing the motor vehicle, or 
part or parts of the motor vehicle, to be removed from 
the control of the person or corporation having such a 
lien, and in case a motor vehicle, or part or parts, are so 
removed the person or corporation having the said lien 
may, without further process of law, but after demand 
of payment of claim either personally or by registered 
mail if owner’s address is known, seize the motor vehicle, 
or part or parts thereof, wherever the same is or are 
found within the State of New Jersey; provided, how- 
ever, that such seizure can be made without the use of 
force and in a peaceable manner. The owner or the per- 
son entitled to the immediate possession of motor vehicle, 
or part or parts thereof, so detained as in this act pro- 
vided, on learning that said motor vehicle or parts are 
being so detained may immediately demand from the 
garage owner or keeper, or the person in charge thereof, 
a statement showing the true amount claimed to be due 
for the storing, maintaining, keeping or repairing of 
such motor vehicle, or for furnishing gasoline, acces- 
sories or other supplies therefor, and if upon receiving 
such statement he considers amount thereof excessive he 
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may offer what he considers to be reasonably due and 
demand possession of said motor vehicle or parts thereof 
so detained. Should possession of said vehicle or parts 
thereof be refused him he may obtain possession thereof 
by depositing the amount claimed by said statement with 
the clerk of any court of competent jurisdiction in the 
county where the motor vehicle or parts may be situated, 
together with the sum of ten dollars to cover the costs of 
court in actions commenced in district or small cause 
courts, and fifty dollars in all other courts. Whereupon, 
a writ of replevin shall immediately issue out of and 
under the seal of said court commanding the sheriff, or 
any constable or sergeant-at-arms, to take the possession 
of said motor vehicle or parts thereof and deliver the 
same, without delay, to the owner or his legal representa- 
tive claiming the same. In lieu of depositing the amount 
claimed, in cash, a bond in double the amount claimed, 
and double the amount required to be deposited as costs 
as hereinbefore provided, with at least one sufficient 
surety, and approved in the manner similar bonds are 
now approved in the court from which the writ of re- 
plevin is to issue, may be filed with the clerk of said 
court. The said bond shall be written in favor of the 
sheriff, constable or sergeant-at-arms, to whom the writ 
is directed. The garage owner or keeper shall within 
thirty days after the issue of the writ of replevin as 
aforesaid, file his state of demand or complaint with the 
said clerk, showing the amount claimed by him. The 
court shall thereupon, at the request of either party, fix 
a date for the trial of said claim and give judgment 
according to the facts. The judgment, if any, is to be 
satisfied out of deposit made, or action may be brought 
on bond filed. If no action is brought by said garage 
owner or keeper within thirty days, as aforesaid, or judg- 
ment should go for the defendant, the court may order 
the return of the money or the discharge of the bond and 
may also fix and determine the amount of damages suf- 
fered by said owner of the said owner of the said motor 
vehicle for the seizure and detention of said motor 
vehicle and render a judgment for such amount against 
the said garage owner or keeper. If a judgment is 
obtained and satisfied, the balance of the cash deposit. if

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

4, Any vacancy hereafter occurring in any of the 
boards of chosen freeholders constituted or elected under 
the provisions of this act, shall be filled by the remaining 
members of such board for the remainder of the year in 
which such vacancy occurred, or until a successor can be 
elected and qualtfied, and at the first annual election held 
after such vacancy occurred, some fit person shall be 
elected to fill such office for the unexpired term only. 
All laws, public, general, special or private now in force 
relating to boards of chosen freeholders shall apply to 
the boards of chosen freeholders as the same shall be con- 
stituted or elected under the provisions of this act, so far 
as the same shall not be inconsistent with the provisions 
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of this act, and the boards of chosen freeholders consti- 
tuted or elected under the provisions of this act shall be 
vested with all the powers, authority, rights and privi- 
leges and shall have imposed upon them all the duties 
which are now vested in or imposed upon the boards of 
chosen freeholders now existing; and all laws, parts of 
laws, statutes and parts of statutes now in force or in 
anywise applicable to the existing boards of chosen free- 
holders, public or private, general or special, be and the 
same hereby are in all respects continued in full force and 
made applicable to the boards of chosen freeholders con- 
stituted or elected under the provisions of this act, except 
so far as the same may conflict with or be inconsistent 
with the meaning of this act.

CHAPTER 69. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an act 
entitled “An act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to 
amend an act entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough 
and efficient svstem of free public schools, and to pro- 
vide for the maintenance, support and management 
thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and three,’ which amendment was ap- 
proved May seventh, one thousand nine hundred and 
seven,’ which amendment was approved March six- 
teenth, one thousand nine hundred and nine,” ap- 
proved March twenty-second, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-seven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section ninety-one of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

91. Every board of education organized under the 
provisions of this article shall, by the majority vote of 
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all the members of such board, appoint a district clerk 
which said clerk may or may not be a member of said 
board and shall fix his compensation and term of employ- 
ment; provided, however, that after any district clerk 
heretofore or hereafter elected has served as such for a 
period of fourteen or more consecutive years he shall 
hold office during good behavior and efficiency. Time 
served as district clerk prior to this act taking effect shall 
be counted in computing such period, and where a school 
district has been divided time served as district clerk of 
any of the divisions of said district shall be counted in 
computing such period. No district clerk shall be dis- 
missed or subjected to a reduction of salary in said 
school district except for inefficiency, bad behavior or 
other just cause, and then only after a written charge of 
the cause or causes shall have been preferred against him 
or her, signed by the person or persons making the same, 
and filed with the State Commissioner of Education 
who shall examine into the charge or charges and if he 
find them to be substantiated and that such district clerk 
should be dismissed, the said commissioner shall notify 
the said clerk of his removal as such, whereupon the said 
clerk shall cease to act as such district clerk and shall 
deliver all records or other papers held by him as such 
clerk to the president of his. district board of education. 
He shall, before entering upon the duties of his office, 
execute and deliver to said board a bond in a sum to be 
fixed by said board, with surety or sureties to be ap- 
proved by said board, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of the duties of his office. Said board may 
accept the bond or undertaking of a trust company, or 
surety or indemnity company, and may pay the annual 
premium or fee therefor as a current expense of said 
board. He shall record in a suitable book all proceed- 
ings of the board of education, of the annual school 
meetings and of special school meetings. He shall pay 
out by orders on the custodian of the school moneys of 
the school district, and in the manner prescribed by law, 
all school moneys of the district. He shall keep a cor- 
rect and detailed account of all the expenditures of school 
moneys in the district, and shall report to the board at 
each regular meeting the amount for which warrants 
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shall have been drawn since the date of his last report, 
the accounts against which said warrants shall have been 
drawn, and the balance to the credit of each account. At 
each annual school meeting he shall present his record 
books and his accounts for public inspection and shail 
make a statement of the financial condition of the dis- 
trict. He shall post notices of the annual and of any 
special meeting of the legal voters, and shall insert in said 
notices the object or objects for which said meeting shall 
be called; shall notify all members of the board of edu- 
cation of all regular and special meetings of the board, 
and during the month of July in each year he shall pre- 
sent to the board of education a detailed report of the 
financial transactions of the board during the preceding 
school year, and file a copy thereof with the county su- 
perintendent of schools. The warrant or order for the 
balance of salary due a district clerk at the close of the 
school year shall not be delivered to him until written 
notice has been received from the county superintendent 
that such district clerk has filed with him such annual 
report. 
Approved March 19, 1928. 


CHAPTER 70. 


An Act providing for and authorizing the construction 
and equipment of an armory in the city of Plainfield 
in this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The State Military Board is hereby constituted a 
commission to acquire on behalf of and in the name of 
the State, a suitable site in the city of Plainfield, in the 
county of Union, and thereafter to cause an armory to 
be constructed and erected thereon for military purposes. 
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2. For the purpose of carrying into effect the provi- 
sions of this act there is hereby appropriated the sum of 
one hundred and fifty thousand dollars, or so much 
thereof as may be necessary for the said construction, 
erection and equipment of said armory, when included in 
any annual or other appropriation bill. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 20, 1928. 


CHAPTER 71. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the purification of the waters of the Passaic river 
within the Passaic valley sewerage district, prohibiting 
the discharge of sewage or other polluting matter 
into any portion of said river after a fixed date, and 
authorizing municipalities lying in whole or in part 
within the Passaic valley sewerage district, from the 
territory from which sewage or other polluting mat- 
ter is or may be discharged into said portion of said 
river, to enter into contracts with each other and with 
the Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission for the in- 
tercepting and disposal of such sewage and other pol- 
luting matter, and to provide the necessary funds 
therefor,” approved March eighteenth, nineteen hun- 
dred and seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey:. 

1. One or more of the municipalities which are 
parties to the contract with the Passaic Valley Sewerage 
Commissioners or to contracts supplementary thereto 
authorized by the act to which this is a supplement are 
hereby authorized and empowered to enter into a con- 
tract or contracts with any municipality, person, firm or 
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corporation, or any two or more, whether within or 
without the Passaic valley sewerage district, for the use 
of any reserve or unused sewer capacity owned by any 
such municipality or municipalities in the intercepting 
sewer or sewers, plant and works constructed and 
operated by said Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission- 
ers, for the disposal of sewage or other polluting matter 
originating in the territory tributary to the Passaic river 
between the Great falls and Newark bay, either by a con- 
tinuous or an intermittent flow to the extent and for so 
long only as such flow shall not interfere with the ca- 
pacity of stich sewer or sewers, plant or works belonging 
to such municipality or municipalities, upon such annual 
rental or compensation for such use as may be agreed 
upon and the payment of the annual cost of main- 
tenance, repair and operation upon the same basis as the 
municipalities parties to the said contract with the 
Passaic Valley Sewerage Commissioners or contracts 
supplementary thereto authorized by the act to which 
this is a supplement. A copy of any such contract shall 
be filed with the Passaic Valley Sewerage Commission- 
ers and approved by them before becoming operative. 
Any such contract as hereby authorized shall terminate 
and all rights thereunder shall cease upon one year’s writ- 
ten notice given by either of the parties thereto or by 
the Passaic Valley Sewerage Commissioners. 

2. The Passaic Valley Sewerage Commissioners shal] 
prepare annually a statement showing the maximum 
sewage flows and sewer capacity requirements for each 
municipality participating in the use of said sewer, 
sewers, plant and works and determine the difference be- 
tween the capacity allotments and the sewer capacity 
requirements for each municipality for the ensuing year 
which shall be known as “‘reserve sewer capacity.” 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 72. 


An Act to further amend an act entitled “An act regu- 
lating the employment, tenure and discharge of cer- 
tain officers and employees of this State, and of the 
various counties and municipalities, and providing for 
a Civil Service Commission and defining its powers 
and duties,” approved April tenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twelve of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended to read as fol- 
lows: 

12. The offices, positions and employments in the 
classified service of the State, and of the municipalities 
thereof that may adopt the provisions of this act, shall 
be arranged by the Civil Service Commission in four 
classes, to be designated as the exempt class, the com- 
petitive class, the noncompetitive class, and the labor 
class, which classification may be changed from time to 
time as the commission may deem proper. 

Whenever any person shall be an applicant in a com- 
petitive exan.ination for entrance into the public service 
held by the Civil Service Commission, and such person 
shall be an honorably discharged soldier, sailor, marine, 
nurse, or army field clerk of the United States, having 
been in the military or naval service of the United States 
in any war in which this country has been engaged prior 
to the World War, or in the Boxer uprising, the Philip- 
pine insurrection or the Mexican expedition, or in any 
Indian wars or uprisings, or in the World War prior to 
November eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and 
eighteen, that is to say, the date of the armistice, and 
when such applicant shall receive in such examination 
the minimum rating required under the rules of the Civil 
Service Commission in each subject or part of same, 
and a general average of at least seventy per centum, such 
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applicant shall receive, for fifteen or more months, of 
military or naval service, service credits of not less than 
two and one-half points and not more than ten points, 
which shall be added to his or her general average. 
The exact amount of credit as between the minimum 
and maximum hereby established to be given in any 
particular examin tion shall be determined bv the Civil 
Service Commission, which shall take into considera- 
tion the probable value of such military or naval train- 
ing in tending to fit applicants for the positions in ques- 
tion. Such persons as come under the within pro- 
visions, who have served less than fifteen months in the 
military or naval service of the United States in any 
war in which this country has been engaged, shall re- 
ceive credits as above set forth, proportionate to their 
length of service; provided, however, that any person 
coming under the within provisions, who was wounded 
or injured in the line of duty, shall receive the maxi- 
mum credit determined upon for the examination in 
which he or she is an applicant, regardless of his or her 
length of service. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 21, 1928. 


CHAPTER 73. 


An Act to authorize the participation of the New Jersey 
National Guard and Naval Militia in the celebration 
of the tenth anniversary of the signing of the World 
War armistice, to be held in the city of Hoboken, the 
port of embarkation of the Unit.d States, and n vking 
appropriation therefor, 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. On the date fixed by the mayor of the city of Ho- 
Loken for the celebration of the tenth anniversary of the 
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signing of the World War arvnistice to be held in the 
city of Hoboken, such units of the National Guard and 
Naval Militia of this State as shall be designated by the 
Governor shall proceed to the city of Hoboken to assist 
and participate in such celebration. 

2. The sum of three thousand dollars is hereby ap- 
tropriated for such purnose when included in any an..ual 
cr supplemental appropriation bill. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect im- 
mediately.

CHAPTER 74. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the election of constables by the governing bodies of 
the various municipalities of the State and to define 
their powers and duties,” approved March eleventh, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-two. 


BE IT ENACTED bv the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey. 

1. Every person elected to the office of constable by 
the governing body of any municipality of this State 
shall give bond to the inhabitants of said municipality 
in such sum as the governing body of said municipality 
may deem sufficient, with good freehold or other secur- 
ity, to be approved by the governing body of said mu- 
nicipality, the said bond to remain in force during the 
term of office for which the person was elected. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act be and the same are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER: 75. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
savings banks,” approved May second, one thousand 
nine hundred and six, as heretofore amended and sup- 
plemented. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section fifteen of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and hereby is amended so as to read as 
follows: 

15. The business of every savings bank shall be man- 
aged and directed by a board of managers of not less 
than nine (nor more than fifteen,) who shall elect 
from their number a president, and a vice-president, 
and shall elect or appoint from their own number, or 
otherwise, such other officers and agents as they may 
see fit; the persons named in the certificate of organi- 
zation, shall be the first managers; all vacancies in such 
board, by death, resignation or otherwise, shall be filled 
by the board of managers, on approval by the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance, with persons duly 
qualified by this act, as soon as practicable, at a regular 
meeting after such vacancies shall occur; and if such 
managers shall fail to fill such vacancy within six 
months then said commissioner shall fill such vacancy, 
subject to the other provisions of this act; in case all 
the managers of a savings bank shall abandon the con- 
duct of its business said commissioner shall as soon as 
practicable appoint other persons in their places as man- 
agers. 

2. Section seventeen of the act of which this act is 
an amendment be and hereby is amended so as to read 
as follows: 

17. Any savings bank may, from time to time, by 
resolution of its board of managers, increase the number 
of its managers to any number, or reduce the same to 
any number not less than nine, who shall be residents 
of the State of New Jersey. 
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3. Section one of an act entitled “A supplement to 
an act entitled ‘An act concerning savings banks,’ ap- 
proved May second, one thousand nine hundred and 
six,” approved April thirteenth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and fifteen, be and hereby is amended so as to 
read as follows: 

1. Every savings bank whether chartered or incor- 
porated under a general or a special act of the Legisla- 
ture of the State of New Jersey, organized and existing 
prior to the second of May, one thousand nine hundred 
and six, and having on said date a board of managers 
consisting of more than fifteen, may continue to be 
managed and directed by a board of managers of not 
less than nine who shall be residents of the State of New 
Jersey. Provided, however, that every such savings 
bank may, by resolution of its board of managers, re- 
duce the number of managers to any number not less than 
nine, or may by a similar resolution increase the num- 
ber of managers. 

+, This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 26, 1928. 


CHAPTER 76. 


An Act to provide for accounting of moneys received as 
pension, bounty or other allowance from the United 
States by guardians of minor children of deceased 
persons and incompetent exservice men, formerly in 
the military or naval service of the United States and 
to impose upon the surrogates and Orphans’ Court of 
the several counties certain duties in connection there- 
with. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
ge the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to any other duties imposed upon him 
or her by law, it shall be the duty of a guardian for 
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the children of the person who served in the military 
or naval service of the United States, once every three 
years, at the time and in the manner hereinafter pro- 
vided, to render to the Orphans’ Court, from whom he 
or she received his or her appointment as guardian, a 
true account of his or her administration of all moneys 
received by him or her as such guardian, as pension, 
bounty or other allowance from the United States. Such 
accounting to in no way affect the annual accounting of 
such guardians to the United States Veterans’ Bureau or 
as otherwise required by law. 

2. Where said account is to be rendered to the Or- 
phans’ Court of the counties of Hudson, Somerset or 
Sussex, the same shall be filed on or before the fifth day 
of January in each year. Where said account is to be 
rendered to the Orphans’ Court of the counties of Essex 
or Warren, the same shall be filed on or before the fifth 
day of February of each year. Where said account is 
to be rendered to the Orphans’ Court of the counties of 
Bergen, Morris or Passaic, the same shall be filed ov or 
before the fifth day of March in each year. 
Where said account is to be rendered to the 
Orphans’ Court of the counties of Union, Hunterdon 
ot Middlesex, the same shall be filed on or before the 
fifth day of April in each year. Where said account is 
to be rendered to the Orphans’ Court of the counties 
of Mercer, Burlington, Monmouth or Gloucester, the 
same shall be filed on or before the fifth day of May 
in each year. Where said account is to be rendered 
to the Orphans’ Court of the counties of Camden, At- 
lantic or Salem, the same shall be filed on or before 
the fifth day of June in each year. Where said account 
is to be rendered to the Orphans’ Court of the counties 
of Cape May, Cumberland or Ocean, the same shall 
be filed on or before the fifth day of July in each year. 

3. In case of the failure of any guardian as aforesaid 
to make and render such accounting within the time 
above limited, any person interested in the said moneys 
or property in the hands of any such guardian, the 
sureties on the bond of any such guardian, the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau, the United States Pension 
Department, or any person as the next friend of the 
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minor children of the deceased veteran interested, may 
cite such guardian to render said account at the ensuing 
term of the court; and, if said guardian fails to ren- 
der said account according to such citation, or within 
such time as the court may otherwise provide therefor, 
it shall be the duty of the Orphans’ Court to remove 
such guardian from office; and the cost of such citation 
and proceedings shall be paid by such guardian out 
of his or her own private estate, unless the court, for 
good cause shown, shall order otherwise. 

+. Upon the filing of an account of a guardian ren- 
dered as aforesaid with respect to the moneys received 
by him or her from any pension, bounty or other al- 
lowance from the United States, the surrogate shall 
issue citations to all persons concerned, including the 
sureties of such guardian, the United States Veterans’ 
Bureau, United States Pension Department to appear at 
the said Orphans’ Court, which citation shall be served 
at least ten days before the sitting of the court; and 
such guardian, or any person on his behalf, may serve 
such citation on the parties aforesaid, by delivering a 
copy thereof to them, or by leaving a copy at their 
usual place of abode, with some person of the age of 
fourteen years or upward, and making and filing with 
the surrogate, an affidavit, setting forth the time, place 
and manner of such service, whereupon the same shall 
have the force and effect of a service by the proper 
officer. ; 

5. The account of every such guardian, after the 
same has been audited and stated by the surrogate and 
reported to the Orphans’ Court, and citations served 
on the parties in interest as aforesaid, shall be examined 
by the court, and being found to be properly and fairly 
stated, shall be entered of record. 

_ 6. The surrogate of a county with whom any ac- 
count as aforesaid is filed shall mail, within five days 
from the date of filing of said account, a true copy 
thereof to the regional manager of the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau, located in the city of Newark in this 
State. The United States Veterans’ Bureau or the 
United States Pension Department shall be deemed a 
part in interest in any such accounting and shall be 
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competent to except to any such account, or any part 
thereof. 

7. Excepting as otherwise herein provided, the prac- 
tice and procedure prevailing in the Orphans’ Court with 
respect to accountings of guardians of infants, shall be 
the practice and procedure prevailing with respect to 
accountings rendered under this act. 

8. Excepting as otherwise herein provided no cost or 
fees shall be charged or taxed by the surrogates of the 
respective counties for accounts rendered and other pro- 
ceeding had under this act. 

9. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to improve the 
condition of tenement houses in this State and to 
establish a State Board of Tenement House Super- 
vision,” approved March twenty-fifth, one thousand 
nine hundred and four, as amended by act approved 
April fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred and nine- 
teen, and to amend certain sections of said act which 
were amended by chapter two hundred and thirteen, 
Public Laws of New Jersey, one thousand nine hun-, 
dred and twenty-four, at page four hundred and 
sixty-seven, approved March twelfth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-four, and an act to amend 
certain sections of said act approved March twenty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-five, and an 
act to amend certain sections of said act approved 
March twenty-nine, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-six, and an act to amend certain sections of said 
act approved April first, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


ARTICLE IV. 
Section 1. 


1. Paragraph one hundred and eighty-two of the act 
to which this act is an amendment be and the same 
hereby is amended to read as follows: 

182. Before the alteration or construction of a tene- 
ment house, or the alteration or conversion of a build- 
ing for use as a tenement house, is commenced, and 
before the construction or alteration of any building or 
structure on the same lot with a tenement house, the 
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owner, or his agent or architect, shall submit to the 
State Board of Tenement House Supervision a detailed 
statement in writing, verified by the affidavit of the 
person making the same, of the specifications of such 
tenement house or building, upon a blank or form to 
be furnished by the said board, and also a full and 
complete copy of the plans of such work; such state- 
ment shall give in full the name and residence by street 
and number of the owner or owners of such tenement 
house or building; if such construction, alteration or 
conversion is proposed to be made by any other person 
than the owner of the land in fee, such statement shall 
contain the full name and residence by street and num- 
ber, not only of the owner of the land, but of every 
person interested in such tenement house, either as owner, 
lessee, mortgagee, or in any representative capacity; said 
affidavit shall allege that said specifications and plans are 
true and contain a correct description of such tenement 
house, building lot and proposed work; the statements 
and affidavits herein provided for may be made by the 
owner, or the person who proposes to make the con- 
struction, alteration or conversion, or by his agent or 
architect; no person, however, shall be recognized as 
the agent of the owner unless he shall file with the said 
board a written instrument, signed by such owner, 
designating him as such agent; any false swearing, in a 
material point, in any such affidavit, shall be deemed 
perjury; such specifications, plans and statement shall be 
filed with the said board and shall be deemed public 
records, and no such specifications, plans or statements 
shall be removed from the custody of said board; the 
said board shall cause all such plans and specifications to 
be examined; if such plans and specifications conform 
to the provisions of this act, they shall be approved by 
the said board, and a written certificate to that effect 
shall be issued to the person submitting the same; .and 
if the said board shall not approve such plans and speci- 
fications, the board shall, at the request of the person 
submitting the same, give him or them the reasons for 
such Yefusal, in writing; the board may, from time to 
time, approve changes in any plans and specifications 
previously approved by it; provided, the plans and speci- 
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fications, when so changed, shall be in conformity with 
the provisions of this act, and may require, when it 
shall deem it to be necessary, a new set of plans to be 
filed; the construction, alteration or conversion of such 
tenement house, building or structure, or any part there- 
of, shall not be commenced until the filing of such speci- 
fications, plans and statements and the approval thereof 
as above provided; the construction, alteration or con- 
version of such house, building or structure shall be in 
accordance with such approved specifications and plans; 
any permit or approval which may be issued by the 
said board, but under which no work has been done, 
above the foundation walls, within one year from the 
time of the issuance of such permit or approval, shall 
expire by limitation; said board shall have power to 
revoke or cancel any permit or approval in case of any 
failure or neglect to comply with any of the provisions 
of this act, or in case any false statement or representa- 
tion is made in any specifications, plans or statements 
submitted or filed for such permit or approval. Upon 
the approval of any plan for the construction of a new 
tenement house or for any alteration to an existing 
tenement house, or the conversion of a nontenement 
house into a tenement house, the owner of any such 
house or his architect or other lawful agent shall pay 
to the Board of Tenement House Supervision a fee 
which shall be as follows for each new building where 
the cost is:

For each special inspection made where a report is 
furnished for the purpose of transferring title, securing 
mortgage loans, et cetera, a fee of three dollars s!-all be 
charged. Where this board has served an order direct- 
ing the removal of violations against any tenement house 
and plans for such removal are submitted for approval, 
no fee shall be charged. All fees collected by the Board 
of Tenement House Supervision in accordance with the 
provisions of this act shall be paid by the board to the 
Treasurer of the State of New Jersey who shall issue 
a proper receipt therefor. 

2. This act shall take effect July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-eight.

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


ARTICLE IT. 


Section 1. 


1. Paragraph thirty-four of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended 
to read as follows: 

34. A fireproof stairway is a stairway which is con- 
structed of iron, steel, concrete or other fireproof ma- 
terial approved by the Board. Every fireproof tene- 
ment house hereafter erected shall be provided with an 
open outside fireproof stairs and balcony which shall be 
directly accessible through a door from the public hall 
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on each floor. In lieu of an open outside fireproof stairs 
there may be substituted outside enclosed fireproof stairs 
which shall be enclosed in masonry walls at least eight 
inches thick. There shall be no opening in any wall 
separating them from the building. Access shall be 
provided to the stairway from the main hall of every 
floor of the building by means of an outside balcony 
or vestibule of steel, iron or masonry. Every such bal- 
cony or vestibule shall have an unobstructed width of 
at least thirty-six inches and shall be provided with a 
fireproof floor and a railing of incombustible material 
not less than three feet high. Access to such balconies 
from the building and to the stairway from the bal- 
conies shall be by means of fireproof doors. The level 
of the balcony floor shall be not more than seven inches 
below the level of the door or sill of the building. The 
doors shall be not less than thirty-six inches wide and 
shall swing outward on to the balcony from the hall and 
inward from the balcony to the stairway and shall be 
provided with latches with visible fastenings requiring 
no key to open them in leaving the building. The land- 
ings shall be of such width that the doors in opening into 
the stairway shall not reduce the free passageway of the 
landings to a width less than the width of the stairs. 
Such stairways shall be provided with a window to the 
outer air furnishing adequate light and also provided 
with electric light. All stairs shall be provided with ac- 
cess to the street as set forth in paragraph thirty-eight or 
fifty-five of this act. If said house is to be arranged 
for more than eighty-four apartments above the en- 
trance floor two such stairs shall be required: Every 
nonfireproof tenement house hereafter erected three 
stories or more in height, unless provided with outside 
fireproof stairways directly accessible through a door 
or window of at least one room, other than a bath- 
room or water-closet compartment in each apartment, 
shall have fire escapes located and constructed as here- 
after described ; provided, however, the provisions of this 
act relating to outside fire escapes shall not apply to any 
house not more than three stories in height, except as 
provided elsewhere in this paragraph, which shall be 
provided with two independent stairways, which shall 
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not be adjacent to each other, leading from the top 
floor of the said house to the first floor thereof, to both 
of which stairways all of the persons occupying the sec- 
end and third floors shall have access without enter- 
ing any apartment other than the one occupied by such 
tenants, one of which said stairways may be an outside 
stairway, if said stairway is, in the opinion of said 
board, substantially constructed. If an additional stair- 
way is constructed, egress to the street must be pro- 
vided as directed by the board. Every nonfireproof 
tenement house hereafter erected two stories in height 
shall be provided with two stairways as required by this 


paragraph for three-story tenement houses which are not 


arranged for more than two families on a floor. E,very 
nonfireproof tenement house hereafter erected three 
stories in height which is arranged to be occupied by more 
than four families on any floor above the first floor 
shall be provided with fire escapes as required by this 
act or in lieu thereof there shall be provided an addi- 
tional stairway which shall be directly accessible by a 
doorway from at least one room in each apartment 
other than a bathroom or water-closet compartment. 

2. Paragraph thirty-eight of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended 
to read as follows: 

38. All fire escapes hereafter erected on any tenement 
house shall be directly accessible through a door or win- 
dow of at least one room, other than a bathroom or 
water-closet compartment, in each apartment at each 
story above the ground floor; fire escapes may project 
into the public highway or not more than four feet into 
a court not less than one hundred and fifty (150) square 
feet in area. Where fire escapes are placed in a court 
or in a yard, either of which is enclosed on all sides 
there shall be an unobstructed fireproof passageway ex- 
tending in a straight and direct line to the street. If, 
however, one side of the building is provided with an 
cuter court extending from street to yard, the fireproof 
passageway from the enclosed court may extend to the 
yard. Such passageway shall be not less than three 
teet wide and seven feet high and be constructed with 
unpierced sidewalls and roof of brick, stone or concrete; 
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such passageway may have a metal door, hung so as to 
open outwardly, constructed of grill work. Such door 
shall have no lock but may have a hook placed on its in- 
ner face. On a corner lot if access to the street is 
through a door or gate in any fence, such door or gate 
must open outward and may be fastened with a hook or 
movable bolt but must not be locked with a key lock. 

3. Paragraph fifty-three of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended to 
read as follows: 

53. Every nonfireproof tenement house hereafter 
erected containing over twenty-six apartments or suites 
of rooms above the entrance story, shall have an addi- 
tional flight of stairs for every additional twenty-six 
apartments or fraction thereof; if said house contains 
not more than thirty-six apartments above the en- 
trance story in lieu of an additional stairway, the stairs, 
stair halls, and entrance halls throughout the entire 
building may each be at least one-half wider than is 
specified in paragraph fifty-two of this act. Where more 
than two flights of stairs are required by this paragraph 
an outside open or enclosed stairway as required by 
paragraph thirty-four of this act may be deemed an 
additional stairway. 

4, Paragraph fifty-four of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended to 
read as follows: 

54. Every fireproof tenement house hereafter erected 
containing over thirty-six apartments or suites of rooms 
above the entrance story, shall also have an additional 
flight of stairs for every additional thirty-six apartments 
or fraction thereof; but if said house contains not more 
than forty-eight apartments above the entrance story, in 
lieu of an additional stairway the stairs, stair halls and 
entrance halls throughout the entire building may each 
be at least one-half wider than is specified in paragraph 
fifty-two of this act; and if said house contains not more 
thai. eighty-four apartments above the entrance story 
in lieu of three stairways, there may be but two stair- 
ways; provided, that one of such stairways and the stair 
halls and the entrance halls connected therewith are at 
least one-half wider than is specified in paragraph 
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fifty-two of this act. Where more than two flights of 
stairs are required by this paragraph an outside open or 
enclosed stairway as required by paragraph thirty-four 
of this act may be deemed an additional stairway. 

5. Paragraph fifty-six of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended to 
read as follows: 

56. In all nonfireproof tenement houses hereafter 
erected which are occupied or arranged to be occupied 
by more than two families on any floor, stairs leading 
from the entrance floor to the cellar may be con- 
structed inside the building if they are enclosed in the 
cellar with an eight-inch (8”) fireproof wall with a 
self-closing fireproof door hung in a fireproof frame, set 
three feet (3’) from the lowest step; the enclosing par- 
titions on the first floor shall be plastered on both sides 
over metal lath or approved plasterboard and have a 
self-closing fireproof door hung in a fireproof frame 
at the top; and that portion of the cellar or other lowest 
story, into which said stairs lead must be entirely shut 
off by fireproof walls from those portions of the cellar 
in which heating appliances, boilers or machinery are lo- 
cated; all openings in such walls shall be provided with 
self-closing fireproof doors. If such stairs are placed 
under the stairs leading to the upper stories, then the 
flight of stairs under which they are placed shall be 
fireproof. In nonfireproof tenement houses hereafter 
erected which are not occupied or arranged to be occu- 
pied by more than two families on any floor, stairs 
leading from the entrance floor to the cellar may be 
placed inside the building if they are enclosed with fire- 
proof walls in the cellar, with a self-closing fireproof 
door hung in a fireproof frame three feet (3’) from 
the lowest step and a self-closing fireproof door hung 
in a fireproof frame at the top of the stairs and the 
enclosing partition on the first floor must be plastered 
on both sides over metal lath or approved plaster board, 
except that in tenement houses arranged to be occupied 
by not more than three families in all, the fireproof door 
and enclosure at the top may be omitted; provided, the 
stairs to cellar are not located under the main stairway. 
If new stairs are constructed from the entrance floor to 
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the cellar in a now existing tenement house, such stairs 
shall be enclosed as directed by the board. 

6. Paragraph fifty-nine of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended 
to read as follows: 

59. In nonfireproof tenement houses hereafter erected 
no closet of any kind shall be constructed under any 
staircase leading from the first story, exclusive of the 
cellar, to the upper stories, but such space shall be left 
entirely open and kept clear and free from incumbrances, 
except that in tenement houses arranged to be occupied 
by not more than three families in all, a closet may be 
placed under the first flight of stairs; provided, it is not 
less than five feet (5’) in height and does not open to 
any entrance, public, or stair hall; and further provided, 
it is entirely enclosed on top and sides with approved 
plasterboard or metal lath and plastered three-eighths of 
an inch (36”) thick. 

7. Paragraph sixty-one of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended to 
read as follows: 

61. Every nonfireproof tenement house hereafter 
erected may have stud partitions above the cellar or 
basement; provided, said stud partitions enclosing public 
halls, all stair halls, and the entrance hall shall be lathed 
on both sides with metal laths or approved plasterboard 
and plastered at least three-eighths of an inch thick 
with plaster of good material. ‘The ceilings of these 
halls must be lathed and plastered in a similar manner. 
In every tenement house hereafter erected which is ar- 
ranged for more than twelve apartments above the en- 
trance story the entrance hall, public hall and stair halls 
shall be enclosed in fireproof walls at least eight inches 
thick except for the two upper stories where they may 
be six inches thick if they are nonbearing walls. If 
these walls are carried from floor to floor on fireproof 
floor construction, or steel beams, they may be of such 
thickness as the board may direct. In every tenement 
house hereafter erected containing over thirty-six apart- 
ments, or suites of rooms, above the entrance story the 
floors of the entrance hall, stair halls and public halls 
shall be constructed of iron or steel beams and fireproof

filling or of re-enforced concrete. No wooden flooring 
or sleepers shall be permitted. All doors and door 
frames opening from these halls to the apartment shall 
be fireproof or the doors and frames may be of hard- 
wood at least two inches thick. The entire ceiling of 
the cellar or other lowest story if such lowest story is 
used for cellar purposes, must be plastered at least three- 
elghths of an inch thick, with plaster of good material 
over metal lath or approved plasterboard; except, that 
where such tenement house is not over three stories in 
height and is not arranged to be occupied by more than 
seven families in all, the ceiling of the cellar may be 
lathed with approved fireproof wall board and the joints 
well pointed. When any part of the entrance floor or 
of the basement is used as a store or workshop or for 
the storage of combustible materials, then the entire ceil- 
ing of the floor so used must be plastered at least three- 
eighths of an inch thick with plaster of good material, over 
metal lath or approved plasterboard. If any store ceil- 
ing is to be covered with a metal ceiling, the ceiling must 
be lathed with approved plasterboard and the joints be- 
tween boards filled solidly with plaster in lieu of plas- 
tering. ‘The soffits of all flights of stairs, except those 
which are fireproof and except the stairs leading to the 
cellar, must be plastered at least three-eighths of an inch 
thick with plaster of good material, over metal lath or 
approved plasterboard. 

8. Paragraph sixty-four of the act to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended 
to read as follows: 

64. In all nonfireproof tenement houses hereafter 
erected, fore and aft stud partitions which rest directly 
over each other shall run through the wooden floor 
beams and rest upon the plate of the partition below, 
and shall have the space between the studding filled in 
solid to the full depth of the floor beams and to a point 
three inches above the said beams with approved in- 
combustible materials. In all nonfireproof tenement 
houses hereafter erected, the partitions separating apart- 
ments shall be of masonry or may be of studs filled be- 
tween and for the full height with fireproof material, or 
they may be plastered on both sides three-eighths of an 
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inch (34”) thick over approved plasterboard or metal 
lath. In frame tenement houses hereafter erected the 
studs forming the outside walls shall rest upon the sill or 
plate, as the case may be, and the space between said 
studs shall be filled to the full depth of the floor beams 
and to a point three inches above the same with ap- 
proved incombustible materials ; where steel I-beams are 
used in place of wood plates, the wood studs need not be 
carried through to plate but the fireproof filling shall be 
carried from the top of the I-beam to underside of floor 
and the space between floor beams filled solidly. In all 
fireproof tenement houses hereafter erected, all parti- 
tions shall rest directly upon the fireproof floor con- 
struction and extend to the fireproof beam filling above. 

9. Paragraph seventy of the act to which this act is 
an amendment be and the same hereby is amended to 
read as follows: 

70. In every tenement house hereafter erected, which 
is arranged to be occupied by more than twenty-six 
families, the ceiling of the section of the cellar above 
the boiler or other heating apparatus shall be constructed 
of re-enforced concrete or its equal. 


Articie III. 
Section 1. 


10. Paragraph ninety-two of the act to which this 
act is an amendment be and the same hereby is amended 
to read as follows: 

92. Except upon a corner lot, the depth of the yard 
behind every tenement house hereafter erected fifty feet 
in height shall not be less than sixteen feet in every part; 
said yard shall be increased in depth one foot for every 
additional twelve feet of height of the building or frac- 
tion thereof above fifty feet; and may be decreased in 
depth one foot for every twelve feet of height of the 
building less than fifty feet but it shall never be less 
than fourteen feet in depth in any part, except that 
where the lot is less than one hundred feet (100') in 
depth and the tenement house to be erected is not over 
five stories in height, the yard may be reduced one foot 
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(1') in depth for each five feet (5') that such lot is 
less than one hundred feet (100’) in depth but it shail 
never be less than ten feet (10’) in any part. For each 
one foot that such rear yard is required by this act 
to exceed a depth of ten feet, there may be substituted 
one foot of unoccupied space across the whole width of 
the front of the lot between the street line and the street 
wall of the building if the board so directs. 

11. Paragraph one hundred and four of the act to 
which this act is an amendment be and the same hereby 
is amended to read as follows: 


104. In every tenement house hereafter erected, not 
exceeding three stories in height, the size of an inner 
court situated on the lot line shall be as prescribed by 
the dimensions given in paragraph one hundred and three 
of this act; provided, that when such tenement house is 
not occupied or arranged to be occupied by more than 
eight families in all or by more than two families on any 
floor and in which each apartment extends through from 
the street to the yard, the width of such court may be de- 
creased, but its width shall not be less than four feet in 
any part and its other dimensions shall not be less than 
ten feet in any part measuring from the lot line to the 
opposite wall. In every tenement house hereafter erected 
not more than two stories in height, the size of an inner 
court on the lot line shall be not less than four feet by 
ten feet (4’x10’) in any part. 

12. Paragraph one hundred and thirteen of the act 
to which this act is an amendment be and the same 
hereby is amended to read as follows: 

113. When any building is hereafter placed on the 
same lot with a tenement house there shall be always 
maintained between the said buildings an open, unoc- 
cupied space extending upward from the ground and ex- 
tending across the entire width of the lot; where either 
building is fifty feet or more in height, such open space 
shall be at least twenty-four feet from wall to wall; and 
for every twelve feet of increase or fraction thereof in 
the height of such building above fifty feet, such open 
space shall be increased one foot in depth throughout its 
entire width, and for every twelve feet of decrease in the 
height of such building below fifty feet the depth of 
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such open space may be decreased one foot; and no 
building of any kind shall be hereafter placed upon the 
same lot as a tenement house so as to decrease the mini- 
mum size of courts or yards as prescribed by this act; 
and if any tenement house is hereafter erected upon any 
lot upon which there is already another building, it 
shall comply with all of the provisions of this act, and 
in addition the space between the said buildings and 
the said tenement house shall be of such size and ar- 
ranged in such manner as is prescribed in this para- 
graph, the height of the highest building on the lot to 
regulate the dimensions ; and the use to which such other 
building is put shall not be detrimental to the health 
or safety of the occupants of said tenement house and 
shall be subject to the written approval of the board; 
except that when such building is not more than twelve 
feet in height and is not to be used as a dwelling, the 
distance between the two building shall not be less than 
the yard space required for the tenement house; and 
further, provided, that a private garage, other than 
frame, one story in height, may be placed five feet from 
the rear line of the tenement house if the open unoccu- 
pied yard space is equal in square feet to that required 
for a tenement house of that height. 

13. Paragraph one hundred and sixteen of the act to 
which this act is an amendment be and the same hereby 
is amended to read as follows: 

116. In every tenement house hereafter erected, the 
total window area in a water-closet compartment or bath- 
room shall not be less than three square feet and no such 
window shall be less than one foot in width, measuring 
between stop beads; in every tenement house hereafter 
erected, all rooms except water-closet compartments and 
bathrooms shall be of the following minimum sizes: In 
each apartment there shall be at least one room con- 
taining not less than one hundred and twenty square 
feet of floor area; each other room shall contain not less 
than ninety square feet of floor area, except a pullman 
corner or a breakfast room with built-in fixtures may 
be fifty-five square feet in area; and except a kitchen 
which shall contain not less than seventy square feet of 
floor area or kitchenette which shall not be more than 
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fifty-five square feet in area. A kitchenette may be 
separate from the adjoining room by doors. Every 
kitchenette shall have a window, at least one-tenth the 
area of the kitchenette opening to the street or to a 
yard or court of the size prescribed in this act. In fire-

ped with passenger elevators, kitchenettes may be ven- 
tilated by means of a smooth masonry or metal duct, 
which shall be provided with same approved system of 
mechanical exhaust ventilation of sufficient capacity to 
provide not less than four changes of air per hour. The 
exhaust duct shall discharge into the outside air and in 
such a manner as not to create objectionable odors or 
nuisance on the premises or adjacent premises, and if 
gas outlets are provided or cooking appliances other than 
electricity are installed, additional ventilation must be 
provided by a grill of sufficient size between the kitchen- 
ette and the adjoining room. Each room shall be in 
every part, not less than nine feet high from the finished 
floor to the finished ceiling; except that an attic room 
need be nine feet in but half of its area. In tenement 
houses hereafter erected which do not occupy more than 
eighty-five per centum of a corner lot of sixty per 
centum of an inside lot, and which the minimum dimen- 
sion of any court is not less than fifty per centum greater 
than the minimum dimension of any similarly situated 
court, required by the provisions of this act, for tene- 
ment houses hereafter erected of equal height, each room 
shall be not less than eight feet and six inches from the 
finished floor to the finished ceiling; in such tenement 
houses, the minimum floor area of any room, other than 
the rooms excepted in this paragraph shall be not less 
than one hundred square feet; and provided, further, 
that in tenement houses hereafter erected which do not 
occupy more than seventy-five per centum of a corner lot 
or fifty per centum of an inside lot, and in which the 
minimum dimension of any court is not less than twice 
the minimum dimension of any similarly situated court 
required by the provisions of this act for tenement 
houses hereafter erected of equal height, in which the 
rooms are required by this act to measure nine feet from 
the finished floor to the finished ceiling, each room shall 
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be not less than eight feet high from the finished floor 
to the finished ceiling; provided, further, that no room 
in a cellar or basement shall be less than nine feet high 
from the finished floor to the finished ceiling. 

14. Paragraph one hundred and eighteen of the act 
to which this act is an amendment be and the same here- 
by is amended to read as follows: 

118. In every tenement house hereafter erected which 
is occupied or arranged to be occupied by more than two 
families, on any floor, or which exceeds four stories in 
height, every public hall shall have at least one window 
opening directly upon the street, or upon a yard or court; 
either such window shall be at the end of said hall, with 
the plane of the window at right angles to the axis of the 
said hall, or there shall be at least one window opening di- 
rectly upon the street, or upon a yard or court in every 
twenty feet in length or fraction thereof of said hall; 
but this provision for the window in every twenty feet of 
hallway shall not apply to that portion of the entrance 
hall between the entrance and the first flight of stairs; 
provided, that the entrance door contains not less than 
five square feet of glazed surface; in every public hall in 
such tenement house recesses or returns, the length of 
which does not exceed twice their width, will be per- 
mitted without an additional window, but wherever the 
length of such recess or return exceeds twice its width, 
the above provisions in reference to one window in 
every twenty feet of hallway shall be applied; any part 
of a hallway which is shut off from any other part of 
said hall by a door or doors shall be deemed a separate 
hall, within the meaning of this paragraph; in every 
tenement house, hereafter erected where the public hall 
is not provided with a window opening directly to the 
outer air as above provided, there shall be a stair-well 
not less than twelve inches wide in the clear, extending 
from the entrance floor to the roof, and all doors leading 
from such public halls shall be provided with translucent 
panels of wire glass having an area of not less than five 
square feet for each door and also with fixed transoms of 
translucent wire glass over such door. . In every tene- 
ment house hereafter erected not more than two stories 
in height a skylight of the size provided in paragraph 
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one hundred and twenty-four of this act may be ac- 
cepted in lieu of a window it, in the opinion of the 
board, it adequately lights all parts of the hall. In fire- 
proof tenement houses hereafter erected which are equip- 
ped with passenger elevators, in lieu of the window re- 
quirements as provided for in this section, electric light 
may be substituted in all public halls and any elevator 
vestibule. Such electric light shall burn continuously 
and shall adequately light all portions of these halls and 
shall be maintained to the satisfaction of the board. In 
addition to the regular electric supply an approved auxil- 
iary lighting system shall be installed which shall ade- 
quately light these halls during any interruption of the 
regular service. 

15. Paraeraph one hundred and twenty-six of the act 
to which this act is an amendment be and the same here- 
by is amended to read as follows: 

126. In everv tenement house now existing or here- 
after erected a proper light shall be kept burning by the 
owner, in the public hallways, near the stairs, upon the 


entrance floor; and in every tenement house, over two 


stories high, such a light shall also be kept burning upon 
the second floor above the entrance floor of such house 
every night throughout the entire year, and upon all 
other floors of such tenement houses from sunset each 
day until ten o’clock each evening; where the public 
halls and stairs are not provided with windows opening 
directly to the street or yard or court, or where the - 
windows do not properlv light all parts of said halls, and 
such halls and stairs are, in the opinion of the board, not 
sufficiently lighted, the owner of such house shall keep a 
proper light burning in the hallway near the stairs upon 
each floor as may be necessary from sunrise to sunset. 
and all such lights shall be so arranged as to effectually 
guard against fire. 

16. Paragraph one hundred and thirty-one of the act 
to which this act is an amendment be and the same 
hereby is amended to read as follows: 

131. In tenement houses hereaiter erected no room in 
the cellar or in the basement shall be constructed, altered, 
converted or occupied for living purposes unless all of 
the following conditions are complied with : 
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I. Such room shall be at least eight feet and six 
inches high in every part, from the floor to the ceiling; 
provided, that in buildings already erected and not now 
used as tenement houses, but hereafter altered or con- 
verted to such use, such room shall not be less than eight. 
feet in every part, from the floor. to the ceiling: 

II. The ceiling of such room shall be at least five feet 
above the surface of the street. If the rooms front on 
the yard or on a court the ceiling of such rooms shall 
be at least four feet six inches (4’6”) above the court 
or yard level. 

III. There shall be, appurtenant to such room, the use 
of a separate water-closet; 

IV. Such room shall have a window or windows open- 
ing upon the street or upon a yard or court; the total 
area of windows in such room shall be at least one-eighth 
of the superficial area of the room, and one-half of the 
sash shall be made to open full width; and the top of each 
window shall be within six inches of the ceiling. 

17. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 26, 1928. 


CHAPTER 79. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act for the pro- 
tection of certain kinds of birds, game and fish, to 

- regulate their method of capture and provide open 
and closed seasons for such capture and possession’’ 
(Revision of 1903), approved April fourteenth, one 
thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section seven of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 
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7. It shall be unlawful for any person to pursue any 
goose, duck, brant or any kinds of game birds whatsoever, 
or to shoot, or to shoot at, or kill, or wound the same 
from any boat or vessel propelled by any means other 
than by oars or paddles, or from any boat, vessel or 
other structure anchored or staked upon the waters of 
any of the bays, sounds, coves, ponds, rivers, creeks or 
streams of the State at a greater distance than one 
hundred feet from ice, march or meadow, bar or bank, 
or naturally heaped seaweed not covered with water; 
under a penalty of twenty dollars for each offense. It 
shall also be unlawful for any person while in an air- 
plane, hydroplane or other device propelled in any man- 
ner through the air to pursue, shoot, shoot at, kill or 
injure any of the above-mentioned game birds under 
a penalty of one hundred dollars for each offense. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 26, 1928. 


CHAPTER 80. 


An Act to supplement an act entitled “A supplement to . 
an act entitled ‘An act concerning idiots and lunatics’ 
(Revision), approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-four,” which 
supplement was approved March twenty-fifth, one 
thousand eight hundred and eighty-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. The act to which this is a supplement is hereby 
supplemented by adding thereto the following: 

3. In all cases of idiocy and lunacy of persons who 
have been or may be in the military, naval or marine 
service of the United States, their widows, children, 
mothers and fathers, wherein the Prerogative Court 
or the Orphans’ Court has heard and determined the 
question of idiocy and lunacy, and has appointed a 
guardian, as set forth in sections one and two of this 
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act, the Prerogative Court or the Orphans’ Court may 
subsequently, on due notice, declare such persons to be 
of sound mind, on proof of a finding and determination 
to that effect by the medical authorities of the army, 
navy or marine service, or by the medical authorities 
of the Veterans’ Bureau created by act of Congress of 
the United States, or of any federal bureau, division 
or department, to which may hereafter be committed 
by Congress, the medical examination and care of 
veterans who have been discharged from such service, 
or of such other facts as shall satisfy the court of the 
fact of such competency, and such court may there- 
upon discharge the guardian without further proceed- 
ings, subject to the settlement of his account as such. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 26, 1928. 


CHAPTER 81. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ““A further supplement 
to an act entitled ‘An act to authorize the counties 
of this State to construct, improve and complete the 
whole or any part of any State highway within any 
such county now or hereafter laid out by the State 
Highway Commission, and to issue and sell the bonds 
or other obligations of the county, to provide funds 
for such purposes,’ approved March fourth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and eighteen,’ which said supple- 
ment was approved March twenty-eighth. one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


Be iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amen- 
datory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 
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1. There shall be set aside by the Comptroller of 


the Treasury from the motor vehicle receipts derived 


from license fees for the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-eight, a sum sufficient to pay the 
amounts due the several counties for interest and en- 
gineering costs, incurred pursuant to chapter one hun- 
dred and eighty of the Laws of one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-two, and chapter two hundred and 
cighteen of the Laws of one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-five. The county treasurer of the county 
shall file with the State Highway Commission on or 
before the first day of June in the year one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-eight, a detailed statement of 
the amounts claimed by the several counties as being 
due them for said items. The State Highway Com- 
mission shall certify to the Comptroller of the Treasury 
on or before December first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-eight, the amount so due any county, 
under the provisions of the acts herein referred to, 
and the Comptroller shall on or before the twentieth 
day of December, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-eight, or as soon thereafter as funds are avail- 
able, pay the said amounts to the several counties so 
claiming and entitled thereto. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 82. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act creating a 
department to be known as the Board of Commerce 
and Navigation, vesting therein all the powers and 
duties now devolved. by law, upon the Board of 
Riparian Commissioners, the Department of Inland 
Waterways, the inspectors of power vessels, and the 
New Jersey Harbor Commission,” approved April 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and fifteen. 


BE rv ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


i. In addition to the powers conferred by the pro- 
visions of the act to which this act is a supplement, the 
said Board of Commerce and Navigation are hereby 
authorized and empowered to provide for the opening 
of the Manasquan inlet, and to do all things necessary 
in connection therewith for effectuating this act. 

2. There is hereby appropriated and directed to be 
paid out of the treasury of the State of New Jersey 
a sum or sums not to exceed in the aggregate the sum 
of $150,000 when included partly or wholly in the 
annual appropriation bill. 

3. Such appropriation, however, shall not be avail- 
able until such time as the counties of Monmouth and 
Ocean shall have each contributed the sum of $25,000 
and the boroughs of Brielle and Manasquan in the 
county of Monmouth and the boroughs of Point Pleas- 
ant and Point Pleasant Beach, in the county of Ocean 
shall have each made available for the aforesaid pur- 
pose the sum of $25,000 each. 

4. Whenever the counties of Monmouth and Ocean, 
the boroughs of Brielle and Manasquan, Point Pleasant 
and Point Pleasant Beach shall have signified to the 
Board of Commerce and Navigation that said moneys 
are available, the sum hereby appropriated shall be 
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available when included wholly or partly in the annual 
appropriation bill. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved March 26, 1928. 


CHAPTER 83: 


An Act relating to public pounds in municipalities of 
this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Wherever in any municipality of this State there 
shall not be established under the authority of said 
municipality a public pound for the keeping of stray 
dogs, cats or other domestic pets, and there shall exist 
in the county wherein such municipality is situated, a 
pound maintained by any humane society or other 
similar association, not organized for pecuniary profit, 
which shall have continuously maintained said pound 
for at least one year, such municipality shall enter into 
negotiations with such society or association for col- 
lecting, keeping for redemption and destroying all such 
Shaye found within the municipal limits. 

Any provision of any act requiring advertisement 
= ‘bids before the letting ot any contract involving 
the expenditure of money shall not be applicable to 
the making of any such contract with such society or 
association. 

3. Such contract may be for one or more years, not 
exceeding five, as the governing body of the munici- 
pality shall determine. 

4. All acts and parts of acts. inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 8&4. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


Bg rT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section eleven hundred and twenty-nine of the act 
of which this is an amendment be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

1129. Any municipality may widen or straighten any 
county road or any portion thereof within the cor- 
porate limits of such municipality; and shall have power 
and authority to establish, by ordinance, building lines 
on any such county road or portion thereof in such 
‘municipality in accordance with an act entitled “An 
act respecting the establishment of building lines in 
municipalities in this State,” approved March twenty- 
ninth, nineteen hundred and seventeen, and the amend- 
ments and supplements thereto, after the establishment 
of which lines the ordinance shall have the same effect 
insofar as relates to such county road as though said 
road were a municipal road under the control of said 
municipality; provided, however, that no such change 
shall be made in said road nor shall any such building 
line be established without the consent of the board 
of chosen freeholders. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed and this act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 85. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing for 
the regulating, planting, care and control of trees and 
shrubbery upon the public highways in the counties 
of the State,” approved February twenty-eighth, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-four. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amen- 
datory be and the same is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

1. In any county of this State it shall be lawful for 
the board of chosen freeholders by resolution to estab- 
lish a board of shade tree commissioners to consist of 
not more than five residents of such county, which com- 
mission shall be appointed by the board of chosen free- 
holders, and shall be known as the “Shade Tree Com- 
mission of County.” Of the com- 
missioners first appointed, in the event that the com- 
mission is to consist of five members, one shall serve 
for the period of one vear, one for the period of two 
years, one for the period of three years, one for the 
period of four years, and one for the period of five 
years, and thereafter one such commissioner shall be 
appointed annually for the term of five years. In the 
event that it is desired that the commission shall consist 
of less than five members the appointments shall be so 
arranged as to have the term of one commissioner ex- 
pire each year. In the event of a vacancy, the board 
of chosen freeholders shall appoint a new commissioner 
for the unexpired term. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 8&6. 


An Act to further amend an act entitled “An act 
respecting the burial of the bodies of honorably dis- 
charged soldiers, sailors and marines, the marking 
of their graves with suitable headstones and the care 
and preservation of their graves,’ approved March 
twentieth, one thousand nine hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. Any interment provided for by the provisions of 
this act shall not be made in any cemetery or plot used 
exclusively for the burial of pauper dead; the graves 
of any such deceased veterans may be marked by a 
headstone containing the name of the deceased and, if 
possible, the organization to which he belonged or in 
which he served; such headstone shall cost not more 
than fifty dollars, and shall be of such design and ma- 
terials as shall be approved by the Governor, Adjutant- 
General and Quartermaster-General of the State. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this 
act are hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall taket effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 87. 


An Act providing for the assumption by any township 
of improvement certificates issued by a sewerage 
district in such township, and providing for the ad- 
ministration and control by the township committee 
of the sewerage system in any such district. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever, in reliance upon and attempting to 
comply with the provisions of an act entitled “An act 
for the creation of sewerage districts in townships of 
this State, and to provide for the maintenance thereof, 
and the election of sewerage commissioners for such 
districts,” approved April twenty-first, one thousand 
nine hundred and nine, and the acts amendatory thereof 
and supplemental thereto, or any other act or acts, any 
township committee has set off and designated by num- 
ber from the territory of such township a sewerage 
district, and a majority of the legal voters of such dis- 
trict have, at an election called and held in said district, 
voted in favor of the construction within such district 
of a sewer or sewers, or system of sewerage, with the 
appurtenances, and improvement certificates have been 
issued on behalf of such district in payment of the 
whole or a part of the cost of constructing in such 
district such sewer or sewers, or system of sewerage, 
with the appurtenances, and such sewer or sewers, or 
system of sewerage, with the appurtenances, so con- 
structed, is of a value not less than the amount of such 
improvement certificates so issued, said township com- 
mittee may, in its discretion, assume and pay the in- 
debtedness evidenced by such certificates in the man- 
ner hereinafter set forth. 

2. Whenever the sewerage commissioners for such 
district shall adopt a resolution describing the improve- 
ment certificates therefore issued on behalf of said 
district and requesting the township committee of the 
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township of which such district is a part to assume the 
payment of the indebtedness evidenced by said certifi- 
cates, pursuant to the provisions of this act, and said 
township committee in its discretion shall first deter- 
mine that the indebtedness evidenced by said certificates 
was incurred for the construction of a sewer or sewers, 
or system of sewerage, with the appurtenances, in said 
district, and that said sewer or sewers, or system of 
sewerage, with the appurtenances, is of a value not less 
than the amount of such improvement certificates, and 
is so constructed that it may be made a part of an 
existing or proposed system of sewerage constructed 
by said township, said township committee, in its discre- 
tion, by resolution may assume on behalf of said town- 
ship the indebtedness evidenced by said certificates. 

3. In the event that any township committee of any 
township shall assume the payment of any such certifi- 
cates pursuant to the provisions of this act, said certifi- 
cates shall thereafter be deemed to be obligations of said 
township, and said township committee may in its dis- 
cretion pay said certificates out of the proceeds of any 
bonds or temporary bonds or notes of said township 
which may be issued by or on behalf of said township 
for the acquisition or construction or reconstruction 
or enlargement or extension of a sewer system in said 
township. 

4. In the event that any township committee of any 
township shall assume the payment of any such certifi- 
cates, pursuant to the provisions of this act, any assess- 
ments for benefits theretofore levied and confirmed shail 
be collected by the collector of said township in the 
manner prescribed in said act approved April twenty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and nine, and the acts 
amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, and shall 
be applied solely to the payment of said certificates 
or of the bonds or temporary bonds or notes, the pro- 
ceeds of which were used to pay said certificates. 

5. In the event that any township committee of any 
township shall assume the payment of any such certifi- 
cates, pursuant to the provisions of this act, the term 
of office of said sewerage commissioners shall there- 
upon expire and said sewer or sewers, or system of 
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sewerage, with the appurtenances, shall become the prop- 
erty of said township and shall be administered and 
controlled by the township committee of said township 
and shall be deemed to be a part of the svstem of 
sewerage of said township. 

6. This act shall take effect inimediately.

have, prior to the levy of any taxes or special assess- 
ments for benefits pursuant to said acts, met and heard, 
after publishing and posting notice in the manner pre- 
scribed by said acts, all complaints with respect to the 
creation of said district, and have thereafter altered 
and changed the boundaries of said district so as to 
exclude therefrom all property which may receive no 
substantial benefit from the sewer or sewers, or system 
of sewerage, with the appurtenances proposed to be con- 
structed therein, said election and any resolutions adopted 
thereat, and the election of said sewerage commissioners 
and all acts done and proceedings taken by said com- 
missioners, pursuant to said act, and said acts amenda- 
tory thereof and supplemental thereto, are hereby 
validated and legalized, notwithstanding any defect, 
omission or irregularity in the manner of submitting 
such proposition, including the proceedings for the 
calling of such election and the ballot used at said 
election, and the canvass and the filing of the result 
thereof, and notwithstanding that any or all of said act 
approved April twenty-first, one thousand nine hundred 
and nine, or the acts amendatory thereof or supplemental 
thereto, may be invalid or may not have been applicable 
in terms to such sewerage district; provided, however, 
that a majority of the legal votes cast at said election 
were in favor of the construction within such district 
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of a sewer or sewers, or system of sewerage, with the 
appurtenances. 


2. Any contract or contracts entered into on behalf 
of such district for the construction of such sewer or 
sewers, or system of sewerage, with the appurtenances, 
and any improvement certificates issued on behalf of 
such district to pay the cost of constructing such sewer 
or sewers, or system of sewerage, with the appur- 
tenances, heretofore issued, are hereby legalized and 
validated, notwithstanding any defect, omission or ir- 
regularity in considering and adopting the maps, plans 
and specifications therefor, or of any extension or modi- 
fication thereof, or the letting of such contract or con- 
tracts or the issuance of such improvement certificates ; 
provided, however, that it shall appear to the satisfac- 
tion of the sewerage commissioners of such district, 
and such sewerage commissioners shall determine by 
resolution, that such improvement certificates were is- 
sued in payment of the whole or a part of the cost of 
constructing in such district such sewer or sewers, or 
system of sewerage, with the appurtenances, and that 
the construction of such sewer or sewers or system of 
sewerage, with the appurtenances, has benefited the dis- 
trict to an amount, and such sewer or sewers, or system 
ot sewerage, with the appurtenances, are of a value, 
not less than the amount of such improvement certifi- 
cates. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 89. 


An Act to amend an act approved March twenty-second, 
one thousand nine hundred and sixteen, which, as 
amended by an act approved March twenty-second, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, is en- 


titled “An act to authorize and regulate the issuance 


of bonds and other obligations and the incurring of 
indebtedness by county, city, borough, village, town, 
township or any municipality governed by an im- 
provement commission or any municipality governed 
by a board of commissioners.” 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twelve of an act approved March twenty- 
second, one thousand nine hundred and sixteen, which, 
as amended by an act approved March twenty-second, 
ene thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, is entitled 
‘“‘An act to authorize and regulate the issuance of bonds 
and other obligations and the incurring of indebtedness 
by county, city, borough, village, town, township or 
any municipality governed by an improvement com- 
mission or any municipality governed by a board of 
commissioners,” is hereby amended to read as follows: 

12. (1) The chief financial officer of each munici- 
pality shall make and file during the month of January 
of each year, in the office of the clerk of the municipality 
other than a county, and in the case of a county in the of- 
fice of the clerk of the board of chosen freeholders, and in 
the office of the Commissioner of Municipal Accounts, 
a statement of the debt condition of the municipality 
as of the thirty-first day of December of the preceding 
year, estimating the amount of any item which may 
be indefinite or unascertainable. Such statement shall 
be known as the Annual Debt Statement. Immediately 
upon the passage of this act the financial officer of each 
municipality shall file as above directed the annual debt 
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statement as of the thirty-first day of December, one 
thousand nine hundred and sixteen. Whenever required 
by this act or when required by the governing body 
the chief financial officer of any municipality shall make 
and file as above directed any further debt statement 
or any supplemental debt statement as hereinafter pro- 
vided, and all such debt statements shall be under oath 
and shall be a public record open to public inspection. 


The annual debt statement shall set forth: 


A. The gross indebtedness of the municipality, in- 
clusive of notes or bonds authorized but not issued, and 
obligations of the municipality held uncanceled in any 
sinking fund, exclusive of indebtedness incurred for cur- 
rent expenses of the current fiscal year and inclusive 
of notes or bonds or certificates of the municipality is- 
sued for school purposes other than for the current 
expenses of schools, but not including indebtednes of 
a school district constituting a separate corporation. 

Such gross indebtedness shall be itemized as follows: 

(a) The bonded debt, including bonds authorized but 
not issued, stating separately: bonds payable or to be 
payable in whole or in part out of special assessments 
on property specially benefited; and bonds authorized or 
issued for each of the following purposes, in so far as 
separately authorized or issued for such purposes, 
namely, docks, water supply, electric light or 
power, gas, markets and any other purpose, from the 
carrying out of which the municipality derives revenue 
from rental or service; and bonds authorized or issued 
for school purposes. In the case of bonds issued for 
school purposes the net bonded indebtedness only shall 
be stated after deducting sinking funds and funds in 
hand applicable thereto. 

(b) Evidences of indebtedness other than bonds, in- 
cluding temporary notes or bonds issued under section 
thirteen, including such as have been authorized but 
not issued. 

B. The Deductions. 

Such deductions shall be itemized as follows: 

(a) The amount of special assessments levied and 
uncollected, applicable to the payment of any part of 
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the gross indebtedness not deducted under some other 
item hereof. 

(b) The amount, as estimated by resolution of the 
governing body, of special assessments to be levied for 
any improvement, which will be applicable to any part 
of the gross indebtedness not deducted under some 
other item hereof. 

(c) Indebtedness to an amount not exceeding three 
per centum of the average of the assessed valuation as 
stated in subdivision D thereof, incurred or authorized 
for any of the following purposes but not for the sup- 
port or maintenance thereof, separately stated in so far 
as separately issued for such purposes, namely, for 
docks, electric light or power, gas, markets and any 
other purpose from the carrying out of which the mu- 
nicipality derives revenue from rentals or services ren- 
dered, the payment of the principal and interest of 
which indebtedness was adequately provided for from 
such revenue after deducting operating expenses during 
the previous fiscal year. 

(d) Indebtedness incurred or authorized for the sup- 
ply of water. 

(e) The net indebtedness incurred or authorized for 
school purposes to an amount not exceeding six per 
centum of the average assessed valuation as stated in 
subdivision D hereof. 

(£) Funds in hand and sinking funds or such parts 
thereof as are held for the payment of any part of 
the gross indebtedness, other than that which is included 
in these deductions or which is otherwise deducted. 
Under this item shall be included the proceeds on hand 
of any bonds or notes held to pay any part of the 
gross indebtedness, and the estimated proceeds of bonds 
or notes which have been authorized if such estimated 
proceeds will be held for that purpose. 

(g) Amount, if any, included in the current taxes 
levied for the payment of any part of the gross indebted- 
ness other than that which is included in these deduc- 
tions. 

(h) Amount of unpaid taxes not more than three 
years in arrears. 
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(i) Indebtedness incurred or authorized for the con- 
struction or reconstruction of dikes, bulkheads, jetties 
or other devices, erected along the ocean or inlet fronts, 
and intended to prevent the encroachment of the sea, 
including the improvements to restore property damaged 
by the sea, or for the construction and equipment of 
boardwalks, pavilions, piers, bathing houses, or other 
devices, or buildings or structures of any other charac- 
ter, along the ocean front, and the acquisition of lands 
in connection therewith. 

(j) Amounts owing by the State, by other munici- 
palities, or by other persons or corporations, on ac- 
count of that part of an improvement for which in- 
debtedness has been incurred or authorized, and not 
deducted under any other item. 

C. The net debt of the municipality or county, as 
the case may be, as determined by deducting the de- 
ductions stated in subdivision B from the gross debt 
stated in subdivision A. 

D. The three next preceding assessed valuations of 
the taxable real property (including improvements) of 
the municipality and the averages thereof. 

E,. The percentage that the net debt as computed 
under subdivision C bears to the average of the assessed 
valuation computed under subdivision D. 

(2) Prior to the passage of any ordinance or reso- 
lution authorizing notes or bonds under this act, the 
chief financial officer shall make and file a supplemental 
debt statement unless such notes or bonds are exclusively 
for the following purposes, namely, for funding (in- 
cluding the funding of interest accruing during the 
construction period) or for refunding; or for the supply 
of water; or for the construction or reconstruction of 
dikes, bulkheads, jetties or other devices erected along 
the ocean or inlet front and intended to prevent the 
encroachment of the sea, including improvements to 
restore property damaged by the sea, for the construc- 
tion and equipment of boardwalks, pavilions, piers, bath- 
ing houses or other devices, or buildings or structures 
of any other character, along the ocean front, and the 
acquisition of lands in connection therewith. Such 
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supplemental debt statement shall be computed as pro- 
vided for the annual debt statement, and shall set forth: 

A. The net debt of the municipality as stated in sub- 
division C of the annual debt statement last filed; the 
amount by which such net debt has been increased or 
decreased; the net debt at the time of the statement. 

B. The amounts and purposes separately itemized of 
the bonds or notes about to be authorized, together with 
the deduction which may be made on account of each 
such item, 

C. The net debt of the municipality after the indebted- 
ness to be authorized has been incurred. . 

D. The threee next preceding assessed valuations of 
taxable real property (including improvements) of the 
municipality and the average thereof. 

E.. The percentage that the net debt as computed 
under subdivision C bears to the average of the as- 
sessed valuations computed under subdivision D. 

(3) In the case of a municipality other than a county, 
if it appears that the percentage of the net debt as 
stated by subdivision E, of any supplemental debt state- 
ment exceeds seven per centum, the supplemental debt 
statement shall include the following subdivisions, 
namely: 

F. The total amount of all bonds and notes required 
to be stated as part of gross indebtedness issued and 
authorized since December thirty-first, one thousand nine 
hundred and sixteen (whether paid or outstanding, ex- 
cept bonds and notes issued in anticipation of the receipt 
of tax revenues, and except bonds or notes issued to 
refund or fund indebtedness contracted before Decem- 
ber thirty-first, one thousand nine hundred and six- 
teen), and the bonds or notes to be authorized. 

G. The total deductions (as provided to be made in 
the financial statement) which may be made on account 
of the bonds and notes, stated in subdivision F. 

H. The difference between the amounts stated in sub- 
division F and G (hereinafter called the net increased 
debt). 

I. The average assessed valuation of taxable real 
property (including improvements) of the municipality 
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for the years one thousand nine hundred and fourteen, 
one thousand nine hundred and fifteen and one thou- 
sand nine hundred and sixteen. 

J. The percentage that the net increased debt stated 
in subdivision H bears to the average assessed valua- 
tion, stated in subdivision I. 

(4) No ordinance or resolution, prior to the pas- 
sage of which a supplemental debt statement must be 
filed, shall be passed if it appears from such supple- 
mental debt statement that the percentage of the net 
debt of a municipality other than a county, as stated 
in subdivision E, exceeds seven per centum, or in the 
case of a county if the percentage of the net debt, as 
stated by subdivision E,, exceeds four per centum; pro- 
vided, that in the case of a municipality other than a 
county, notwithstanding the net debt as stated in sub- 
division E, of any supplemental debt statement ex- 
ceeds seven per centum, such ordinance or resolution 
may, nevertheless be passed if the percentage of the 
net increased debt as stated in subdivision J of any sup- 
plemental debt statement does not exceed two per centum. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 90. 


An Act to enable municipalities of this State to create 
and establish water districts, to construct, operate and 
maintain water systems within the districts, and to pro- 
vide for the payment of the cost thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall hereafter be lawful for the governing body 
of any municipality of this State to provide by ordinance 
for the creation and establishment within designated 
boundaries of a water district or districts, and to pro- 
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vide for the construction, operation and maintenance of 
water systems, which may include water works and 
pumping stations in such district or districts. 

2. Public notice of the intended creation and estab- 
lishment of such proposed water district or districts, 
and the construction of such water systems, shall be 
given to the owners whose lands and real estate may be 
affected thereby. Such notice shall state the place where 
and the time when such governing body will consider 
said ordinance, and shall briefly describe the proposed 
boundaries and the improvements intended to be made 
in such district or districts. Such notice shall be pub- 
lished once in a newspaper circulating in the municipality 
at least fifteen days, and be mailed to the known owners 
of all lands and real estate affected, at their last known 
post office address, at least ten days before the date so 
fixed. . 

3. No water district or districts shall be created or 
established, or water systems constructed, in any mu- 
nicipality of this State, where objections thereto in 
writing are filed with the clerk of such municipality, 
before the final reading of the ordinance, by the owners 
of fifty-one per centum in value of the lands and real 
estate in the district proposed to be assessed for 
benefits. 

The question as to whether the necessary fifty-one 
per centum have joined in such objections, shall be 
determined by the governing body by the last preceding 
valuation for the purpose of taxation; provided, how- 
ever, that if the governing body shall-determine and de- 
clare that such water district or districts and water sys- 
tems are a public necessity, then such governing body 
may create and establish such district or districts and 
construct such water systems, notwithstanding such ob- 
jections. ‘The owners of fifty-one per centum of the 
lands and real estate in the district or districts pro- 
posed to be assessed for benefits, whose signatures ap- 
pear upon the objections filed with the governing body, 
may, however, within ten days after the passing of such 
ordinance, file with the clerk of such municipality a 
written protest against the adoption of such ordinance, 
which ordinance shall then remain inoperative until rati- 
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fied by a majority of the legal voters residing in the 
district or districts, voting on the proposition at the 
next general election, or at a special election to be held 
for that purpose. 

4, Whenever a water district or districts have been 
established, a copy of the ordinance creating and estab- 
lishing the boundaries of the district or districts, to- 
gether with a map showing the location thereof, shall 
be filed in the office of the clerk of the county in which 
the municipality is situated. 

5. The cost of any and all of the work contemplated 
under the provisions of this act shall be paid for by notes 
or bonds under the provisions of an act entitled “An 
act to regulate and authorize the issuance of bonds and 
other obligations and incurring of indebtedness by 
county, city, borough, village, town, township or any 
municipality governed by an improvement commission,” 
approved March twenty-second, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and sixteen, and amendments thereof and supple- 
ments thereto. . 

6. The cost of the creation and establishment of such 
water district or districts and the construction of such 
water systems, shall be assessed against the lands and 
real estate benefited thereby, and such assessments shall 
bear interest and penalties from the same time and at 
the same rate as assessments for local improvements 
in the district or districts where the same is imposed, 
and from the date of confirmation shall be a first and 
paramount lien upon the respective lands and real estate 
assessed to the same extent, and shall be enforced and 
collected in the same manner, as assessments for local 
improvements.

4. Any such waterworks may be acquired subject to 
the lien of any mortgage or mortgages thereon; and for 
the purpose of raising the money to pay the compensa- 
tion agreed upon or fixed by condemnation proceedings 
for the waterworks so acquired or to be acquired, and 
to pay the cost, or part of the cost, of enlarging, ex- 
tending and improving the same, the municipalities which 
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are to own the said waterworks or the enlargements, ex- 
tensions and improvements to the same are hereby 
authorized to issue bonds jointly in the names of all 
such municipalities, in the same manner and pursuant 
to the same provisions of law that apply to the issuance 
of other municipal bonds, and each such municipality

in shares or parts of mortgages and any mortgage par- 
ticipation certificates which shall entitle the holder to a 
proportionate share in a mortgage or number of mort- 
gages or extensions or renewals thereof, which shall be 
a first lien upon improved real estate in this State, pro- 
vided the amount of such mortgages shall not at the 
time of the making of such loan exceed sixty per centum 
of the estimated worth of the real estate covered by 
such respective mortgages at a rate of interest not less 
than three per centum nor greater than six per centum 
per annum; provided, that any share or part of such 
mortgages so held shall not be subordinated to any 
other mortgages and shall not be subordinated to any 
prior interest therein; and provided, further, that mort- 
gages in parts of which any of such capital and/or 
surplus may be invested, together with any guaranties of 
payment, insurance policies, and other instruments and 
evidences of title relating thereto shall be held for the 
benefit of such insurance company and of any other per- 
sons or corporations interested in such mortgages by a 
trust company, bank or title guarantee corporation or- 
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ganized under the laws of this State, or jointly by such 
a corporation and an individual who is a citizen and 
bona fide resident of this State, that a certificate set- 
ting forth that such corporation, or such corporation 
and such individual jointly as the case may be, holds 
such instruments for the benefit of such insurance com- 
pany and of any other corporation or persons who may 
be interested in such mortgage among whom the cor- 
poration or the individual jointly holding such instru- 
ments may be included, be executed by such corpora- 
tion and delivered to each person or corporation who be- 
comes interested in such mortgage.

1. All paupers, who shall unlawfully return to the 
city or township from which they were legally removed, 
without a certificate from the city or township to which 
they belong, or who shall leave their places of legal 
settlement; and all persons who shall go about from 
door to door, or place themselves in streets, highways 
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or passages, to beg, crave charity or collect alms, or 
who shall wander abroad and lodge in taverns, inns, 
beer houses, outhouses, houses of entertainment, market 
houses, barns or other places, or in the open air, and 
not give a good account of themselves, or who shall 
wander abroad, and beg or solicit charity, under pre- 
tense of being or having been soldiers, marines or sea- 
faring men, or of loss by fire or other casualty, or by 
war, or other pretense or thing; and all persons who 
shall leave or threaten to leave their families to be 
maintained by the city, township or county, or to be- 
come chargeable thereto, or who, not having sufficient 
property or means for their subsistence or support, shall 
live idle, or not engage in some honest employment, or 
not provide for themselves or families; and all persons 
who shall use, or pretend to use, or have any skill in 
physiognomy, palmistry, or like crafty science, or who 
shall pretend to tell destinies or fortunes; and all run- 
away servants or apprentices, and all vagrants or vaga- 
bonds, common drunkards, common thieves, burglars 
or pickpockets, common night-walkers, and common 
prostitutes, and persons who for pecuniary gain directly 
or indirectly solicit other persons to begin actions at law 
to recover damages for personal injuries or death, or 
who for pecuniary gain solicit any person or persons 
to retain lawyers to manage or prosecute causes of action 
for damages for negligence, shall be deemed and ad- 
judged to be disorderly persons.

mittee shall elect some suitable person as chairman, to 
hold office for one year, or until his successor 1s elected. 
Such chairman shall preside at all meetings of the com- 
mittee, and shall perform all duties required of him by 
law and the constitution and by-laws of such committee. 
Said committee shall have power to adopt a constitution 
and by-laws for their proper government. A member 
of a county committee of any political party may re- 
sign his said office to the committee of which he is a 
member, and upon an acceptance thereof by the com- 
mittee a vacancy shall exist. Vacancies in the office 
of a member of the county committee of any political 
party, caused by death, resignation, failure to elect, or 
otherwise, shall be filled for the unexpired term by the 
municipal committee of the municipality wherein the 
vacancy occurs, 1f there is such committee, and if not 
then by the remaining members of the county com- 
mittee of such political party representing the territory 
in the county in which such vacancy shall occur.

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The commission appointed pursuant to the pro- 
visions of the act entitled “An act authorizing the ac- 
quisition and maintaining by the State of New Jersey, 
in conjunction with the State of Pennsylvania, of toll 
bridges across the Delaware river, and providing for 
free travel across the same,” approved April first, one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, in addition to the 
powers now conferred by law, shall have power to ap- 
point such number of policemen as may be found neces- 
sary to protect the public safety and preserve order 
upon any such bridge so acquired or constructed. Every 
such policeman shall take an oath or affirmation faith- 
fully to perform the duties of his office, which shall be 
administered by an officer of the State of New Jersey 
having power to administer oaths. The policemen so 
appointed shall have power to make arrests for crimes, 
misdemeanors and offenses of any character, or for 
disorder, breach of the peace or for violations of any 
rules and regulations heretofore or hereafter adopted 
by the joint commission committed on any bridge so 
acquired or constructed or on the approaches thereto 
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ot other property under the control of the said com- 
niission. 

2. Upon the apprehension or arrest of any person 
by any such policemen the offender may be taken be- 
fore the proper officer of the State of New Jersey and 
thereupon the officer before whom the offender is brought 
shall have power to hold such offender for appearance 
in court in accordance with the laws of the State of 
New Jersey, or in the cases of disorder, breach of the 
peace or violations of the rules and regulations of the 
joint commission to punish such offender in the man- 
ner hereinafter provided. 

3. ‘The joint commission shall have power to adopt 
such rules and regulations as it may deem expedient for 
the proper government of any such bridge and for the 
preservation of good order, safe tratfic and proper con- 
duct thereon. Copies of such rules and regulations shall 
be posted conspicuously on each bridge under the juris- 
diction of said commission. 

4. Any person guilty of disorderly conduct or breach 
of the peace on said bridge, its approaches or the prop- 
erty under control of said joint commission or violating 
any of the rules and regulations adopted by the joint 
commission shall, upon conviction thereof for a first of- 
fense be sentenced to pay a fine of not less than ten 
dollars or more than twenty-five dollars, together with 
costs of prosecution, and in default of the payment of 
such fine and costs, then to imprisonment in the county 
jail of the county in New Jersey where the bridge ap- 
proach is located; and upon conviction of any second 
and subsequent offense shall be sentenced to pay a 
fine of not less than twenty-five dollars or more than 
fifty dollars, together with costs, and in default of the 
payment of said fine and costs then to imprisonment 
as above provided for not less than thirty or more than 
sixty days. The fines when recovered to be paid into 
the State treasury of the State of New Jersey.

members of the State Senate; members of the General 
Assembly; choice for President; delegates and alternates 
at large to the national conventions of political parties; 
district delegates and alternates to conventions of politi- 
cal parties; candidates for party position; and county 
offices or party positions which are to be voted for by 
the voters of the entire county or a portion thereof 
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vreater than a single municipality including a congres- 
sional district which is wholly within a single municipal-

the primary election at three o’clock in the afternoon, 
draw from the box, as hereinafter described, each card 
separately without knowledge on his part as to which 
eard he 1s drawing.

The person making the 
drawing shall make public announcement at the drawing 
of each name, the order in which same is drawn, and 
the office for which the drawing is made. When there 
is to be but one person nominated for the office, the 
names of the several candidates who have filed petitions 
for such office shall be written upon cards (one name 
on a card) of the same size, substance and thickness. 
The cards shall be deposited in a box with an aperture 
in the cover of sufficient size to admit a man’s hand. 
The box shall be well shaken and turned over to 
thoroughly mix the cards, and the cards shall then be 
withdrawn one at a time. The first name drawn shall 
have first place, the second name drawn, second place, 
and so on; the order of the withdrawal of the cards 
from the box determining the order of arrangement in 
which the names shall appear upon the primary election 
ballot. Where there is more than one person to be 
nominated to an office where petitions have designated 
that certain candidates shall be bracketed, the position 
of such bracketed names on the ballot (each bracket 
to be treated as a single name), together with individuals 
who have filed petitions for nominations for such office, 
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shall be determined as above described. Where there 
is more than one person to be nominated for an office 
and there are more candidates who have filed petitions 
than there are persons to be nominated, the order of 
the printing of such names upon the primary election 
ballots shall be determined as above described. The 
county clerk in certifying to the municipal clerk, the 
offices to be filled and the names of candidates to be 
printed upon the primary election ballots, shall certify 
same in the order as drawn in accordance with the 
above described procedure, and the municipal clerk shall 
print such, names upon the ballots as so certified and in 
addition, shall print the names of such candidates as 
have filed petitions with him in the order as determined 
as a result of the drawing as above described. 

2. ‘This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 104. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate 
elections’”’ (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, ene 
thousand nine hundred and twenty. 


Be vr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of Article XXIV of the act of which 
this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 

2. he Secretary of State shall, on or before the 
twentieth day of March in such year, certify to the 
county clerk and county board of elections of each county 
in this State the number of delegates and alternates at 
large to be chosen by each party as aforesaid, and the 
number of delegates and alternates to be chosen in each 
congressional district or other territorial subdivision of 
the State, composed in whole or in part of the county of 
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such county clerk. Any provisions of this act which 
pertain particularly to any election or to the general 
election or to primary election for the general election 
shall apply to the primary election for delegates and 
alternates to national conventions in so far as such pro- 
visions are not inconsistent with the special provisions 
of this act pertaining to the primary election for dele- 
gates and alternates to national conventions. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 105. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled “An act for the settlement and relief of 
the poor’ (Revision of 1911), approved April twenty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and eleven,” approved 
March twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hundred and 
seventeen, approved March third, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-one. 


Be vr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is an 
amendment be and the same is amended to read as fol- 
lows : 

1. The beard of chosen freeholders of any county in 
this State that has assumed the maintenance of the poor 
and is now maintaining children in a duly incorporated 
charitable institution in said county, are hereby em- 
powered to make provision for children under the age 
cf eighteen years, whose support they have assumed, 
by committing them to the care and control of such 
duly incorporated charitable institutions, and for such 
time as they may see fit; said commitment shall be in 
writing and signed by the trustees of the county poor- 
house, and shall be subject to the approval of the 
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trustees or managers of such charitable institution, who 
shall signify their approval by endorsing the same upon 
the back of the duplicate copy of said commitment as 
accepted subject to the provisions of this act, and sign 
their names thereto, and the trustees of said county 
poorhouse shall keep said duplicate copy of commitment 
on file, and also, in a suitable book for such purpose, 
shall keep a record of such commitment, showing the 
date thereof, the name, age, color, nativity, sex and 
imental and physical condition of each child thus com- 
mitted and the length of time for which committed, and 
shall report ‘the same monthly to the board of chosen 
{reeholders of said county, who are hereby authorized 
and required to pay out of the funds belonging to said 
county, to the trustees or managers of such a charitable 
institution such sum as may be agreed upon by said 
board of chosen freeholders and such trustees or man- 
agers, but such sum shall not exceed twelve dollars per 
week, for each and every child thus committed during 
their continuance in said institution, for the board, main- 
tenance, and education of such child, until it arrives at 
the age of eighteen years; and the county treasurer of 
such county is hereby authorized to pay the same, upon 
an order drawn upon him, and signed by the director 
and clerk of said board, for that purpose. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect im- 


mediately.

CHAPTER 106. 


An Act to provide for the creation of a board of as- 
sessors in cities of the fourth class in this State, and 
providing for the adoption thereof. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
cf the State of New Jersey: 

1. Immediately after the provisions of this act have 
been adopted by any fourth-class city of this State there 
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shall be a board of tax assessors therein, to consist of 
three persons, who shall be elected by the common coun- 
cil or other governing body; their term of office shail 
be three years; provided, that of the members first 
chosen, one thereof shall hold office until the thirtieth 
day of June of the calendar year succeeding the year in 
which he shall be elected. another thereof shall hold 
office until the thirtieth day of June of the second 
calendar year ensuing that in which he shall have been 
chosen, and the third shall hold office until the thirtieth 
day of June of the third calendar year ensuing that in 
which he shall have been elected; and then successors 
shall be elected and shall hold office for the full term 
ef three years; but such officers, including those first 
elected, shall continue in office until their successors 
are chosen and qualified. Any such officer may be re- 
moved from office in the manner now or hereafter to 
be provided by law; and in case of the death, resigna- 
tion or removal of any such officer, his successor shall 
be chosen for the unexpired term only. 

2. Said assessors shall each receive such salary as 


from time to time shall be fixed by the governing body 


of said city, and each shall give bond for the faithful 
performance of his duties in such sum, in such form 
and with such sureties as the governing body shall ap- 
prove. 

3. Said board of assessors shall have all the powers 
and perform all the duties devolving by law upon the 
assessors of taxes or boards for the assessment of 
taxes of such city at the time of the passage of this 
act; and the offices of such assessors and such boards 
existing in such cities shall be abolished upon the elec- 
tion and qualifying in office of a board of assessors 
by this act established. 

4. Any assessment or report made by a majority of 
said board shall be deemed the assessment or report of 
said board of assessors, and in case of the death or dis- 
ability, or absence from any cause of any one member, 
the other two may lawfully exercise the powers of the 
board, but in all cases before any assessment is finally 
fixed and determined, it shall be approved by at least 
two of the members. All reports or returns of tax 
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assessments required to be made to any other board of 
the city, county or State shall be made by said board 
of assessors or a majority thereof. 

5. This act shall not become operative in any fourth- 
class city until the same shall have been adopted by the 
common council or other governing body, by ordinance 
duly passed and approved by the mayor of said city, and 
shall, in case of such acceptance, go into effect immedi- 
ately after said ordinance shall become operative, and 
the granting of the powers herein made to any such 
city shall then be deemed to have been accepted by such 
city, and such city shall be bound by the terms of this 
act; provided, however, that this act shall not apply to 
any city wherein, at the time of the passage of this 
act, there shall be in existence a board or body possess- 
ing powers similar to those conferred by this act, whose 
membership shall consist of three or more persons. 

6. This act to take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 107. 


An Act to provide for the abatement of the nuisance of 
drifting sand in cities of the fourth class of this State 
and to provide for the financing of such abatement. 


Wuereas, In recent years, there has been considerable 
development of lots, tracts or parcels of land in cities 
of the fourth class of this State; and 

WuereEas, In said cities of the fourth class of this State 
in order to bring the elevation of said lots, tracts or 
parcels of land to a certain prescribed grade, numerous 
of such lots, tracts and parcels of land have been 
filled with sand either by dredging or by hauling; and 

Wuereas, This sand has become a public nuisance 
through drifting, causing the streets in such cities to 
become impassable and also causing the drainage sys- 
tems in such cities to become clogged and useless 
which has cost such cities large sums of money; and 
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Wuerras, This sand has become a nuisance to private 
property through drifting causing large property dam- 
age; and 

WHereas, This sand has become a menace to health of 
the individual in such city through drifting, 


Br rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
cf the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of any city of the fourth class 
of this State shall have power by ordinance to make, 
enforce, amend and repeal ordinances declaring that sand 
is a nuisance on any lot, tract or parcel of land situate 
in any such city and to provide for the manner in which 
such nuisance shall be abated, at the cost or expense of 
the owner or owners of such lot, tract or parcel of land. 

2. After introduction and passage at first reading of 
such ordinance, it shall be published twice, one publica- 
tion shall be at least ten days prior to the time fixed 
for further consideration for final passage, and at least 
one week prior to the time fixed for further considera- 
tion for final passage of said ordinance, a copy of such 
ordinance, together with a notice of the introduction 
thereof and the time and place, when and where such 
ordinance will be further considered for final passage, 
and a notice that said owner or owners shall be given 
a hearing as to the existence of such nuisance and the 
necessity for abating the same shall be mailed to every 
person upon whose lands said ordinance declares there 
is such a nttisance, so far as the same may be ascer- 
tained, directed to his last known post office address. 
Failure to mail the notice herein provided for shall not 
invalidate any ordinance, proceeding or assessment. 

3. If, after the passage of any such ordinance, the 
owner or owners of any lot, tract or parcel of land af- 
fected, shall neglect after notice given as herein pro- 
vided, to abate such nuisance by said ordinance, directed 
and required, it shall be lawful for the governing body 
to cause such nuisance to be abated under the direc- 
tion and supervision of an officer of such city or to 
award one or more contracts for abating such nuisance. 

4. Before proceeding to abate any such nuisance, it 
shall be the duty of the governing body of any such city 
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to cause notice of the contemplated abatement to be 
given to the owner or owners of any land affected 
thereby; such notice shall contain a description of the 
property affected, sufficiently definite in terms to identify 
the same, as well as a description of the manner in 
which such nuisance is to be abated and a notice that 
unless said nuisance shall be abated within thirty days 
after the service thereof, it is the intention of such 
city to abate such nuisance, or cause the same to be 
Service of abated, pursuant to the authority of this act. Such 
; notice may be served upon the owner or owners resi- 
dent in such city in person, or by leaving the same at 
their usual place of residence with a member of their 
family above the age of fourteen vears; in case any such 
owner shall not reside in such city, such notice may be 
served upon him personally or mailed to his last known 
post office address, or it may be served upon the occu- 
pant of the property or upon the agent of the owner in 
charge thereof; in case the owner of any such property 
is unknown, or service cannot for any reason be made 
as above directed, notice thereof shall be published at 
least once, not less than thirty days before the abate- 
ment of such nuisance by such city, in a newspaper 
circulating in such city; there may be inserted in the 
said advertisement notice to the owner or owners of 
several different parcels of land. Notice to infant own- 
ers, or owner or owners of unsound mind, shall be served 
upon their guardians. When lands are held in trust, 
service shall be made up on the trustee. When lands 
are heid by two cr more joint tenants, tenants in com- 
mon or tenants by the entirety, service upon one of such 
owners shall be sufficient and shall be deemed and taken 
as notice to all. Proof of service of such notices shall 
be fied within ten days thereafter with the officer having 
charge of the record of tax liens in such city, but failure 
to file the same shall not invalidate the proceedings if 
service has actually been made as herein provided. 


Cost appor- 5. When any such nuisance is abated by any such city, 
tioned among - 

properties a true and accurate account of the cost and expense there- 
arected, 


of shall be kept and apportioned among the several prop- 
erties on which such nuisance shall have been abated and 
apportioned among the several properties on which such 
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nuisance shall have been abated in proportion to the area 
of their respective lands, and a true statement of such 
cost, under oath or affirmation, shall be forthwith filed 
by the officer of such city in charge of abating such 
nuisance with the clerk of the governing body; the said 
governing body shall examine the same, and if the same 
is properly made, shall confirm the same and file such 
report with the officer of said city charged with the 
duty of collecting taxes. The said officer shall record 
the said assessment for abating a sand nuisance in the 
same book as other assessments. 

6. Every such assessment shall bear interest and 
penalties from the same time and at the same rate as as- 
sessments for local improvements in such city where the 
same is imposed, and from the date of confirmation shall 
be a first and paramount lien upon the respective lands 
assessed, to the same extent as assessments for local im- 
provements, and shall be collected and enforced in the 
same manner; and every officer charged with the en- 
forcement and collection of assessments for lecal im- 


provements is hereby charged with the same duties in. 


regard to the collection and enforcement of assessment 
for abating such nuisance. No such assessment shall be 
invalid by reason of any error or omission in stating 
the name of the owner or owners of any lot, tract or 
parcel of land on which any such nuisance exists nor for 
any other informality where such nuisance has actually 
been abated on any lot, tract or parcel or land. 

7. ‘The governing body of any such city imposing any 
assessment for abating any such nuisance may provide 
for the payment of the same in installments, in the same 
manner as assessments for local improvements are pay- 
able in installments in said city, in which case such in- 
stallments shall bear the same rate of interest and be 
collected and enforced in the same manner as are in- 
stallments of assessments for local improvements. 

8. In lieu of awarding separate contracts for the 
abatement of any such nuisance, such city may award a 
contract to the lowest responsible bidder for abating all 
such nuisances such city may desire abated within a 
period of one year or less. Such contracts shall be 
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awarded in the same manner and after the same ad- 
vertisement as other contracts. 

9. In order to temporarily finance the carrying out of 
the purposes of this act, any city of the fourth class 
may issue temporary assessment notes or bonds which 
shall mature within six years after the same are issued 
and said temporary assessment notes or bonds shall be 
issued in all respects in conformity with an act of the 
Legislature of the State of New Jersey entitled “An 
act to authorize and regulate the issuance of bonds and 
other obligations and the incurring of the indebtedness 
by county, city, borough, village, town, township, or any 
municipality governed by an improvement commission,” 
approved March twenty-second, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and sixteen, and amendments thereto and supple- 
ments thereof.

railroad and canal property,’ approved April tenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and eighty-four, or any 
of the supplements or amendments thereto, and ex- 
cept corporations taxable under the act entitled ‘An 
act for the taxation of the property and franchises 
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of street railroad corporations using or occupying pub- 
lic streets, highways, roads, lanes or other public 
places in this State,’ approved May twenty-third, one 
thousand nine hundred and six,’ which first named 
act was approved March twenty-third, one thousand 
nine hundred, and amended by acts approved March 
thirteenth, nineteen hundred and seventeen, March 
fourth, nineteen hundred and eighteen, and March 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Where any persons, copartnerships, associations or 
corporations, subject to taxation under the act of which 
this act is a supplement, have acquired during the year 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven, or shall 
hereafter acquire the rights, property and franchises of 
using or occupying public streets, highways, roads or 
other public places in this State of other persons, co- 
partnerships, associations or corporations then taxabie 
under the act of which this act is supplementary and 
shall retain such right, property and franchises at the 
first day of the calendar year next, following the date of 
their acquisition, then and in such case, on or before 
February first of the year next, following the date of 
said acquisition, the persons, copartnerships, associa- 
tions or corporations first named herein shall return to 
the State Board of Taxes and Assessment, in the man- 
ner and form required by the act of which this act is a 
supplement and in addition to the report of gross re- 
ceipts to be filed under said act, a report showing the 
gross receipts, from January first of the year in which 
said property was acquired to the date of said acquisi- 
tion, of the persons, copartnerships, associations or cor- 
porations whose rights, property and franchises, as afore- 
said, they have acquired. The total of the gross re- 
ceipts as shown in both of said reports to the State 
Board of Taxes and Assessment, or as otherwise ascer- 
tained by the said board, shall be used by said board in 
ascertaining, fixing and apportioning the franchise tax 
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of such persons, copartnerships, associations or corpora- 
tions under the act of which this act is a supplement. 
Any additional or supplemental statement of gross re- 
ceipts for the year ending December thirty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven, required to be 
returned to the State Board of Taxes and Assessment 
hereunder in order to enable said board to ascertain the 
franchise tax of any persons, copartnerships, associa- 
tions or corporations for the year one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-eight, shall be returned not later 
’ than twenty days from the date on which this act be- 
comes effective. 

2. Upon the basis of the valuations fixed pursuant to 
the act of which this act is a supplement, the taxes im- 
posed hereunder shall be fixed, assessed, apportioned 
and certified by the same public agencies and in the 
same manner as franchise taxes imposed under the act 
of which this act is supplementary are fixed, assessed, 
apportioned and certified. Within five days after the 
State Board of Taxes and Assessment shall have noti- 
fied any tax collector, or like officer, of the apportion- 
ment of any franchise tax to his taxing district, said 
collector of taxes, or like officer, shall deliver or cause 
to be delivered to each person, copartnership, associa- 
tion or corporation taxable hereunder a statement, in 
writing, showing the amount of such franchise tax so 
ascertained and said tax shall become due and payable 
at the time and place when and where other taxes as- 
sessed in said taxing districts are due and payable and 
on and after December first following the assessment 
of any such franchise tax, the said tax shall become 
a first lien on the property and assets of any such per- 
son, copartnership, association or corporation and shall 
remain such until paid; and said tax shall be subject 
tc the same discount, interest and penalty as other taxes 
and the same proceedings available for the collection 
of other taxes shall be available for the collection of 
said franchise tax.

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CHAPTR 110. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act defining motor 
vehicles and providing for the registration of the 
same and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing 
rules regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles; 
fixing the amount of license and registration fees; 
prescribing and regulating process and the service 
thereof, and proceedings for the violation of the pro- 
visions of the act and penalties for said violations,” 
approved April eighth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-one. 


BE i? ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
cf the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section seven of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby arnended to read 
as follows: 

7. (1) Brakes. Every motor vehicle operated in or 
upon any public highway in this State shall be equipped 
with brakes adequate to control the movement of and to 
stop such vehicle. Every automobile so operated shall 
be equipped with at least two braking systems, with two 
separate means of application, each operating on at least 
two wheels and each of which shall suffice to stop the 
vehicle within a proper distance. If these two systems 
are connected in any way, or have any parts in com- 
mon, they shall be so constructed that the cutting in 
two of any one element of the operating mechanism 
shall not leave the automobile without brakes on at least 
two wheels; one of these systems shall be so constructed 
that it can be set to hold the vehicle. All such brakes 
shall be maintained in good working order and shall 
conform to regulations not inconsistent with this act to 
be promulgated by the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles. 
Every motor cycle shall be provided with at least one 
brake which may be operated by hand or foot. 
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(2) Signaling Device. Every motor vehicle must be 
equipped with a horn or signaling device, and the 
operator of the same shall give reasonable warning of 
his approach whenever necessary to insure the safety of 
other users of the highway, and before passing any 
vehicle he may overtake, or pedestrian using any part 
of the highway other than the sidewalk, also at curves 
and intersecting highways, where the view of approach- 
ing vehicles is obscured; but the horn, bell, or other 
signaling device shall not be sounded unnecessarily. 

(3) Lighting Devices. Every automobile shall carry, 
during the period from thirty minutes after sunset to 
thirty minutes before sunrise, and whenever fog renders 
it impossible to see a long distance, at least two lighted 
lamps showing white or yellow tinted lights, visible at 
least two hundred and fifty feet in the direction toward 
which said automobile is proceeding; and shall also ex- 
hibit a red light visible from the rear; the rays of such 
rear lamp shall shine upon the number plate carried on 
the rear of such vehicle in such a manner as to render 
the numerals thereof visible for at least fifty feet in 
the direction from which the motor vehicle is proceed- 
ing. No automobile shall be used upon the public 
highway of this State which is equipped with a lamp 
-of more than twenty-one candle power, which, when 
lighted, is capable of projecting direct rays at a greater 
height than a parallel of three and one-half feet from 
the ground; provided, however, that any lamp which has 
attached thereto any device which cannot be operated 
from the driver’s seat, and which when so attached, 
renders said lamp incapable, when lighted, of projecting 
direct rays at a greater height than a parallel of three 
and one-half feet from the road, shall be deemed to 
comply with this provision; provided, further, however, 
that any automobile may be equipped with a lamp cap- 
able of projecting direct rays at a greater height than 
a parallel of three and one-half feet from the ground, 
if such lamp, when lighted, is not capable of producing 
a dazzling light or glare; and provided, further, that the 
use of “spotlights” for driving purposes is prohibited, 
and that the use of such “spotlights” is hereby confined 
to reading of the intersecting highway signs and house 
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numbers. In order that this section may be operative 
without hardship to owners and operators of motor 
vehicles, the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles is here- 
by especially authorized to pass upon any lighting de- 
vice and upon the equipment of any car, and shall for 
this purpose examine all lighting devices submitted to 
him; and if, in his judgment, such lighting devices, 
when properly applied to a motor vehicle licensed under 
the authority of this act, shall conform to the pro- 
visions of the act, he shall issue a certificate to the 
manufacturer, owner, or user of such device, as the case 
may be, that the same is in compliance with this sec- 
tion. Every automobile shall show at least one white 
or yellow-tinted light when standing, such white or yel- 
low-tinted light to be on one side of the automobile 
nearest to the center of the road, and shall display at 
least one red light to the rear when standing. 

Every motor cycle shall carry during the period from 
thirty minutes after sunset to thirty ‘minutes before sun- 


_ rise, and whenever fog renders it impossible to see a 


long distance, at least one lighted lamp, showing a white 
or yellow light visible at least two hundred feet in the 
direction toward which the motor cycle is proceeding ; 
and shall carry upon the rear of such motor cycle a red 
light, the rays of which shall shine upon the number 
plate which shall be fixed to the rear mudguard. Any 
motor cycle having more than two wheels or with side 
car attachment shall have two white lights to the front, 
as provided in this section. . 

(4) Mufflers. Every motor vehicle shall have, and 
every driver of such motor vehicle shall use, devices to 
prevent excessive noise, annoying smoke, and the escape 
of gases and steam, as well as the falling out of embers 
or residue from the fuel, and all exhaust pipes carry- 
ing exhaust gases from the engine shall be directed 
parallel to the ground or slightly upward. Devices 
known as “muffler cut-outs” shall not be used within the 
State of New Jersey. 

(5) Mirrors. Any motor vehicle that is so con- 
structed or covered as to prevent the operator thereof 
from having a sufficient view of the traffic following

and at the sides of such vehicle shall be equipped with a 
mirror or some device that will show the driver the road 
to the rear and the road to the side. 

(6) Chains. Motor vehicle tires may be fitted with 
chains when roads, streets, and highways are slippery, 
because of rain, snow, ice, oil, or manner of construc- 
tion; provided, however, that no chains shall be used at 
any time on the improved highways when the same are 
dry, or their condition does not make such use neces- 
sary for the safety of life or property. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

thousand nine hundred and twenty-six. : 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section five of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

5. If upon the completion of the examination pro- 
vided for under section four hereof the court shall find 
that said petitioner has been a resident of such county 
ior a period of at least five years next preceding the 
filing of such application, or shall find that such peti- 
tioner has been a resident of such county for a con- 
tinuous period of at least five years, and succeeding 
which she has been continuously a resident of the State 
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of New Jersey, and for a period of not more than five 
years next preceding such application a resident of some 
other county, and that unless relief is granted the mother 
will be unable properly to support and educate her 
children, and that they may become a public charge, it 
shall make an order committing said family to the care 
of the State Board of Children’s Guardians, and direct- 
ing that there shall be paid to the mother through the 
State Board of Children’s Guardians out of the county 
funds for the support of the children under sixteen the 
following amounts, to wit, not exceeding sixteen dol- 
lars per month for one such child, not exceeding thirty 
dollars per month for two such children and not ex- 
ceeding twelve dollars per month for each additional 
child under such age, the amount to be paid to be in 
the discretion of the court and to be based upon a 
family budget to be submitted to the court by the said 
State Board of Children’s Guardians ; provided, that any 
widow who is a mother of a child or children under 
the age of sixteen, and who now is or may hereafter 
receive relief pursuant to the provisions of this act, or 
the act to which this act is amendatory and who shall 
remain in or who shall remove to some other county 
other than the county in which she receives relief, such 
relief shall continue until she shall have resided for five 
years continuously in such other county, whereupon the 
relief first granted shall cease and said widow may apply 
for relief to any court of competent jurisdiction of the 
county in which she then resides.

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: . 

1. Section one of the act of which this act 1s amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. Any person, firm, copartnership or corporation 
may move along or across any public road, street or 
highway, road building machinery, vehicles, traction en- 
gines, steam rollers or other apparatus or machinery of 
the kind, size or weight hereinafter described on trailers ; 
provided, that the weight of the same shall be so dis- 
tributed that there shall not be more than eight hundred 
pounds per inch of width of tire on any one wheel upon 
the surface of any such public road, street or highway, 
upon registering said trailers with the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles and paying to said commissioner for 
such registration a fee of one hundred and fifty dollars 
($150.00), and obtaining a permit therefor from the 
county supervisor or supervisors of roads of the county 
or counties traversed by them, subject to the provisions 
of this act. Any board of chosen freeholders may, by 
resolution, adopt general rules and regulations with re- 
spect to the issuance of such permits, and may impose 
reasonable fees therefor. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

~ 1. In and for any fire districts which shall have been 
heretofore or shall hereafter be created within the terri- 
tory of any incorporated camp meeting association, in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 222 of the 
Laws of 1905, it shall be lawful for the fire commis- 
sioners of said fire district to acquire motor fire en- 
gines, horse-drawn fire engines, steam fire engines, and 
any other apparatus and appliances for the extinguish- 
ment of fire; to acquire lands and to erect buildings 
for the housing of any fire apparatus and appliances for 
fire purposes in said district, at a cost not exceeding 
sixty thousand dollars ($60,000), said money having 
been first raised and accumulated as herein provided. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 115. 


An Act to prohibit the keeping of any living animal or 
animals, creature or creatures inhumanely confined for 
exhibition purposes at roadstands. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No person owning, operating, managing or con- 
ducting a stand or roadside market for the sale of mer- 
chandise, along any of the highways of the State of 
New Jersey, shall keep any living animal or animals, 
creature or creatures inhumanely confined on_ said 
premises as an exhibit or exhibits. 

2. Any person violating any of the provisions of this 
act shall forfeit and pay such sum not to exceed one 
hundred dollars, together with costs, as the court shall 
determine, to be sued for in an action of debt with 
costs of suit, by any person or persons, in the name 
of the New Jersey Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals, before any justice of the peace, recorder 
or police magistrate of the municipality wherein the de- 
fendant resides or where the offense or offenses were 
committed; where the offense or offenses were com- 
mitted in a municipality having no justice of the peace, 
recorder or police magistrate, then such person or per- 
sons shall be tried before any justice of the peace, re- 
corder or police magistrate within the county in the mu- 
nicipality where the offense or offenses were committed. 


3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved March 29, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 116. 


An Act to prohibit the storage, offer for sale, or sale, 
of liquid fuels, lubricating oils, and similar products, 
to prohibit substitution, mixing or adulteration there- 
of, so as to deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser 
thereof as to the nature, quality and identity thereof, 
and fixing penalties. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm, partner- 
ship, association, or corporation, their agents and serv- 
ants, to store, sell, expose or offer for sale, or sell, in 
any matner whatsoever, or aid or assist in the same, 
any liquid fuels, lubricating oils, or other similar prod- 
ucts, so as to deceive or tend to deceive the purchaser 
thereof as to the nature, quality, and identity of the 
same, by false representation, or by substitution, mix- 
ing or adulteration thereof, or by the use of false or 
fictitious names, or by the use of disguised, camou- 
flaged or falsely labeled containers, tanks, pumps, or 
other distributing equipment, ot by imitating the de- 
sign, symbol, or trade name under which recognized 
brands of such products are generally marketed; pro- 
vided, however, that this act shall not prevent any per- 
son, firm, partnership, association, or corporation, their 
agents and servants, to store, sell, expose or offer for 
sale, or sell, any such fuels, lubricating oils, or similar 
products under a trade name, symbol, sign, or distin- 
guishing mark adopted and used by such person, firm, 
partnership, association or corporation in good faith, 
if such trade name, symbol, sign or distinguishing mark 
is not deceitfully similar to that already in general use 
by any manufacturer of such products. 

2. Any person, firm, copartnership, association or cor- 
poration, or any servant, agent or employee thereof, vio- 
lating any of the provisions of this act, shall be guilty 
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of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be sentenced to pay a fine of not less than two hundred 
dollars ($200.00), nor more than five hundred dollars 
($500.00), for the first offense, and of not less than 
five hundred dollars ($500.00), nor more than two thou- 
sand dollars ($2,000.00) for each subsequent offense 
and, in the case of the second conviction, in addition to 
the fine above provided for, shall suffer imprisonment 
of not less than sixty (60) days, nor more than one (1) 
year, or both, or either, at the discretion of the court. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to authorize the erection of a monument in 
Huddy park, in the village of Toms River, in the 
township of Dover, county of Ocean, in this State, 
to commemorate the heroic defense of the Toms River 
block house, its capture, the massacre of its defenders, 
and the burning of Toms River village, by the British 
and ‘Tories during the War of the Revolution; to ap- 
point a commission to erect and maintain said monu- 
ment; and to appropriate moneys to pay for the con- 
struction and erection of said monument. 


Preamble. WHEREAS, It has long been the policy of the State of 
New Jersey to commemorate acts of patriotism and 
valor by her sons, whether on this State’s own fields 
of battle, or on the battlefields of other States, where 
her sons won distinction by their bravery and hardi- 
hood, and 

Preamble. Wuereas, This policy is particularly appropriate and 
has been followed most consistently by the State in 
marking sites of historic actions connected with the 
War for Independence, in that during the Revolution, 
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New Jersey territory was the principal fighting ground 
of the armies of Continental Congress and of Great 
Britain; and 

WueEreas, The village of Toms River, in the township 
of Dover and county of Ocean (then Monmouth) was 
four times the object of attack by armed expeditions 
sent from New York city, to break up the patriot 
privateers, who interfered with the shipment of sup- 
plies to the British army in New York city by sea, 
and to destroy salt works, belonging to Continental 
Congress, upon which the armies of Washington de- 
pended for their salt supply; and 

Wuereas, At the fourth expedition against Toms River, 
after a gallant defense against five times their own 
number, their powder and ball all spent, the patriot 
forces were compelled to surrender the Toms River 
block house, and were either massacred after sur- 
render or taken prisoners, and the village put to the 
torch; and 

Wuereas, This fight is said upon such authority as the 
late Adjutant-General William S$. Stryker to have 
been the last considerable engagement in the War 
of Independence, coming after the surrender of York- 
town; and 

Wuereas, The murder of Captain Joshua Huddy, com- 
mandant of the block house, while a prisoner of war, 
started reprisals and a controvery that involved the 
King of France, as well as the King of England, and 
the Commander-in-Chief of the Continental armies, 

_ and the granting of life to Lieutenant Charles Asgill, 
who had been selected by lot to expiate by his death 
the murder of Huddy, was one of the concessions 
that obtained for the United States commissioners the 
vast territory west of the Alleghany mountains as 
part of this nation, and other liberal conditions of 
peace in the Treaty of Paris, at the close of the Revo- 
lution ; therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
1. The sum of fifteen thousand dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated, when included in the annual or supplemen- 
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tal appropriation bill, for the purpose of constructing, 
procuring and erecting a monument to Captain Joshua 
Huddy, the Revolutionary martyr, to the garrison of 
‘l'‘oms River block house, and to the men of Toms River 
village who on March 24, 1782, helped defend that post ; 
and to the privateers and salt workers of Toms River 
during the Revolutionary War; said monument to be 
erected in Huddy park in the village of Toms River, 
in the township of Dover, county of Ocean, this State. 

2. The Governor shall, upon the making of such ap- 
propriation, appoint a commission of five members, resi- 
dents of Toms River, to select a design, contract for, 
finish and erect such monument upon grounds to be fur- 
nished by the township of Dover, in the county afore- 
said, in Huddy park in the village of Toms River. Said 
commissioners shall receive no compensation for their 
services and the Governor shall fill all vacancies that may 
occur by expiration of term, death, resignation or other- 
wise, 

Said commission shall be appointed, one member for 
one year; one member for two years; one member for 
three years; one member for four years; one member 
for five years; and thereafter, at the expiration of any 
term of any member of said commission, the Governor 
shall appoint a successor for the term of five years. 

3. The Comptroller of the State shall draw his war- 
rant in payment of all bills approved by said commis- 
sion, and the Treasurer of the State shall pay all war- 
rants so drawn to the extent of the amount appropriated 
by the Legislature. 

4. After the monument shall have been completed and 
dedicated the commission shall make a report to the 
Governor of the State to be laid before the Legislature 
on the first day of the session thereof, following the 
completion; said commission shall further, in anticipa- 
tion of the preparation of the annual budget, certify to 
the Governor each year such sums as may in their judg- 
ment be necessary for the maintenance of said monu- 
ment during the coming fiscal year of the State. 

5. This act shall be deemed a public act, and shall 
take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 118. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act relating to 
courts having criminal jurisdiction and regulating pro- 
ceedings in criminal cases” (Revision of 1898), ap- 
proved June fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred 
and ninety-eight. 


Bk It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. 68. (a) Every person sentenced, under the laws 
of this State, to imprisonment, either in the county jail, 
county penitentiary or county workhouse of the county 
where the conviction was had, may upon the applica- 
tion of the board of chosen freeholders of such county 
and by the order of the judge for the time being of 
the Court of Quarter Sessions, or of the Court of Spe- 
cial Sessions, in the county where such conviction was 
had, be transferred from any one of such county penal 
institutions to any other thereof; provided, however, that 
neither such a transfer or retransfer shall in any way 
affect the term of the original sentence of the person 
so transferred. 

Approved March 29, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 119. 


An Act to provide for the taxation of real and personal 
property in this State for the purpose of paying the 
cost of constructing, reconstructing, development, ex- 
tending and equipping State charitable, hospital, re- 
lief, training, correctional, reformatory and penal in- 
stitutions and appurtenances thereto. 


BE vf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There shall be, for a period of one year, begin- 
ning with the calendar year one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-nine, levied, assessed and collected in each 
of the several counties of this State a tax of one-half 
a mill on each dollar of all the value of all the real 
and personal property in every municipality thereof up- 
on which municipal taxes are or shall be levied, assessed 
and collected in the same manner and at the same time 
as other taxes upon real and personal property are now 
levied, assessed and collected. It shall be the duty of the 
treasurer or other officer having the custody of collected 
taxes to pay, on or before the fifteenth day of June, in 
said.year, the semiannual tax so assessed, and on or be- 
fore the fifteenth day of December in said year, the 
balance of the annual tax assessed, to the treasurer of 
the county, such tax collected in his taxing district, 
and the county treasurer shall pay the said tax, which 
he shall so receive from the several taxing districts, 
to the Treasurer of the State on or before the twenty- 
fifth day of June, and on or before the twenty-fifth 
day of December, the balance of said annual tax, and 
the State Treasurer shall keep and place the same in 
a separate and distinct fund to be known as the ‘State 
Institution Construction Fund.” 

2. The Governor, State Treasurer and the Comp- 
troller of the Treasury, constituting the State House 
Commission are hereby made custodians of the said 
“State Institution Construction Fund,” and are author- 
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ized to carry out the provisions of this act with respect 
to the apportionment therefrom of the sums requested 
by the State Board of Control of Institutions and 
Agencies as hereinafter provided. 

3. The moneys raised by this tax shall be devoted 
exclusively for the acquisition of sites for and to the 
constructing, reconstructing, development, extending, 
and equipping of State charitable, hospital, relief, train- 
ing, correctional, reformatory and penal institutions 
and appurtenances thereto in the way in which they are 
set forth in section six of this act, and the balance 
remaining in said “State Institution Construction Fund” 
shall thereafter be allotted by the State House Commis- 
sion upon application made by the State Board of Con- 
trol. 

4. Applications to the custodians of the “State In- 
stitution Construction Fund” shall be made by the said 
State Board of Control directly for allotments to carry 
out the purposes of this act, and the custodians hereby 
constituted may conduct such investigations as to them 
may seem proper, and the decision of said custodian 
shall be final. Applications may be made by the said 
State Board of Control to the custodians on or before 
the first day of July and the thirty-first day of De- 
cember in said year for an allotment or allotments to 
be expended for any of the purposes enumerated in 
section six of this act, and within thirty days there- 
after the said State House Commission acting as cus- 


todians of the aforesaid fund shall notify the said State 


Board of Control, in writing, stating their decision with 
respect to each and every item appearing in any such 
application. In the event that the decision is favorable 
to the request of the State Board of Control, in whole 
or in part, upon due notice thereof to the Comptroller 
of the Treasury by said custodians, it shall be the duty 
of the said Comptroller of the Treasury to transfer 
from the fund created under the provisions of this act, 
to the credit of said board to which the same was al- 
lotted, the sum or sums thus certified to him, which 
sum or sums so transferred and set up, shall be ex- 
pended in the same manner as are other appropriations 
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made for such purposes; provided, however, that the 
Comptroller of the Treasury, before transferring from 
the fund in this section mentioned, shall ascertain that 
said moneys so transferred are to be used as in section 
six of this act provided. 

5. It shall be lawful for the State Board of Control 
of Institutions and Agencies with the approval of the 
State House Commission, to prepare plans and speci- 
fications, to advertise for bids and enter into contracts 
for the constructing, reconstructing, development, ex- 
tending and equipping State charitable, hospital, relief, 
training, correctional, reformatory and penal institu- 
tions and appurtenances thereto, as set forth in section 
six of this act, before the taxes levied and assessed 
hereunder shall have been collected; provided, however, 
that no payment shall be made for the constructing, re- 
constructing, development, extending and equipping 
State charitable, hospital, relief, training, correctional, 
reformatory and penal institutions and appurtenances 
thereto, as set forth in section six of this act, before 
the taxes levied and assessed hereunder shall have been 
collected and made available for such payments in ac- 
cordance with the terms of this act, but the State board, 
with the approval of the State House Commission, may 
pay for the cost of preparing the plans and specifica- 
tions, and of advertising and awarding contracts and 
of any other maps and plans of the institutions 
enumerated herein, and the custodians of the State In- 
stitution Construction Fund may authorize the Comp- 
troller to withdraw temporarily from the State Institu- 
tion Construction Fund, or from the emergency fund, 
sufficient moneys to pay any such necessary expenses 
before the tax levied hereunder in any particular year 
becomes available, which shall be replaced immediately 
when the tax which is levied and assessed hereunder 
for the particular year shall have been collected. 

6. The moneys raised by this act shall be devoted 
exclusively to the acquisition of sites for and the con- 
structing, reconstructing, development, extending and 
equipping of State charitable, hospital, relief, training, 
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correctional, reformatory and penal institutions and ap- 
purtenances thereto, in the order of precedence set forth 
in this section.

7. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized, empowered and directed, and it shall be his duty 
to make such correction of the title or text, or both, 
of any item in this act contained necessary to make 
such appropriation available for the purpose or pur- 
poses of its intention. Such correction shall be by 
written ruling reciting any appropriate details, the facts 
thereof and the reasons therefor, attested by the signa- 
ture of the Comptroller and filed by him in his office 
as an official record, and any action thereunder, includ- 
ing disbursements, and the audit thereof, shall be 
legally binding and of full force and virtue. 

In order that some degree of flexibility in adminis- 
tering the provisions of this act may be had, the Board 
of Control of Institutions and Agencies may apply to 
the State House Commission for leave to transfer a 
part of any item to any other item within the institu- 
tional group, for both of which said items are ap- 
propriated. Upon the approval of such application by 
the State House Commission, it shall notify the Comp- 
troller thereof in writing, whereupon the Comptrolle 
shall make such transfer as in this section directed. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 120. 


An Act authorizing fraternal beneficiary associations to 
provide for insurances and annuities upon the lives of 
children. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any society operating as a fraternal beneficiary as- 
sociation and authorized to do business in this State, 
upon complying with the provisions of this act, may re- 
ceive from the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
written authority to provide in its laws, in addition to 
cther benefits provided for therein, for insurances, en- 
dowments and annuities upon the lives of children on 
the application of some adult person as the laws of 
such society may provide. Any such society may at its 
option organize and operate branches for such children 
and membership in local lodges and initiation therein 
shall not be required of such children nor shall they 
have any voice in the management of the society. The 
total death benefits, payable as above provided, shall in 
no case exceed the following amounts at ages at next 
birthday at time of death, respectively, as follows: One, 
twenty dollars; two, fifty dollars; three, seventy-five dol- 
lars; four, one hundred dollars; five, one hundred and 
thirty dollars; six, one hundred and sixty dollars; seven, 
two hundred dollars; eight, two hundred and fifty dol- 
lars; nine, three hundred and twenty dollars; ten, four 
hundred dollars; eleven, five hundred dollars; twelve, 
six hundred dollars; thirteen, seven hundred dollars: 
fourteen, eight hundred dollars; fifteen, nine hundred 
dollars. 

2. The contributions to be made upon such certificates 
shall be based upon the “Standard Industrial Mortality 
Table” or the “English Life Table Number Six” or 
such other mortality table as may be approved by the 
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Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, and a rate 
of interest not in excess of four per centum per an- 
num. 

3. Before granting authority to any society to issue 
contracts under this act the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance shall require a valuation report as of 
the preceding December thirty-first, certified by a com- 
petent actuary, such report to show that the society 
has total present admissible assets greater than the 
amount required to liquidate all its present liabilities 
and set up a reserve under its insurance certificates not 
less than the reserve by the National Fraternal Congress 
‘Table of Mortality and four per centum interest, and 
under its disability certificates a reserve according to 
a table of reliable experience; and he may first make 
an examination of the affairs of the society as here- 
inafter provided. 

4, Any society isuing such benefit certificates on the 
lives of children shall maintain on all such certificates 
the reserve required by the standard of mortality and 
interest adopted by the society for computing contribu- 
tions as provided in section two. 

5. A valuation report as provided in section three 
hereof, which shall also include the reserve as required 
by section four hereof, shall be filed on or before the 
first day of June of each year and shall show the con- 
dition of the society at the last previous December 
thirty-first. 

6. The Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, or 
any person or persons he may appoint, shall have full 
powers of visitation and examination into the affairs 
of any society issuing children’s certificates under this 
act. In the case of a foreign society he may in his 
discretion accept in lieu of such examination the ex- 
amination of the insurance department of the State, ter- 
ritory, province or country where such society is organ- 
ized. The full expense of any such examination shall 
be paid by the society examined upon statement fur- 
nished by the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance. 

7. If it shall appear to the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance from the valuation report filed or ex- 
amination made, that any society issuing children’s cer- 
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tificates under this act does not have sufficient admissible 
assets to liquidate all its then liabilities and set up the 
reserve required by this act, he shall have authority to 
revoke and cancel its authority to thereafter issue such 
children’s certificates. 

8. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 121. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act concerning unpaid taxes, assess- 
ments and other municipal charges on real property, 
and providing for the collection thereof by the crea- 
tion and enforcement of liens thereon’ (Revision of 
1918), approved April eleventh, one thousand nine 
hundred and nineteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section five of the act of which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

44. The holder of such tax title, upon compliance 
with the provisions of the act of which this act is an 
amendment, shall be entitled, for his expenses, to such 
sums as he may have actually paid out for recording 
fees, fees for service of notices necessarily and actually 
served, and fees and expenses in ascertaining the per- 
son or persons interested in the premises so sold, but 
such fees and expenses shall not exceed in all the sum 
of twelve dollars, beside the fees actually paid for 
recording the ¢ertificate, and fees actually paid for 
necessary advertising in a newspaper under this act; 
provided, however, that where the taxes, interest and 


‘costs shall exceed the sum of two hundred dollars then, 
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in that event, the holder of such tax title shall be en- 
titled to collect from the owner or other person having 
an interest in said lands an additional sum equal to 
two per centum of the amount so paid for such tax title. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 123. 


An Act concerning the revision, alteration, adjustment, 
reduction, settlement, satisfaction and collection of 
unpaid taxes, assessments and accgued interest thereon 
in municipalities of this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Whenever taxes or assessments, or both, levied 
and assessed against real property in this State are in 
arrears and unpaid and the owner of said real property 
or other person having an interest therein shall make 
application, in writing, to the governing body of the 
municipality in which said real property is situate for 
a revision, adjustment and reduction of said taxes or 
assessments, or both, and the said governing body shall 
determine that the sum of said taxes or assessments, 
or both, and the interest due thereon is greater in 
amount than the value of the real property upon which 
said taxes or assessments were levied, assessed and 
fixed, said governing body may fix and determine an 
amount to be accepted by such municipality in full satis- 
faction of the said taxes or assessments, or both, and 
the interest accrued thereon. If, within thirty days 
from the date of said determination, the petitioner 
shall pay to the collector of taxes or other proper officer 
of the municipality the amount fixed and determined as 
aforesaid, the said sum shall be accepted in full satis- 
faction, of all said taxes, assessments and interest 
thereon, and said collector of taxes or other proper 
officer of said municipality shall forthwith enter on his 
records said sum as in full payment, satisfaction and 
discharge of said taxes, assessments and interest, and 
the said taxes, assessments and interest shall cease to 
be a lien upon the real property on which the same were 
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levied or assessed. In the event that the sum so fixed Tf unpaid | 
and determined as aforesaid be not paid within thirty void. 
days of said determination by the governing body, then 
all proceedings hereunder shall be without force and 
effect.

An Act to amend and to further supplement an act 
entitled “A supplement to an act entitled ‘An act 
concerning unpaid taxes, assessments and _ other 
municipal charges on real property, and providing 
for the collection thereof by the creation and enforce- 
ment of liens thereon’ (Revision of 1918), approved 
March fourth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eighteen,’ approved March twenty-eighth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-seven.” 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is an Section 1 
amendment and supplement is hereby amended so as aoe 
to read as follows: 

1. Any municipality which has heretofore acquired Assigning 
or shall hereafter acquire title to any land or real estate $f tfc. 
by reason of the same having been struck off and sold 
to such municipality at any sale of lands for delinquent 
taxes and assessments, it shall be lawful for the govern- 
ing body of such municipality by resolution to author- 
ize a private sale of the certificate of tax sale for such 
land and real estate, together with subsequent liens 
thereon; such sale to be made by assignment executed 
by such officers as may be designated in the resolution; 
provided, that no such assignment shall be made unless proviso. 
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the purchaser thereof pay to the collector of such munic- 
ipality not less than the amount of municipal liens 
charged against said lands or real estate; provided, 
further, however, where the total amount of any such 
municipal liens shall, at the time of any proposed sale 
or assignment, exceed the assessed value of said lands 
or real estate as of the date of the last sale thereof for 
unpaid taxes and assessments, then, in such cases, the 
certificates, together with subsequent liens thereon, may 
be sold and assigned for a sum not less than the said 
assessed value. Before the governing body of such 
municipality shall authorize the assignment of such 
certificate or certificates, notice shall be mailed to the 
owner at the address appearing on the tax books of 
the municipality at least five days prior to the taking 
of such action by the governing body and public notice 
shall be posted in three public places in such municipal- 
ity at the time of the mailing of the notice as above. 
In municipalities over five thousand inhabitants the 
above notice must be published at least once in a public 
newspaper published or circulated in such municipality 
within five days prior to taking such action. 

2. All assignments of certificate of tax sale hereto- 
fore authorized and made by the governing body of any 
municipality and all proceedings had thereunder are 
hereby ratified and confirmed. 

3. Whenever, heretofore, a municipality has con- 
ducted one or more sales for unpaid taxes and assess- 
ments, and the land sold at said sales has previously been 
sold to the municipality by tax sale contrary to the pro- 
visions of an act entitled “An act concerning unpaid 
taxes, assessments and other municipal charges on real 
property, and providing for the collection thereof by 
the creation and enforcement of liens thereon (Revision 
of 1918)” and has failed to include the amount of 
prior liens and tax sales purchased by such municipality, 
then, in that event, the first sale of any such land to 
the municipality, as held under the provisions of the 
above-entitled act, shall be considered as the legal and 
binding sale of said land, and all subsequent sales thereof 
to the municipality where the former tax liens were 
purchased by the municipality are hereby declared to 
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be void and without effect, and the lien of the subsequent Lien 
taxes and assessments shall remain as a lien on said 
lands as though no sale had been made, and shall con- 
tinue as liens until the amount thereof, with interest, 
as provided in the above-entitled act, has been paid. 
4. This act shall take effect immediately.

facilities for taking care of persons who may seek 
treatment or care in said home or private hospital; 
provided, however, that nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to apply to any hospital, home or 
institution conducted by or for the members of anv 
religious body or denomination or regularly organized 
fraternal or charitable association. 

3. Section three of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

3. In considering the application for a license the said 
commissioner shall take into consideration whether such 
home has adequate fire protection and shall further 
make an investigation as to the character and financial 
responsibility of the applicant. 

Any person, firm, corporation or association who shall 
operate or conduct a private nursing home or private 
hospital without first obtaining the license specified in 
this act shall be liable to a penalty of five hundred 
dollars, or to imprisonment for six months, or both. 
In default of the payment of the fine fixed by this 
section, the defendant may be imprisoned in the common 
jail of the county, but such imprisonment shall not 
exceed the maximum fixed by this act. An action 
to recover the penalty incurred under the provisions 
of this act shall be in the nature of an action in debt, 
and jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon the Court 
of Common Pleas of any county in this State to hear 
and recover the penalty in the aforesaid action. The 
procedure and practice in all such cases shall conform 
to the practice and procedure prevailing in the court 
in which the action is instituted. All such actions 
shall be brought in the name of the Commissioner of 
Institutions and Agencies, and the penalty when recov- 
ered shall be payable to the Department of Institutions 
and Agencies for the use of said department.

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CHAPTER 126. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act relating to vital 
statistics concerning births and deaths,” approved 
April sixth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Within thirty days after the date of the birth of 
any child born in this State with visible congenital 
deformities, the physician, midwife, or person acting 
as midwife, who shall be in attendance upon the said 
birth, shall prepare and file with the State Rehabilita- 
tion Commission a statement setting forth such visible 
congenital deformity. The contents of such statement 
shall be solely for the use of the State Rehabilitation 
Commission in the performance of its duties under 
the laws of this State and shall not be open to public 
inspection nor considered in anywise- a public record, 
nor shall such contents be admissible in evidence nor 
in any way shown in any action or proceeding of a 
criminal or civil nature. Any person violating any of 
the inhibitions of this section shall be subject to a pen- 
alty of fifty dollars to be recovered in an action of 
debt at the suit of the State Department of Health. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 127. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act to regulate 
elections’ (Revision of 1920), passed May fifth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty, passed Feb- 
ruary twenty-fourth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section four of Article X of the act of which this 
act is amendatory be and the same is hereby amended 
so that the same shall read as follows: 


Municipal Clerks to County Clerks. 


4, It shall be the duty of all municipal clerks, on or 
before the first day of April in a presidential year, and 
on or before the first day of May in other years to 
make and to certify under their hands and seals of 
office and forward to the clerk of the county in which 
such municipality is located a statement, designating 
the public offices which are to be filled at such election, 
and the number of persons to be voted for each office. 
In counties of the first class said statement shall also be 
forwarded to the county board of elections. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 128. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A further supplement 
to an act entitled ‘An act to provide for the regulation 
and incorporation of insurance companies and to 
regulate the transaction of insurance business in this 
State,’ approved April third, one thousand nine 
hundred and two,’ which said supplement was 
approved March eighteenth, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and thirteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

1. No corporation, firm, association, individual or 
aggregation of individuals, hereinafter called “insurer,” 
doing the business of insurance within this State shall 
fix or make any rate or schedule of rates, or charge, 
demand, collect or receive, directly or indirectly, or 
through any special rate, tariff, drawback, rebate, con- 
cession, device or subterfuge, a rate for insurance, which 
discriminates unfairly between risks within this State 
of essentially the same hazard, nor shall any insurer 
against the hazards of fire or legal liability of employ- 
ers make any such insurance within this State except 
in accordance with general basis schedules, embodying 
basis rates, charges, credits, terms, conditions, permits, 
standards and other data necessary to the computation 
of equitable rates and rules of practice for such insur- 
ance, which general basis schedules, embodying basis 
rates, charges, credits, terms, conditions, permits, stand- 
ards and other data used for the determination of 
rates shall be filed by such insurer or its agent or expert 
duly authorized, with the Commissioner of Banking 
and Insurance within three months after this act goes 
into effect, or with the amendments to such general 
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basis schedules which may be filed with the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance from time to time 
thereafter. Any one or more of such insurers singly 
or jointly may employ for the making of such general 
basis schedules and rates and the filing of the same the 
services of such experts as it, or they, may deem advis- 
able for such purpose. In order that rates for insurance 
against the hazards of fire shall be reasonable it shall 
be unlawful for any such insurer licensed in this State 
to directly or indirectly pay or allow, or offer or agree 
to allow, any commission or other compensation or 
anything of value, in excess of a reasonable amount, 
to any person for acting as its agent in respect to any 
class of such insurance, nor to directly or indirectly 
pay or allow, or offer or agree to allow, any commis- 
sion or other compensation or anything of value, to any 
person for acting as its local agent in respect to any 
class of such insurance, in excess of that offered, paid 
or allowed to any one of its local agents on such risks 
in this State. On the written complaint of any insurer 
or any agent licensed in this State, that there has been 
any violation of the provisions of this act, or when 
the commissioner deems it necessary without such 
complaint, the commissioner shall inquire whether or 
not there has been any violation of the provisions of 
this act in the commissions paid or payable on such 
risks in this State. 

Every such insurer or agent shall, within ten days 
after written demand therefor, furnish to any person, 
upon whose property or risk a rate has been made by 
said insurer, or to his authorized representative, full 
information as to such rate, and if such property or 
risk be rated by schedule applying particularly to each 
risk, a copy of such schedule, and shall provide such 
means as may be approved by the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance whereby any person or persons 
affected by such rate may be heard on an application 
for a change in such rate. Whenever it is made to 
appear to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance that any such rate or general 
basis schedule or amendment thereof discriminates 
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unfairly between risks within this State of essentially 
the same hazard or that any insurer has made any 
insurance within this State at any rate not in accordance 
with the general basis schedule or amendment thereof 
filed by it, he may, after a full hearing, either before 
himself or before any salaried employee of the Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance whose report he may 
adopt, order such discrimination removed, or such rate 
corrected in accordance with such general basis schedule 
or amendment thereof; and all such insurers affected 
thereby shall forthwith comply with such order; nor 
shall such insurers or any of them remove such dis- 
crimination by increasing the rates on any risk or class 
of risks affected by such order unless it is made to 
appear to the satisfaction of the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance that such increase is justifiable. 

This supplement shall not apply to any contract of 
life insurance, nor to any contract of insurance upon 
or in connection with marine or transportation risks or 
hazards other than contracts for automobile insurance, 
nor to contracts of insurance upon property or risks 
located without this State, nor to contracts of title 
insurance or mortgage guaranty. 

2. Section two of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

Z. Any insurer, agent, expert, person or corporation 
violating any of the provisions of this act shall be sub- 
ject to a penalty of five hundred dollars for each and 
every violation to be sued for and recovered by the 
Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, or by any 
citizen of this State and paid to the State Treasurer. 
In case any insurer is convicted of a violation of this 
act, every local agent of the insurer in this State shall 
be entitled to the same commission or compensation, 
or other thing of value, for business done for the 
insurer during the calendar year in which the discrim- 
ination took place, on risks in this State, and any local 
agent may recover from the insurer in any court of 
competent jurisdiction, the amount of such excess 
commission or compensation, or other thing of value, 
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if any, to which he may become entitled under the pro- 
visions of this act. | 

If any section, provisions or part of this act be 
questioned in any court of competent jurisdiction, and 
declared to be unconstitutional, the said section, clause 
or part shall be exscinded and the remainder of the act 
shall continue in full force and effect. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 129. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “A general act relating 
to boroughs” (Revision, 1897), approved April 
twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-seven. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 

1. Boroughs having a population of not less than 
twenty-three hundred inhabitants, according to the 
next preceding Federal or State census, shall be en- 
titled to one member of the county board of chosen 
freeholders, to be elected by the people; provided, how- 
ever, that such chosen freeholder, elected under the 
provisions of this act, shall be elected at the next general 
election and shall assume office on January first follow- 
ing said election; and provided, further, that the pro- 
visions of this act shall not be operative in any county 
that operates under the provisions of an act entitled 
‘An act to reorganize the boards of chosen freeholders 
of the several counties of this State, reducing the mem- 
bership thereof, fixing the salaries and providing for 
the election and terms of offices of the members and 
also for the appointment and terms of office of officers 
appointed by such boards” (Revision of 1912), ap- 
proved April first, one thousand nine hundred and 
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twelve; and provided, further, that the provisions of 
this act shall not be operative in any county where the 
members of the board of chosen freeholders are selected 
in accordance with the provisions of an act entitled 
“An act to reorganize the government of counties of 
the first class in this State,’ approved March twenty- 
sixth, one thousand nine hundred and twelve, and the 
acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto; 
and provided, further, that the provisions of this act 
shall not be operative in counties of the fourth class in 
this State. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 130. 


An Act to enable counties of the fourth class which have 
no county hospitals to assist in maintaining hospitals 
located in such counties or in adjoining counties. 


Br It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. It shall and may be lawful-for the board of chosen 
freeholders of any county of the fourth class in this 
State, which has no hospital! located therein maintained 
by such county, other than the hospital or sick ward of 
the county poor home, or other than a county tuberculosis 
hospital or sanatorium, or other than a county hospita! 
or sanatorium for the insane, or other than a hospital 
for contagious or infectious diseases, to make an ap- 
propriation of a sum of money not exceeding ten thou- 
sand dollars each year, to any one hospital, in the same 
manner that appropriations for other county purposes 
are made, which sum so appropriated shall be included 
in the annual tax levy of such county, and collected in 
the same manner and at the same time as other county 
taxes, and shall be applied to the purpose of supporting 
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and maintaining such patients as may be sent to any 
hospital or hospitals whether privately owned and main- 
tained or supported by private charity, and located in 
such county or in adjoining counties; provided, that the 
sum so appropriated be used and applied for the bene- 
fit, comfort and maintenance of such patients, inmates 
of such hospital. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 131. 


An Act to authorize the formation and regulation of 
corporations to construct, own and operate motor toll 
roads and facilities in connection therewith. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Upon executing and filing a certificate in the form 
hereinafter provided, any three or more persons may 
form a corporation for the purpose of constructing, 
owning, maintaining, operating and regulating a motor 
toll road or roads for the use and passage of persons, 
property and motor driven vehicles. The said certifi- 
cate shall set forth: 

a. Name. The name of the company, which shall 
not resemble any name already in use by any corpora- 
tion of this State, so as to lead to uncertainty or con- 
fusion. 

b. Office. The location of the principal office in the 
State. 

c. Object-Route-Termini. The object of the com- 
pany; the terminal points between which its main line 
or route shall be established. The counties in or through 
which the main line of the road and route and any 
branches, laterals or spurs or connections are intended 
to be constructed and the length, as near as may be 
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known, of the main line and route, which shall in no 
case be less than twenty-five miles between the terminal 
points of such main road or route. 

d. Capital Stock. The total number of shares of 
stock which the company is authorized to issue; the 
class or classes (if there be more than one class) into 
which such shares are divided and the number of shares 
of each class; the number of shares of such authorized 
stock which are to have a par value and the par value 
ef each such share, and the number of shares of stock 
which are to have no par value; the amount of capital 
stock subscribed for by the incorporators, which shall 
not be less than five hundred dollars for each mile or 
fraction thereof of the main line of road and route, and 
of the amount so subscribed one thousand dollars shall 
be paid in before the company shall commence business, 
and the balance thereof on or before the time of filing 
the survey hereinafter mentioned. If there be more 
than one class of stock created by the certificate, the 
certificate shall set forth the rights, designation, prefer- 
ences and voting powers of the respective classes. 

e. Names, etc., of Incorporators. The names and 
places of residence of the incorporators and the num- 
ber of shares subscribed by each; the aggregate of such 
subscription shall be the amount of capital with which 
the company shall commence business. 

i. Names, etc., of Directors. ‘The names and places 
of residence of the first directors of the company, not 
less than three hor more than fifteen in number, who 
shall be stockholders and incorporators of the company 
and at least one of whom shal! be a resident of this 
State and who shall manage its affairs until others 
are chosen in their place at the next annual election. 

g. Duration of Incorporation. The period, if any, 
limited for the duration of the company. 

h. Powers, Regulations, etc. Any provision author- 
ized by this act or by law which the incorporators may 
choose to insert for the regulation of the business and 
for the conduct of the affairs of the corporation; or 
for creating, defining, limiting and regulating the powers 
cf its directors or stockholders. | 
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i. Acknowledgment-Filing. The certificate shall be 
proved or acknowledged as required for deeds of real 
estate and shall be filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State upon compliance with the terms of this act, 
to whom shall be paid such fees as are required to be 
made by corporations organized under the act entitled 
“Act concerning corporations” (Revision of 1896), and 
the supplements thereto and amendments thereof. 

2. Incorporation. Upon making the certificate of in- 
corporation and causing the same to be filed as afore- 
said, the persons so associating, their successors and as- 
signs, shall, from the date of such filing, be and con- 
stitute a body corporate by name set forth in said cer- 
tificate. 

3. Amendments. Any company incorporated or re- 
incorporated under this act may amend its certificate of 
incorporation so as to change, extend its roads or routes 
and so as to lay out, construct and build main lines of 
road, branches, laterals, spurs, approaches and connec- 
tions other than those stated in its original certificate 
of incorporation or reincorporation, or in any prior 
amendment thereto, by filing in the office of the Secre- 
tary of State a certificate of amendment specifying the 
terminus or termini to which the then existing main 
line is to be extended and the termini of any new main 
line, and the general location of any additional branches, 
laterals and connections. Said certificate of amendment 
shall be made, authorized, executed and filed in the 
same manner as an amendment effected under section 
twenty-seven of an act entitled “An act concerning cor- 
porations” (Revision of 1896), and all amendments and 
supplements thereto, but no amendment as permitted 
herein shall be made so as to give the company any 
powers other than those provided for or contemplated 
herein. 

4. General Powers. Every corporation shall have the 
general powers conferred by the act entitled “An act 
concerning corporations” (Revision of 1896), and the 
supplements thereto and amendments thereof, so far as 
the same are appropriate to and not inconsistent with 
this act, and in addition thereto, shall have the follow- 
ing powers, to wit: 
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a. Determination of Route and Making of Surveys. 
To locate and determine the route of its main road and 
route and branches, laterals and spurs and connections 
with any thereof and approaches thereto, and other 
buildings or works, and for that purpose to make such 
surveys as may be necessary and to enter upon lands 
or waters of any person, doing no unnecessary injury 
to private or other property, but subject to responsibil- 
ity for all damages which shall be done thereto. 

b. Acquisition of Real Estate. To acquire from time 
to time, without limit as to amount, by purchase or 
lease, and to hold, use and enjoy all such real estate 
and other property as may in the judgment of the direc- 
tors of the company be necessary or advantageous for 
any of the purposes of the company, or incident to the 
carrying out of the objects for which it is formed or 
any projects undertaken in connection therewith, includ- 
ing, but not limited to, property necessary for terminal 
purposes or advantageously acquired in connection with 
the acquisition of property for such purposes, and for 
the construction and maintenance and drainage of its 
main road and route and branches, laterals and connec- 
tions therewith and approaches to any thereof, stations, 
sidings, parking spaces, toll houses, garages and other 
facilities deemed by the directors desirable in the con- 
duct of the business of the company and the enjoyment 
and use of the roads and routes by the persons travel- 
ing over the same. Any property, so acquired, or rights 
therein, may be sold or leased or otherwise disposed of 
for such purpose or purposes and for such considera- 
tion and upon such terms as the directors may at any 
time and from time to time determine. 

c. Construction and Operation of Road and Admis- 
sion and Control of Traffic. To lay out, construct or 
contract for the construction of, to light or to contract 
for the lighting of and to operate its road and route, 
to construct and operate or provide for construction 
and operation of toll houses, parking places, garages 
and any other structures necessary or useful in the op- 
eration of said road, and also any buildings and facili- 
ties for the use of persons traveling over said roads or 
stopping at points thereon, and to charge and collect 
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tolls and charges as hereinafter provided and to exer- 
cise all other powers incident to any of the foregoing 
or powers hereinafter provided for. No equestrian and 
no vehicle drawn or propelled by animal power shall be 
entitled to use or cross the road or roads of any com- 
pany formed under this act, unless a crossing when 
made upon a public highway or street or at such point 
or points and upon such regulations as the board of 
directors of the company shall determine. The com- 
pany shall also have the rights to close all or any part 
of its roads and routes, main line and others at any 
time for the purpose of making repairs to its roads and 
property and shall at all times have the power, in its 
discretion, to limit the amount and class of traffic over 
the same, and refuse admission to any class of traffic. 

d. Condemnation. To take by condemnation any 
land and property which it is authorized to acquire and 
hold or which in the judgment of the directors the 
exigencies of business may demand, not exceeding two 
hundred and fifty feet in width unless more shall be 
required for slopes or cuts or embankments or retain- 
ing walls or approaches, or drainage purposes, and all 
such other lands and property adjoining its main road 
and route or right of way or branches, connections and 
laterals as may be deemed necessary for terminals, toll 
houses, garages, freight depots and all other legitimate 
purposes of the company. In case condemnation pro- 
ceedings shall be instituted the procedure shall be in 
accordance with the provisions of an act entitled “An 
act to regulate the ascertainment and payment of com- 
pensation for property condemned or taken for public 
use” (Revision of one thousand nine hundred), ap- 
proved March twentieth, one thousand nine hundred, 
and the supplements thereto and amendments thereof. 

e. Viaducts, Bridges, Tunnels. To construct and 
maintain viaducts or bridges over, or tunnels or culverts 
under, any public or private road, railroad or street or 
other railway or navigable or other river, stream or 
bay or water or public improvement. 

f. Regulations. To make rules and regulations with 
respect to admission of traffic and governing and con- 
trolling the same, including the speed thereof, and limit- 
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ing the number, character, class, kind and ownership of 
vehicles, persons and property entitled to use the prop- 
erty of the company, and generally covering the opera- 
tion and control of its property and the conduct of its 
business. ‘The company shall also have power to regu- 
late and prevent huckstering and traffic in fruits, goods, 
wares and merchandise, of whatever description, in or 
upon or along any of its property, roads or routes. 

g. Existing Roads. To use all or part of any existing 
road or highway upon consent first had and obtained of 
the governing body in control of said road or highway. 

h. Road Connections. To connect with any existing 
State, county or municipal public highway upon consent 
of the commission, board or body having control of 
said public highway. 

5. Tolls. That it shall and may be lawful for any 
company incorporated or reincorporated under this act 
at any and all times to take, demand and receive for 
passage over the road or roads or routes, and upon entry 
thereof or any part thereof, such tolls as the board of 
directors may at any time and from time to time estab- 
lish, which shall not, however, exceed ten cents per mile 
of main line road or other road traveled, except in the 
case of trucks and commercial vehicles or vehicles op- 
erated for profit or for carriage in which the owners 
or others operating the same charge a fare or other 
compensation, in which case such limit of ten cents per 
mile shall not apply. 

6. Toll Gatherers and Their Powers; Policemen. 
That it shall be lawful for any toll gatherer or employee 
of any company incorporated under this act, to stop any 


person or motor vehicle from passing over said road or. 


route until the toll before mentioned shall have been 
paid, and they, and any policemen appointed under the 
provisions of this act, shall have power to eject all per- 
sons improperly on any road or other property of said 
company, or acting disorderly thereon, or who neglect 
or refuse to pay the toll before mentioned, or observe 
the rules prescribed by the company for the use of any 
of its said roads or routes or other property. On ap- 
plication of any company incorporated under this act, 
the Governor of the State may appoint such persons as 
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the company may designate to act as policemen for said 
company, and shall issue to each person so appointed a 
commission, a copy of which shall be filed in the office 
of the Secretary of State; every person so appointed 
and commissioned shall, in the counties wherein are lo- 
cated any route or routes of any motor toll road or 
terminus of said company, possess all the powers of 
policemen and of constables in criminal cases of the sev- 
eral townships and municipalities in said counties and 
shall receive from the company by whom empowered 
such compensation as shall be agreed upon between said 
company and person; when on duty, except when em- 
ployed as a detective, he shall wear in plain view a 
metallic shield or device with the words “Motor Toll 
Road Police” and the name or style of the company for 
whom appointed described thereon; when any such com- 
pany shall file in the office of the Secretary of State a 
notice that it no longer requires the services of such 
policeman, his power shall cease and determine. ‘The 
company shall have the right and power to sue for and 
collect, by an appropriate action at law, any toll not paid, 
but this right and power shall not prevent the exercise 
by the policemen aforesaid of the powers hereinabove 
mentioned. 

7. Filing of Survey. When‘the route or routes of 
any motor toll road shall have been determined upon by 
the directors of the company, a survey of such route 
and the location particularly described in the main line 
and branches, laterals, spurs, approaches and connec- 
tions, if any, shall be filed in the office of the Secretary 
of State, having attached thereto or written thereon 
such legend or endorsement as will indicate by what 
company the same is filed. The company may, from 
time to time, make and file surveys and additions and 
changes of the original survey; provided, however, that 
no change of termini, as set forth in the certificate of 
incorporation, shall be made without a corresponding 
amendment to the certificate of incorporation made as 
hereinabove provided. After any such survey shall have 
been filed, no public highway, private road, railway, rail- 
road, canal or other public way or viaduct or improve- 
ment shall be laid out or constructed so that the same 
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shall cross the main line of the road or routes of such 
company at grade, and no other corporation formed 
under this act or under any other act pertaining to the 
operation and construction of turnpikes or other toll 
roads shall construct a parallel route within twenty miles 
of the location of the main line of the route described 
in such survey, unless and until it shall obtain and file 
in the office of the Secretary of State the consent of the 
company which originally filed the survey. 

8. Commencement and Completion. The final sur- 
vey for the main line of road or route shall be filed 
within one year after the incorporation or reincorpora- 
tion of the company, and the survey setting forth the 
location of any branches, laterals, spurs and connections, 
if any, shall be filed from time to time as the board 
of directors of the company may determine. Work of 
constructing the main line of road or routes or the 
terminal shall be begun within eighteen calendar months 
after the incorporation or reincorporation of the com- 
pany; provided, however, that if any company now or 
hereafter organized under this act has been or shall be 
restrained, prevented or enjoined by the order of any 
court or judge thereof, or by any proceedings whatever 
at law or in equity, from prosecuting the work, or from 
opening or completing its road or route, or shall be 
compelled to take proceedings for the condemnation of 
any property or rights therein, the time which any such 
company has been or shall be so restrained, prevented 
or enjoined and the time consumed for final determina- 
tion of any such condemnation proceedings shall not be 
taken or computed as any part of the time allowed and 
limited in this section for the commencement of work. 

9. Parallel Roads. No motor toll roads shall be built 
pursuant to this act unless the same shall run in the 
same general direction with and parallel more or less 
at one or more points to an existing public highway, 
except with the consent of the State Highway Commis- 
sion first had and obtained and filed in the office of the 
Secretary of State. 

10. Grade Crossing. No toll road shall cross at grade 
any existing public highway which is under the super-

vision of the State Highway Commission, or any rail- 
road or street or other railway. 

11. Indebtedness and Mortgages. Any company in- 
corporated or reincorporated under this act shall have 
the power to borrow money to provide funds for the 
acquisition of property, the construction of its road and 
other property and for any other corporate purposes, and 
may issue and dispose of its obligations for any amount 
so borrowed, and may mortgage all or any part of its 
property, franchises and rights to secure the payment 
of such obligations or of any debt contracted for any 
of such purposes. Such mortgage may be given to se- 
cure a fixed or unlimited amount borrowed or to be bor- 
rowed, and the terms and provisions of the mortgage 
and the bonds to be issued thereunder shall be such as 
shall be determined by the board of directors of the 
company; provided, however, that if, and only if, the 
certificate of incorporation or the by-laws so provide the 
vote or consent of the holders of a fixed percentage of 
the stock of one or more classes of the company may 
be required in order to authorize the creation of any 
such mortgage. 

12. Acquisition. In the event that the State of New 
Jersey or any county or municipality therein shall, at 
any time, have the right to acquire the motor toll road 
or other property of any company organized under this 
act, and at any time prior to twenty-five years after the 
incorporation or reincorporation of the company, shall 
exercise any such right which it may so have to acquire 
the same then and in that event, in determining the 
consideration to be paid to the owner of such motor toll 
road or other property, the commission or other board 
or court having jurisdiction in the premises, shall include, 
among other elements of value to be allowed and com- 
pensated for, proper compensation to the owner for go- 
ing value and loss of future earnings, notwithstanding 
any other statute or law to the contrary. 

13. Acts Not Applying or Affected. The provisions 
of all acts or parts of acts now in effect pertaining to 
turnpike companies and bridge companies shall not apply 
to any corporations incorporated or reincorporated

under this act, but shall remain in full force and effect 
as to corporations heretofore and hereinafter incorpo- 
rated under said act or acts. 

14. Constitutionality. If any part or parts of this 
act shall be declared to be unconstitutional, the other 
parts thereof shall not thereby be affected or impaired.

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An Act establishing the New Jersey Nautical and Mari- 
time School; and providing for the management, 
maintenance and support thereof. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The new Jersey Nautical and Maritime School is 
hereby established. Such school is so established and 
shall be maintained for the purpose of instructing resi- 
dents of this State in all matters relating to the sea- 
faring profession, including the theory and practice of 
Navigation, seamanship and all matters pertaining 
thereto; marine engineering and mechanics; the care 
and furtherance of trade by cargo ships with instruction 
in port and ocean traffic regulations and customs .as 
followed by the most progressive water transportation 
agencies under rules and practice of maritime law of 
this day by nations, in order to advance the State of 
New Jersey to her proper place and share in interstate 
and foreign American trade. 

2. The New Jersey Nautical and Maritime School 
shall be managed and subject to the direction and 
authority of a commission consisting of the Adjutant- 
General of the State, the Quartermaster-General and the 
Commissioner of Education. The said commission is 
authorized to select and appoint a superintendent of the 
said nautical and maritime school who shall be the 
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executive officer thereof and subject to the direction 
of the said commission, and the rules and regulations 
established therefor concerning the conduct of said 
school. ‘The said executive officer so appointed shall 
hold his office for five years and his compensation shall 
be fixed by said commission. The said commission is 
further authorized to make any rule or regulation not 
inconsistent herewith in order to effectuate this act. 
The commission is further authorized to employ such 
instructors and assistants necessary to comprise the 
teaching staff of said school. Such instructors and 
assistants being qualified for sea management of a 
vessel or vessels during cruising and port periods. 

3. Any male resident of this State between the ages 
of sixteen and twenty years, inclusive, shall be eligible 
for appointment to the New Jersey Nautical and Mari- 
time School. The Governor of New Jersey is author- 
ized to select and appoint five candidates to said school. 
Fach member of the Senate and each member of the 
General Assembly is authorized to select and appoint 
one candidate to said school, and the persons so selected 
and appointed in the manner in this act provided, 
shall be certified to the commission, created under this 
act, and upon such certification shall be enrolled by the 
commission as a student. Any vacancies happening for 
any cause shall be filled by the Governor. All such 
appointments and certifications shall be made on or 
before July first, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-eight. 

4. For the purpose of carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of this act there is hereby appropriated the sum 
of seventy-five thousand dollars when included in the 
annual appropriation bill. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER. 133. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the punish- 
ment of crimes” (Revision of 1898), approved June 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred ninety-eight. 


BE If ENACTED by ihe Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In this act, unless the context otherwise requires, 

(1) The term ‘article’ means any article of mer- 
chandise and includes any portion of such article, 
whether a distinct part thereof or not (including every 
part thereof whether or not separable and also including 
material for manufacture). 

(2) The terms “platinum,” “iridium,” “palladium,” 
“ruthenium,” “rhodium,” and/or ‘‘osmium” include any 
alloy or alloys of any one or more of said metals. 

(3) The term “mark” means any mark, sign, device, 
imprint, stamp or brand applied to any article, or to 
any tag, card, paper, label, box, carton, container, holder, 
package, cover, or wrapping attached to, used in con- 
junction with, or inclosing such article, or any bill, bill 
of sale, invoice, statement, letter, circular, advertisement, 
notice, memorandum, or other writing or printing. 

(4) The terms “apply” and “applied” include any 
method or means of application or attachment to, or of 
use on, or in connection with, or in relation to, an 
article, whether such application, attachment, or use is 
to, on, by, in, or with. 

(A) The article itself; or 

(B) Anything attached to the article; or 

(C) Anything to which the article is attached; or 

(D) Anything in or on which the article is; or 

(E) Anything so used or placed as to lead to a 
reasonable belief that the mark on that thing is meant 
to be taken as a mark on the article itself. 

(5) The term “quality mark” means any mark as 
herein defined indicating, describing, identifying or 
referring to or appearing or seeming or purporting 
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to indicate, describe, identify or refer to the partial or 
total presence or existence of, or the quality of, or 
the percentage of, or the purity of, or the number of 
parts of platinum, iridium, palladium, ruthenium, 
rhodium, and/or osmium in any article. 

2. (a) When an article is composed of mechanism, 
works or movements and of a case or cover containing 
the mechanism, works or movements, a quality mark 
applied to the article shall be deemed not to be, nor to 
be intended to be, applied to the mechanism, works or 
movements. 

(b) The quality mark applied to the article shall be 
deemed not to apply to springs, winding bars, sleeves, 
crown cores, mechanical joints, pins, screws, rivets, 
dust bands, detachable movement rims, hat-pin stems, 
bracelet and necklace snap tongues. In addition, in 
the event that an article is marked under paragraph 
five of section five, the quality mark applied to the 
article shall be deemed not to apply to pin tongues, 
joints, catches, lapel button backs and the posts to which 
they are attached, scarf-pin stems, hat-pin sockets, shirt- 
stud backs, vest-button backs and ear-screw backs; 
provided, that such parts are made of the same quality 
of gold as is used in the balance of the article. 

3. If there is any quality mark printed, stamped or 
branded on the article itself, there must also be printed, 
stamped or branded on the said article itself the follow- 
ing mark, to wit: A trade-mark duly applied for or 
registered under the laws of the United States of the 
manufacturer of such article; except that if such manu- 
facturer has sold or contracted to sell such article to 
a jobber, wholesaler or retail dealer regularly engaged 
in the business of buying and selling similar articles, 
this provision shall be deemed to be complied with if 
there is so marked on the said article the trade-mark duly 
registered under the laws of the United States of such 
jobber, wholesaler or retail dealer, respectively; and in 
such event there may also be marked on the said article 
itself numerals intended to identify the article, design 
or pattern; provided, however, that such numerals do 
not appear or purport to be a part of the quality mark; 
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provided, further, that they are not calculated to mislead 
or deceive anyone in believing that they are partly of 
the quality mark. 

4, All quality marks applied to any article shall be 
equal in size and equally visible, legible, clear and dis- 
tinct, and no quality mark which is false, deceptive or 
misleading shall be applied to any article or to any 
descriptive device therefor. No more than one quality 
mark shall be applied to any article and such quality 
mark shall be applied to such article in only one place 
thereon except as elsewhere in this law specifically 
permitted. 

(b) Wherever in this act provision is made for 
marking the number of parts or percentage of metals 
such number or percentage shall refer to weight and not 
to volume, thickness or any other basis. 

5. There shall not be applied to any article any quality 
mark or any colorable imitation thereof, nor any con- 
traction thereof, nor any addition thereto, nor any 
words or letters, nor any mark purporting to be or 
resembling a quality mark, except as follows: 

(1) An article consisting of at least nine hundred 
and eighty-five one-thousandths parts of platinum, 
iridium, palladium, ruthenium, rhodium, and/or osmi- 
tum, where solder is not used and at least nine hundred 
and fifty one-thousands parts of said same metal or 
metals where solder is used, may be marked “platinum” ; 
provided, that the total of the aforementioned metals 
other than pure platinum shall amount to no more than 
fifty one-thousandths parts of the contents of the entire 
article. 

(2) An article consisting of at least nine hundred and 
eighty-five one-thousandths parts platinum, iridium, 
palladium, ruthenium, rhodium, and/or osmium, where 
solder is not used and at least nine hundred and fifty 
one-thousandths parts of the said same metal or metals 
where solder is used; provided, that at least seven 
hundred and fifty one-thousandths parts of said article 
are pure platinum, may be marked “platinum”; pro- 
vided, further, that immediately preceding the mark 
“platinum” there is marked the name or abbreviation 
as hereinafter provided, of either iridium, palladium, 
ruthenium, rhodium, and/or osmium, whichever of said 
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metals predominates; and provided, further, that such 
such predominating other metal must be more than 
fifty one-thousandths parts of the entire article. 

(3) An article consisting of at least nine hundred 
and eighty-five one-thousandths parts of platinum, 
iridium, palladium, ruthenium, rhodium, and/or osmium, 
where solder is not used and at least nine hundred and 
fifty one-thousandths parts of said same metals where 
solder is used; provided, that more than five 
hundred one-thousandths parts of said article consists 
of pure platinum, may be marked with the word “plat- 
inum”; provided, further, that said word is immediately 
preceded by a decimal fraction in one-thousandths 
showing the platinum content in proportion to the 
content of the entire article; and provided, further, that 
said mark “platinum” be followed by the name or 
abbreviation as herein allowed, of such one or more 
of the following metals, to wit: iridium, palladium, 
ruthenium, rhodium, and/or osmium, that may be 
present in the article in quantity of more than fifty 
one-thousandths parts of the entire article. The name 
of such other metal or metals other than platinum, 
however, shall each be immediately preceded by a 
decimal fraction in one-thousandths showing the con- 
tent of such other metal or metals in proportion to the 
entire article—as, for example, 600 Plat., 350 Pall., 
or 500 Plat., 200 Pall., 150 Ruth., 100 Rhod. 

(4) An article consisting of nine hundred and fifty 
one-thousandths parts of the following metals: Plat- 
inum, iridium, palladium, ruthenium, rhodium, and/or 
osmium, with less than five hundred one-thousandths 
parts of the entire article consisting of pure platinum, 
may be marked with the name iridium, palladium, 
ruthenium, rhodium, and/or osmium, whichever pre- 
dominates in the said article, but in no event with the 
mark “platinum”; provided, however, that the quantity 
of such metal other than platinum so marked must be 
marked in decimal thousandths; and provided, further, 
that the name of such metal other than platinum so 
used must be spelled out in full, irrespective of any 
other provisions of this act to the contrary. 
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(5) An article composed of platinum and gold which 
resembles, appears, or purports to be platinum may be 
marked with a karat mark and the platinum mark; 
provided, 

(A) The platinum in such article shall be at least 
nine hundred and eighty-five one-thousandths parts 
pure platinum; and 

(B) The fineness of the gold in such article shall be 
correctly described by the karat mark of said gold; and 

(C) The percentage of platinum in such article shall 
be no less than five per centum in weight of the total 
weight of the article; and 

(D) The mark shall be so applied that the karat 
mark shall immediately precede the platinum mark, as 
for example, “14 K & Plat.,’ “18 K & Plat.,” as the 
case may be, it being expressly provided that in case 
the percentage of platinum exceeds the five per centum 
provided herein the quality mark may also include a 
declaration of the percentage of platinum, as for 
example, “18 K & 1/10th Plat.,” or “14 K & 1/8th 
Plat.,” or as the case may be. 

(6) An article composed of platinum, and any other 
material or metal not resembling, appearing or purport- 
ing to be platinum, may be marked with the quality 
mark platinum; provided, that all parts or portions of 
such article resembling, or appearing, or purporting to 
be platinum, or reasonably purporting to be described 
as platinum by said quality mark, shall be at least nine 
hundred and eighty-five one-thousandths parts pure 
platinum. 

6. Whenever provided for in this act, except as 
specifically excepted in paragraph four of section five 
hereof, the word “platinum” may be applied by spelling 
it out in full or by abbreviation ‘“‘Plat.’; the word 
“iridium” may be applied by spelling it out in full or by 
the abbreviation “TIrid.”; the word “palladium” may 
be applied by spelling it out in full or by the abbrevi- 
ation “Pall.”; the word “ruthenium” may be applied 
by spelling it out in full or by the abbreviation “Ruth.” 
the word “rhodium” may be applied by spelling it out 


in full or by the abbreviation ‘Rhod.” ; and the word. 
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“osmium” may be applied by spelling it out in full or 
by the abbreviation “Osmi.” 

7. Any person, firm, partnership, corporation or 
association, or any officer, manager, director, employee 
er agent thereof, who shall sell or offer or expose for 
sale in this State, after July fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-nine, any article to which is 
applied any quality mark which does not conform to 
all the provisions of this act, or from which is omitted 
any park required by the provisions of this act, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

8. In any action relating to the enforcement of any 
provision of this article, a certificate duly issued by an 
assay office of the Treasury Department of the United 
States, certifying the weight of any article, or any part 
thereof, or of the kind, weight, quality, fineness or 
quantity of any ingredient thereof, shall be receivable 
in evidence as constituting prima facie proof of the 
matter or matters so certified. 

9. In any action relating to the enforcement of any 
provision of this act, proof that an article has been 
marked in violation of the provisions of this act shall 
be deemed to be prima facie proof that such article 
was manufactured after this act became effective. 

10. This act shall not become effective until July 
fourth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, 
and shall not apply to any article manufactured prior 
to that time. 

11. In case, for any reason, any paragraph or any 
provision of this act shall be questioned in any court 
and shall be held to be unconstitutional or invalid, the 
same shall not be held to affect any other paragraph or 
provision of this act.

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CHAPTER 134. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,” approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


Be It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Article XIII, section one, of the act to which this 
is an amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. The governing body of every municipality shall 
have power and authority, by ordinance, notwithstand- 
ing any maximum or minimum limitation now fixed by 
statute, to fix and determine the amount of salary, 
wages and compensation to be paid each officer, employee, 
servant and agent of such municipality who, by law, is 
entitled to be paid a salary, wage or compensation, ex- 
cepting the members of any governing body therein 
whose salary shall be fixed by vote of the legal voters 
as hereinafter provided; and also excepting all officers 
whose salaries shall have been adopted or determined 
by a referendum vote of the voters in such municipal- 
ity, which salaries shall not be changed except by an- 
other and further referendum vote therefor; provided, 
however, that in case any elective officer entitled to re- 
ceive a salary has been or is re-elected to succeed him- 
self after having served one full term in such office that 
the salary of such officer may be increased not more 
than once during such term for which the said officer is 
duly re-elected. 

2. Article XIII, section two, of the act to which this 
is an amendment, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

2. Salaries, wages or other compensation shall not be 


paid the members of any governing body until the legal £% 


voters of such municipality shall have voted for the 
payment of such salaries, wages or other compensation 
at a general election held in such municipality ; provided, 
however, that this section shall not apply to municipali- 
ties governed under the provisions of an act entitled “An 
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act relating to, regulating and providing for the govern- 
ment of cities, towns, townships, boroughs, villages and 
other municipalities governed by boards of commission- 
ers or improvement commissions in this State,” approved 
April twenty-fifth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eleven; and provided, further, however, that this act 
shall not affect the salary or the increase or decrease 
thereof during the term of office of the mayor of any 
municipality having twenty thousand or more inhabitants 
at the latest census. 

3. Article XIII, section nine, of the act to which this 
is an amendment, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

9. The legal voters of any municipality shall have 
authority to fix and determine the salary, wage or other 
compensation for the members of the council or other 
governing body, and to fix and determine the salary, 
wage or other compensation for the mayor, excepting 
in municipalities having more than twenty thousand in- 
habitants at the latest census, in accordance with sec- 
tion two of this article. In municipalities having more 
than twenty thousand inhabitants the council or other 
governing body shall have power by ordinance to fix 
and determine the amount of salary, wages or other 
compensation to be paid such mayor; provided, however, 
that in case the mayor of any municipality is re-elected 
to succeed himself after having served one full term in 
such office that the salary of such mayor may be in- 
creased not more than once during such term for which 
the said mayor is duly re-elected. 

4, All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act are hereby repealed, and this act 
shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 135. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act prescribing 
the liability of an employer to make compensation for 
injuries received by an employee in the course of em- 
ployment, establishing an elective schedule of com- 
pensation and regulating procedure for the determi- 
nation of liability and compensation thereunder,” ap- 
proved April fourth, one thousand nine hundred and 
eleven, as amended by Chapter ninety-three, Laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and nineteen; Chapter 


eighty-five, Laws of one thousand nine hundred and 


twenty-one, and Chapter forty-nine of the Laws of 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-three. 


BE iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Paragraph eleven of the act referred to in the title 
of this act is hereby amended to read as follows: 

11. Following is a schedule of compensation: 

(a) For injury producing temporary disability, sixty- 
six and two-thirds per centum of the wages received at 
the time of the injury, subject to a maximum compensa- 
tion of twenty dollars per week and a minimum of ten 
dollars per week; provided, that if at the time of the in- 
jury the employee receives wages of less than ten dol- 
lars per week, then he shall receive the full amount of 
such wages per week. This compensation shall be paid 
during the period of such disability, not, however, be- 
yond three hundred weeks. 

'(b) For disability total in character and permanent 
in quality, sixty-six and two-thirds per centum of the 
wages received at the time of injury, subject to a maxi- 
mum compensation of twenty dollars per week and a 
minimum of ten dollars per week; provided, that if at the 
time of injury the employee receives wages of less than 
ten dollars per week then he shall receive the full amount 
of wages per week. This compensation shall be paid 
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for a period of four hundred weeks, at which time 
compensation payments shall cease unless the employee 
shall have submitted to such physical or educational re- 
habilitation as may have been ordered by the Rehabilita- 
tion Commission of the State, and can show that be- 
cause of such disability it is impossible for him to ob- 
tain wages or earnings equal to those earned at the time 
of the accident, in which case further weekly payments 
shall be made during the period of such disability, the 
amount thereof to be the previous weekly compensation 
payment diminished by that portion thereof that the 
wage, or earnings, he is then able to earn, bears to the 
wages received at the time of the accident. In calculat- 
ing compensation for this extension beyond four hun- 
dred weeks the minimum provision of ten dollars shall 
not apply. This extension of compensation payments 
beyond four hundred weeks shall be subject to such 
periodic reconsiderations and extensions as the case may 
require, and shall apply only to disability total in char- 
acter and permanent in quality, and shall not apply to 
any accident occurring prior to July fourth, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-three. 

(c) For disability partial in character, but permanent 
in quality, the compensation shall be based upon the 
extent of such disability. In cases included in the fol- 
lowing schedule the compensation shall be that named 
in the schedule to wit: 

(d) For the loss of the thumb, sixty-six and two- 
thirds per centum of daily wages during sixty-five 
weeks. 

(e) For the loss of the first finger, commonly called 
index finger, sixty-six and two-thirds per centum of 
daily wages during forty weeks. 

({) For the loss of a second finger, sixty-six and 
two-thirds per centum of daily wages during thirty 
weeks. 

(g) For the loss of a third finger, sixty-six and two- 
thirds per centum of daily wages during twenty weeks. 

(h) For the loss of a fourth finger, commonly called 
little finger, sixty-six and two-thirds per centum of daily 
wages during fifteen weeks. 
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(i) The loss of the first phalange of the thumb or of 
any finger shall be considered to be equal to the loss 
of one-half of such thumb or finger, and the compensa- 
tion shall be for one-half of the periods of time above 
specified. The loss of any portion of the thumb or any 
finger between the terminal joint and the end thereof 
shall be compensated for’a like proportion of the period 
of time prescribed for the loss of the first phalange of 
such member. 

(j) The loss of the first phalange and any portion of 
the second shall be considered as the loss of the entire 
finger or thumb; providing, however, that in no case 
shall the amount received for more than one finger ex- 
ceed the amount provided in this schedule for the loss 
of a hand. 

(k) For the loss of a great toe, sixty-six and two- 
thirds per centum of daily wages during thirty weeks. 

(1) For the loss of one of the toes other than a great 
toe, sixty-six and two-thirds per centum of daily wages 
during ten weeks. 

(m) The loss of the first phalange of any toe shall 
be considered to be equal to the loss of one-half of 
such toe, and compensation shall be for one-half of the 
period of time above specified. 

(n) The loss of the first phalange and any portion 
of the second shall be considered as the loss of the en- 
tire toe. . 

(o) For the loss of a hand, sixty-six and two-thirds 
per centum of the daily wages during one. hundred 
seventy-five weeks. 

(p) For the loss of an arm, sixty-six and two-thirds 
per centum of daily wages during two hundred thirty 
weeks. 

(q) For the loss of a foot, sixty-six and two-thirds 
per centum of daily wages during one hundred twenty- 
five weeks. 

(r) For the loss of a leg, sixty-six and two-thirds 
per centum of daily wages during one hundred and 
seventy-five weeks. 

(s) For the loss of an eye, sixty-six and two-thirds 
per centum of daily wages during one hundred weeks.

CHAPTER 135, LAWS OF 1928. 


(t) For the loss of a natural tooth, sixty-six and 
two-thirds per centum of daily wages for four weeks 
for each tooth lost. 

(u) For the total loss of hearing in one ear, sixty-six 
and two-thirds per centum of daily wages during forty 
weeks, For the total loss of hearing in both ears by 
one accident, sixty-six and two-thirds per centum of 
daily wages during one hundred sixty weeks. 

(v) The loss of both hands, or both arms, or both 
feet, or both eyes, or any two thereof as a result of 
any one accident, shall constitute total and permanent 
disability to be compensated according to the provisions 
of clause (b). 

(w) In all lesser or other cases involving permanent 
loss, or where the usefulness of a member or any physi- 
cal function is permanently impaired, the compensation 
shall be sixty-six and two-thirds per centum of daily 
wages, and the duration of compensation shall bear such 
relation to the specific periods of time stated in the 
above schedule as the disabilities bear to those produced 
by the injuries named in the schedule; provided, how 
ever, that in cases in which the disability is determined 
as a percentage of total and permanent disability the 
duration of the compensation shall be a corresponding 
portion of five hundred weeks. Should the employer 
and employee be unable to agree upon the amount of 
compensation to be paid in cases not covered by the 
schedule, either party may appeal to the Workmen’s 
Compensation Bureau for a settlement of the contro- 
versy. 

(x) Hernia is a disease which ordinarily develops 
gradually, being very rarely the result of an accident. 
Where there is a real traumatic hernia resulting from 
the application of force directly to the abdominal wall, 
either puncturing or tearing the wall, compensation will 
be allowed. All other cases will be considered as either 
congenital or of slow development and not compens- 
able, being a disease rather than an accidental injury; 
unless conclusive proof is offered that the hernia was 
immediately caused by such sudden effort or severe 
strain that, first, the descent of the hernia immediately 
followed the cause; second, that there was severe pain 
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in the hernial region; third, that there was such prostra- 
tion that the employee was compelled to cease work 
immediately; fourth, that the above facts were of such 
severity that the same was noticed by the claimant and 
communiciated to the employer within twenty-four hours 
after the occurrence of the hernia; fifth, that there was 
such physical distress that the attendance of a licensed 
physician was required within twenty-four hours after 
the occurrence of the hernia. In the case of hernia as 
above defined, the provisions of paragraph thirteen, four- 
teen, and eleven (2) shall apply, and until such time 
as the employee is able to resume some kind of work 
with the aid of a truss or other mechanical appliance. 
If the employee refuses to permit of an operation the 
employer shall meet the requirements above specified, 
pay the reasonable costs of the truss or other appliance 
found necessary, and also pay compensation for twenty 
weeks, following which the obligation shall cease and 
terminate, unless death results from the hernia, in which 
case the provisions of paragraph twelve shall apply. 
However, if the employee shall elect to undergo an op- 
eration, by a physician selected by the employer, the 
employer shall meet all the expense incident to such 
operation and recovery, not in excess of one hundred 
and fifty dollars, together with compensation as pro- 
vided in paragraph eleven (a) during the periods of 
disability prior to and following the operation, subject 
to the provisions of paragraph thirteen. If the em- 
ployee refuses the services of the physician selected by 
the employer, preferring one of his own selection, the 
employer shall be relieved of obligations concerning 
medical expense due to the operation and recovery, but 
shall pay compensation during the prior and resulting 
periods of disability. If death results from the hernia 
or operation, the provisions of paragraph twelve shall 
apply. 

(y) The weekly compensation payments specified in 
paragraph eleven are all subject to the same limitations 
as to maximum and minimum as are stated in clause 
(a) hereof. 

(z) In case of the death of the person from any 
cause other than the accident, during the period of pay- 
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ments for permanent injury, the remaining payments 
shall be paid to such of his or her dependents as are 
included in the provisions of paragraph twelve of this 
act, or, if no dependents, the remaining amount due, 
but not exceeding one hundred and fifty dollars, shall be 
paid in a lump sum to the proper person for funeral ex- 
penses; provided, however, that no compensation shall 
be due any other person than the injured employee on 
account of compensation being paid in excess of four 
hundred weeks on account of disability total in charac- 
ter and permanent in quality, as provided by paragraph 
eleven (b) hereof. 

2. Paragraph twelve of said act is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

12. In case of death, compensation shall be computed, 
but not distributed, on the following basis: 

(a) For one dependent, thirty-five per centum of 
wages. 

(b) I*or two dependents, forty per centum of wages. 

(c) For three dependents, forty-five per centum of 
wages. 

(d) For four dependents, fifty per centum of wages. 

(e) Fer five dependents, fifty-five per centum of 
wages. 

(f£) For six or more dependents, sixty per centum of 
wages. 

(g) The term “dependents” shall apply to and in- 
clude any or all of the following who are dependent up- 
on the deceased at the time of accident or death, namely: 
husband, wife, parents, stepparents, grandparents, chil- 
dren, stepchildren, grandchildren, child in esse, post- _ 
humous child, illegitimate children, brothers, sisters, hal{- 
brothers, half-sisters, niece, nephew. Legally adopted 
children shall, in every particular, be considered as 
natural children; provided, however, that dependency 
shall be conclusively presumed as to the decedent’s widow 
and natural children under sixteen years of age who 
were actually a part of the decedent’s household at the 
time of his death. Every provision of this act applying 
to one class shall be equally applicable to the other. 
Should any dependent of a deceased employee die during 
the period covered by such weekly payments or should 
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the widow of a deceased employee remarry during such 

period, the right of such dependent or of such widow 

to compensation under this section shall cease. If 1s Proviso. 
further provided, that the foregoing schedule applies 

only to persons wholly dependent, and that in the case 

of persons only partially dependent, except in the 

case of the widow and children, who were actually a 

part of the decedent’s household at the time of his 

death, the compensation shall be such proportion of the 

scheduled percentage as the amounts actually contributed 

to them by the deceased for their support constituted 

of his total wages and the provision as to a ten dollar 

minimum shall not apply to such compensation. In de- Dependents 
termining the number of dependents, where the deceased 2 minor.

(h) Compensation shall be computed upon the fore- Distribution ot 
going basis.

being presented to it, the proportion to be paid to or on 
behalf of each dependent according to the relative de- 
pendency. Payment on behalf of infants shall be made 
to the surviving parent, 1f any, or to the statutory or 
testamentary guardian. 

(i) If death results from the accident, whether there In case of 
be dependents or not, expenses of last sickness in ac- {cauepy 
cordance with the provisions for medical and hospital 
service as set forth in paragraph fourteen of this act. 

Also the cost of burial, not to exceed one hundred and 
fifty dollars. 

(j) In computing compensation to those named in Computing 
this paragraph, except in the case of husband, wife, par- ComPenstom- 
ents and stepparents, only those under sixteen, or over 
forty years of age, shall be included, and then only for 
that period in which they are under sixteen or over 
forty; provided, however, that payments to such physi- Proviso. 
cally or mentally deficient persons as are, for such rea-

compensation payment of three hundred weeks. 

(k) The compensation in case of death shall be sub- 
ject to a maximum compensation of twenty dollars per 
week and a minimum of ten dollars per week; provided, 
that if at the time of the injury, the employee receives 
wages of less than ten dollars per week, then the com- 
pensation shall be for the full amount of such wages 
per week.

CHAPTER 136. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act prescribing the

approved April fourth, nineteen hundred and eleven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The Commissioner of Labor and each Deputy 
Commissioner of Compensation is hereby authorized 
and empowered when in the judgment of the commis- 
sioner or a deputy it shall be advisable, in order to 
accomplish the purpose of the act to which this act is 
a supplement, to appoint a representative with power 
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to act for a person who may be entitled to compen- 
sation, by legally receiving and disbursing said com- 
pensation under the direction of the Commissioner of 
Labor or any Deputy Commissioner of Compensation, 
when it shall appear that such person is mentally, legally 
or physically unable to properly receive or disburse said 
compensation, or when said person, after due diligence, 
cannot be located. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately, and shall 
be applicable to causes arising on account of accidents 
occurring prior to the passage of this act.

CHAPTER 137. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the appoint- 
ment of fire wardens, and the prevention of forest 
fires and the repeal of sundry acts relating thereto,” 
approved April eighteenth, nineteen hundred and six. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, Wherever in the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment provision is made for the protection of forests and 
forest land from fire the same is and shall be applied 
and extended to the protection of salt marsh or méadows.

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CHAPTER 138. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning the 
militia of the State’ (Revision of 1925), approved 
March tenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
five. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In addition to the duties imposed upon the 
Adjutant-General, as chief of staff of the military forces 
of this State, he shall be the State Service Officer, 
and as such shall be charged with the duty of assisting 
the veterans of all wars citizens of this State, and their 
dependents, in securing the benefits of pensions to 
which they are severally entitled under the provisions 
of any Federal legislation, and further to assist veterans 
of the World War, citizens of this State, and their 
dependents, in the presentation of claims for compen- 
sation as the result of physical disabilities or adjusted 
compensation, or war risk insurance, and further to 
advise such veterans and their dependents, in securing 
for them the benefits of hospitalization and such other 
benefits as they may be entitled to by any Federal legis- 
lation. 

2. For the purpose.of carrying into effect the pro- 
visions of this act there is hereby appropriated the 
sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars; of said 
sum two thousand five hundred dollars shall be paid to 
the Adjutant-General for services as State Service 
Officer, and the balance of said appropriation for admin- 
istrative, clerical and other expenses in connection with 
the administration of this act.

1. Where a check or other instrument payable on 
cemand at any bank or trust company doing business 
in this State is presented for payment more than one 
year from its date, such bank or trust company may, 
unless expressly instructed by the drawer or maker 
to pay the same, refuse payment thereof and no liabil- 
ity shall thereby be incurred to the drawer or maker 


for dishonoring the instrument by nonpayment.

CHAPTER 140. 


An Act to authorize the filing of notices of Federal 
tax liens and the discharges thereof in the offices of 
the county clerks or of the registers of deeds (as 
the case may require) in counties of this State. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Pursuant to the authority of Title twenty-six, 
chapter three, section one hundred and fifteen, in the 
code of laws of the United States as adopted by Con- 
gress June thirtieth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-six, notices of Federal tax liens and certificates 
discharging such liens may be filed in the office of the 
county clerk or of the register of deeds, in counties 
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where such registers exist of one or more counties of 
this State. 

2. As provided in said Title twenty-six, chapter three, 
section one hundred and fifteen, in the code of laws of 
the United States as adopted by Congress June thirtieth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, no such 
tax shall be a valid lien as against any mortgagee, pur- 
chaser, or judgment creditor, until such notice shall be 
filed in the office of the county clerk, or of the register 
of deeds in counties having such office, of the county 
or counties within which the property subject to the 
lien is situated. 

3. Every notice of Federal tax lien and certificate 
discharging said lien and filed as provided for in sec- 
tion one of this act shall be forthwith recorded in a 
book to be kept for that purpose and endorsed “Federal 
Liens” and each notice of Federal tax lien and certificate 
discharging such lien shall be, immediately upon filing, 
indexed in an index book entitled ‘Index of Federal 
Liens,’ which said index shall indicate the date of 
filing and the place of record, and the names of the 
parties thereto. 

4, Each county clerk or register of deeds shall be 
authorized to charge for the filing and recording of said 
notices or certificates as are provided for in this act 
the same fees as may be charged under the then existing 
law of this State for the docketing of judgments from 
the lower courts in the Court of Common Pleas. 

5. This act shall take effect July first, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-eight.

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CHAPTER 141. 


An Act relative to notice of adverse claim to deposits 
in banks, trust companies and savings banks and the 
procedure necessary to make such claim effective to 
cause recognition of the adverse claimant.

1. Notice to any bank or trust company or savings 
bank doing business in this State of an adverse claim 
to a deposit standing on its books to the credit of any 
person, persons or corporation shall not be effectual 
to cause said bank or trust company or savings bank 
to recognize said adverse claimant unless said adverse 
claimant shall also either procure a restraining order, 
injunction or other appropriate process against said 
bank or trust company or savings bank from a court 
of competent jurisdiction in a cause therein instituted 
by him wherein the person, persons or corporation to 
whose credit the deposit stands is made a party and 
served with process, or shall execute to said bank, trust 
company or savings bank, in form and with sureties 
acceptable to it a bond, indemnifying said bank, trust 
company or savings bank from any and all liability, loss, 
damage, costs and expenses for and on account of the 
payment of such adverse claim or the dishonor of one 
or more checks or other orders of the person to whose 
credit the deposit stands on the books of said bank, 
trust company or savings bank; provided, that this law 
shall not apply in any instance where the person to 
whose credit the deposit stands is a fiduciary for such 
adverse claimant, and the facts constituting such 
relationship, as also the facts showing reasonable cause 
or belief on the part of the said claimant that the said 
fiduciary is about to misappropriate said deposit, are 
made to appear by the affidavit of such claimant.

CHAPTER 142. 


An Act fixing limitations on revocations, countermands 
of payment and stop-payment orders, relating to the 
payment of any check or draft against bank accounts. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No revocation, countermand or  stop-payment 
order relating to the payment of any check or draft 
against an account of a depositor in any bank or trust 
company doing business in this State shall remain in 
effect for more than ninety days after the service thereot 


-on the bank, unless the same be renewed, which renewals 


shall be in writing, and which renewals shall be in 
effect for not more than ninety days from the date of 
service thereof on the bank or trust company, but such 
renewals may be made from time to time. 

2. All notices affecting checks upon which revocation, 
countermand or stop-payment order have been made at 
the time of the taking effect of this act shall not be 
deemed to continue for a period of more than ninety 
days thereafter.

CHAPTER 144. 


An Act for the protection of water fowl and game 
birds on Shark river, in the county of Monmouth 
and State of New Jersey. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Hereafter it shall be unlawful at any time on 
Shark river, in the county of Monmouth, or the shores 
thereof, to shoot, hunt or pursue with intent to kill or 
injure or in any manner to attempt to take or injure, 
and it shall be also unlawful to kill or destroy or injure 
any anatidae, commonly known as swans, geese, brant 
and river and sea ducks; rallidee, commonly known as 
rails, gallinules, coots and mud hens; limicale, com- 
monly known as shore birds, surf snipe or bay snipe, 
among them yellow legs, clover, willets, sand pipers, 
dowitchers or robin snipe, brown backs, curlews, turn- 
stones or calico backs, godwits or marlin, tattlers and 
woodcock. Any person who shall at any time capture, 
kill, injure, destroy or pursue with intent to kill, cap- 
ture, injure or destroy any of the above-mentioned 
water fowl or game birds, whatsoever, shall be liable 
to a penalty of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars for each 
offense. 

2. This act shall be enforced by the persons author- 
ized by and in accordance with the provisions of an act 
entitled “An act to provide a uniform procedure for 
the enforcement of all laws relating to fish, game and 
birds, and for the recovery of penalties for violation 
thereof,” approved March twenty-ninth, eighteen hun- 
dred and ninety-seven, and the supplements thereto and 
amendments thereof. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 145. 


An Act relating to bonds, recognizances or other obli- 
gations entered into by surety companies. 


WHEREAS, Insurance companies organized under the 
laws of this State or of other States are permitted 
to carry on in this State the business of executing 
bonds or entering into recognizances in civil or crim- 
inal proceedings in the courts of this State, and the 
business of insuring against loss or damage on 
account of neglect, or breaches of duty, or obligations 
guaranteed by the insurer or the business of execut- 
ing or guaranteeing bonds, undertakings or other 
obligations required by law, or by charter, ordinances, 
rules or regulations of any county or municipality, 
upon compliance with the requirements of the law 
of this State as to the amount of paid up capital said 
company shall have and/or the amount to be depos- 
ited with an officer of this State or otherwise; and 

Wuereas, The capital and assets of said company, 
including such deposit, have been and are intended 
to be a substitute for the ownership of real estate 
required of private sureties; therefore, 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That no bond, undertaking, recognizance or other 
obligation heretofore or hereafter given or entered into 
by any such company, nor shall any forfeiture there- 
under be deemed or taken to impose any lien upon the 
real estate of any such company within this State. 

2. This act shall not affect any right acquired by 
reason of any such bond or recognizance to acquire a 
lien upon such real estate by suit or other proceeding 
in the courts of this State resulting in judgment duly 
entered. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 146. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act to authorize the acquisition, by 
purchase or condemnation, of lands for a park and 
the erection of a memorial commemorative of Wash- 
ington crossing the river Delaware, and for the 
appointment of a commission to acquire said lands, 
and to erect such a monument,’’’ approved March 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and_ twelve, 
approved April fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred 
and nineteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. In addition to the powers and duties conferred by 
chapter 33, P. L. 1910, and by the act to which this 
act is a supplement, which powers and duties are now 
vested in the Department of Conservation. and Devel- 
opment by virtue of an act entitled “An act to establish 
a Department of Conservation and Development and 
to consolidate therein the State Water Supply Commis- 
sion, the Board of Forest Park Reservation Commis- 
sioners, the State Geological Survey, the Washington 
Crossing Commission, the State Museum Commission 
and the Fort Nonsense Park Commission,” being 
chapter 241, P. L. 1915, the Board of Conservation 
and Development is hereby authorized to acquire by 
purchase or condemnation, in the name and for the 
use of the State of New Jersey, lands not to exceed 
four hundred acres in extent in the total, at or near 
the point where Washington crossed the river Delaware 
on the night preceding the battle of Trenton, which 
shall include the building known as the McKonkey 
ferryman’s house; to lay out, improve, preserve, care 
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for and maintain as a park the property heretofore 
and hereafter acquired; to lay out, construct and main- 
tain pathways and roads across and over the said park, 
and for this purpose to acquire rights of way upon 
and across any intervening lands, to erect a tablet or 
tablets, monument or such other memorial as the board 
shall consider most suitable; and to expend such moneys 
as shall be appropriated by the Legislature from time 
to time for these purposes; provided, however, that 
pending the appropriation of the sums necessary for 
carrying out the aforesaid plans in their entirety, the 
Board of Conservation and Development may lease or 
otherwise make such use of the property heretofore or 
hereafter acquired or any part of it, as it shall deem 
to be for the best interest of the State, but no lease or 
plan of management shall be entered into which will 
interfere with the prompt development of a park as 
rapidly as the necessary appropriations are made. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPIER 147, 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
free public libraries,’ approved April fourteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and five. 


Br It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section five.of the act to which this act 
is an amendment so as to read as follows: 
5. A board of trustees of the free public library shall 
be formed immediately in any municipality which shall 
adopt the provisions of this act, said board to consist 
of seven members, one of whom shall be the mayor 
or the chairman of the governing body of such munici- 
pality, as the case may be, ex officio, or in the event 
that there be neither of such officials, the principal with 
the power of supervision over the local school system. 
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ex officio, or in case such municipality shall have none 
cf the school officials hereinbefore mentioned, then the 
president of the board of education, ex officio, and five 
citizens to be appointed by the mayor or chairman of 
the governing body of such municipality at least four 
of whom shall be from among the residents therein; 
such appointments, in all municipalities except cities, 
to be made by and with the consent of the governing 
body of such municipality, and for the terms of one, 
two, three, four and five years respectively, as they may 
be selected by such mayor or chairman. Upon the 
expiration of the term of office of any trustee the mayor 
er the chairman of the governing body of such munici- 
pality shall appoint some citizen for a term of five 
years in the same manner as the original appointment 
was made; vacancies occurring in said board of trustees 
shall be filled for the unexpired term only, in the same 
manner as the original appointments are made. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 148. 


An Act to validate certain ordinances heretofore passed 
by municipalities. 


BE it ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any ordinance heretofore finally passed by the 
governing body of any municipality shall be valid not- 
withstanding a first and a second reading shall have 
_been given thereto at the meeting whereat the same 
was introduced; provided, however, the ordinance, 
together with a notice of the introduction thereof and 
the time and place when and where such ordinance 
was to be considered for final passage, shall have been 
published as required by law prior to the consideration 
thereof for final passage. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 149. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act prescribing the liability of an 
employer to make compensation for injuries received 
by an employee in the course of employment, estab- 
lishing an elective schedule of compensation and regu- 
lating procedure for the determination of liability and 
compensation thereunder,’ approved April fourth, one 
thousand nine hundred and eleven,” approved March 
fourteenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
two. 


BE Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Paragraph fourteen of the act referred to in the 
title of this act is hereby amended to read as follows: 

14. The employer shall furnish to the injured work- 
men such medical, surgical and other treatment, and hos- 
pital service as shall be necessary to cure and relieve the 
workman of the effects of the injury and to restore the 
functions of the injured member or organ where such 
restoration is possible; provided, however, that the em- 
ployer shall not be liable to furnish or pay for physi- 
cians’ or surgeons’ services in excess of fifty dollars 
and in addition to furnish hospital service when neces- 
sary in excess of fifty dollars, unless the injured work- 
man or the physician who treats him, or any other per- 
son on his behalf, shall file a petition with the Work- 
men’s Compensation Bureau stating the need for such 
physicians’ or surgeons’ services in excess of fifty dol- | 
lars, as aforesaid, and such hospital service or appliances 
in excess of fifty dollars as aforesaid, and the Work- 
men’s Compensation Bureau after investigating the need 
of the same and giving the employer an opportunity to 
be heard, shall determine that such physicians’ and sur- 
geons’ treatment and hospital services are or were neces- 
sary, and that the fees for the same are reasonable and 
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shall make an order requiring the employer to pay for 
or furnish the same. If the employer shall refuse or 
neglect to comply with the foregoing provisions of this 
paragraph the employee may secure such treatment and 
services as may be necessary and as may come within 
the terms of this paragraph, and the employer shall be 
liable to pay therefor; provided, however, that the em- 
ployer shall not be liable for any amount expended by 
the employee or by any third person on his behalf for 
any such physicians’ treatment and hospital services, un- 
less such employee or any person on his behalf shall have 
requested the employer to furnish the same and em- 
ployer shall have refused or neglected so to do, or un- 
less the nature of the injury required such services, and 
the employer or his superintendent or foreman, having 
knowledge of such injury shall have neglected to pro- 
vide the same, or unless the injury occurred under such 
conditions as make impossible the notification of the em- 
ployer, or unless the circumstances are so peculiar as 
shall justify, in the opinion of the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Bureau, the expenditure assumed by the employee 
for such physicians’ treatment and hospital services, ap- 
paratus and appliances. All fees and other charges for 
such physicians’ and surgeons’ treatment and fees and 
charges as prevail in the same community for similar 
physicians’, surgeons’ and hospital services. When an 
- injured employee may be partially or wholly relieved 
of the effects of a permanent injury, by use of an arti- 
ficial limb or other appliance, which phrase shall also 
include artificial teeth or glass eye, the Workmen’s Com- 
pensation Bureau, acting under competent medical ad- 
vice, is empowered to determine the character and nature 
of such limb or appliance, and to require the employer 
or his insurance carrier to furnish same.

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CHAPTER 150. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the payment of wages in lawful money of the United 
States every two weeks,” approved March sixteenth, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-nine. 


Br ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

1. Every person, firm, association or partnership do- 
ing business in this State, and every corporation organ- 
ized under or acting by virtue of or governed by the 
provisions of an act entitled “An act concerning cor- 
porations” (Revision of one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-six), in this State, shall pay at least every two 
weeks, in lawful money of the United States, to each 
and every employee engaged in his, their or its busi- 
ness, or to the dtly authorized representative of such 
employee, the full amount of wages earned and unpaid 
in lawful money to such employee, up to within twelve 
days of such payment; provided, however, that if at any 
time of payment, any employee shall be absent from 
his or her regular place of labor and shall not receive 
his or her wages through a duly authorized representa- 
tive, he or she shall be entitled to said payment at any 
time thereafter upon demand; any employer or em- 
ployers as aforesaid who shall violate any of the pro- 
visions of this section, shall, for the first offense, be 
liable to a penalty of fifty dollars, and for the second 
and each subsequent offense, to a penalty of one hun- 
dred dollars, to be recovered by and in the name of the 
Department of Labor of this State. Every District 
Court, justice of the peace, and police magistrate, is 
hereby empowered, upon filing of a complaint in writing 
by any person alleging that a violation of this act has 
occurred, which complaint may be made upon informa- 
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tion and belief, to issue process at the suit of the De- 
partment of Labor of New Jersey as plaintiff; such 
process shall be either in the nature of a summons or 
warrant, which warrant may issue without any order 
of the court first being obtained against the person or 
persons so charged, which process, when in the nature 
of a warrant, shall be returnable forthwith, and when 
in the nature of a summons shall be returnable in not 
less than five or more than fifteen entire days; such 
process shall state what provision of the law is alleged 
to have been violated by the defendant or defendants, 
and on the return of such process or at any time to 
which the trial shall be adjourned, the said court shall 
proceed in a summary manner, without a jury, to hear 
testimony and to determine and give judgment in the 
matter without the filing of any pleadings for the plain- 
tiff for the recovery of such penalty, with costs or for the 
defendant, and the said court shall, if judgment be ren- 
dered for the plaintiff, cause any such defendant, who 
may refuse or neglect to forthwith pay the amount of 
the judgment rendered against him and all the costs and 
charges incident thereto, to be committed to the county 
jail for any period not exceeding one hundred days, that 
the officers to serve and execute all process under this 
act shall be the officers authorized to serve and execute 
process in said court; that said District Court, justice 
of the peace, or police magistrate shall have power to 
adjourn the hearing or trial in any case from time to 
time, but in such case, except in cases in which the first 
process was a summons, it shall be the duty of the judge 
of the District Court, justice of the peace, or police 
magistrate, to detain the defendant in safe custody, un- 
less he shall enter into bond to the said Department of 
Labor, with at least one sufficient surety in double the 
amount of the penalty claimed, conditioned for his ap- 
pearance on the day to which the hearing shall be ad- 
journed, and thence from day to day until the case 
is disposed of, and then to abide by the judgment of 
the said court, and such bond, if forfeited, may be 
prosecuted by the said board. 
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The convictions in prosecutions under this act shall 
be in the following similar form:

testified for the defendant were (name them). 

Wherefore, the said court doth hereby give judgment 
that the plaintiff recover of the defendant 
dollars, penalty, and 
dollars, costs of this proceeding. 

The conviction shall be signed by the judge of the 
District Court, justice of the peace or police magis- 
trate before whom the conviction is had. In case the 
defendant is committed to jail in default of payment 
of the penalty, a commitment in the following form 
shall be added, beneath the judge’s, justice of the peace’s, 
or police magistrate’s signature, to the conviction: 

“And the said C. D., neglecting and refusing to pay 
the amount of the penalty above mentioned, with costs, 
it is hereby ordered that the said C. D. be, and he 
hereby is committed to the common jail of the county 
of for the period of 
days, unless the said penalty and costs are sooner paid.” 
This commitment shall also be signed by the judge, 
justice or magistrate, and in case of commitment of 
any defendant to jail, the conviction and commitment 
shall be signed in duplicate, and one of the duplicate 
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copies shall serve the purposes of a warrant of com- 
mitment. 

In case any person shall, after conviction of any vio- 
lation of this act, be again convicted of another viola- 
tion of this act or of continuing the violation for which 
he was previously convicted, he shall be liable to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars for each such violation 
or continuation, to be sued for and recovered in the 
manner above set forth. In case any defendant against 
whom judgment has been recovered for a penalty of 
one hundred dollars shall fail or neglect to forthwith 
pay the amount of said penalty, the court shall commit 
him to jail in the manner above set forth, for any num- 
ber of days not exceeding two hundred days. Any 
penalty recovered for any violation of this act shall be 
paid to the said Department of Labor for the use of 
the State. 

The clerk of any District Court or magistrate’s court 
may sign and seal any process required to be issued 
under this act except a warrant of commitment. The 
costs recoverable in any such proceeding shall be the 
same as costs taxed in the District Court. Execution 
may issue for the collection of any judgment and costs, 
against the goods and chattels and body of the defendant 
without any order first obtained for such purpose. 

It shall be lawful at all times for the court, justice 
or magistrate to amend all defects and errors in the 
complaint and process, in order that a determination may 
be reached as to whether a violation of this act has oc- 
curred. 

The provisions of this section shall not apply to any 
employee or employees engaged in agricultural work or 
as watermen. 

2. Section three of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

3. The Department of Labor of this State shall be 
and is hereby authorized and directed to enforce the 
provisions of this act, and for this purpose the Com- 
missioner of Labor shall designate such of his employees 
or assistants for that purpose as may be necessary. 
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4. Nothing in this act shall apply to any person, firm, 
partnership, association or corporation of this State that 
can reasonably satisfy the Commissioner of Labor that 
he, they or it have a paid-up cash capital of not less 
than two hundred thousand dollars. 

5. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 151. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act to regulate the practice of courts 
of Law’ (Revision of 1903),” which supplement was 
approved March twenty-eighth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twelve. 


BE Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section fifteen of an act entitled “A supplement to 
an act entitled ‘An act to regulate the practice of courts 
of law’ (Revision of 1903),” be and the same hereby 
is amended to read as follows: . 

15. Summary Judgment. (a) Subject to rules, any 
frivolous or sham defense to the whole or to any part 
of the complaint may be struck out; or, if it appear 
probable that the defense is frivolous or sham, defend- 
ant may be allowed to defend on terms. Defendant, 
after final judgment, may appeal from any order made 
against him under this section. 

(b) Subject to rules, any frivolous or sham com- 
plaint, or any frivolous or sham counterclaim hereto- 
fore filed, or which may hereafter be filed, or any por- 
tion or count of any such complaint or counterclaim, 
may be struck out; or if it appear probable that the 
complaint or counterclaim is frivolous or sham, the 
plaintiff or counterclaimant may be allowed to proceed 
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therewith on terms. <A plaintiff whose complaint, or a 
counterclaimant whose counterclaim, has in part only 
been struck out, may, after final judgment, appeal from 
such order. Whether the striking out of any such com- 
plaint or counterclaim, or any part or count thereof, shall 
be with or without prejudice to the institution of an- 
other proceeding at law, based on the same cause or 
causes of action as were set forth in such complaint 
or counterclaim, or in the portion or count thereof so 
stricken out, shall be in the discretion of the court. Such 
discretion shall be exercised by the court and indicated 
in the order striking out such complaint or counterclaim 
or portion or count thereof. 

2. Section sixteen of an act entitled “A supplement 
to an entitled ‘An act to regulate the practice of courts 
of law’ (Revision of 1903),” be and the same nerEny 
is amended to read as follows: 

16. Summary Judgment. (a) If the answer as filed, 
or after any part thereof shall be struck out, leaves a 
part of the plaintiff’s claim uncontested, judgment inter- 
locutory or final may be entered for such part as is not 
contested and the cause may proceed to trial as to the 
residue. 

(b) Ifa portion or count of a complaint or counter- 
claim shall be struck out, the plaintiff or counterclaimant 
may proceed with the case to trial as to the residue. 

3. That the provisions of this act apply to any and 
all suits and proceedings which have heretofore been 
commenced or instituted, and also those which may here- 
after be commenced or instituted. 

4. That this act take effect immediately.

1. Whenever in any answer to any action brought 
in any District Court now or hereafter created under 
the provisions of the act to which this is a supplement, 
the defendant shall file any setoff, counterclaim, discount 
or recoupment for liquidated damages, wherein it shall 
be made to appear that the amount claimed in such set- 
off, counterclaim, discount or recoupment shall exceed 
the sum or value limited for the jurisdiction of said 
court, such action shall, upon application on behalf of 
the defendant, accompanied by an affidavit of such de- 
fendant or his or her duly authorized agent, that he 
or she verily believes that the amount of such claim, 
when established by proof, will be greater than the sum 
or value limited for the jurisdiction of said court, and 
that said set-off or counterclaim, discount or recoupment 
is filed in good faith and not for the purpose of delay, 
upon order of the court, be transferred with the record 
thereof, and all papers filed in the cause, for hearing 
and determination, to the Circuit Court of the county 
in which such District Court is situate, which shall 
thereupon proceed therein as if the cause or matter 
had been originally commenced in that court; the record 
shall when necessary include a transcript of all entries 
and proceedings in the cause; providing, same shall not 
be transferred unless the judge of the Circuit Court to 
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which it is intended to transfer said cause, shall, upon 
due proof, and four days’ notice, which shall operate 
as stay of suit in District Court until application is dis- 
posed of, and permitting adversary to read in opposi- 
tion ex parte affidavit or affidavits, make an order that 
he finds that there is reasonable cause to believe that 
the set-off, counterclaim or other defensive action is 
founded on fact and that there is reasonable chance for 
success upon the trial of same by the party who files 
said set-off, counterclaim or other defensive action. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 153. 


An Act defining the measurement of paper bags in which 
charcoal is sold. 


Br rr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Hereafter it shall be unlawful for any person or 
corporation to sell any charcoal by the bag, where said 
bags contain less than four pounds net weight. All 
charcoal sold or offered for sale in paper bags, when 
sold in quantities of less than one hundred pounds must 
have the contents by measure plainly marked on the out- 
side thereof in solid Roman capital letters at least one- 
half inch in height, and in no instance shall a paper 
bag or sack used or intended to be used in the sale of 
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2. Any person, firm or corporation violating any of 
the provisions of this act shall for the first offense be 
liable to a penalty of not less than twenty-five dollars, 
nor more than fifty dollars; and for the second offense 
be liable to a penalty of not less than fifty dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars, to be recovered in an 


‘action in the nature of an action in debt before the 


small cause court of any county, or the district court 
of any city or judicial district. 

3. All actions for the recovery of penalties hereunder 
shall be brought by the State superintendent, county 
superintendent or assistant county superintendent, or the 
municipal or assistant municipal superintendent of 
weights and measures within their respective jurisdic- 
tions, and penalties when recovered shall be for use of 
the counties or municipalities in which the offense oc- 
curred. The practice and procedure in all such actions 
shall conform to the practice and procedure prevailing 
in the court in which the action is instituted. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 154. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act for the settle- 
ment and relief of the poor, and providing for 
municipal, county or joint county relief, excepting 
from county or joint county relief certain munici- 
palities’ (Revision of 1924), approved March 
eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-four. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows: 


SERRE tind ee 
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1. The following are defined within the meaning: of 
this act: . 

(a) A poor person is one who is unable to maintain 
himself or those dependent upon him. 

(b) An overseer is such person as may be charged 
with the superintendence and relief or removal of the 
poor within his jurisdiction as may be found in his 
municipality, and shall be construed to mean superin- 
tendent in all cases where a superintendent as defined 
in this act is authorized to act when there is no overseer. 

(c) An almshouse is a place where the poor are 
maintained at the public expense of any municipality 
or county of this State, which has not established and 
does not maintain a welfare-house. 

(d) A welfare house is a place where persons unable 
to care for and maintain themselves in whole or in part 
by reason of age, infirmity, or poverty may be cared 
for and maintained in whole or in part at the expense 
of county or municipality under the superintendent of 
a county welfare board in any county or portion thereof 
or districts composed of more than one county. District 
welfare house, where so mentioned, is one established 
and maintained by more than one county or portions 
thereof. 

(e) A settlement of a person shall be his right under 
the provisions of this act to relief or maintenance and 
support in any municipality, county or counties. 

(f) Temporary or outdoor poor are such ‘persons 
who can be relieved temporarily at their domicile or 
without being maintained in an almshouse or welfare- 
house. : 

(g) Permanent poor or out-door poor are such 
persons who may be better relieved or maintained and 
supported under the provisions of this act by commit- 
ment to a welfare house, almshouse, or with limitations, 
in the home. 

Voluntary wards of the county welfare board are such 
persons as are admitted to a county welfare house on 
application to the county board of welfare and are not 
supported entirely at public expense. 
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(h) A welfare board is the board of one or more 
counties authorized to have charge and supervision and 
control of a welfare-house and to supervise through a 
superintendent such work for or in relation to the poor 
as directed or authorized. 

(i) A superintendent is the employee of a welfare 
board of a county or district authorized to act for it 
and under its direction and to act for overseers where 
there are none. 

(j) State board is the New Jersey State Board of 
Control of Institutions and Agencies. 

(k) Commissioner is the Commissioner of Institu- 
tions and Agencies of this State. 

(1) The word “may” shall be construed to be 
permissive. 

(m) The masculine noun or pronoun shall include 
the feminine. 

(n) Public charge shall mean a person to whom it 
is necessary to furnish proper relief as provided in this 
act. 

(o) County adjuster is the official of that designation 
now authorized to act in the cases of commitment or 
admission of insane persons to State or county hospitals 
for the insane. 

(p) The word “municipality” does not include, in 
meaning, a county, unless otherwise indicated by the 
context, but includes any city, borough, township, town, 
village or municipality governed by an improvement 
commission. 

2. Section five of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows : 

5. Said welfare board shall elect from among’ its 
members a president, vice-president and a secretary- 
treasurer. The superintendent appointed as herein 
provided shall not be a member of the board, and shall 
hold office for the term of five years, or until the 
appointment of his successor, unless sooner removed for 
cause after due notice and hearing. Said board of man- 
agers shall appoint such other officers and employees as 
may be necessary ; they shall fix the salaries of the super- 
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intendent and such officers and employees within the 
limits of the appropriation made therefor by the board 
of freeholders, and such salaries shall be compensation 
in full for all services rendered. The superintendent, 
officers and employees shall be subject to such rules and 
regulations in the discharge of their duties as may be 
provided by said board, and shall have, under the con- 
trol of said board, the general superintendence and 
management of said welfare-house, of the grounds and 
buildings, and of the inmates thereof. The welfare 
board shall have charge of all matters relating to the 
government, discipline, contracts and fiscal concerns 
thereof as appropriated by the chosen freeholders and 
shall make such rules and regulations as may be neces- 
sary for carrying out the purposes of such welfare- 
house. The county board of welfare shall be empow- 
ered to receive and pass upon applications for admission 
to the welfare-house of voluntary wards. 

Any adult person having legal settlement in a county 
where a welfare-house is maintained may make applica- 
tion for admission as a voluntary ward, provided such 
person is by reason of age or infirmity unable to fully 
support and properly care for himself in accordance 
with his need. 

In any case where voluntary payment for care and 
maintenance by a voluntary ward or by reasons legally 
chargeable, is in amount less than the per capita cost 
of care and maintenance in the welfare-house, an order 
of the court will fix the amount to be paid by the volun- 
tary ward or by persons legally chargeable. The balance 
of the cost of care and maintenance shall be a charge 
upon the municipality where the applicant has legal 
settlement and if he has no settlement in a municipality 
it shall be a charge upon the county. 

They shall so equip and maintain said home as to 
provide proper heat and all furniture, materials and 
supplies, medical and otherwise, as may be necessary 
for the adequate maintenance of the permanent poor, 
and said board shall meet at said welfare-house at least 
once in every month, and at such other times as may 
be prescribed in the by-laws or rules of said board, and 
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shall hold their annual meeting at least one month prior 
to the meeting of the board of freeholders at which 
appropriations for the ensuing year are to be considered. 
All appropriations for the expenditure of money above 
set forth shall be subject to the approval of the board 
of chosen freeholders. They shall keep a public record 
in a book provided for that purpose of their proceed- 
ings. ‘The welfare-house shall be subject to inspection 
to duly authorized representatives of the State board, 
or the commissioner, and of the State Board of Health. 
They shall certify all bills and accounts, including 
salaries and wages, and transmit them to the board of 
freeholders of the county, who shall provide for their 
payment in the same manner as other charges against 
the county, except such municipalities therein as do 
not participate as provided in this act, and shall make 
annually, a report of the financial managment and 
expenditures and other operations of the welfare-house 
and the number of persons maintained therein, together 
with their recommendations to the said board of free- 
holders. The freeholders shall provide and maintain, 
however, a working expenses fund raised and collected 
as the other expenses are required by this act to be pro- 


_ vided not to exceed three hundred dollars for the use 


of the welfare board. Payments therefrom shall be 
made out of the county treasury on the voucher of 
the said secretary-treasurer. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

Court shall receive for the services hereinafter men- 
tioned the following stated fees, and no more; a sheet 
or folio shall consist of one hundred words:

For complete probate of a two-page will, including 
the preparation and execution of the petition, deposition 
of one witness, qualification of executor, surrogate’s 
certificate, decree for probate, letters testamentary, 
binding, recording, comparing, docketing, indexing, 
report to Comptroller, report and transmission to 
secretary of State, twelve dollars ($12.00). 

Extra witnesses, one dollar ($1.00) each. 

For probate of each codicil not exceeding one page, 
four dollars ($4.00). 

For recording and comparing each additional page 
of will or codicil, one dollar ($1.00). 

For extra certified copy of will, one dollar ($1.00), 
plus twenty (20) cents per folio. 

For extra plain copy of will twenty (20) cents per 
folio.

of filing and recording and inventory, and whenever 
it shall appear that such estate does not exceed two hun- 
dred dollars the fees shall be one-half of those allowed 
by law; provided, however, if it shall afterwards appear 
in any case that the value of the estate, real and personal, 
exceeds or exceeded two hundred dollars, then the said 
estate shall be liable for and pay the balance of the fees 
that would have been collected had no deduction been 
made under the provisions of this act. 
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Filing, entering and recording proceedings in adop- 
tion (all papers), fifteen dollars ($15.00). 

Accounts. Filing, auditing, stating, reporting and 
recording accounts of executors, administrators, guard- 
ians, trustees and assignees, including drawing decree: 

In estates up to two thousand dollars ($2,000), fif- 
teen dollars ($15.00), plus advertising. 

In estates two thousand dollars ($2,000), to ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000), thirty-two dollars ($32.00), 
plus advertising. 

In estate ten thousand dollars ($10,000) to thirty 
thousand dollars ($30,000), forty dollars ($40.00), 
plus advertising. 

In estates thirty thousand dollars ($30,000), to fifty 
thousand dollars ($50,000), fifty-two dollars ($52.00), 
plus advertising. 

In estates fifty thousand dollars ($50,000) to five 
hundred thousand dollars ($500,000), one-tenth of one 
per centum, plus advertising, and plus such additional 
fees as the court may allow. 

The petition and one page of accounting are included 
in the above costs. In excess of one page of accounting 
the charge shall be twenty (20) cents for each additional 
folio. 

Whenever it shall appear that the estate, real and 
personal, of any testator, intestate, minor or ward is 
less than two hundred dollars, no fees shall be charged 
upon auditing, stating and allowance of the account of 
the executor, trustee, administrator or guardian; and 
when it shall appear that such estate does not exceed 
the sum of five hundred dollars, the fees upon the audit- 
ing, stating and allowance of the executor, trustee, 
administrator or guardian, shall be one-half of the fees 
heretofore allowed. 

In computing the amount of an estate for the purpose 
of fixing the fees of a surrogate for auditing and 
reporting the account, the balance transferred from a 
prior account shall be excluded. 

Drawing petition on application for order to limit 
time to creditors, posting notices, entering the rule and 
decree and making the rule absolute, twelve dollars 
($12.00), plus advertising. ; 
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Short certificates, seventy-five (75) cents. 

Filing, et cetera, appointment of appraisers, one dollar 
and a half ($1.50). 

Filing, entering and recording inventory and appraise- 
ment not exceeding one page, four dollars and a half 
($4.50).

CHAPTER 156. 


A Supplement to “An act concerning savings banks,” 
approved May second, one thousand nine hundred and 
six, and limiting the time within which claims may 
be made against savings banks by depositors in cer- 
tain cases. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No savings bank shall be liable to a depositor for 
or in respect of any payment made by it upon any 
forged or altered draft, order or receipt, or upon any 
forged or altered endorsement of any draft, order or 
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any person presenting the pass book or other evidence 
of deposit furnished by the bank and such payment or 
withdrawal is entered therein, unless within two years 
after such payment the depositor shall have notified the 
bank, in writing, that such draft, order or receipt, or 
endorsement thereon, was forged or altered; provided, 
that such notification with respect to any such payment 
heretofore made may be given within one year from 
the date of approval of this act, if such period of two 
years would have expired prior thereto. 

2. This act shall not be construed, in any such case, 
so as to create any liability against any savings bank or 
affect any legal defense which it may have without refer- 
ence to the provisions of this act. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 157. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act respecting 
notice of lis pendens” (Revision of 1902), approved 
April third, one thousand nine hundred and two. 


Br iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended so that it shall 
read as follows: 

1. Neither the issuing of a summons or subpcena or 
other process of writ, nor the filing of a declaration or 
bill of any suit relating to or affecting the possession of 
or title to lands or real estate, nor any proceedings had 
er to be had thereon, either at law or in equity, before 
a final judgment or decree, shall be deemed or taken 
to be constructive notice to any bona fide purchaser or 
mortgage of any lands or real estate to be affected there- 
by until the plaintiff or complainant in such action, or 
his attorney or solicitor, shall have first filed in the office 
of the clerk of the Court of Common Pleas, except in 
counties where there is a register of deeds and mort- 
gages, then in the office of the register of deeds and 
mortgages of the county in which such lands or real 
estate lie, a written notice of the pendency of such suit, 
setting forth the title of the cause and general object 
thereof, together with a description of the lands or real 
estate to be affected thereby; provided, that in suits for 
the satisfaction or foreclosure of any duly registered 
er recorded mortgage, such notice shall also specify the 
book and page of record of such mortgage; provided, 
further, in case the plaintiff in any suit at law or the 
complainant named in any bill in Chancery does not 
take steps to prosecute the suit diligently within three 
years after the filing of such notice, then the court in 
which such suit at law is brought, or the complainant or 
his solicitor, declare the filing of such notice to be null 
and void and of no effect.

BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. It shall be lawful for the governing body of any )ivese.

first day of January of the year of his appointment 
and who shall receive such compensation as said gov- 
erning body shall by law fix. 

2. Such recorder shall have the same jurisdiction, [loves and 
power and authority in criminal matters, cases of 
bastardy, relief, removal and settlement of the poor, 
breaches of the peace, vagrancy and disorderly conduct, 
and violations of municipal ordinances as is by law con- 
ferred upon justices of the peace and police justices of 
this State. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 159. 


An Act to authorize the Chancellor of this State to 
authorize and approve and confirm, in his discretion, 
the sale of lands by any executor, administrator, ad- 
ministrator with the will annexed, guardian or trustee 
to such executor, administrator, administrator with 
the will annexed, guardian or trustee. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
1. Whenever it shall appear to the Chancellor of this pee ee 
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that it will be to the advantage of the estate or estates 
of which any such person is executor, administrator, 
administrator with the will annexed, guardian or trus- 
tee, that such executor, administrator, administrator 
with the will annexed, guardian or trustee should 
purchase any lands or real estate, or any part 
thereof, belonging to the said estate, it shall be lawful 
for the said Chancellor, upon petition filed for that pur- 
pose, to inquire, in a summary manner, into the merits 
of the application, by reference to a master, or other- 
wise, and ascertain the actual money value of the lands 
or real estate or portion or part thereof, so to be pur- 
chased, and in case the said court shall ascertain that 
it will be to the advantage of the estate, or estates, the 
said Chancellor may decree that such executor, admin- 
istrator, administrator with the will annexed, guardian 
or trustee, may purchase the said lands for such price 
and in the same manner as though such executor, ad- 
ministrator, administrator with the will annexed, 
guardian or trustee, were any other person purchasing 
the same. 

2. Nothing herein contained shall authorize the sale 
of any lands, premises or real estate belonging to any 
estate by any executor, administrator, administrator with 
the will annexed, guardian or trustee, who is not other- 
wise authorized by the terms of the will, or under an 
order or decree of a court or by a statute of this State 
to sell the same, and nothing herein contained shall 
authorize the purchase of any lands, or real estate, by 
any executor, administrator, administrator with the will 
annexed, guardian or trustee, where there is a coexecu- 
tor, coadministrator, coadministrator with the will an- 
nexed, coguardian, or cotrustee, without the concur- 
rence of the said coexecutor, coadministrator, coadminis- 
trator with the will annexed, coguardian or cotrustee. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 160. 
An Act concerning parks in cities of the second class. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Any park board, or board of park commissioners 
of any city of the second class, in order to provide the 
funds, in whole or in part, necessary to improve, main- 
tain or police the parks or recreation places under its 
control, or for the purpose of constructing stadiums or 
pavilions in said public parks, shall have the power and 
authority to arrange and provide for the giving of out- 
door exhibitions, concerts, games and contests, and the 
authority to use and employ said parks, or any portion 
thereof, for the purpose of giving thereon outdoor ex-

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act to amend an act entitled “An act 
to establish a thorough and efficient system of free 
public schools, and to provide for the maintenance, 
support and management thereof,” approved October 
nineteenth, one thousand nine hundred and three,’ 
which amendment was approved May seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seven,” which amendment 
was itself approved March sixteenth, nineteen hun- 
dred and nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section ninety-one of the act to which this 
act is an amendment so that it shall read as follows: 

91. Every board of education organized under the 
provisions of this article shall, by the majority vote of 
all the members of such board, appoint a district clerk, 
who may be elected from among said members, and 
shall fix his compensation and term of employment. 
Said district clerk, as such, may be removed by a major- 
ity vote of all the members of said board. He shall, 
before entering upon the duties of his office, execute 
and deliver to said board a bond in a sum to be fixed 
by said board, with surety or sureties to be approved 
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by said board, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of the duties of his office. Said board may accept the 
bond or undertaking of a trust company, or surety or 
indemnity company, and may pay the annual premium 
or fee therefor as a current expense of said. board. He 
shall record in a suitable book all proceedings of the 
board of education, of the annual school meetings and 
of special school meetings. He shall pay out by orders 
on the custodian of the school moneys of the school 
district, and in the manner prescribed by law, all school 
moneys of the district. He shall keep a correct and 
detailed account of all the expenditures of school moneys 
in the district, and shall report to the board at each 
regular meeting the amount of the total appropriations 
and the cash receipts for each account, the amount for 
which warrants have been drawn and the amount of 
orders for all contractual obligations since the date of 
his last report, the accounts against which said warrants 
shall have been drawn and the accounts against which 
said contractual obligations are chargeable, and the cash 
balance and free balance to the credit of each account. 
At each annual school meeting he shall present his rec- 
ord books and his accounts for public inspection, and 
shall make a statement of the financial condition of the 
district. He shall post notices of the annual and of any 
special meeting of the legal voters, and shall insert in 
said notices the object or objects for which said meet- 
ing shall be called; he shall notify all members of the 
board of education of all regular and special meetings 
of the board, and during the month of July in each 
year he shall present to the board of education a de- 
tailed report of the financial transactions of the board 
during the preceding school year, and file a copy thereof 
with the county superintendent of schools. The war- 
rant or order for the balance of salary due a district 
clerk at the close of the school year shall not be de- 
livered to him until written notice has been received 
from the county superintendent that such district clerk 
has filed with him such annual report.

184. In each school district there shall be a custodian 
of school moneys, who shall receive and hold in trust 
all school moneys belonging to such school district, 
whether received from the State appropriation, State 
school tax, district tax, appropriation, or from other 
sources, and shall pay out the same only on warrants 
signed by the president and district clerk or secretary 
of the board of education. Each warrant shall specify 
the object for which it shall be given, and shall be made 
payable to the order of the person entitled to receive 
the amount named therein; provided, that in the payment 
of teachers and other employees a payroll, certified by 
the president and district clerk or secretary of the board 
of education, stating the names of the teachers and other 
employees and the amount to be paid to each, may be 
delivered to the custodian of school moneys, accompanied 
by a warrant, drawn to his order, for the full amount 
of said payroll, which said payroll warrant shall be de- 
posited in a separate bank account as a payroll account 
in which case said custodian shall deliver to said dis- 
trict clerk or secretary individual checks payable to the 
order of said teachers and other employees. Said cus- 
todian shall pay over the balance of school funds re- 
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maining in his hands to his successor in office. He shall 
keep in the books provided for that purpose a record 
of the sums received and paid out by him. He shall 
make a monthly report to the board of education giving 
detailed account of all receipts and the amount of all 
warrants signed by him since the date of his last re- 
port, the accounts against which said warrants shall have 
been drawn, and the balance to the credit of each ac- 
count. At the close of the school year he shall transmit 
to the board of education of the district a report show- 
ing the amounts received and disbursed by him for school 
purposes during said year, and shall file a duplicate of 
such report with the county superintendent of schools.

An Act from the State fund a sum of money to be 
expended by and under the direction of the Board of 
Commerce and Navigation for the construction in 
whole or in part of such works and structures includ- 
ing seawalls, bulkheads and jetties and other approved 
devices necessary and proper to protect the riparian 
lands and taxable property of this State in municipal- 
ities within Monmouth county bordering on the 
Atlantic ocean from destruction by encroachments 
of the Atlantic ocean and other destruction agencies 
of the sea. 


WuereEas, The coast and seashore of Monmouth county 
of the State of New Jersey in many cases and in 
many locations has been or is likely to be encroached 
upon by the Atlantic ocean, thereby causing a great 
destruction of the riparian lands and to taxable 
property of great value from which, and from 
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riparian leases, annually, by taxation for State 
purposes large sums may be and are derived by the 
State; and 

WueErEAS, Such encroachments by the ocean can, in 
the judgment of the Legislature, be checked and 
prevented by the construction and maintenance of 
seawalls, bulkheads and jetties along said ocean and 
by other approved devices; therefore, 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There is hereby appropriated and directed to be 
paid out of the treasury of the State of New Jersey a 
sum or sums not to exceed in the aggregate one hundred 
and seventy-five thousand dollars, which when included 
partly or wholly in any appropriation act shall be used 
and expended under the direction of the Board of 
Commerce and Navigation of the State of New Jersey, 
for the construction of such works, seawalls, bulkheads 
and jetties and other devices necessary and proper to 
protect the riparian lands of this State or property for 
which this State receives a revenue by taxation or for 
rents for riparian leases, bordering upon any municipal- 
ity located in Monmouth county of this State which 
borders upon the Atlantic ocean, from the encroach- 
ment of the Atlantic ocean, which sum of money, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary, is to immediately 
become available and payable. The plans for all such 
works or work built in whole or in part shall be approved 
by the Board of Commerce and Navigation of the 
State of New Jersey, and the selection and designation 
of the section or sections of the sea coast of Monmouth 
county to be protected shall also be determined by said 
board, and said board is hereby empowered to make 
such rules and regulations respecting the doing of 
such work and the inspection and approval thereof as 
it may deem necessary; said board is hereby authorized 
to assume the construction of any part of or the whole 
of any work or works approved by it, and provided 
the cost thereof does not exceed the amount set aside 
for any such work or works; provided, however, that 
no greater amount or portion of the sum of money 
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hereby appropriated shall be available and paid out for 
the purposes of such work or works in any single 
municipality than is appropriated by such municipality 
in which or upon the borders of which such work or 
works are to be constructed, and is available for 
expenditure therefor; and provided, further, however, Proviso. 
that no amount greater than fifty thousand dollars 
shall be available for the purpose of such protective 
work or works within or upon the borders of any single 
municipality.

CHAPTER 167. 


An Act for the relief of persons who served in the 
military or naval forces of the United States in any 
war in which the United State was engaged. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any soldier, as defined in this act, who served in Sely 
the military or naval forces of the United States, in Joss of sight. 
any war in which the United States was engaged, and 
who has sustained a total loss of sight as a result of 
said services, shall be paid out of the treasury of this 
State, for the term of his life, the sum of five hundred 
dollars annually, to be paid in monthly payments. 

2, The evidence of such service and of such disability }rcof, of 
in each case shall be furnished to the Adjutant-General - 
of the State of New Jersey. Said Adjutant-General 
shall examine the same, and upon being satisfied that 
such service was performed and that the said person 
has been rendered totally blind as a result thereof, he 
shall so certify to the State Comptroller, and upon Certificaticn. 
receipt of same the State Comptroller shall draw his 
warrant on the State Treasurer in favor of the appli-

cant, in the sum of five hundred dollars annually, for 
the time and in the manner hereinbefore provided.

honorable or ordinary discharge or release from such 
service. 

Appropriation. 4, To carry out the provisions of this act, the sum 
of six thousand five hundred dollars ($6,500.00) is 
hereby appropriated, when included in any annual or 
supplemental appropriation bill. 

Repealer. 5. All acts or parts of act inconsistent with this act 
be, and the same are hereby repealed.

CHAPTER 168. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled “An act concerning idiots and lunatics’ 
(Revision), approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand eight hundred and seventy-four,”’ approved 
March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-four. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
Section 1 1. Section one of the act to which this act is an

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1. Within fifteen days after this act shall take effect, 
there may be appointed in each county of this State, 
a person to be known as “public guardian of incompe- 
tent veterans for the county of (naming 
county )’’ who shall be appointed by the judges of the 
Orphans’ Court of the several counties of the State, 
and who shall hold office for the term of five years 
from the date of his appointment and until his suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualified. 

2. Section three of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

3. In all cases where application shall be made to 
the Orphans Court in all counties of the State for the 
appointment of a guardian of any person who, while 
in a military, naval or marine service of the United 
States, or after discharge therefrom, shall have been 
or shall be duly found and determined to be of unsound 
mind, whether or not such person shall have been or 
shall be committed or confined to an asylum, hospital 
or other institution for the care of the insane, and the 
next of kin of such person shall be unwilling, unable or 
unqualified for such appointment, or in case it shall 
appear to the said court that the best interests of such 
person require it, the said court may appoint the public 
guardian of incompetent veterans of the county wherein 
such person resides as his guardian. 

3. Section five of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

5. During the month of January of each year, the 
public guardian of incompetent veterans shall present to 
the judges of the Orphans’ Court of the county for 
which he shall be appointed, an account of his receipts 
and disbursements in each estate in which he is acting 
as such guardian, accompanied by receipts and vouchers 
showing all moneys received and expended by him 
during the preceding year, and showing the balance 
remaining in his hands in each of said estates, which 
report shall be approved by the said judges of the 
Orphans’ Court as now required from guardians by 
law; provided, however, that upon the termination of 
any such guardianship by death of his ward or other- 
wise, the said public guardian of incompetent veterans 
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shall proceed to settle his account as such guardian in 
the manner prescribed by law in the case of other guard- 
ians of incompetent persons; and provided, further, 
that the Orphans’ Court may, upon the application of 
any person in interest upon good cause shown, at any 
time require such guardian to settle his account in the 
manner prescribed by law in the case of other guardians 
of incompetent persons. 

4. Section six of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

6. The public guardian of incompetent veterans shall 
receive such annual salary as may be fixed and deter- 
mined by the board of chosen freeholders in and for 
the county in and for which the said guardian has 
been appointed, and which shall be paid by the treasurer 
of the county in semimonthly payments, and this said 
salary shall be in lieu of all other charges, compensation 
and commissions; nor shall the said guardian accept any 
money whatsoever by way of fee, compensation, gratuity 
or present for any of his services. 

5. Section eight of the act to which this act is an 
amendment shall read as follows; 

8. It shall be the duty of the said guardian of 
incompetent veterans in each county to assist, supervise, 
advise and otherwise aid such persons as have hitherto 
been or may hereafter be appointed guardian or guard- 
ians of any incompetent veteran, and shall give such 
assistance in preparing and drawing of all papers, 
documents and other things for such incompetent 
veterans as may be necessary to be done, and shall 
further assist any such guardian or guardians of any 
such incompetent veterans to work in conjunction with 
the United States Veterans Bureau, to the end that the 
said incompetent veteran may be fully and completely 
protected.

CHAPTER 169. 


An Act to regulate the taking of crustaceans, commonly 
known as crabs, in any of the tidal waters of the 
State of New Jersey, except Delaware bay.

1. It shall be unlawful for any person to take any 
crustacean, commonly known as crab, from any of the 
tidal waters of the State of New Jersey, except Dela- 
ware bay, by means of a line with more than ten baits 
attached thereto, under a penalty of twenty dollars for 
each offense. 

2. This act shall be enforced by the persons author- 
ized by and in accordance with the provisions of an 
act entitled “An act to provide a uniform procedure 
for the enforcement of all laws relating to fish, game 
and birds and for the recovery of penalties for violations 
thereof,’ approved March twenty-ninth, one thousand 
eight hundred and ninety-seven, and the amendments 
thereof and supplements thereto. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 170. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish 
public parks in certain counties of this State and to 
regulate the same,” constituting chapter three hundred 
and thirty-one of the Laws of one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-six, approved March twenty- 
eighth one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section fourteen of the act to which this act is an 
amendment shall be and the same is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

14. To meet the expenses incurred under the provi- 
sions of this act, in addition to the sum of money 
received from benefit assessments as herein provided 
and otherwise, the board of chosen freeholders of the 
said county shall, from time to time, on the requisition 
of said board of park commissioners, in the name and 
on the credit of the said county, borrow money by 
issuing the bonds of the said county to a sum in the 
aggregate not exceeding two million dollars, which 
bonds shall be issued as hereinafter provided. 

2. On requisition of the said board of park commis- 
sioners the board of chosen freeholders shall have power 
to appropriate for said board of park commissioners 
such sums as said board of chosen freeholders may deem 
advisable, except as hereinabove provided. 


3. Appropriations for current expenses of said 
board of park commissioners and any other expenses 
which the board of chosen freeholders may deem 
proper, shall from time to time be included in the 
county budget. 
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4. Appropriations for other than current expenses, 
including, however, all expenses of the board of park 
commissioners incurred prior to the establishment of 
a park, may be provided for by the issuance of bonds 
or other obligations of the county in pursuance of an 
act entitled “An act to authorize and regulate the issu- 
ance of bonds and other obligations and the incurring 
of indebtedness, by county, city, borough, village, town, 
township, or any municipality, governed by an improve- 
ment commission,’ constituting chapter two hundred 
and fifty-two of the Pamphlet Laws of one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, and the acts amendatory 
thereof and supplemental thereto. The chief financial 
officer of the county is authorized to deduct such bonds 
or other obligations, including the bonds or other obli- 
gations referred to in subdivision five of this act, from 
any annual or supplemental debt statement equal in 
amount to one per centum of the average assessed 
valuation of such county for the three preceding years. 

5. In the discretion of the board of chosen free- 
holders, budget appropriations not exceeding one hun- 
dred thousand dollars in aggregate amount for the 
expenses of said board of park commissioners made 
prior to the establishment of a park, may be replaced 
by the issuance of bonds or other obligations for park 
purposes, as provided in the preceding section, and the 
proceeds of the bonds or other obligations issued for 
said purpose, may be reappropriated for any county 
purpose. : 

6. This act shall take effect immediately.

6. The legal voters of a district so organized shall 
meet annually on the third Saturday in February at 
three o’clock in the afternoon, and determine the amount 
of money to be raised for the ensuing year, and elect 
a board of fire commissioners, to consist of five persons 
resident in such district, who, when elected, shall pos- 
sess, within such district, all the rights and powers of 
the township committee under this act and shall hold 
office for three years and until their successors are 
elected; provided, that at the first meeting of said board 
of fire commissioners elected after the passage of this 
act, the members of said board shall divide themselves 
by lot into three classes; the term of two members com- 
posing the first class shall be vacated at the expiration 
of the first year ; the term of the two members composing 
the second class shall be vacated at the expiration of 
the second year, and the term of the one member com- 
posing the third class shall be vacated at the expiration 
cf the third year, so that two members of said board 
of fire commissioners shall be elected annually, after the 
first election except every third year, when but one 
member shall be elected to hold office for three years, 
and if vacancies happen, by resignation or otherwise, 
the person or persons elected to supply such vacancies, 
shall be elected for the unexpired term only. In the 
event a vacancy happens by resignation or otherwise the 
board shall have the right to elect a member to fill the 
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vacancy until the next succeeding election. Each mem- 
ber of the board shall receive a salary of three dollars for 
each meeting attended, the gross amount of such salary 
not to exceed fifty dollars in any one year. The secre- 
tary shall receive as additional compensation an amount 
not to exceed sixty dollars, in addition to his salary for 
attendance at meetings and the treasurer who shall be 
a member of the board and appointed for a term of 
one year which shall receive as additional compensation 
the sum of one hundred dollars. The treasurer shall 
cause his books to be audited at least once a year within 
thirty days after the expiration of the fiscal year and 
the secretary of said board shall cause such audit to be 
advertised at least twice in a newspaper published in 
the municipality of which a district is part and in the 
event there is no newspaper published in said municipal- 
ity then in a newspaper circulating in said district. In 
the event the secretary shall neglect or refuse to publish 
the audit within five days after the first regular meet- 
ing subsequent to the delivery of said report to said 
board he shall forfeit and pay the sum of one hun- 
dred dollars which shall be recovered by an action of 
debt by any person who shall bring suit for the same 
one-half of which shall go to such person and one-half 
to the treasury of the district. ‘The district treasurer 
shall be the custodian of the moneys of the district and 
all moneys which the district commissioners are by law 
authorized to receive and disburse, shall be paid to him 
and disbursed by him only on the warrant of the dis- 
trict commissioners signed by a majority thereof. Such 
person shall give surety company bond to the district 
and only such surety authorized by the Department 
of Banking and Insurance to do business in this State, 
in such sum as the district commissioners shall approve 
conditioned for the faithful discharge of the duties of 
his office which bond shall be filed with the board of 
fire commissioners, the premium on said bond to be 
paid for by the district. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of an act entitled “An act to author- 
ize the governing body of any municipality to appropri- 
ate money in aid of voluntary fire companies,” approved 
March eighteenth, nineteen hundred and twenty-one, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

2. It shall be lawful for the governing body of any 
municipality of this State to appropriate and raise such 
sum of money not exceeding two thousand dollars, an- 
nually, as in their judgment may be deemed necessary 
to aid volunteer fire companies in any stich munici- 
palities; provided, the said fire company shall own and 
maintain its own apparatus. 

2. Section three of an act entitled “An act authoriz- 
ing the governing body of any municipality to appropri- 
ate money in aid of voluntary fire companies,” approved 
March eighteenth, nineteen hundred and twenty-one, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

3. It shall be lawful for the governing body of any 
municipality in this State to appropriate and raise such 
sum of money, not exceeding two thousand dollars, an- 
nually, as may be deemed necessary and appropriate 
to aid volunteer fire companies located in adjoining mu- 
nicipalities in the habit of responding to fires in said 
municipality ; provided, the said fire company shall own 
and maintain its own apparatus. ©

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CHAPTER 175. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
sheriffs” (Revision of 1877). 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any sale has been heretofore held by 
any sheriff, pursuant to any judicial proceeding, and 
notice thereof has been published in any newspaper not 
a legal newspaper, for the purpose of publication of 
legal notices by reason of said newspaper not having 
been in existence for a period of one year prior to such 
advertisement, all such proceedings so had by virtue of 
said advertisement shall be valid and effectual, and 
sales so made are hereby ratified, validated and con- 
firmed. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 176. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an 
act entitled ‘An act for the assessment and collection 
of taxes’ (Revision of 1918), approved March fourth, 
one thousand nine hundred and eighteen,” which sup- 
plement was approved March eleventh, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-two. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is an 
amendment is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. Any taxing district in any county of the first 
class in this State in which there has been located any 
State or county institution or institutions occupying 
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more than two hundred acres and not in excess of four 
hundred acres of land, in the aggregate, shall have re- 
mitted or rebated by the county collector a sum equal to 
one-half of the county tax rate applied to the entire 
amount of ratables remaining subject to taxation. Any 
taxing district in any county of the first class in this 
State in which there has been located any State or 
county institution or institutions occupying in excess of 
four hundred acres of land, in the aggregate, shall have 
remitted or rebated by the county collector a sum equal 
to three-fourths of the county tax rate applied to the 
entire amount of ratables remaining subject to taxation. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 177. 


An Act to establish boards of county sewer survey com- 
missioners and to define their powers and duties. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and oe Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county of more than one hundred and fifty 
thousand population, it shall be lawful for the board of 
chosen freeholders of such county to elect three persons, 
to be known as the County Sewer 
Survey Commissioners, who shall hold their office for 
three years, from the date of their appointment, and 
shall serve without compensation; and if vacancies hap- 
pen by resignation or otherwise, such vacancies may be 
filled by such board of chosen freeholders, and the per- 
sons appointed to supply such vacancies shall be ap- 
pointed for the unexpired terms only; said commis- 
sioners shall consider the advisability of constructing a 
common sewerage system for any two or more mu- 
nicipalities of said county, or a system of conveying or 
conducting sewage, or the discharge of municipal dis- 
posal plants, to a common destination, or such other 
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measures which shall prevent the pollution of the streams 
of said county, and protect the public health, and shall 
have authority to make maps and plans, to estimate 
costs, and to collect such other information in relation 
thereto as the said board may deem expedient, and shall, 
as soon as conveniently may be within the term afore- 
said, make a report in writing to both the Legislature 
and the board of chosen freeholders of said county of 
a comprehensive plan for laying out, construction and 
maintaining of such sewage systems and disposal plants. 

2. Said commissioners may employ such assistants as 
they may deem necessary and may expend such sums 
therefor and in the discharge of their duties, including 
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may deem expedient, not exceeding, however, the sum 
of ten thousand dollars; and such expenditures shall, 
from time to time, be certified by said board to the 
said board of chosen freeholders, who, if satisfied of 
the correctness thereof, shall order the county collector 
to pay the same out of the funds appropriated for con- 
tingencies, and if no such appropriations are provided 
for, the boards of chosen freeholders of such counties 
are hereby authorized and empowered to create an 
emergency appropriation under the act providing for the 
issuance of emergency notes in order to defray the ex- 
penses authorized by this act. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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An Act concerning and regulating the filing of maps in 
the office of the clerk of the Court of Common Pleas 
or register of deeds in any county of this State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New J ersey’ 
WuHueErzEas, It appears in the respective counties of the 
State of New Jersey, that there have been filed in 
the office of the clerk of the Court of Common Pleas 
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or the office of the register of deeds of the respective 

counties of this State, certain maps in conformity with 

the statutes in such case made and provided; and 

Wuereas, There have heretofore been made duplicate 
copies of such maps which have been delineated 
identically with such filed maps, except for the style 
or title of the maps; and 

WueEreEas, The duplicate maps, so designated by a dif- 
ferent style or title have not been filed in the offices 
of the clerk or registers of deeds, as aforesaid, of the 
respective counties ; and 

Wuereas, There have been made conveyances of lands, 
tenements or hereditaments or interests therein and 
other instruments of similar nature under which the 
lands intended to be conveyed or liened, have been 
described by reference to such unfiled map. 

1. Whenever there may now or hereafter appear on 
file in the office of the clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas or in the office of the register of deeds in any 
county of this State a map filed in accordance with the 
statutes in such case made and provided, the governing 
body of any municipality within this State located in 
such county may provide for the filing of a duplicate 
of such map delineated identically with such formerly 
filed map even though the title or style of the map may 
be in different form from such filed map in such office 
by the approval of such municipality in the manner 
prescribed by law; provided, however, that such approval 
and filing shall not constitute a dedication of the streets 
or lot locations as thereon delineated; and provided, 
further, that the approval and filing of the map be merely 
for the identification of the lands theretofore conveyed 
or liened, which said approval for the purposes afore- 
said shall be stated in the resolution adopted by such 
governing body approving such maps. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 179. 


A Supplement to “An act concerning trust companies” 
(Revision of 1899), approved March twenty-fourth, 
one thousand eight hundred and ninety-nine. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General, Assembly 
cf the State of New Jersey: 


1. No trust company shall be liable to a depositor for 
any payment made upon a forged or raised draft, receipt, 
acquittance or other order for payment or withdrawal 
of money from the depositor’s account or standing to 
the depositor’s credit with such trust company, 1f pay- 
ment is made upon presentation of the Pass-Book other 
evidence of credit or deposit furnished by the trust com- 
pany and if such payment or withdrawal is entered there- 
in, unless within two years after such entry of payment 
or withdrawal, such depositor shall in writing notify the 
trust company that the draft, receipt, acquittance or other 
order for the payment or withdrawal of money upon 
which payment or withdrawal was made was forged 
or raised. 

2. This act shall extend to moneys standing to the 
credit of depositors in savings or special deposit or spe- 
cial interest accounts as distinguished from commercial 
er checking accounts. 


3. This act shall take effect immediately. 
Approved April 3, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 180. 


An Act to authorize the use of parks, playgrounds or 
other public places as playgrounds for pupils in pub- 
lic schools and for the public generally in municipalities 
and towns. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. It shall be lawful for the commission, board or 
other local authority having control of any city, town, 
township, village or borough park, playground or other 
public place or property in any municipality of this State 
to permit the same to be used for athletic purposes, or 
as playgrounds by the pupils of the public schools of 
such municipality and the public generally subject to 
such reasonable regulations as may be prescribed by said 
commission or other local authority, having control 
thereof. 

2. When any park, playground or other public place 
or property shall be used by the pupils of the public 
schools of any municipality as aforesaid, the board of 
education of the school district co-extensive with the 
municipality shall have the power and authority to charge 
and collect a reasonable admission fee for each person 
entering such park, playground or other public place or 
property for the purpose of witnessing any athletic con- 
test wherein the pupils of the public school or schools of 
the municipality may be contestants or participants, pro- 
vided and only in the event that the admission fees so 
charged and collected are used or are to be used in the 
maintenance and furtherance of athletics and athletic 
purposes in the public schools of the municipality; pro- 
vided, however, that the admission fees so charged or to 
be charged shall first be approved by the commission, 
board or other local authority having control of such -

municipality; and provided however, that such parks, 
playgrounds or other public places, or property shall not 
be used for the purpose of any athletic contest for which 
an admission fee is to be charged as aforesaid, for a 
greater period than eight (8) hours in any week, nor 
on more than two days in any one week; and provided, 
further, that this act shall not apply to any county park 
commission. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 181. 


An Act authorizing counties and municipalities to ac- 
quire land for airport purposes, and thereafter to lease 
the same. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of any county and/or the 
governing body of any municipality is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to acquire by gift, grant, purchase, 
condemnation or in any other lawful manner lands and 
interests therein for airport purposes, and to erect there- 
on and maintain buildings for the aforesaid purposes. 
Upon such acquisition, as aforesaid, the governing body 
of any county and/or the governing body of any mu- 
nicipality is authorized to lease said land, so acquired, 
with or without consideration to the State of New Jersey, 
cr any agency thereof, and in addition is authorized to 
lease the land so acquired, to any person, firm or cor- 
poration for a consideration and for such term of years 
as may be agreed upon. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 182. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act for the punish- 
ment of crimes” (Revision of 1898), approved June 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one hundred and fourteen of the act of 
which this act is amendatory be and the same is hereby 
amended so that the same shall read as follows: 

114, Any person who shall kidnap or steal, or forcibly 
take away any man, woman or child, and send or carry, 
or with intent to send or carry, such man, woman or 
child to any other point within this State, or into an- 
other State, territory or country, or shall force, persuade 
or entice any child within the age of fourteen years to 
leave his father, mother or guardian or other person 
or persons entrusted with the care of such child, and 
secrete or conceal the said child and his procurers, shall 
be guilty of a high misdemeanor and punished by im- 
prisonment at hard labor for the term of his or her 
natural life, or for such other lesser term as the court 
shall deem proper, but such other term not to be less 
than thirty years. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 183. 


An Act to supplement an act entitled “An act respecting 
conveyances” (Revision of 1898), approved June 
fourteenth, eighteen hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE 1? ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Every deed or instrument of the nature or descrip- 
tion set forth in the twenty-first section of the act to 
which this act is supplementary, heretofore or hereafter 
made by a corporation, to or on which shall have been 
affixed, marked or printed a scroll of ink or other de- 
vice by way of a seal, shall be taken and adjudged to be 
of the same force and effect as if it had been actually 
sealed with the corporate seal of such corporation, and 
shall be held to be as good and valid to all intents and 
purposes in all courts and places; and no such instrument 
shall be impeached or questioned for lack of a corporate 
seal. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 184. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to authorize 
and regulate the issuance of bonds and other obliga- 
tions and the incurring of indebtedness by county, 
city, borough, village, town, township or any munici- 
pality governed by an improvement commission,” ap- 
proved March twenty-second, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and sixteen. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

_1. In addition to the powers conferred by the pro- 

visions of. the act to which this act is a supplement, rela- 
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tive to the issuance of bonds, it shall be lawful for any 
county of the first or second class to issue bonds for 
the purpose of acquiring lands and thereafter equipping, 
maintaining and operating said lands for airport pur- 
poses. All such bonds so as aforesaid issued shall ma- 
ture in annual installments commencing not more than 
two years from their date, and no installment shall be 
more than fifty per centum in excess of the amount of 
the smallest prior installment, and shall mature within 
the period declared in the ordinance or resolution author- 
izing them, which in no case shall exceed the period of 
twenty years. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 185. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act providing for 
the retirement of policemen and firemen of police and 
fire departments in municipalities of this State, in- 
cluding all police officers having supervision or regu- 
lation of traffic upon county roads, and providing a 
pension for such retired policemen and firemen and 
members of the police and fire departments and the 
widows, children and sole dependent parents of de- 
ceased members of said departments,” approved April 
fifteenth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section four of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

4. A fund shall be created in the following manner for 
the purpose of paying such pensions, to wit: There 
shall be deducted from every payment of salary to such 
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member of the police and fire departments in such mu- 
nicipality two per centum of the amount thereof; pro- 
vided such member entered such service on or before 
the age of thirty-five years; if any member enter such 
service after the age of thirty-five years, then such 
percentage shall be increased to such an amount as shall 
be determined by the pension commission to correspond 
to the risk arising by the additional age of the member. 
The municipality shall raise by taxation and pay into 
said fund yearly an amount equal to four per centum 
of the total salaries paid to the members of the police 
and fire departments. There shall also be added to such 
fund the following sum: All fines imposed upon any 
member of the police and fire departments; all moneys 
given or donated to such funds; all moneys deducted 
from the salary of any member of the police or fire 
department on account of absence or loss of time and 
one-half of all rewards paid for any purpose, and in 
addition thereto one-half of the two per centum tax 
paid to the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance of 
the State of New Jersey, pursuant to the provisions of 
an act entitled “An act to provide for the regulation and 
incorporation of insurance companies and to regulate the 
transaction of insurance business in this State,’ approved 
April third, one thousand nine hundred and two, as said 
act was amended by an act entitled “An act to amend 
an act entitled ‘An act to provide for the regulation and 
incorporation of insurance companies and to regulate the 
transaction of insurance business in this State,’”’ ap- 
proved March twelfth, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-four, from insurance companies of other States 
and foreign countries on premiums of insurance against 
automobile liability, automobile property damage, auto- 
mobile collision and automobile fire and theft insurance 
risks in this State. The Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance shall distribute the funds so collected as fol- 
lows: There shall first be deducted one per centum of 
said fund which shall be distributed pro rata among the 
several counties now or hereafter maintaining county 
police pension funds ; payment being made to the county 
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treasurer of such counties for the use of said funds. 
The balance of said fund remaining in the hands of the 
commissioner shall then be distributed among the several 
municipalities now or hereafter maintaining pension 
funds, pursuant to the provisions of the act of which this 
act is amendatory, in proportion to the membership of 
each of such funds on December thirty-first of the year 
preceding such distribution, as such membership bears 
to the total membership of all such funds on that date. 
Every such pension fund shall annually, on or before 
the first day of March, make report to the Commissioner 
of Banking and Insurance, subscribed and sworn to by 
its president and secretary or treasurer, showing the 
membership of the said fund on December thirty-first 
of the preceding year. For the purposes of this act a 
widow or dependent children or parent of a deceased 
member drawing a pension at the time shall be con- 
sidered as one member. Any such fund failing to make 
the aforesaid report to the Commissioner of Banking and 
Insurance in any year shall forfeit its right to share in 
the distribution for that year and the Commissioner of 
Banking and Insurance shall be relieved of any responsi- 
bility in such case. In case there shall not be sufficient 
money in said pension fund created as aforesaid, the 
board of chosen freeholders, the common council or other 
governing body, as the case may be, shall include in any 
tax levy a sum sufficient to meet the requirements of said 
fund for the time being. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 186. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to amend an 
act entitled ‘An act to establish a thorough and effi- 
cient system of free public schools and to provide for 
the maintenance, support and management thereof,’ 
approved October nineteen, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and three,” which amendment was itself ap- 
proved April twenty-seventh, nineteen hundred and 
eleven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section one hundred twenty-nine of the act 
of which this act is amendatory so that it shall read as 
follows: : 

129. No contract for the erection of any public school 
building or any part thereof shall be made until and 
after plans and specifications therefor have been sub- 
mitted to and approved by the State Board of Educa- 
tion. A copy of the plans and specifications as approved 
shall be filed forthwith with the State Board of Educa- 
tion. A copy of the contracts for the erection of the 
whole or any part of the school building and for the 
furnishing thereof shall be filed with the State Board 
of Education within ten days after the same have been 
signed. No change in the plans or specifications shall 
be legal unless the same have been submitted to and 
approved by the State Board of Education. A copy of 
all changes as approved shall be filed forthwith with the 
said board; provided, that nothing in this or any act 
shall require the board of education of any school dis- 
trict to secure approval of its plans and specifications 
by, or to require any board of education or any con- 
tractor doing work in connection with school buildings 
to secure a building permit from, the municipality situate 
therein.

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CHAPTER 187. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act for the punish- 
ment of crimes” (Revision of 1898), approved June 
fourteenth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and Gencral Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any person who shall receive or buy any goods or 
chattels or choses in action or other valuable thing what- 
soever, that shall have been stolen from any other per- 
son or taken from him by robbery or otherwise unlaw- 
fully or fraudulently obtained, or converted in any man- 
ner contrary to any of the provisions of the act to which 
this act is supplemental, whether such stealing or rob- 
bery shall have been committed either in the State of 
New Jersey or in some other jurisdiction, and whether 
such goods, chattels, choses in action, or other valuable 
thing shall be received or bought from the thief, rob- 
ber, or person so obtaining, taking, or converting them, 
or from any other person or shall receive, harbor or con- 
ceal any thief or robber knowing him to be so, shall be 
guilty of a high misdemeanor; and if such person is 
shown to have or to have had possession of such goods, 
chattels, choses 1n action, or other valuable thing within 
one year from the date of such stealing, robbery or un- 
lawful or fraudulent obtaining, such possession shall be 
deemed sufficient evidence to authorize conviction, unless 
such person show to the satisfaction of the jury either, 
(1) that the goods or chattels or choses in action or 
other valuable thing were, considering the relations of the 
parties thereto and the circumstances thereof, a gift, or 
(2) that the amount paid for the goods, chattels, choses 
in action, or other valuable thing represented their fair 
and reasonable value, or (3) that the person buying such 
goods, chattels, choses in action, or other valuable thing 
knew of his own knowledge or made inquiries sufficient 
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to satisfy a reasonable man, that the seller was in a regu- 
lar and established business for dealing in goods, chat- 
tels, choses in action, or other valuable thing of the 
description of the goods purchased, or (4) that the per- 
son receiving or buying such goods, chattels, choses in 
action, or other valuable thing, has simultaneously with 
the receipt or sale reported the transaction to the police 
authorities of the municipality in which he resides. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 188. 


An Act to validate ordinances passed under the authority 
of an act entitled “An act authorizing and empower- 
ing townships and boroughs in this State to appoint a 
board of assessors to make assessments for taxes 
therein, and to regulate the salaries and compensation 
of the members thereof,” approved March thirty-first, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, the ap- 
pointment of boards of assessors pursuant thereto, 
and assessments of taxes made by such boards. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All ordinances heretofore passed under the author- 
ity of an act entitled “An act authorizing and empower- 
ing townships and boroughs in this State to appoint a 
board of assessors to make assessments for taxes there- 
in, and to regulate the salaries and compensation of the 
members thereof,’ approved March thirty-first, one 
thousand nine hundred and twenty-six, and all appoint- 
ments made pursuant thereto, and all assessments of 
taxes made by appointees under such appointments are 
hereby ratified, confirmed and validated, notwithstand- 
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ing any omission, irregularity or illegality in passing or 
adopting such ordinances, or in any procedure of the 
governing bodies of any townships or boroughs relating 
to such ordinances, appointments and/or assessments. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 189. 


An Act to permit any officer, board, commission, com- 
mittee or department or other branch of the State 
government to request from any proposed bidder on 
any public work a questionnaire and to thereafter re- 
ject bids from proposed bidders not qualifying. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: — 

1. It shall be lawful for any officer, board, commis- 
sion, committee or department, or other branch of the 
State government to require from any person proposing 
to bid on public work duly advertised, a standard form 
of questionnaire and financial statement containing a 
complete statement of the person’s financial ability and — 
experience in performing public work, before furnish- 
ing such person with plans and specifications for the pro- - 
posed public work advertised. | 

2. Whenever such officer, board, commission, com- 
mittee or department, or other branch of the State gov- 
ernment is not satisfied with the sufficiency of the an- 
swers contained in such standard questionnaire and 
financial statement of such person, it may refuse to fur- 
nish such person with plans and specifications on public 
work duly advertised and the bid of, any person to whom 
plans and specifications have not been issued may be 
disregarded. 

3. The word “person” as used herein shall mean and 
include any individual, copartnership, association, cor- 
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poration or joint stock company, their lessees, trustees 
or receivers appointed by any court whatsoever. 

4, No action of any nature or description out of any 
court of competent jurisdiction shall lie against any of- 
ficer, board, commission, committee, department or other 
branch of the State government because of such refusal 
to furnish such person with plans and specifications on 
public work duly advertised. 

5. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed and this act shall 
take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 190. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to impose a 
tax on the sale of motor vehicle fuels as herein de- 
fined to be paid by distributors as herein defined; 
regulating the sale of such fuels; providing for the 
collection of said tax, for reports of sales of such 
motor fuels, and for the disposition of the revenue 
derived from such tax, and fixing penalties for the 
violation of the terms thereof,” approved April one, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section two of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

2. Every distributor is hereby required within thirty 
days after this act shall go into effect, and thereafter be- 
fore continuing in or commencing to transact the busi- 
ness of a distributor as herein defined, to procure a li- 
cense from the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, per- 
mitting him to continue or to commence to engage in 
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said business within this State. Said license shall be 
good until revoked by the Commissioner of Motor Vehi- 
cles, who is hereby authorized to issue the same without 
charge. Every person engaged in the retail sale of gaso- 
line, benzol or other products to be used by the pur- 
chaser thereof, in the propelling of motor vehicles, shall 
before engaging in such business, procure from the De- 
partment of Motor Vehicles a license therefor; such 
license shall be issued by the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles for one year from the first of January of each 
year, subject to such reasonable regulations as the Com- 
missioner of Motor Vehicles shall provide. A license fee 
of two dollars ($2.00) shall be paid for the issuing of 
such license and the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 
will supply a license plate similar to an automobile license 
plate, which the licensee shall publicly display in a man- 
ner to be regulated by the Commissioner of Motor Vehi- 
cles. Every such licensed retail dealer shall publicly dis- 
play in a manner to be regulated by the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles, a sign stating the price per gallon 
of all fuels sold by said dealer. Such price shall include 
the tax imposed in this act. 

2. Section five of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

5. Wherever any distributor or retail dealer shall 
make any distribution or sale of fuels to any person, 
firm or corporation, upon representation that the same 
is to be used for the purpose of manufacture or agri- 
cultural use or for any of the vehicles enumerated in 
section one (1) of this act, he shall certify such sales 
to the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles on a form pro- 
vided for such purpose. The Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles may require such purchaser to certify to him 
under oath, on forms furnished for such purpose, the 
use which is to be made of such fuels, and whether any 
portion or the whole of such fuel so purchased is to be 
used in the operation of motor vehicles. Whoever shall 
receive any such fuels in such form and under such cir- 
cumstances as shall preclude the collection of this tax 
from the distributors by reason of the provisions of the 
laws of the United States, and shall thereafter sell or 
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use any such internal combustion engine fuels in such 
manner and under such circumstances as may subject 
such sale or use to the taxing power of this State, such 
person shall be considered as a distributor, and shall 
make the same reports, pay the same taxes, and be sub- 
ject to all other provisions of this act relating to dis- 
tributor of such fuels. If any portion or the whole of 
such fuel so purchased is taxable under this act, then 
the purchaser shall be charged with the tax provided in 
this act and shall pay the same in accordance with the 
provisions hereof. 

3. Section seven of the act of which this act is amend- 
atory be and the same is hereby amended so that the 
same shall read as follows: 

7. Any person willfully violating any of the provisions 
of this act, or who shall willfully make any false state- 
ment in any affidavit required herein, or who shall will- 
fully make any false statement of the name or residence 
of any purchaser of fuels or the purpose for which such 
fuels shall be used, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be punishable 
by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) or by imprisonment for not more than six 
months, or by both such fine and imprisonment. The 
license of any distributor to do business in this State, 
upon conviction thereof shall forthwith be revoked. 
Whenever any distributor or purchaser shall fail to pay 
any tax due under the provisions of this act within the 
time limited herein the Attorney-General shall enforce 
payment of such tax by civil action against such tax 
in a court of appropriate jurisdiction. 

4. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 191. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The governing body of every municipality shall 
have the power to establish safety zones, to erect, con- 
struct and maintain platforms, commonly called “safety 
isles ;” to erect, construct, maintain and operate stand- 
ards, commonly called “silent policemen,” beacon lights, 
guideposts or other structures, which in its judgment 
may be necessary for the safety and convenience of per- 
sons and vehicles using the streets in said municipality. 

2. No safety zones or platforms, commonly called 
“safety isles;’ or standards, commonly called “silent 
policemen ;” beacon lights, traffic signal devices, guide- 
posts, or other structures of any kind whatsoever shall 
be hereafter erected, constructed, operated, or main- 
tained in, over, or upon any State highway of this State, 
without the permission of the State Highway Commis- 
sion first having been obtained. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 192. 


An Act concerning the jurisdiction of justices of the 
peace in certain proceedings. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. No justice of the peace shall hereafter have juris- 
diction in or concerning any complaint or proceeding 
instituted by any overseer of the poor or superintendent 
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of outdoor relief, or any other public officer having 
jurisdiction, which proceeding has for its object the re- 
covery of support for any indigent wife or children, or 
in any other proceeding for the relief of the poor. Such 
complaints or proceedings shall be accountable only 
before a Court of Common Pleas in the county where the 
defendant resides, or where the complaining witness 
may reside; providing, however, that nothing herein con- 
tained shall effect the jurisdiction of any recorder’s 
court or police court magistrate, or any court created 
under an act to create criminal judicial districts in 
counties of this State and to establish therein criminal 
courts of record and to regulate the jurisdiction, duties 
and powers of such courts, approved March twenty-fifth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-six; providing, 
however, that nothing herein contained shall deprive any 
justice of the peace of jurisdiction over any cause or 
proceeding now pending and undisposed of before said 
justice of the peace. 

2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 193. 


A Supplement to an act entitled ““An act to impose a tax 
on the sale of motor vehicle fuels as herein defined 
to be paid by distributors as herein defined; regulat- 
ing the sale of such fuels; providing for the collection 
of said tax, for reports of sales of such motor fuels, 
and for the disposition of the revenue derived from 
such tax, and fixing penalties for the violation of the 
terms thereof,” passed April first, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Within five days of the receipt within this State 
by any distributor, as defined in the act of which this act 
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is a supplement, of any fuels, as defined in said act, for 
sale, use or distribution in this State, such distributor 
shall render a report to the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles, on forms to be furnished by him, stating the 
number of gallons of such fuels so received by him. 
Upon making said report, said distributor shall pay to 
the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles a tax of two cents 
a gallon upon each gallon of such fuels so reported, said 
tax to be disposed of in accordance with the provisions of 
the act of which this act is a supplement, said tax shall be 
in addition to any motor vehicle license fee now or here- 
after assessed in this State; provided, however, said 
commissioner, for cause shown, may extend in the case 
of any distributor the time for the filing of said report 
and the payment of said tax for a period not to exceed 
sixty days from the date of such receipt of said fuels by 
the distributor. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 194. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relating to 
undersheriffs in the several counties of this State,” 
approved March first, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-two. 


Bg IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section one of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same hereby is amended to read as 
follows: 

1. It shall be lawful for the sheriffs in all counties of 
this State to select and appoint an undersheriff or under- 
sheriffs, not more than two in number, who shall hold 
office during the pleasure of the sheriff making the ap- 
pointment or his successor in office. Said undersheriffs 
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shall be included in the unclassified service of the Civil 
Service. This act shall apply to undersheriffs now or 
hereafter in office; provided, that in counties bordering 
on the Atlantic ocean, and having a population of be- 
tween fifty and one hundred thousand, it shall be lawful 
for the sheriffs to select artd appoint an undersheriff or 
undersheriffs not more than four in number. 
Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER. 195. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE tr ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The vacation of any road or portion thereof, owned 
by any county or under the control of any board of 
chosen freeholders may be effected by resolution of such 
board, upon notice to the clerk of the municipality or 
municipalities wherein such road or portion thereof is 


located. 
Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 196. 


An Act relating to the first assistant or deputies author- 
ized by law to be appointed by the different county 
clerks, registers of deeds and mortgages and surro- 
gates of the counties of the State. 


BE if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: | 
1. All first assistant or deputies authorized by law 
to be appointed by the county clerks, registers of deeds

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and mortgages or surrogates of the different counties 
of this State shall continue in office after the expiration 
of the term of office, death or resignation of any such 
county clerk, register of deeds and mortgages or surro- 
gate of any county of this State, and in case any vacancy 
should occur in any of said county offices through death, 
resignation or expiration of the terms of office of any 
county clerk, register of deeds and mortgages or surro- 
gate, such first assistant or deputies shall officiate and 
have the same powers and perform all the duties which 
are now or shall hereafter be imposed or conferred by 
law upon the different county clerks, registers of deeds 
and mortgages or surrogates of the counties respectively, 
until such vacancy shall be filled either by appointment 
or election, as is now provided by law; provided, how- 
ever, that no additional compensation shall be paid such 
first assistants or deputies by the county, except as is 
now provided by law. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed, and this act shall take effect 
immediately.

CHAPTER 197. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning sav- 
ings banks,” approved May second, one thousand nine 
hundred and six. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section thirty-six of the act of which this act is 
an amendment be and the same hereby is amended to 
read as follows: 

36. The managers of every savings bank, as soon as 
practicable, shall invest the moneys deposited with them 
in the securities named in the thirty-third section, except

that for the purpose of meeting current payments and 
expenses in excess of the receipts, there may be kept 
an available fund of not exceeding ten per centum of the 
whole amount of deposits with such bank; and the same 
may be kept on hand or on deposit in any solvent bank 
or trust company in this State, organized under the laws 
of this State or of the United States ;. or the same may 
be deposited on call, at interest, in such solvent trust 
company or bank incorporated under the laws of this 
State or of the States of New York or Pennsylvania, or 
in such solvent national bank located in the State of New 
York or in the State of Pennsylvania, as a majority of 
the managers of such bank may direct, by resolution 
adopted at a regular or special meeting, and duly recorded 
on their minutes; or such available fund, or any part 
thereof, may be loaned upon pledge of the securities, or 
any of them, named in section thirty-three of this act, 
but not in excess of eighty per centum of the market 
value of such securities so pledged; and should any of 
the securities so held in pledge depreciate in value after 
making any loan thereon, the managers shall require the 
immediate payment of such loan, or a part thereof, or 
additional security therefor, so that the amount loaned 
shall at no time exceed eighty per centum of the cash 
market value of the securities pledged for the same; or 
part of such available fund, not exceeding one-half 
thereof, may be temporarily employed in the purchase 
of notes, drafts, bills of exchange or acceptances, which 
have a maturity at the time of purchase of not more than 
three months, exclusive of days of grace, and which are 
of the kind made eligible by law for rediscount with 
Federal reserve banks organized under the act of the 
Congress of the United States entitled “An act to pro- 
vide for the establishment of Federal reserve banks, to 
furnish an elastic currency, to afford means of redis- 
counting commercial paper, to establish a more effective 
supervision of banking in the United States, and for 
other purposes,’ approved December twenty-third, one 
thousand nine hundred and thirteen, and the supple- 
ments and amendments thereto, provided, the same are 
indorsed or accepted by a bank or trust company in 
which such savings bank is herein permitted to deposit 
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funds: provided, further, that the aggregate amount of 
the lability of any such bank or trust company to any 
such savings bank as indorser and acceptor shall not ex- 
ceed ten per centum of.the paid-up capital and surplus 
of such bank or trust company. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 198. 


An Act amendatory of and supplemental to an act en- 
titled “An act relative to the cancellation of mort- 
gages given to individuals and to corporations other 
than building and loan associations,” approved March 
twenty-ninth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Seuate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section one of the act of which this is 
amendatory to read as follows: 

1. No mortgage other than one held by a corporation 
shall be canceled of record by the county clerk or register 
of deeds and mortgages of any county in this State 
unless the said mortgage shall be produced to said clerk 
or register canceled or with a receipt thereon signed by 
the mortgagee, or his agent or attorney, or his executors, 
administrators or assigns. 

2. Amend section two of the act of which this is 
amendatory to read as follows: 

2. No mortgage held by any corporation, other than 
a building and loan association of this State, shall be 
canceled of record by the county clerk or register of 
deeds and mortgages of any county in this State unless 
there shall be endorsed upon said mortgage an authoriza- 
tion to cancel the same, over the signatures of the presi- 
dent or vice-president and secretary or treasurer or 
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cashier of said corporation, or any one of their respec- 
tive assistants, with the seal of said corporation affixed 
thereto. 

3. Two new paragraphs are added as follows to the 
act of which this is amendatory: 

4. Any and all mortgages may be canceled by a cer- 
tificate of discharge, as heretofore. 

5. The cancellation of all mortgages by a certificate 
of discharge, duly executed and recorded, shall be valid 
and effectual, notwithstanding the provisions of the act 
to which this is an amendment, have not been observed.

CHAPTER 199, 


A Supplement to an act entitled ““An act to impose a tax 
on the sale of motor vehicle fuels as herein defined to 
be paid by distributors as herein defined; regulating 
the sale of such fuels; providing for the collection of 
said tax, for reports of sales of such motor fuels, and 
for the disposition of the revenue derived from such 
tax, and fixing penalties for the violation of the terms 
thereof,” passed April first, one thousand nine hun- 
dred and twenty-seven. 


BE iT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey:

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the appointment of an Interstate Bridge and Tunnel 
Commission, and to define its powers and duties,” 
approved February fourteenth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The New Jersey Interstate Bridge and Tunnel 
Commission is hereby authorized and empowered to join 
in and execute a deed or deeds for the sale and convey- 
ance of any interest the State of New Jersey may have in 
and to any Jands heretofore acquired in the State of 
New York, pursuant to the provisions of chapter 178 
of the Laws of 1919, of the State of New York, and 
acts amendatory thereof and supplementary thereto, 
provided such commission, with the concurrence of the 
New York State Bridge and Tunnel Commission, shall 
determine and certify that such lands or interest therein 
are no longer necessary for the construction and opera- 
tion of the Holland tunnel. 

Any such conveyance executed by the president and 
secretary of the New Jersey Interstate Bridge and 
Tunnel Commission shall be ample for the purpuses of 
conveyance of title thereto. . 

Any and all proceeds from the public sale of any of 
such premises or interest in such premises, shall be 
shared equally by the State of New Jersey and the State 
of New York, and shall be added to the operating rev- 
enues of said tunnel and shall be accounted for as such 
by the said commission. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 201. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to create crim- 
inal judicial districts in counties of this State and to 
establish therein criminal courts of record and to 
regulate the jurisdiction, duties and powers of such 
courts,” approved March twenty-ninth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-six. 


Be rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section six of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as foilows: 

6. The said court in any such criminal judicial district 
shall have, possess and exercise exclusive jurisdiction 
to try and determine ali cases of assault, assault and 
battery, desertion and nonsupport, malicious mischief, 
larceny and embezzlement where the amount alieged to 
have been taken is not more than two hundred dollars; 
overdrawing bank accotnt and obtaining money or 
property under false pretenses where the amount alleged 
to be taken is not more than two hundred dollars; re- 
ceiving stolen property, where the property alleged to 
have been received is not more than two hundred dollars 
in value, and other criminal offenses, the penalty for the 
violation of which does not exceed a fine of five hundred 
dollars, imprisonment for a term not exceeding one year, 
or both, where any of the specified crimes are committed 
within the limits of the criminal judicial district in 
which any such criminal court is established, providing 
the person or persons charged with any such offense 
shall in writing waive indictment and trial by jury. 
Said court shall also have, possess and exercise exclusive 
jurisdiction to try and determine cases for violation of 
acts entitled “An act concerning disorderly persons,” 
and “An act for the settlement and relief of the poor,” 
and “An act for the maintenance of bastard children,” 
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and the various supplements thereto, and of all viola- 


tions of municipal ordinances wherein the offense is also 
a violation of said acts, together with concurrent juris- 
diction as to all violations of the motor vehicle and fish 
and game statutes and excepting as aforesaid, municipal 
ordinances and regulations. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 


are hereby repealed. 
3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 202. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to authorize 
fire commissioners of township fire districts in this 
State to purchase apparatus and appliances for the 
extinguishment of fires and erect houses for the hous- 
ing of the same and to provide means for the payment 
thereof,” approved March sixteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and sixteen, as amended at chapter 220 
of the Pamphlet Laws of 1927, which amendment was 
approved March twenty-eighth, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-seven. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section three of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

The said township board of fire commissioners shall 
cause a resolution to issue such bonds to be submitted to 
the legal voters of such township fire district. This 
resolution shall be written or printed on notices, which 
notices shall also contain a statement of the time and 
place where the meeting of such legal voters shall be 
held and the purpose and object thereof. The time and 
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place for the holding of such election shall be the same 
as (the annual meeting for the election of fire commis- 
sioners and for the appropriation of moneys for fire 
purposes of said district) or at a special election to be 
called for said purpose. Not less than ten notices of 
such meeting shall be posted by the clerk of the fire com- 
missioners at least ten days before the date of such 
meeting in such manner in such places as he shall deem 
best for the purpose of best giving notice of said meet- 
ing, and the board of fire commissioners and the clerk 
shall at their option also cause notices or a notice to be 
printed as an advertisement in a paper published in said 
district, if there be such, and if not, in a paper published 
within the county where said district is located and 
circulating in said district. In the event, however, that 
a special meeting is called, the time and place for holding 
of such election shall be set out by not less than ten 
notices of such meeting, which notices shall be posted 
by the clerk of the fire commissioners at least twenty- 
one days before the date of such meeting, and, in ad- 
dition, the clerk of said board shall cause notices or a 
notice to be printed as an advertisement in the news- 
paper published in said district, if there be such, and if 
not, in a newspaper published within the township where 
said district is located, which publication shall be made 
at least twice before said election is held. 

2. Section six of the act to which this is an amend- 
ment be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

Whenever such bonds shall have been authorized by 
said legal voters as aforesaid, and the same shall have 
been issued, the clerk of the board of fire commissioners 
shall, each and every year, issue to the assessor of the 
taxing district in which such fire district shall be situate 
an order directing him to assess upon the owners of 
property in said township fire district, and their estates 
and the taxable property therein, an amount sufficient to 
pay the bond or bonds maturing in each year, together 
with the interest accruing upon all the unpaid bonds of 
such township fire district, which order so issued as 
aforesaid shall be duly executed by the assessor. The 
money so assessed shall be assessed and levied by the 
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assessor and collected by the collector of said taxing 
district, who shall, on or before the first day of July 
next thereafter, pay the full amount so ordered to be 
assessed, levied and collected to the treasurer of said 
board of fire commissioners, who shall pay the principal 
and interest as they become due and payable. And if 
there be no funds available to pay any outstanding bond, 
or the interest due thereon, or the interest due upon any 
ere bonds, the fire commissioners aforesaid are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow money 
upon the promissory note of the fire district signed by 
the president and secretary of such fire commissioners. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 203. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to establish a 
public record office,” appreved March twenty-sixth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty.

such system of indexing, and establish such rules and 
regulations concerning the care and preservation of such 
records as to him shall seem advisable and proper in any 
department which he shall be in charge of. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 204. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to authorize 
and regulate the issuance of bonds and other obliga- 
tions and the incurring of indebtedness by county, 
city, borough, town, township or any municipality 
governed by an improvement commission,” approved 
March twenty-second, one thousand nine hundred 
and sixteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Where in any borough in this State with a popu- 
lation of less than ten thousand inhabitants the construc- 
tion of a sewer system, including a sewage disposal 
plant, or in conjunction with the Passaic Valley Trunk 
Sewer, has heretofore been commenced, and no pro- 
vision has been or shall hereafter be made for assessing 
any part of the cost of such disposal plant or Passaic 
Valley Trunk Sewer on property specially benefited, it 
shall be lawful for the chief financial officer of said 
borough to deduct, in any annual or supplemental debt 
statement filed, pursuant to the act to which this is a 
supplement, indebtedness authorized or to be authorized, 
for the completion of said sewer system, including a 
sewerage disposal plant, or in conjunction with the 
Passaic Valley Trunk Sewer to an amount at any one 
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time outstanding not exceeding three per centum of the 
average assessed valuation of taxable real property, in- 
cluding improvements, of such borough for the years 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-five, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-six and one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-seven. . 

2. This act shall be inoperative after December thirty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and thirty.

CHAPTER 205. 


An Act concerning the restoration and the mutilation 
or destruction of public records. 


Be Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whoever is entitled by law to the custody of public 
records shall demand the same from any person in whose 
possession they may be, and the said records forthwith 
shall be delivered to the officer charged by law with their 
custody. 

2. Whoever unlawfully keeps in his possession any 
public record, or alters, defaces, mutilates or destroys 
with malicious intent any public record shall be guilty 
of a high misdemeanor. | 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 206. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to establish a 
thorough and efficient system of free public schools, 
and to provide for the maintenance, support and 
management thereof,’ approved October nineteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and three. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever it shall appear advisable to the Com- 
missioner of Education that there be a change in name 
of any or all of the existing State normal schools, he is 
hereby empowered with the consent of the State Board 
of Education to make such change, and such revised 
appellation shall be as effective for all uses and purposes 
in designating any such State normal school as that by 
which it was formerly known. The Commissioner of 
Education, with the consent of the State ‘Board of 
Education, may also designate the name to be given to 
any additional State Normal School which may here- 
after be authorized.

When two-thirds in interest of the stockholders of 
any trust company, incorporated or organized by 
authority of this State, shall have heretofore given or 
shall hereafter give their consent, in writing, to become 
or to consolidate with an association for carrying on the 
business of banking under the laws of the United States, 
and the directors of said trust company shall file in the 
Department of Banking and Insurance a certificate 
under their hands that such consent has been so given, 
and that said directors intend to act in pursuance thereof, 
said trust company shall be deemed and taken to have 
surrendered its charter; provided, nevertheless, that 
every such trust company shall be continued a body 
corporate for the term of three years after the time of 
such surrender, for the purpose of prosecuting and de- 
fending suits by or against it, and closing its concerns, 
but not for any other business or purposes whatsoever ; 
the board of directors for the time being of said new or 
consolidated national bank shall act and be deemed and 
taken to be the directors of such corporation while clos- 
ing its concern during said last-named period; provided, 
further, that all rights, privileges, choses in action, 
property, real and personal, and all trust powers, duties, 
designations and appointments made or contained: by 
or in any deed, will, instrument, order or decree, exe- 
cuted or made before the filing of such certificate, shall 
vest in, devolve upon, and inure to the benefit of said 
new or consolidated national bank.

1. Section one of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that it shall 
read as follows: 

1. That when two-thirds in interest of the stock- 
holders of any bank, incorporated, or organized by 
authority of this State, shall have heretofore given or 
shall hereafter give their consent, in writing, to become 
or to consolidate with an association for carrying on the 
business of banking under the laws of the United States, 
and the directors of said bank shall file in the Depart- 
ment of Banking and Insurance a certificate under their 
hands that such consent has been so given, and that said 
directors intend to act in pursuance thereof, said bank 
shall be deemed and taken to have surrendered its 
charter; provided, nevertheless, that every such bank 
shall be continued a body corporate for the term of 
three years after the time of such surrender, for the 
purpose of prosecuting and defending suits by or against 
it, and closing its concerns, but not for any other busi- 
ness or purposes whatsoever; the board of directors for 
the time being of said new or consolidated national bank 
shall act as and be deemed and taken to be the directors 
of such corporation while closing its concerns during 
said last-named period. 

2. Section four of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that it shall 
read as follows: 

4. When the charter of such bank shall be surrendered 
to the State, as hereinabove provided, and any such bank 
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shall have been organized as or consolidated with a bank- 
ing association under the laws of the United States, or 
have become capable in law as a new or consolidated 
national bank to take and hold property, all the assets, 
real and personal, choses in action and all rights and 
privileges of every nature and description, of any such 
bank shall immediately, by act of law and without any 
conveyance or transfer, be vested in and become the 
property of the said association, formed or- consolidated 
as aforesaid under the laws of the United States, to be 
held by said association or its stockholders in as ample 
and beneficial manner for all purposes as the same can, 
by virtue of the laws of the United States, be held and 
enjoyed; but nothing in this section shall be so con- 
strued as to impair the obligation existing in the first 
section of this act. 

3. This act shail take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 209. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relative to 
courtesy.” approved March fourteenth, one thousand 
nine hundred and twenty-seven. 


Br rf ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act of which this act 1s amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

1. That the widower, whether alien or not, of any 
person dying intestate or otherwise, shall be endowed 
for the term of his natural life of the one full and equal 
half part of all the lands, tenements and other real estate, 
whereof his wife, or any other to her use, was seized of 
an estate of inheritance, at any time during the cover- 
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ture, whether issue be born or not, to which he shall not 
have relinquished or released his right of curtesy by 
deed executed and acknowledged in the manner provided 
by law for that purpose. 

2. This act shall take effect January first, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and twenty-nine.

GHAPTER 210. 


An Act authorizing, under certain circumstances, the 
payment of the proceeds of the sale of lands which 
had been paid into the Court of Chancery or are held 
by executors, trustees or other persons subject to the 
provisions of a will or deed relating to said lands, to 
the person or persons having a vested interest therein. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever it shall appear to the satisfaction of the 
Chancellor that any lands or interest in lands have been 
sold by any executor, trustees or any duly appointed or 
otherwise legally authorized person, and that the pro- 
ceeds of such sale have either been paid into the Court 
of Chancery, to be kept at interest, or are held by said 
executor, trustee or other person, subject to the pro- 
visions of the last will and testament or deed relating to 
said lands by which the same had been devised or con- 
veyed to such executor, trustee or other person, and that 
the only persons whose interests in said proceeds of sale 
are not vested, but are either prospective or contingent, 
are persons not in esse, and that with the exception of 
such persons not yet in esse, the persons owning vested 
interests are entitled to the entire proceeds of said sale, 
it shall be lawful for the Chancellor to decree that the 
said proceeds of the sale be paid to the person or persons 
owning such vested interest or interests, upon the execu- 
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tion by him or them of a proper bond or bonds to the 
Chancellor or the State of New Jersey, to be approved 
by the Chancellor, which bond or bonds shall, at the 
discretion of the Chancellor, be with or without sureties, 
and shall provide that upon coming into being of any 
person or persons not in esse at the time of the making 
of said decree, who might have an interest in the said 
lands or in the proceeds of said sale, the said person or 
persons to whom the proceeds of the sale have been so 
paid will repay into the Court of Chancery the proceeds 
of said sale, or such part thereof as he or they may be 
decreed to pay by the order of said court. 
Approved April 3, 1928. 


CHAPTER 211. 


An Act to amend “An act concerning unpaid taxes, 
assessments and other municipal charges on real prop- 
erty, and providing for the collection thereof by the 
‘creation and enforcement of liens thereon” (Revision 
of 1918), approved March fourth, one thousand nine 
hundred and eighteen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section forty-nine of the act to which this act is an 
amendment, be and the same is hereby amended to read 
as follows: 

49. The purchaser, or his heirs or assigns, in addition 
to the foregoing remedy, and at any time after the ex- 
piration of the term of two years, whether notice to re- 
deem has been given or not, may file a bill in equity to 
foreclose the right of redemption, but on filing such bill 
the right to redeem shall exist and continue until barred 
by the decree of the Court of Chancery; and the Court 
of Chancery upon the filing of a bill to foreclose as 
aforesaid, is hereby empowered to give full and complete 
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relief under this act, in accordance with other statutory 
authority and with the practice of said court, to bar the 
right of redemption and to extinguish and obliterate all 
prior or subsequent alienations and descents of said 
lands and encumbrances thereon, excepting subsequent 
municipal liens, and to decree an absolute and inde- 
feasible estate of inheritance in fee simple, to be vested 
in fhe purchaser, which decree shall be final upon the de- 
fendants, their ancestors and predecessors in title, and 
their privies, and no application shall be entertained to 
reopen the same after three months from the date 
thereof and then only upon the grounds of lack of juris- 
diction or fraud in the conduct of the suit. After bill 
in equity has been filed, redemption shall be made in said 
cause only and the court shall, upon application at any 
time after bill filed, allow costs, which shall include 
reasonable fees for an examination of the title to the 
lands described in the bill filed, disbursements incurred 
by the purchaser and his counsel and counsel fees com- 
mensurate with the services rendered, in addition to the 
other fees and expenses in this act provided; but no 
foreclosure decree, except in cases where a municipality 
is the party complainant, shall be’ entered unless evidence 
is produced in the foreclosure suit that all subsequent 
municipal liens have been paid to the time of the com- 
mencement of the suit; provided, however, that if any 
delinquent owner or lienor shall be, at the time of the 
expiration of the time limited for the redemption of the 
real estate in which such delinquent is interested, an in- 
fant under the age of twenty-one years, or an idiot, or 
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sound mind, then the right to redeem shall not be barred 
by service of notice as hereinbefore provided so long as 
such impediment shall continue, but shall be barred only 
by bill in equity to foreclose and decree thereon after 
proceedings have been taken according to the rules and 
practice of that court for the protection of the rights of 
such person. 

This provision shall be liberally construed as remedial 
- legislation to encourage the barring of the right of re- 
demption by suits in the Court of Chancery and for the 
decreeing of marketable titles therein, and to discourage 
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barring the right of redemption by act of the purchaser 
in serving notices to redeem and filing and recording the 
proceedings as otherwise provided. 
2. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
Proviso. are hereby repealed; provided, nevertheless, that it is not 
intended hereby to repeal any of the provisions of P. L. 
1925, page 480, entitled “An act requiring any defend- 
ant, in an action in the Court of Chancery, for the fore- 
closure of a certificate of sale, issued by any political 
subdivision, for the nonpayment of taxes or other mu- 
nicipal lien, to plead any defense that may exist against 
the validity of such lien,” approved March eighteenth, 
one thousand nine hundred and twenty-five, nor any 
amendment or supplement thereto, and this act shall take 
effect immediately.

1. Every city of the first class of this State may lease 
to any person or persons any land or building of the 
municipality not needed for public use for a fixed term 
not exceeding fifty (50) years.

CHAPTER 214. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act respecting con- 
veyances” (Revision of 1898), approved June four- 
teenth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety-eight. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 
1. In all cases where, heretofore or hereafter, a deed 


of conveyance of real estate shall have been made, by a 


general description, by metes and bounds, or otherwise, 
and said deed shall contain a clause excepting all lots or 
parts of the land described in such deed, which may have 
been theretofore sold and/or conveyed, or other words 
indicating that some parts of the land described in such 
deed had been theretofore sold or/and conveyed, or that 
only such portion of the lands described in such deed 
then remaining unsold and/or conveyed were intended to 
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be conveyed by such deed, or a general exception or 
reservation as to the conveyance of any portion of said 
land by prior owner or owners; such exception or reser- 
vation shall be void and of no effect, against subsequent 
bona fide purchasers and mortgagees in good faith, for 
a valuable consideration, not having any other notice of 
any conveyance or conveyances made by such prior 
owner or owners, in addition to the notice contained in 
the deed containing such exceptions, unless the deed or 
deeds of conveyance made by such prior owner or own- 
ers, and to which such exception or reservation may 
refer, shall be recorded in the clerk’s office, or the register 
of deeds office in counties where such offices are estab- 
lished, of the county where such lands are situate, within 
five years of the date of record of such deed or deeds 
containing the exception or reservation aforesaid. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 215.

No person shall be appointed an officer or member 
of the police force of any municipality who has -been 
convicted of a crime involving moral turpitude, or who 
is less than twenty-one or more than thirty-five years of 
age at the time of his appointment; provided, however, 
that the age limit of anyone appointed on the police force 
of any municipality as a medical officer or a surgical 
officer shall not be more than forty years of age at the 
time of his appointment.

CHAPTER 216. 


An Act empowering executors and trustees, under cer- 
tain circumstances, to sell real estate. 


Bg It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever by any last will and testament, lands 
and real estate are devised to any executor or executors, 
trustee or trustees, in trust for any person or persons 
for life or until the happening of some event in such 
will named, and it shall on hearing be made to appear to 
the Chancellor, upon petition of such executor or execu- 
tors, trustee or trustees named in said will, or the sur- 
vivor or survivors of them, or by any duly appointed 
person or persons standing and acting in their place, or 
by any cestuis que trust, that the land devised as afore- 
said is occupied by a building or buildings that does not 
produce an income proportionate to the value of the land, 
and that it would be to the advantage of the person or 
persons for whose benefit said lands are held in trust, 
that the same should be sold, as well as to the advantage 
of the remaindermen, it shall be lawful for the Chan- 
cellor to order and direct such executor or executors, 
trustee or trustees, or the survivor of them, to sell and 
convey the said lands and real estate for such order 
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direct, and such sale shall, to the extent set forth in the 
decree, be free, clear and discharged of any interest of 
any person claiming under said last will and testament 
or codicil thereto; and the proceeds arising from any 
such sale, after paying all taxes or assessments, together 
with the costs and expenses attending said sale, shall be 
held by said executor or executors, trustee or trustees, 
and the survivor of them, subject to the provisions of 
the trust created by said last will and testament or 
codicil; provided, further, however, that said sale is 
not inconsistent with the intent of the said last will and 
testament. 

2, All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act be and the same hereby are re- 
pealed, and this act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 217. 


An Act authorizing the commission appointed pursuant 
to an act entitled “An act authorizing the acquisition 
and maintaining by the State of New Jersey, in con- 
junction with the State of Pennsylvania, of toll 
bridges across the Delaware river, and providing for 
free travel across the same,” approved April first, one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve, and constituting 
Chapter two hundred and ninety-seven of the Laws of 
that year, to provide for the construction and mainte- 
nance of free bridges across the Delaware river be- 
tween the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and this 
State. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The commission created by the act entitled “An 
act authorizing the acquisition and maintenance by the 
State of New Jersey, in conjunction with the State of 
Pennsylvania, of toll bridges across the Delaware river, 
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and providing for free travel across the same,” approved 
April first, one thousand nine hundred and twelve, is 
hereby authorized to provide for the construction and 
maintenance of free bridges across the Delaware river 
between the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and this 
State, and for that purpose to act in conjunction with a 
similar commission appointed for that purpose by the 
said Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, which commission 
of said Commonwealth of Pennsylvania and said State 
of New Jersey shall be known as the “Joint Commis- 
sion” of said two States, whenever referred to in this 
act. 
2. The said “Joint Commission” is hereby authorized 
and empowered to appoint a treasurer, who may or may 
not be.a member of the said commission, a secretary, 
and such engineering, architectural, and construction 
experts, inspectors, and other employees, as in the 
opinion of the “Joint Commission’ may be necessary, 
all of whom shall do such work as the “Joint Commis- 
sion” shall direct. The ‘Joint Commission” shall fix the 
compensation of the respective persons so appointed. 

3. The said “Joint Commission” is hereby authorized 
and empowered to have prepared the necessary and 
proper plans and specifications for the construction of 
any bridge across the Delaware river as shall be decided 
upon, and to select the location for the same, determine 
the size, type, and method of construction thereof; to 
plan and fix its boundaries and the approaches thereto 
and to make all necessary estimates of the probable cost 
of its construction and the acquisition of ground for its 
site and approaches; to proceed to acquire the ground 
for the sites of the abutments and the approaches to such 
bridge in the manner hereinafter provided; to enter into 
necessary contracts to build and equip any such bridge 
and the approaches thereto; to obtain such consent as 
may be necessary of the Government of the United 
States and the approval of the Secretary of War; and 
to cause a survey and map to be made of all lands, struc- 
tures, rights of way, franchises, easements, and other 
interests in land lying within the Commonwealth, includ- 
ing lands under water and riparian land owned by any 
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person, corporation, or municipality, the acquisition of 
which may be deemed necessary for the construction of 
such bridge and to cause such maps and surveys to be 
filed in its office. : 

4. The commission appointed under the provisions of 
the act to which this act is a supplement, may acquire any 
land, or interest in land, necessary for the construction 
of any such bridge, in accordance with the provisions 
of an act entitled ‘An act to regulate the ascertainment 
and payment of compensation for property condemned 
or taken for public use (Revision of 1900),” approved 
March twentieth, one thousand nine hundred, and the 
acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto. 

5. The commission appointed under the provisions of 
the act to which this act is a supplement shall not pro- 
ceed to exercise or carry out any authority or power 
herein given to bind this State, beyond the extent to 
which this State shall have appropriated or made avail- 
able, moneys for said purpose, which moneys, when ap- 
propriated, may be withdrawn from the treasury of this 
State by the commission created by the act to which this 
act is a supplement, in such manner as shall be approved 
by the Comptroller of the Treasury.

An Act regulating the days of employment of uniformed

however, that in case of an emergency the officer, board 
or other official having charge or control of all such 
police departments shall have full authority to summon 
and keep on duty any and all such officers during the 
period of any such emergency.

Where there has been a trial and a verdict of a jury 
or determination of a court sitting without a jury, it 
shall be the duty of the court to impose sentence within 
thirty days after the rendition of such verdict or de- 
termination.

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be the duty of the court to impose such sentence within 
forty days after acceptance of such plea. Where a 
sentence has been opened and vacated, it shall be the 
duty of the court, except where a new trial is granted, 
to resentence the defendant within ten days after the 
said sentence was so opened and vacated. Nothing in 
this section contained shall be construed to in anywise 
affect or repeal the provisions of section one hundred 
and forty-four of the act to which this act is a supple- 
ment.

proofs and allegations of the parties at the term at 
which such exceptions shall have been filed, or at any 
subsequent term, and adjudicate thereon; and in case of 
such hearing before the Orphans’ Court the evidence and 
proceedings before the Orphans’ Court, upon the appli- 
cation of either party, shall be reduced to writing by the 
register of the court or by a stenographer, under the 
direction of said court, appointed by said court for that 
purpose.

for him, the said mortgage, pledge, assignment, payment, 
transfer, seizure, attachment, levy, lien or encumbrance 
shall be void as against the assignee named in such gen- 
eral assignment for the benefit of creditors and his suc- 
cessors in trust, and the assignee may recover the prop- 
erty given by way of preference or the value thereof 
from the person so receiving the same or so benefited 
thereby. 

5. Section twenty-two of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same hereby is repealed. 

6. Any and all assignments for the benefit of creditors 
not made in accordance with the provisions of the act 
to which this act is amendatory shall be null and void. 

7. In case for any reason any section or part of any 
section or any provision of this act shall be questioned 
in any court and shall be held to be unconstitutional or 
invalid, the same shall not be held to affect any other 
section or part of any section or provision of this act.

ministrators, receivers or any public officer in his official 
capacity or by any officer of a court. .

CHAPTER 236: 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning trust 
companies” (Revision of 1899), approved March 
twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and ninety- 
nine. 


BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section twelve of the act of which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so that 
the same shall read as follows: 
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12. The affairs of every trust company shall be man- 
aged by a board of not less than five directors, who shall 
be elected annually by the stockholders at their annual 
meeting as hereinafter provided. A majority of the 
board of directors shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business; provided, that when the num- 
ber of directors shall exceed nine they may designate 
by resolution nine members, any five of whom shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of the business of 
the board. If so provided in the certificate of incorpora- 
tion or by-laws, an executive committee may be from 
time to time appointed by the directors from among their 
members, which committee, subject to the provisions of 
the certificate of incorporation or by-laws, may exercise 
the powers of the directors in the management of the 
business, affairs and property of the corporation during 
the intervals between the meetings of the directors. 
The annual meeting of the stockholders shall be held 
at the principal place of business of the trust company 
on the second Tuesday of January of each year, at an 
hour to be fixed by the by-laws. Notice of such an- 
nual meeting shall be published once at least ten days 
before the date of the meeting in a newspaper pub- 
lished in the place where the principal place of business 
of the trust company is located; or if there is no news- 
paper published at such place, then in one published 
at the place nearest thereto in the same county. At all 
meetings of stockholders for the election of directors, 
each share shall entitle the owner to one vote for each 
director, and a stockholder may vote at any meeting of 
the corporation by a proxy in writing signed by him. 
Every director must own and hold in his own name 
not less than five hundred dollars par value unpledged 
shares of the capital stock of such trust company. The 
directors shall annually choose a president, and at least 
one vice-president from their own number, and shall 
appoint a secretary, a treasurer and other officers, agents 
and employees, who shall be chosen in such manner and 
hold office for such terms as the by-laws may prescribe; 
they may also elect or appoint one or more vice-presi- 
dents who need not be directors but every such vice- 
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than five hundred dollars par value unpledged shares of 
the capital stock of such trust company. Each director 
of every trust company, when elected, shall take an 
oath that he will, so far as the duty devolves on him, 
diligently and honestly administer the affairs of such 
trust company, and will not knowingly violate or know- 
ingly permit to be violated, any of the provisions of this 
act, and that he is the owner in good faith, and in his 
own right, of the number of shares of stock required bv 
this section, subscribed by him or standing in his name 
on the books of the trust company, and that the same is 
not hypothecated, or in any way pledged, as security for 
any loan or debt. Such oath, subscribed by the director 
making it, and certified by the officer before whom it is 
taken, shall be immediately transmitted to the Commis- 
sioner of Banking and Insurance and shall be filed and 
preserved in his office. 

2. The election or appointment of any vice-president 
of any trust company, who, at the time of such election 
or appointment was not a director thereof, ts hereby val- 
idated and confirmed, provided such vice-president owns 
and holds in his own name not less than five hundred 
dollars par value unpledged shares of the capital stock 
of the trust company of which he is vice-president. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an act 
entitled ‘An act to establish a Department of Agri-

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,’ approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


Br Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section five of Article XVI of the act to which 
this act is an amendment be and the same is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

5. No person, whether officer or employee in any such 
police department, shall be removed from office or em- 
ployment therein, except after just cause as hereinabove 
provided, and then only after written charge or charges 
of the cause or causes of complaint shall have been pre- 
ferred against such officer or employee, signed by the 
person or persons making such charge or charges and 
filed in the office of the municipal officer, officers or board 
having charge of the department in which the complaint 
arises, and after the charge or charges shall have been 
publicly examined into by the appropriate board or 
authority upon reasonable notice to the person charged; 
it being the intent of this act to give every person against 
whom a charge or charges for any cause may be pre- 
ferred under this act, a fair trial upon said charge or 
charges, and every reasonable opportunity to make his 
defense, if any he has or chooses to make; and the officer, 
board or authority having power to hear and’ determine 
such charge or charges shall have power to issue a sub- 
poena ad testificandum, or subpoena duces tecum, to any 
person within this State, to appear before the aforesaid 
officer, board or authority above referred to, to give 
testimony or information required for the purpose above 
mentioned; the subpoenas herein provided for may be 
served by any police officer or constable of the said 
municipality; and in case any person summoned shall 
refuse to obey such subpeena, or to give testimony, or to

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papers or documents as required, any justice of the Su- 
preme Court of this State may, upon application made 
to him and upon proof being made of such refusal,

proceeding, to be taxed by the judge; and any person 
who shall willfully and corruptly testify falsely to any 
material matter, upon oath or affirmation administered 
by said officer or member of said board of authority, 
shall be guilty of perjury.

complaint arises, and after the charge or charges shall 
have been publicly examined into by the appropriate 
board or authority, upon reasonable notice to the person 
charged; it being the intent of this act to give every 
person against whom a charge or charges for any cause 
may be preferred under this act, a fair trial upon said

All work and 
labor performed by a married woman for third persons 
shall, unless there is an agreement on her part to the 
contrary, be deemed to be performed on her separate 
account.

An Act to amend an act entitled “An act defining motor 
vehicles and providing for the registration of the same 
and the licensing of the drivers thereof; fixing rules 
regulating the use and speed of motor vehicles; fixing 
the amount of license and registration fees; prescrib- 
ing and regulating process and the service thereof and 
proceedings for the violation of the provisions of this 
act and penalties for said violations,” approved April 
eighth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one, 
approved March twelfth, one thousand nine hundred 
and twenty-seven.

2. Automobile fire engines and such self-propelling 
vehicles as are used either for the conveyancing of per- 
sons for hire, pleasure, or business, or for the transporta- 
tion of freight, such as steam road rollers, and traction 
engines, are excepted from the provisions of this act. 
No fee shall be charged for the registration of motor 
vehicles owned by the United States, the State of New 
Jersey, or by any city, borough, incorporated town, town- 
ship, or county, duly authorized volunteer fire depart- 
ment, hospital, humane society, any anticruelty society 
in the State, or by the American Red Cross, providing 
such vehicles are not used for pleasure or hire, but all 
such vehicles shall be registered and shall display num- 
ber plates as is provided for in this act; provided, how- 
ever, that motor vehicles that are not of the commercial 
type may be used in the delivery of mail on rural free 
delivery routes and shall not be classed or considered as 
commercial cars.

April eleventh, nineteen hundred and ten. 


BE ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Amend section ninety-five of the act of which this 
act is amendatory so as to read as follows: 

95. The legal voters of each township, incorporated 
town or borough school district may, at any annual or 
special meeting of said legal voters, by the vote of a 
majority of those voting upon the proposition, raise by a 
special district tax such sum or sums as a majority of 
said legal voters voting upon such proposition may agree 
upon for any or all of the following purposes: To enable 
the board of education to purchase or take and condemn 
land for school purposes; to build, enlarge, repair or 
furnish a schoolhouse, or to pay a debt incurred there- 


for; for industrial schools, for manual training and for 


the current expenses of the schools, in which term shall 
be included principals’, teachers’, janitors’, and medical 
inspectors’ salaries, fuel, textbooks, school supplies, flags, 
transportation of pupils, tuition of pupils attending 
schools in other districts with the consent of the board 
of education, school libraries, compensation of the dis- 
trict clerk, of the custodian of the school moneys, and of 
truant officers, truant schools, insurance and the inci- 
dental expenses of the schools; provided, that when any 
meeting shall be held as aforesaid it shall not be lawful 
for such meeting to order a greater sum of money raised 
by special tax than shall have been mentioned and desig- 
nated in the notices calling such meeting.

exceeding two per centum per month for a period of two 
months or less and not exceeding one and one-half per 
centum per month for any period after two months; but 
no such loan greater than three hundred dollars shall be 
made, nor shall any one person owe such association 
more than three hundred dollars of principal at any one 
time either directly as maker or indirectly as endorser 
or guarantor; no director of any such association shall 
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receive any compensation for his services, either as a 
director or as an officer, nor shall any director or stock- Liability. 
holder be personally liable for any debt incurred by the 
association.

ing, weighting, printing, finishing, dressing or scraping, 
cr otherwise treating or processing and/or shipping, 
trucking and storing of the same, and/or, of other prop- 
erty for such debtor. 

3. That such lien shall not be waived, merged, sus- 
pended or impaired by the recovery of any judgment or 
the taking of any bill or note for the moneys due for 
such work, labor or materials, and such lien may be en- 
forced as though such judgment had not been recovered 
or such bill or note taken.

notice of sale being first published for the space of two 
weeks, at least once in each week, preceding the day of 
sale, in some newspaper published in the county in which 
the said goods or property are located, and also five days’ 
notice of sale set up in five or more public places in said 
county, one whereof shall be in the township, borough, 
ward or city in which said goods or property are located, 
and a copy of the printed notice being mailed to the 
owner or owners, if known, at least five days before the 
day of sale, if their post-office addresses can be ascer- 
tained; and the proceeds of said sale shall be applied to 
the payment of such lien and the expenses of such sale; 
and no more of such goods or property shall be sold, if 
easily separated or divided, than shall be necessary, as 
near as may be, to pay such lien and expenses, and the 
balance of the proceeds of sale of said goods or property, 
if any, shall be paid to those entitled thereto.

tions of taxable real property (including improvements) 
of such municipality for the years nineteen hundred 
twenty, nineteen hundred twenty-one and nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-two. 

2. This act shall be inoperative after December thirty- 
first, nineteen hundred thirty. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 255. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act concerning 
banks and banking’ (Revision of 1899), approved 
March twenty-fourth, one thousand eight hundred and 
ninety-nine. 


BE It ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section nine of the act, of which this act is amenda- 
tory, be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

9. The affairs of every bank shall be managed by’a 
board of not less than five directors, a majority of whom 
shall at all times be residents of the State of New Jersey, 
who shall be elected annually by the stockholders at their 
annual meeting as hereinafter provided, and hold office 
for one year, and until their successors are elected and 
have qualified. A majority of the board of directors 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business ; 
provided, that when the number of directors shall exceed 
nine they may, designate by resolution nine members, 
any five of whom shall constitute a quorum for the trans- 
action of the business of the board. If so provided in 
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the certificate of incorporation or by-laws, an executive 
committee may be from time to time appointed by the 
directors from among their members, which committee, 
subject to the provisions of the certificate of incorpora- 
tion or by-laws, may exercise the powers of the directors 
in the management of the business, affairs and property 
of the corporation during the intervals between the meet- 
ings of the directors. The annual meeting of the stock- 
holders shall be held at the principal place of business of 
the bank on the second Tuesday of January of each year 
at an hour to be fixed by the by-laws. Notice of such 
annual meeting shall be published once at least ten days 
before the date of the meeting in a newspaper published 
in the place where the principal place of business of the 
bank is located; or if there is no newspaper published at 
such place, then in one published at the place nearest 
thereto in the same county. At all meetings of stock- 
holders for the election of directors, each share shall 
entitle the owner to one vote for each director, and a 
stockholder may vote at any meeting of the corporation 
by a proxy in writing signed by him. Every director 
must own and hold in his own name not less than five 
unpledged shares of the capital stock of such bank; any 
vacancy in the board of directors shall be filled by the 
remaining members of the board, and the directors so 
appointed shall hold office until the next election. In 
case of an increase in the board of directors between the 
annual elections by the stockholders, the newly created 
directorships shall not be construed as vacancies to be 
filled by the board. The directors shall annually choose 
a president, and one or more vice-presidents from their 
own number, and shall appoint a cashier and other 
officers, agents and employees who shall be chosen in 
such manner and hold office for such terms as the by- 
laws may prescribe. The directors may also elect or ap- 
point one or more vice-presidents who need not be di- 
rectors but every such vice-president shall own and hold 
in his own name not less than five unpledged shares of 
the capital stock of such bank. Each director of every 
bank, when elected, shall take an oath that he will, so far 
as the duty devolves on him, diligently and honestly ad- 
minister the affairs of such bank, and will not knowingly 
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violate, or knowingly permit to be violated, any of the 
provisions of this act, and that he is the owner in good 
faith and in his own right of the number of shares of 
stock required by this section, subscribed by him or 
standing in his name on the books of the bank, and that 
the same is not hypothecated, or in any way pledged, as 
security for any loan or debt. Such oath, subscribed 
by the director making it, and certified by the officer be- 
fore whom it is taken, shall be immediately transmitted 
to the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance, and 
shall be filed and preserved in his office. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately.

2. The following sums are hereby appropriated out 
of the income of the school fund for the purposes speci- 
fied for the fiscal year ending on the thirtieth day of 
June, in the year one thousand nine hundred and twenty- 
nine:

in advance to the State for land under 
water under riparian lease is in excess of 
the amount actually accruine and owing 
thereunder, and the same has been carried 
to the credit of the trustees of the school 
fund, the State Treasurer, upon warrant 
of the Comptroller, is hereby authorized 
and directed at any time upon application 
of the persons entitled to the same, to 
repay such excess from the income of 
the school fund. 

3. Such sum or sums of money as may be certi- 
fied by the issuing officials to the Comptroller of the 
Treasury as having been expended for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of chapter 352, P. L. 1920, 
are hereby transferred from the Highway Extension 
Fund to the State Fund. So much thereof thus trans- 
ferred as may be necessary for the expenses of the 
said issuing officials for the current fiscal year shall be 
transferred by the i ed a to the credit of said 
issuing officials. 

4. Before any building or Gutaage shall be com- 
menced or work undertaken, for the cost of which 
money is appropriated by this act, the plans, specifica- 
tions, and contracts necessary for the entire completion 
thereof shall, and each of them shall, be submitted and 
approved pursuant to chapter 5, Laws of 1918, and 
such contracts shall not be approved or entered into if 
the total expenditure under all the contracts necessary 
‘to the entire completion of such building or buildings 
or work according to such plans and specifications shall 
exceed the amount appropriated by this act for such 
building, buildings or work; and in any and every case 
where it shall appear that the appropriation is insufficient 
to complete such building, buildings or work the ap- 
propriation hereby made therefor shall not be applied 
toward the construction of such building or buildings, 
or prosecution of such work, but shall lapse and no 
payment shall be made therefrom; provided, however, 
that the provisions of this section, prohibiting the ex- 
penditure of the whole or any part of an appropria- 
‘tion, which in itself is insufficient to complete any build- 
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ing, buildings or work, and providing for the lapsing 
of such appropriations, shall not apply to nor restrict 
the expenditure of any moneys herein appropriated for 
the construction, completion of construction, equipment 
or furnishing of any armory or armories which have 
been heretofore authorized and which are partially con- 
structed, completed or furnished, but such appropria- 
tion shall be available for the uses and purposes herein 
expressed to the full extent thereof, nor shall the pro- 
visions of this section apply to any appropriation author- 
izing expenditures for the construction of the bridge 
between the city of Philadelphia, State of Pennsylvania, 
and the city of Camden, in this State, nor the tunnel 
to be constructed under the Hudson river, between the 
city of New York, State of New York, and the city of 
Jersey City, in this State. 

5. Whenever a building or buildings have been erected 
and completed and there shall be an unexpended balance 
of the sum of money appropriated therefor after the 
contract has been performed, such balance may, upon 
the approval of the Comptroller of the Treasury, be 
used to pay for the furnishing and equipment of such 
building or buildings. 

6. Whenever after an act of the Legislature becomes 
a law, but has not yet become effective, the contract, 
plans and specifications may be drawn and advertise- 
ments for bids may be made, which have been so 
authorized by such act and the contract in accordance 
therewith may be entered into before the time of the 
taking effect of such enactment where such statute does 
not take effect immediately, but at some later time; pro- 
vided, however, that no payment shall be made there- 
under until the said act shall become effective accord- 
ing to its terms. 

7. No money shall be drawn from the treasury ex- 
cept for objects as hereinabove specifically appropriated, 
and except such sums which are by law devoted to 
specific purposes, namely, State school tax, United 
States appropriation to Agricultural College, and taxes 
for the use of taxing districts in this State, moneys 
received by the State from the taxation of railroad and 
canal property, which may be by law apportioned to 
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the various counties of the State for school purposes, 
academic certificate fund, vocational schools, pensions 
of teachers and school officers authorized by law, moneys 
received from tuition at the summer schools, and loans 
to “State School Fund,” which last named sums shall 
be paid pursuant to the laws applicable thereto; this sec- 
tion shall not be construed to prohibit the payment due 
upon any contract made under an appropriation of the 
previous years; moneys received by the Department of 
Conservation and Development from the sale or lease 
of forest reserve lands pursuant to chapter one hun- 
dred and eighty-seven, Laws of nineteen hundred and 
thirteen; moneys received by the Quartermaster-General 
under the provisions of section seventeen, chapter 81, 
Laws of 1917, as amended March fourth, one thousand 
nine hundred and eighteen; moneys received by the De- 
partment of Health pursuant to chapter thirteen, Laws 
of nineteen hundred and fifteen, chapter two hundred 
and thirty-two, Laws of nineteen hundred and seven- 
teen, and chapter thirty-nine, Laws of nineteen hundred 
and eighteen, and receipts pursuant to chapter one hun- 
dred and forty-seven, Laws of nineteen hundred and 
eighteen. 

8. In order that some degree of flexibility in ap- 
proptiations mav be had, any department or other State 
agency receiving an appropriation by any act of the 
Legislature may apply to the State House Commissien 
for leave to transfer a part of any item granted to such 
department or agency to any other item in such ap- 
propriation. Such application shall only be made dur- 
ing the current year for which the appropriation was 
made, and if the State House Commission shall con- 
sent thereto, it shall notify the Comptroller thereof in 
writing, whereupon the Comptroller shall place the 
amount so transferred to the credit of the item so 
designated; provided, however, that no sum appropri- 
ated for any permanent improvement shall be used for 
maintenance or for any temporary purpose; and pro- 
cided, further, that such transfers shall not be permitted 
and the provisions of this section shall not apply in 
cases where the items of appropriation are expressly 
limited by the words “for this purpose only.” 
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9. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby author- 
ized, empowered, directed, and it shall be his duty to 
make such correction of the title or text, or both, of 
an appropriation, necessary to make such appropriation 
available for the purpose or purposes of its intention. 
Such correction shall be by written ruling, reciting in 
appropriate details the facts thereof, and the reasons 
therefor, attested by the signature of said Comptroller 
and filed in the Department of the Comptroller of the 
Treasury as an official record thereof, and any action 
thereunder, including disbursements and the audit there- 
of, shall be legally binding and of full force and virtue. 

10. Anything herein contained to the contrary not- 
withstanding the rate of compensation paid to any of- 
ficer or employee in any position in the classified civil 
service of the State, when such compensation is at the 
rate of three thousand dollars or more per annum, shall 
not be increased during the fiscal year ending June thir- 
tieth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-nine, over 
that received during the fiscal year ending June thir- 
tieth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty-eight, un- 
less such increase in compensation is provided for and 
authorized in a separate item in this appropriation act; 
provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall 
be construed as altering, impairing or in any way af- 
fecting the provisions of chapter forty-nine of the Laws 
of one thousand nine hundred and sixteen. 

11. The Comptroller of the Treasury is hereby em- 
powered, and it shall be his duty in the disbursement 
of funds available for the general uses of the State, 
to first provide for the maintenance of the administra- 
tion of the government of the State, and of its courts, 
and of its penal, correctional and charitable institutions, 
and to apply the remainder of such available funds in 
such manner and to such purpose for which appropria- 
tion may have been made as in his judgment may best 
conserve the interest of the State. 

12. The State House Commission is hereby em- 
powered, notwithstanding any other provision of the 
law, to transfer from the various appropriations for 
construction, reconstruction, additions to and _ better- 
ments of State building and appurtenances thereto, here- 
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in contained, to the appropriation for the division of 
architecture and construction of the Department of In- 
stitutions and Agencies a sufficient sum to pay for the 
cost of all architectural work, superintendence and other 
expert services in connection with such work. 

13. The Comptroller of the Treasury may, upon ap- 
plication therefor, allot from appropriations made to any 
official, department, commission or board a sum, not in 
excess of three hundred dollars, to establish a petty cash 
fund, for the payment of expenses not in excess of five 
dollars. The allotment thus made by the Comptroller 
shall be paid to such person as shall be designated as 
the custodian thereof by the official, department, com- 
mission or board making request therefor, and the money 
thus allotted shall be disbursed by such custodian, who 
shall require from all persons obtaining money from 
said fund a receipt therefor.

with reference to the dedication, sale, purchase or ex- 
change of any real estate under the control of either of 
them, that the other contracting party may consider 
necessary to be acquired for the purposes for which it 
was created. 

2. Any such contract heretofore made is hereby 
validated. 

3. Said park commission is hereby authorized to carry 
out the terms of any such contract heretofore or here- 
after made. 

4, This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 259. 


An Act to permit cities to sell and convey portions of 
lands acquired for park purposes to railroad companies 
and devote the proceeds of said sale for park purposes. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever, in any city in this State, there shall 
have been acquired any lands for park purposes con- 
tiguous to the lands, right-of-way or railroad yards of 
any railroad company, and any railroad company shall 
own lands adjacent to and abutting upon the lands so 
acquired by the city for park purposes, said city shall 
have the power to convey by deed, executed and de- 
livered by its mayor, after due authorization by resolu- 
tion by its governing body, or the body which has con- 
trol and management of public parks of said city, a 
portion of the said lands so acquired for park purposes, 
if the said lands so to be conveyed are contiguous or 
adjacent to the right-of-way or lands of such railroad 
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company, to said railroad company, to be used by the 
said railroad company for the erection and maintenance 
upon said lands and premises of a railroad station or 
freight station, or for the widening of the right-of-way 
of said railroad company, or for any other purpose 
proper and appurtenant to the operation of said rail- 
road; provided, however, that no lands may be sold under 
the authority hereby conferred, which have been physi- 
cally improved for public park purposes by the construc- 
tion of interior walks or drives, or substantial planting 
of trees or shrubbery, or the erection of statuary or 
monuments, nor which have an area greater than fif- 
teen acres, or are located on the beach front of the At- 
lantic ocean. . 

2. The proceeds derived from the sale of any lands 
sold under the authority of this act shall be applied by 
such city to the acquisition of other lands for park pur- 
poses, or to the development or improvement of public 
parks maintained by such city. 

3. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 260. 


An Act relative to the releasing and/or vacating the 
public easements or rights in any public or dedicated 
street or highway.

On such claim being 
made, one of the members of such board shall audibly 
and publicly announce the name of the claimant, and the 
member of said election board having charge of the 
poll-book, having ascertained that said voter is regis- 
tered as a qualified voter, shall place in front of each 
name in said poll-book, as they appear, the number of 
hallot given each voter. 

27. Section twenty-three, Article XV, of the act to 
which this act is an amendment, be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 
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Determination of Right of Challenged Person to Re- 
ceive Ballot. 

23. In all municipalities the district boards of regis- 
try and election shall in no case give a ballot to any per- 
son, unless they shall be satisfied that such person is in 
all respects qualified and entitled to vote; and, for the 
purpose of satisfying themselves as to the right of any 
person who shall claim a right to vote they shall have 
power to examine such person, and any other person or 
persons, under oath or affirmation, touching such right, 
except as hereinbefore restricted. The said board shall 
determine the right of such voter to vote, after making 
use of, and giving due weight to, the evidence afforded 
by his signature, if any, and the said answers, and if 
any member of such board shall give or assent to give a 
ballot to any person challenged, without requiring such 
person to take the oath or affirmation hereinbefore pre- 
scribed to be made upon such challenge, and such per- 
son shall not be qualified and entitled to vote, such mem- 
ber so giving or assenting to give a ballot, shall be 
deemed and taken to have given to such person a ballot, 
knowing it to be illegal.

Voting in Personal Choice Column. 


28. Nothing contained in this act shall prevent any 
voter from writing or pasting under the proper title of 
office in the column designated Personal Choice the name 
or names of any person or persons for whom he desires 
to vote whose name or names are not printed upon the 
ballot for the same office or offices, and shall mark a 
cross X or plus + in the space at the left of such names ; 
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provided, that said writing shall be in black ink or black 
lead pencil; and provided, that all pasters used shall be 
printed with black ink on white paper. 

29. Section three, Article XVI, of the act to which 
this act is an amendment, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 

Votes Based on Ballot Markings. 

3. In canvassing the ballots the district board of reg- 
istry and election shall count the votes as follows: 

A. If proper marks are made in the squares to the 
left of the names of any candidates in any column and 
the total number voted for, for each office, does not ex- 
ceed the number of candidates to be elected to each 
office, a vote shall be counted for each candidate so 
marked. 

B. If proper marks are made in the squares to the 
left of any names of any candidates in any column and 
in addition thereto, proper marks are made to the right 
of said names, a vote shall be counted for each candi- 
date so marked; provided, however, that if the district 
board of registry and election canvassing said ballots 
or the county board of elections, justice of the Supreme 
Court or other judge or officer conducting a recount 
thereof, shall be satisfied that the placing of said marks 
to the left and right of said names was intended to 
identify or distinguish said ballot, then said ballot shall 
not be counted but shall be declared null and void. 

C. If no marks are made in the squares to the left of 
the names of any candidates in any column, but are made 
to the right of said names, a vote shall not be counted 
for such candidates so marked, but shall be counted for 
such other candidates as are properly marked; provided, 
however, that if the district board of registry and elec- 
tion canvassing said ballot or the county board of elec- 
tions, justice of the Supreme Court or other judge or 
officer conducting a recount thereof, shall be satisfied 
that the placing of said marks to the right of said 
names was intended to identify or distinguish said bal- 
lot, then said ballot shall be declared null and void. 

D. Where the name of any person is written or pasted 
in the column designated Personal Choice, and a cross 
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or plus + appears in the square to the left of such 
name, it shall be counted as a vote for such person. 

FE. In case of any public question printed on the bal- 
lot where a proper mark is made in the square to the 
left of the word “Yes,” it shall be counted as a vote in 
favor of said public question. If a proper mark is 
made in the square to the left of the word “No,” it 
shall be counted as a vote against said public question. 
If no mark is made in either square to the left of 
either the word “Yes” or “No” it shall not be counted 
as a vote either in favor of or against said public ques- 
tion. Ifa mark is made in each of the squares to the 
left of both the words “Yes” and “No” it shall not be 
counted either as a vote in favor of or against said 
public question nor shall it invalidate the ballot. 

F. If a voter marks more names than there are per- 
sons to be elected to an office, or writes or pastes the 
name of any person in the column designated Personal 
Choice, whose name is printed upon the ballot as a candi- 
date under the same title of office, or his choice cannot 
be determined, his ballot shall not be counted for such 
office, but shall be counted for such other offices as are 
properly marked. If a voter mark a cross X or plus + 
in the space or square at the left of the surname of any 
candidate for President or Vice-President of the United 
States, and also mark a & or plus -+ in some of the 
spaces or squares at the left of the names of candidates 
for presidential electors, it shall count as a vote for all 
the candidates for presidential electors nominated by a 
party represented by said candidates for President and 
Vice-President of the United States. 

G. If the mark made for any candidate or public 
question is substantially a cross < or plus + and is 
substantially within the square, it shall be counted for 
such candidate or for or against such public question, 
as the case may be. No vote shall be counted for any 
candidate in any column or for or against any public 
question, unless the mark made is substantially a cross 
X or plus + and is substantially within the square. 

30. Section four, Article XVII, of the act to which 
this act is an amendment, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows: 
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Penalty for Failure to Deliver Statements, Books and 
other Articles. 

4. If any district board of registry and election shall 
neglect to give the following information on the state-

low any loose leaf binder, registry book or other book

to certify his consent and agreement to be a candidate 
for nomination to the office specified therein shall not 
be printed upon the ballots to be used at such primary 
election; and provided, further, that in the case of a va- 
cancy among nominees the name of the person selected 
in the manner provided in this act to fill such vacancy 
shall be printed upon the ballots in the place and stead 
of the person vacating such nomination. Said candi- 
dates shall be arranged in groups and the groups 
bracketed in all cases where the petitions endorsing such 
candidates request such grouping. The designation 
named by candidates in their petitions for nomination, 
as provided by this act, shall be printed to the right oi 
the names of such candidates or groups of candidates in 
as large type as the space will allow. Immediately to 
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the left and on the same line with the name of each can- 
didate for office and position shall be printed a square 
approximately one-quarter of an inch in size, or by print- 
ing vertical single line rules connecting the single line 
rules between the names of the candidates and thus torm 
a square, in which the voter shall indicate his choice. A 
single light-faced rule shall be used to separate the dif- 
ferent names in each group of candidates. A heavy 
diagram rule shall be used between each group of candi- 
dates for different offices. Where candidates are ar- 
ranged in groups and the groups bracketed, said groups 
shall be separated from other groups and candidates by 
two single-line rules approximately one-eighth of an inch 
apart. Each primary ballot shall contain, at the end of 
the list of candidates for each different office, blank 
squares, and spaces or lines equal to the number of per- 
sons to be elected to said office, for the purpose of al- 
lowing any voter to write or paste the name of any 
person for whom he desires to vote for any office or 
party position. 

36. Section thirty-three, Article XXIII, of the act to 
which this act is an amendment, be and the same is hereby 
amended so as read as follows:

cate permanent registration forms hereinbefore set forth, 
and the clerk shall fill out the forms which the applicant 
shall sign. In case an eligible voter is unable to write 
his name, he shall be required to make a cross, which 
shall be followed by the writing of the words “His or 
Her Mark,” as the case may be, by the person taking 
the application, and said applicant shall answer the ad- 
ditional questions required under this act. Said addi- 
tional questions shall be sworn to or affirmed in the 
same manner as above provided. Registration by mail 
is hereby specifically prohibited.

CHAPTER 262. 
An Act for the relief of F. Edward Whitehead. 


Wurereas, F. Edward Whitehead, a chemist in the em- 
pley of the State Department of Health, lost the sight 
of one eye, while engaged in the performance of his

Wuereas, At a hearing held before the Compensation 
Bureau of the State Department of Labor, it was as- 
certained that such injury arose in the course of his 
said employment, and that he should be compensated 
therefor: 


BE if ENACTED Oy the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. There shall be paid to the said F. Edward White- 
head as compensation for the injury so received the sum 
of five thousand dollars. which said amount shail be in 
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full compensation for such injury. The Comptroller of 
the Treasury and the State Treasurer are hereby author- 
ized to pay the aforesaid suni from the funds of the 
State. 


2. This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER, 263: 


An Act vesting the title to real estate of which John D. 


Busing died seized and which is alleged to have 
escheated to the State of New Jersey in one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty-five. 


Wuereas, John D. Busing, late of the town of Gutten- 


g, county of Hudson, and State of New Jersey, 
departed this life on the twenty-ninth day of Decem- 
ber, one thousand eight hundred and eighty-five, seized 
of lot, tract or parcel of land, situate, lying and being 
in the town of Guttenberg, county of Hudson and 
State of New Jersey, known and designated on a 
map of property made by William. Hexamer, situate 
at Guttenberg, Hudson county, New Jersey, now on 
file in the clerk’s office of the county of Hudson, as 
lot numbered two hundred and eighty (280), in block 
number twenty-eight (28), fronting and facing on the 
easterly side or line of Bulls Ferry road, and on the 
northerly side of Hudson avenue as shown on said 
map, said lot number two hundred and eighty (280) 
being situate on the northeasterly corner of said Bulls 
Ferry road and Hudson avenue and being twenty-five 
(25) feet in front and rear and one hundred (100) 
feet deep on each side. Said premises are also known 
and designated as twenty Park avenue.

Wuereas, The said John D. Busing left no person or 


persons capable of inheriting the said land, premises 
and hereditaments; and 
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Wuereas, The request and proper notice of intention to 
apply for the passage of this act, has been given and 
duly published; now therefore 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. All the estate, right, title and interest of every kind 
and character, of which it is alleged the State of New 
Jersey is seized in and to certain real estate heretofore 
belonging to one John D. Busing, more particularly de- 
scribed in the first preamble to this act, are hereby vested 
in Christian F. Steil; such title so as aforesaid vested 
under the provisions of this act is validated and con- 
firmed. 

2. ‘This act shall be deemed a private act and shall take 
effect immediately.

CHAPTER 264. 


An Act providing for the retirement of police officers in 
counties of the second class now or hereafter having 
a population in excess of two hundred thousand in- 
habitants ; providing a pension for such retired police 
officers and the widows, children and sole dependent 
parents of deceased members of said department. 


Br IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In all counties of this State now or hereafter hav- 
ing a population in excess of two hundred thousand in- 
habitants as ascertained by the preceding federal census, 
all county police officers who have honorably served in 
any duly organized county police department for a period 
of twenty years and attained the age of fifty shall, upon 
his own application, be retired on half pay, and any 
member of such county police department who shall 
have honorably served for a period of twenty years and 
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attained the age of sixty-five years shall be retired on 
half pay and the widow of every retired member of such 
police department who, while a member of such depart- 
ment having paid into the fund the full amount of his 
annual assessments or contributions and continued so to 
do after his retirement until his death, and who shall 
die from causes other than injuries received in the per- 
formance of duty, shall, so long as she remains un- 
married, receive a pension equivalent to one-half of the 
pay of her deceased husband at the time of his retire- 
ment not exceeding one thousand dollars for the use of 
herself and the children under sixteen years of ‘age of 
her deceased husband, if any ; provided, however, that she 
was married to her said deceased husband before the 
date of his retirement and before he arrived at the age 
of fifty years; and in case such retired deceased mem- 
ber leave no widow but children under the age of sixteen 
years, then such pension shall be paid to such of his 
children who have not attained the age of sixteen years, 
in equal shares if there be three or more of them; if 
only two they shall be paid twenty dollars each monthly, 
and if only one such child shall be paid twenty-five dol- 
lars monthly until the age of sixteen years is reached; 
and in case there is no widow and no children under 
the age of sixteen years, then such pension shall be 
paid to the sole dependent parent of such deceased mem- 
ber. All such retirements to be made and pensions al- 
lowed by the pension commission hereinafter created. 

2. Any member of such county police department who 
shall have received permanent disability in the perform- 
ance of his duty shall, upon the certificate of a surgeon 
or the county physician, or other physician designated 
for that purpose by the pension commission, be retired 
upon a pension equal to two-thirds of the amount of his 
salary at the time of his retirement; where, however, a 
person being a member or employee of such department 
shall desire to retire by reason of injury or disease, such 
person shall make application in writing to the pension 
commission for such retirement; whereupon the pension 
commission shall call to their assistance the aid of the 
county physician or other physician designated for that 
purpose and the person making the application may like- 
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wise call to his aid a regularly licensed and practicing 
physician or surgeon. The president of the board of 
pension commissioners is authorized to administer oaths 
to said physicians or any other person called with respect 
to the matter before the commission, who shall determine 
by resolution whether said person is entitled to the bene- 
fits of this act. In case the two physicians called as here- 
inbefore provided fail to agree upon the physical condi- 
tion of the applicant, then the pension commission may 
call a third disinterested practicing physician and sur- 
geon and the determination or a majority of said three 
physicians, who being first duly sworn in the case, shall 
be reduced to writing and signed by them and the pension 
commission shall consider the same in arriving at their 
decision, 

3. The widow or children or sole dependent parent of 
any member of the county police department having 
served therein for a period of ten years, having paid 
into the fund the full amount of his annual assessment 
or contributions, who shall have lost his life in the per- 
formance of his duty, or who shall die from causes other 
than injuries received in the performance of duty, shall 
receive a pension equal to the full amount of the salary 
of such member at the time of his death, not exceeding 
one thousand dollars; provided, however, that in case of 
a widow and children such pension shall be paid to the 
widow for the use of herself and the children, if any, 
and in case of children and no widow, then such pension 
shall be paid to such of the children who have not at- 
tained the age of sixteen years, in equal shares, provided 
there are three or more children; if there are two chil- 
dren, they shall be paid twenty dollars each monthly; if 
one child, twenty-five dollars monthly; and in case there 
is no widow and no children under the age of sixteen 
years, then such pension shall be paid to the sole de- 
pendent parent of such deceased member ; and provided, 
further, no widow shall be entitled to a pension who shall 
have married any such member after he shall have at- 
tained the age of fifty years; and provided, further, that 
if any widow entitled to a pension as aforesaid remarry, 
then such pension shall cease and shall not be paid to 
such widow or her children. 
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+, A fund shall be created in the following manner for 
the purpose of paying such pensions, to wit: There shall 
be deducted from every payment of salary to such mem- 
ber of the county police department in such county two 
per centum of the amount thereof, providing such mem- 
ber entered such service on or before the age of thirty- 
five years; 1f any member enters service after the age 
of thirty-five years, then such percentage shall be in- 
creased to such an amount as shall be determined by the 
pension commission to correspond to the risk arising by 
the additional age of the member. The county shall raise 
by taxation and pay into said fund yearly an amount 
equal to four per centum of the total salaries paid to 
the members of the police department. ‘There shall also 
be added to such fund the following moneys: Al fines 
imposed upon any member of the police department; all 
moneys given or donated to such fund; all moneys de- 
ducted from the salary of any member of the police 
department on account of absence, or loss of time, and 
one-half of all rewards paid for any purpose. In case 
there shall not be sufficient money in said pension fund 
created as aforesaid, the board of chosen freeholders 
shall include in any tax levy a sum sufficient to meet 
the requirements of said fund for the time being. 

5. In all counties in which this act shall take effect 
there shall be established a pension commission of five 
members, consisting of the director of the board of 
chosen freeholders, the county treasurer, two members 
of the police department of such county, and one citizen 
of the county, to be selected by them at a meeting or 
meetings to be held in December of each year at a date 
to be fixed by each body. The terms of the members 
selected from the county police department shall be for 
two years and the citizen member shall hold his said 
office for a term of two years. 

6. The said pension commission shall have control and 
management of said fund and of the retirement of mem- 
bers of the said departments, and are hereby empowered 
to make all necessary rules and regulations regarding the 
same not inconsistent with this act. All moneys belong- 
ing to said pension shall be received and paid over to 
the treasurer of the county, whose official bond shall 
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cover the same. No funds shall be paid out of said 
fund except upon the warrant of the commission, signed 
by its president and secretary. 

7. The term ‘county police officer’ as used in this 
act shall be taken to mean and include all uniformed 
members, whether officers or patrolmen, of such county 
force. 

8. This act shall take effect immediately, but shall not 
be operative in any county until the board of chosen free- 
holders thereof shall by resolution determine to adopt 
the provisions of the same in and for said county.

CHAPTER 265. 
An Act to extend the privileged character of publications. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. That the privileged character ene to the pub- 
lication of judicial or other proceedings shall extend to 
the publication in any newspaper of official statements 
issued by police department heads, prosecutors of the 
county and coroners in investigations in progress or com- 
pleted by them, and which are accepted in good faith 
by the publisher of any newspaper; and the privileged 
character thereof shall be a good defense to any action 
for libel unless the plaintiff shall show express malice or 
malice in fact. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately. 

Approved April 3, 1928. 
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CHAPTER 266. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act to provide for 
the regulation and incorporation of insurance com- 
panies and to regulate the transaction of insurance 
business in this State,” approved April third, nineteen 
hundred and two. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The act to which this act is a supplement be and 
the same is hereby supplemented by adding thereto two 
new sections to be known as sections two-a and two-b 
and to read as follows: 

2a. No stock company formed under this act shall 
create more than one class of stock except, however, 
that preferred and/or nonvoting stock may be issued 
provided the amount of such stock so issued shall not 
at any time exceed the amount of common and/or voting 
stock then issued and outstanding ; provided, further, that 
this section shall not apply to any corporation hereto- 
fore incorporated. 

2b. Every subscription to the capital stock of a stock 
company shall contain the stipulation that no sum shall 
ke used for commission, promotion or organization ex- 
penses in excess of a per centum of the amount paid 
upon the stock subscriptions, to be named in such stipu- 
lation, not exceeding fifteen per centum. Every sub- 
scription for stock and every application for insurance 
in such company made prior to the granting to the com- 
pany by the Commissioner of Banking and Insurance 
of the certificate of authority shall contain the stipula- 
tion that the money advanced by the applicant shall be 
returned to him without any deduction in case the com- 
pany fails to complete its organization or procure such 
certificate or issue the policy applied for in the applica- 
tion. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately and all acts 
or parts of acts inconsistent therewith be and the same 
are hereby repealed.

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CHAPTER 267. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act relating to, 
regulating and providing for the government of cities, 
towns, townships, boroughs, villages and municipalities 
governed by boards of commission or improvement 
commissions in this State,” approved April twenty- 
fifth, one thousand nine hundred and eleven, as said 
title was amended by act approved April second, one 
thousand nine hundred and twelve. 


BE 1T ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section five of the act referred to in the title of 
this act is hereby amended to read as follows: 

5. The Board of Commissioners shall designate the 
time of holding regular meeting, which shall be at least 
twice monthly, and special meetings may be called from 
time to time by the mayor or by two commissioners. All 
méetings of the commissioners, whether regular or spe- 
cial, shall be open to the public, and any citizen may 
have access to the minutes upon application to the city 
clerk. 

The mayor shall be president of the board and shall 
preside at its meetings and surpervise all departments 
and report to the board for its action all matters re- 
quiring the attention of the board on any department. 

Director of the department of revenue and finance shall 
be vice-president of the board, and, in case of vacancy in 
the office of mayor, shall perform the duties of that 
office. 

2. All acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith be 
and the same are hereby repealed.

sand nine hundred and twenty-four. 


Br rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section five of the act of which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so that the same 
shall read as follows: 

5. The provisions of this act shall not apply to per- 
sons, partnerships or corporations lawfully engaged in 
the business of searching or insuring titles to real estate 
in so far as may relate to the rendering of legal advice 
or to the preparation and execution of conveyances or 
other instruments connected with or incidental to the 
guaranteeing or searching of titles to real estate either 
by such persons, partnerships or corporations or their 
employees ; nor to persons or corporations lawfully exer- 
cising trust functions, whether as trustee, executor, ad- 
ministrator, guardian, assignee, receiver, or otherwise, 
in so far as may relate to conveyances or other instru- 
ments, excepting wills, connected with or incidental to the 
creation, execution or discharge of trust functions; nor 
to any person, partnership or corporation engaged in the 
leasing, sale or exchange or real or personal property 
er in the loaning of money on mortgages on real or 
personal property in so far as may relate to legal docu- 
ments incidental to any lease, mortgage, sale or ex- 
change, nor shall this act apply to the drawing of deeds, 
bonds, mortgages, leases, releases, agreements, or as- 
signments by a master in chancery or a licensed real 
estate broker, or any one employed by such real estate 
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broker; nor to any corporation now engaged in the busi- 
ness of drawing and filing certificates of incorporation 
or amendments thereto, the drawing of by-laws, and 
generally the superintending and directing of the pro- 
ceedings necessary to incorporate and form corporations, 
in so far as these enumerated powers and businesses are 
concerned; nor to any person or corporation furnishing 
to any person lawfully engaged in the practice of the law 
such information for such clerical assistance in and about 
his professional work as, except for the provisions of 
this act, may be lawful; provided, that at all times the 
lawyer receiving such information or such service shall 
maintain full professional and direct responsibility to 
his client for the information and service so rendered; 
neither shall the provisions of this act be held to prohibit 
any person, firm, association or corporation from em- 
ploying any duly licensed attorney or counselor-at-law 
in or about his or their own affairs or in any litigation 
to which he or they may be a party, or directly or in- 
directly concerned, or to prohibit organizations, either 
corporate or otherwise, organized for or doing charit- 
able or benevolent work or rendering assistance to per- 
sons without means in pursuit of any legal remedy in 
so far as the carrying out of the charitable objects of 
such organization is concerned, or in so far as the ren- 
dering of such charitable assistance is concerned. 
2. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 269. 


A Supplement to an act entitled “An act concerning 
counties,” approved March fourth, one thousand nine 


hundred and eighteen. 


BE If ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In any county of this State now or hereafter hav- 
ing a population in excess of two hundred thousand in- 
habitants as ascertained by the last preceding Federal 
census, the board of chosen freeholders may by reso- 
lution passed by the affirmative vote of a majority of 
the whole board, appoint a county park commission to 
consist of five residents and freeholders of the county, 
to be known as “The County Park 
Commission” (inserting the name of the county). The 
commissioners first appointed shall hold office respec- 
tively for the term of one, two, three, four and five 
years as indicated and fixed by the board of chosen free- 
holders and all commissioners thereafter appointed shall 
be appointed for a term of five years. Vacancies hap- 
pening by resignation, death or otherwise, shall be filled 
by the board of chosen freeholders for the unexpired 
term only. Such commission shall have power to sue 
and be sted, to use a common seal, to make by-laws, and 
carry out the objects of this act as hereinafter set forth. 
The members of such park commission shall serve with- 
out compensation; their necessary expenses shall be al- 
lowed and paid by the county treasurer upon warrants 
signed by the president or vice-president and secretary. 
Every such commission shall annually choose from 
among its members a president, a vice-president and a 
treasurer and shall appoint a secretary and such other 
officers and employees as it may deem necessary to carry 
out the purposes of this act. They shall also fix and 
determine the duties and powers of such appointees and 
make all reasonable rules and regulations respecting the 
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2. The board of chosen freeholders may provide said 
commission with a suitable office and upon the establish- 
ment of such commission may make available for ex- 
penditures authorized by said commission, such sum or 
sums as the said board may by a majority vote approve 
not to exceed, however, the sum of one hundred thou- 
sand dollars and thereafter, the said board may pro- 
vide and make available such further sums of money as 
may be required to carry out the purposes of this act, 
but in no case shall such sums exceed in the aggregate, 
a sum equal to three-fourths of one per centum of the 
assessed valuation of lands and real estate (including im- 
provements) in such county as shown by the last list of 
ratables made up and approved by the county board of 
taxation for such county. The moneys to be provided 
and made available by the board of chosen freeholders 
for the purposes of this act may be raised by taxation 
or by the issuance of permanent or temporary bonds, or 
both. Only the amount raised by permanent or tempo- 
rary bonds shall be included in any debt statement pre- 
pared in pursuance of any law of this State. 

3. Such commission shall have power to acquire, main- 
tain and make available to inhabitants of the county, 
public parks and open spaces for public resort and recrea- 
tion and shall have power to locate such public parks and 
places at such point or points within the limits of the 
county as it may determine; it shall also have power 
to preserve and care for and to lay out, construct, main- 
tain and improve any such parks and places and to con- 
nect any road, parkway, park or public open space with 
any other park, parkway or public open space, and also 
with any city or municipality of such county, by a suit- 
able roadway, parkway or boulevard, or otherwise, and 
by itself, or jointly with any municipality or other pub- 
lic body, to provide for the construction, improvement 
or maintenance thereof; to lay out, construct and main- 
tain such sidewalks, roadways, serviceways, bridle paths, 
footpaths, or other ways within any such park or parks 
or other places; to construct and maintain such build- 
ings or other structures, playgrounds and the equipment 
thereof, as it may determine proper, and to enter into 
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contracts with any municipality or other public body with 
respect to the laying out, construction or maintenance 
thereof. 

4. Every such commission shall have power to acquire 
by gift, purchase or condemnation, or by lease or agree- 
ment, such lands and rights in lands and other property 
as it may determine is necessary and proper for the pur- 
poses of this act. All such lands and property shall be 
acquired by such commission in the name of the county. 

5. Such commission shall have power and authority 
not only to lay out and open roadways, parkways and 
boulevards as herein provided, but shall have power and 
authority toe establish the grade thereof and to change 
or alter the same; also, to straighten, widen, alter or re- 
locate any existing or new roadway, parkway or boule- 
vard which may be acquired by such commission. 

6. Such commission shall have full power and author- 
ity to make, alter, amend, and repeal rules and regula- 
tions for the protection, regulation and control of such 
parks, parkways and the roads, driveways, sidewalks, 
paths, lakes, pools, fountains, trees, flowers, shrubs, 
statuary, buildings and other things contained therein, 
and to prescribe fines and penalties for the violation of 
such rules and regulations, and to fix the amount of the 
same. Such rules and regulations shall not take effect 
until ten days after their adoption by said commission 
and after their publication once a week for four weeks 
in at least five newspapers circulating in said county. 

7. All lands taken or held under this act for the pur- 
pose of public parks shall be forever kept open and main- 
tained as such and no steam or other railroad shall be 
laid out on or maintained in, or operated on any por- 
tion of the parks, open spaces, boulevards, parkways or 
roadways laid out and located under this act, except at 
such places and in such manner as said board of park 
commissioners shall in writing approve; provided, how- 
ever, that if all the members of the park commission shall 
by resolution, determine that any lands or parts of lands 
acquired in pursuance of this act, are no longer required 
for park purposes and that the interest of the public 
will be better served by the sale thereof, such commission 
may certify such resolution to the board of chosen free- 
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holders and if such board of chosen freeholders concur 
therein, such lands may be sold for cash at public sale 
to the highest bidder; and provided, further, that said 
commission may by unanimous vote vacate or surrender 
any roadway, parkway or boulevard within its jurisdic- 
tion and control if such vacation or surrender shall ap- 
pear to be in the public interest. 

8. The board of chosen freeholders of the county or 
any municipality within the county may with the con- 
sent of such park commission, transfer the care, custody 
and control of any park, public place, roadway, parkway 
or boulevard under its care or control to said park 
commission to be held by such commission for the pur- 
poses of this act. 

9. This act shall not become operative in any county 
unless the same shall have been submitted to the voters 
of such county at any general election for the members 
cf the General Assembly in such county and shall have 
been approved by a majority of the votes cast at such 
general election upon the question of adoption as sub- 
mitted. Whenever the board of chosen freeholders of 
any county in which this act may become operative, shali 
pass a resolution authorizing the submission of this act 
to a popular vote at a general election in the county, it 
shall be the duty of the county clerk to give public 
notice by publication in two or more newspapers pub- 
lished and circulating in the county that such submis- 
sion will be made at the ensuing general election, stating 
briefly the question to be submitted, and cause to be 
printed upon the sample and official ballots to be used 
at such general election in the manner required by “An 
act regulating elections” (Revision, 1920), passed May 
fifth, one thousand nine hundred and twenty, and the 
acts amendatory thereof and supplemental thereto, the 
following public question, to wit: “Shall a county park 
commission be appointed pursuant to the provisions of 
Chapter (inserting the number of the Chapter of 
this act), P. L. 1928?” If upon the canvass of the vote 
at such election if it shall appear that a majority of 
those voting for or against the question so submitted 
have voted in favor of the appointment of a county 
park commission pursuant to this act, this act shall there- 
upon become operative and the board of chosen free- 
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holders of such county shall within thirty days thereafter 
appoint the commissioners herein authorized to be ap- 
pointed. 

10. Nothing herein contained shall repeal any exist- 
ing law relating to the establishment of county parks or 
be construed to apply to any county which may have 
heretofore established a county park system or a county 
park commission under the provisions of any other act; 
provided, that in case proceedings have been had in any 
county to which this act is applicable, for the submis- 
sion of the provisions of any other act for the estab- 
lishment of county parks or the appointment of a county 
park commission, to the voters of such county and the 
board of chosen freeholders of such county shall, not 
less than thirty days prior to the general election at 
which such submission is to be made, adopt a resolution 
authorizing the submission of this act as hereinbefore 
provided, to the voters of such county, then and in that 
case the question of the submission of any other act 
shall not be submitted at the next succeeding general 
election and the question of the adoption of the pro- 
visions of this act shall be submitted in lieu thereof. 

11. This act shall take effect immediately.

Wuereas, In accordance with the provisions of said 
resolution said commission did meet for the afore-

BE rt ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 


of the State of New Jersey: 

1. That the following described lands and tenements, 
now within the boundaries of the county of Monmouth, 
be and the same are hereby annexed to, and become a 
part of the county of Ocean: 

Beginning at the point where the center of the north 
branch of the Metedeconk river intersects the dividing 
line between Freehold and Howell townships, Monmouth 
county, and Jackson township, Ocean county, the said 
point being the southeasterly corner of Freehold town- 
ship and the northeasterly corner of Jackson township, 
thence southeasterly down the middle of the said north 
branch of the Metedeconk river to a point where the 
same intersects the division line of the township of 
Howell, county of Monmouth, and the township of 
Lakewood, county of Ocean, as now existing, thence 
along the said dividing line between the township of 
Howell, county of Monmouth, and the township of 
Lakewood, county of Ocean, northwesterly to the Jack- 
son township line, thence northwesterly along the line 
dividing Jackson township and Howell township, as now 
existing, to the point in the middle of the north branch of 
the Metedeconk river, at the southeasterly corner of 
Freehold township, and the northeasterly corner of Jack- 
son township, heretofore described as the beginning 
point. 

The dividing line between the county of Monmouth 
and the county of Ocean is hereby determined and fixed 
as the center line of the north branch of the Metedeconk 
river from a point where the same is intersected by the 
dividing line between the townships of Howell and Free- 
hold, in Monmouth county, and the township of Jack- 
son, in Ocean county, to a point where the center line

An Act providing for the retirement of life guard of- 
ficers and life guards employed in cities of the fourth 
class in this State, and providing a pension ior life 
guard officers and life guards so retired. 


Be tr ENAcTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. In all cities of the fourth class in this State, as 
ascertained by the preceding Federal census, any mem- 
ber of the lite guard force in service during the vear - 
when this act takes effect, whether employed as an of- 
ficer or a guard, who shall have served on such force 
for a period of fifteen consecutive years, and shall have 
attained the age of forty years, may be retired upon 
half pay by the governing body of any such city or 
upon his own application may be retired upon half pay 
as aforesaid. 

2. Any officer or member of any such life guard 
force, who shall have received permanent disability in 
the pertormance of his duty shall, upon the certificate 
ot the beach surgeon, or other physrcian designated by 
the governing body, be retired upon a pension equa! 
to half of his said salary at the time of retirement. 

3. A fund shall be created in the following manner 
for the purpose of paying such pensions, to wit: There 
shall be deducted from every payment of salary to each 
member of the life guard force in such municipality 
two per centum of the amount thereof; municipalities 
shall raise by taxation and pay into such fund yearly an 
amount equal to four per centum of the total salaries 
paid to members of the life guard force. There shall 
be added to such fund the following moneys: All fines 
imposed upon any member of the life guard force; all 
moneys given or donated for the purpose of such fund: 
alt moneys deducted from the salary of any member of 
the life guard force on account of absence, loss of time, 
and half of all rewards paid to the said life guard foree, 
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or to any member thereof. In case at any time there 
shall not be sufficient money in such pension fund for 
the purposes of said fund the governing body shall in- 
clude in any tax levy a sum in addition to amounts 
heretofore contributed which shall be sufficient to meet 
the requirements of the fund, and such sum shall be 
raised by tax levy no longer than is necessary to meet 
the requirements of such pension fund. Whenever such 
pension fund shall exceed an amount which the gov- 
erning body shall by resolution from time to time de- 
termine to be adequate for such pension fund, no 
moneys, except the two per centum of salaries, and the 
fines, donations and rewards specified in this act, shall 
be paid into such fund unless and until the amount of 
such fund shall fall below the amount thus determined 
to be adequate. 

4. There shall be appointed by the mayor or chief 
executive officer, with the advice and consent of the 
governing body of such municipality, a life guard pen- 
sion commission consisting of four members, one uf 
which shall be a superior officer of such life guard force 
and one a life guard, and two citizens who are not 
members of such life guard force. The members of 
such life guard pension commission shall serve for a 
term of four years, and until their successors are ap- 
pointed and duly qualified and shall not receive any 
compensation for their services. Each person so ap- 
pointed to such life guard pension commission shall 
take an oath of office before the mayor or other chief 
executive officer of such municipality to the effect that 
he will faithfully discharge the duties of the office. 

5. The said life guard pension commission shall have 
the management and control of said fund and is hereby 
empowered to make all necessary rules and regulations 
not inconsistent with this act. All moneys belonging 
to said life guard pension fund shall be paid over to the 
treasurer of such municipality, who shall give bond in 
such amount from time to time as the governing body 
of such municipality shall determine. All moneys not 
needed for the immediate payment of such pensions 
shall be invested by such life guard pension commis- 
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sion in interest bearing bonds of such municipality or 
in other interest bearing securities in which savings 
banks of this State are authorized to invest their funds. 
No moneys shall be paid out of said fund by such 
treasurer except upon the warrant of such life guard 
commission, such warrant to be signed by such member 
or members of such life guard pension commission as 
shall be designated by such commission. 

6. ‘This act shall take effect immediately.

CHAPTER 273. 


An Act to regulate the purchase and owning by cer- 
tain corporations of capital stock of banks, trust 
companies and national banks doing business in this 
State and in certain cases to limit and prohibit the 
purchase and ownership of such stock and to pro- 
vide punishment for violation thereof. 


Br ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Any corporation, other than corporations spe- 
cifically exempted from the provisions of this act, which 
row owns any of the shares of the capital stock of any 
bank or trust company or national bank, doing busi- 
ness in this State, and which shares of stock are not 
registered in the name of such corporation on the books 
of the bank or trust company or national bank issuing 
or which issued the same, shall within sixty days after 
the taking effect of this act cause the said shares of 
capital stock to be transferred on the books of such 
bank or trust company or national bank so that the 
same will be issued to and be registered in the name of 
such corporation, and shall keep the same so registered 
in the name of such corporation while it continues to 
be the owner of such stock. 


2. Any corporation, other than corporations spe- 
cifically exempted from the provisions of this act, which 
now or hereafter owns any shares of the capital stock 
of any bank or trust company or national bank doing 
business in this State, shall not cause or permit any 
such shares of capital stock to be issued to or to be 
registered on the books of the bank or trust company 
or national bank issuing the same, in any name or 
names other than the name of the corporation so own- 
ing such shares of stock. 

3. Any corporation, other than corporations speci- 
fically eXempted from the provisions of this act, which 
now or hereafter owns more than ten per centum of 
the number of shares of the capital stock now or here- 
after at any time issued and outstanding of any bank 
or trust company or national bank, now or hereafter 
doing business in this State, shall not purchase more 
than ten per centum of the number of shares of capital 
stock at any time issued and outstanding of any other 
bank or trust company or national bank, now or here- 
after doing business in this State. 

4. Every bank and trust company doing business in 
this State, as to any of its shares of capital stock now 
or hereafter registered on its books in the name of 
any corporation and as a condition precedent to per- 
miutting such stock to be voted upon at any stockholders 
meeting, shall take and require from such corporation 
a statement in writing, dated and made on a date not 
more than seven days, including Sundays and holidays, 
prior to the date of such meeting or any adjournment 
thereof, stating (a) the number of shares of the capital 
stock of any and every bank, trust company and national 
bank, doing business in this State, owned by it on the 
date of taking effect of this act, and the names and 
addresses of the same; (b) the number of shares of 
the capital stock of any and every such bank, trust com- 
pany and national bank, purchased by such corporation 
after the taking effect of this act and the names and 
addresses of the same; (c) the number of shares of 
the capital stock of any and every such bank, trust com- 
pany and national bank owned by such corporation on 
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the date of such statement and the names and addresses 
of the same; (d) the date or dates of purchase of all 
such shares of stock specified in (b) and (c) above; 
(e) the total number of shares of capital stock of any 
and every such bank, trust company and national bank 
issued and outstanding on the date or dates of such 
purchase or purchases and on the date of such state- 
ment; (f) that such corporation has not after the tak- 
ing effect of this act purchased any of the shares of the 
capital stock of any bank, trust company or national 
bank in violation of the provisions of section three of 
this act. If such statement is not furnished such stock 
shall not be voted. If it appears from any such state- 
ment, that such corporation on the date of such state- 
ment owned shares of the capital stock of any such 
bank, trust company or national bank, purchased in 
violation of the provisions of section three of this act, 
the said shares of stock shall not be voted at such 
stockholders meeting. If it appears from any such 
statement that such corporation has violated the pro- 
visions of section three of this act, such bank or trust 
company shall inform the Attorney-General and the 
prosecutor of the pleas of the county in which its 
principal office is located, of the contents of such state- 
ment. 

5. Every bank and trust company doing business in 
this State, as a condition precedent to transferring any 
of its shares of capital stock into the name of any cor- 
poration, shall take and require from such corporation 
and such corporation shall make and deliver to it, a 
statement in writing, dated and made on a date not 
more than seven days, including Sundays and holidays, 
prior to the date of offering the certificates of stock for . 
transfer, stating the particulars required by subsections 
(a) to (f) inclusive of section four of this act. Until 
such statement is furnished such shares of stock shall 
not be transferred. If it appears from any such state- 
ment, that such corporation on the date of such state- 
ment, owned shares of the capital stock of any bank, 
trust company or national bank doing business in this 
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State, purchased in violation of the provisions of sec- 
tion three of this act or that the shares, transfer of 
which is requested were purchased in violation of sec- 
tion three of this act, such stock shall not be trans- 
ferred. If it appears from any such statement that 
such corporation has violated the provisions of section 
three of this act such bank or trust company shall in- 
ferm the Attorney-General and the prosecutor of the 
pleas of the county in which its principal office 1s located 
of the contents of such statement. 

6. Every bank and trust company doing business in 
this State, as a condition precedent to paying dividends 
upon any of its shares of capital stock registered on 
its books in the name of any corporation, shall, on or 
after the date of each and every declaration of dividends 
upon such stock, take and require from such corporation 
and such corporation shall make and deliver to it a 
statement in writing, stating (a) the information re- 
quired by subsection (a) of section four of this act; 
(b) the information required by subsection (b) of sec- 
tion four of this act; (c) the number of shares of the 
capital stock of any and every bank, trust company or 
national bank doing business in this State, owned by 
such corporation on the date of declaration of such 
dividends; (d) the date or dates of purchase of all such 
shares of stock specified in (b) and (c) above; (e) 
the total number of shares of capital stock of any and 
every such bank, trust company and national bank is- 
sued and outstanding on the date or dates of such 
purchase or purchases and on the date of declaration of 
such dividends; ({) the information required by sub- 
section (f) of section four of this act. [f any such 
statement is not furnished within six months after the 
date of declaration of such dividends, they shall be for- 
feited to and become the property of the corporation 
declaring the same. If it appears from any such state- 
ment, that such corporation on the date of declaration 
of such dividends owned shares of the capital stock 
of any such bank, trust company or national bank pur- 
chased in violation of the provisions of section three of 
this act, the dividends which would have been payable 
with respect to any such stock shall be forfeited to and 
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become the property of the bank or trust company de- 
claring the same. If it appears from any such state- 
ment that such corporation has violated the provisions 
or section three of this act, such bank or trust company 
shall inform the Attorney-General and the prosecutor 
of the pleas of the county in which its principal office 
is located of the contents of such statement. 

7. Any corporation, which purchases shares of stock 
of any national bank doing business in this State, in 
violation of the provisions of section three of this act 
shall not vote such shares of stock, nor shall it cause 
or perimit the same to be transferred to it on the books 
of said national bank nor shall it take or receive any 
dividends declared on such shares of stock. 

8. Whenever the Attorney-General of this State has 
reason or information to suspect or believe, or when- 
even it appears to the Attorney-General by complaint 
or otherwise that any stock of anv bank or trust com- 
pany doing business in this State has been purchased in 
violation of the provisions of this act, he shall, by pro- 
ceeding in the Court of Chancery of this State, pro- 
cure determination as to such purchase. Such pro- 
ceeding shall be by petition in the name of the State 
of New Jersey, and in which, the bank or trust com- 
pany whose stock is involved, and the registered holder 
of such stock and any other person or corporation hav- 
ing any interest therein to the knowledge or information 
or belief of the Attorney-General, shall be parties de- 
fendant, and of which they shall receive such notice 
as the court shall prescribe. Notice to any absent de- 
fendant shall be given according to the statute and 
rules of said court in such case made and provided. 

In any hearing thereon the burden of proof that 
such stock has not been purchased in violation of the 
provisions of this act shall be upon the registered owner 
cf such stock or upon any other party thereto claiming 
to own the same. 

If it is determined that such stock has not been pur- 
chased in violation of the provisions of this act, it shall 
be so decreed. 

If it is determined that such stock has been purchased 
in violation of the provisions of this act, it shall be so 
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decreed, and it shall also be decreed that any and ail 
dividends thereafter declared with respect to such stock 
while such stock is so owned shall be forfeited to and 
become the properly of such bank or trust company, and 
that while such stock continues to be owned in viola- 
tion of the provisions of this act it shall not be voted 
at any stockholders meeting. Upon any such deter- 
mination the costs of such proceedings and any counsel 
fees allowed by the court may be decreed to be paid 
by the registered owner of such stock or by any other 
perty claiming to own the same. 

If after such determination such stock ceases to be 
owned in violation of the provisions of this act, its 
status with respect to this act may be determined and 
its right to dividends and voting may be restored upon 
petition in said court by the registered holder of such 
stock or other person or corporation interested therein, 
of which such notice as may be prescribed by the court 
shall be given to the Attorney-General and to the bank 
or trust company whose stock is involved. If it is 
determined that such stock has ceased to be owned in 
violation of the provisions of this act it shall be so 
decreed and also that all dividends declared after cessa- 
tion of such ownership shall be paid without interest, 
and that such stock may thereafter be voted. Upon any 
such determination the costs of such proceedings and 
any counsel fees allowed by the court shall be decreed 
to be paid by the petitioner. 

9. ‘The stock ownership permitted or prohibited by 
this act shall be construed to mean and include any 
ownership, owning, holding, having or controlling di- 
rectly in any way whatsoever, or indirectly in any way 
whatsoever, through any agent or other representative. 

10. The words “purchase,” and “purchased,” as used 
in this act shall be construed to mean and include any 
purchase or other acquisition of ownership, or of any 
right, title or interest, directly or indirectly in any way 
whatsoever, or indirectly in any way whatsoever, through 
any agent or other representative. 

11. Whenever in this act any statement in writing 
is required to be made by any corporation, such state- 
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ment shall be made in the corporation's name, shall be 
under its corporate seal, and shall be signed for the 
corporation by its president, vice-president, treasurer 
or secretary. 

12. Any corporation guilty of making in whole or 
in part any false statement required by the provisions 
of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished accordingly. 

Any corporation guilty of violating any of the other 
provisions of this act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished accord- 
ingly. 

The making by any corporation of anv false state- 
ment required by this act shall be deemed to be also 
a false statement by the individual officer or officers of 
such corporation making the same, and of the individual 
director or directors and officer or officers of such cor- 
poration ordering, or doing, or permitting the same, and 
he or they shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished accordingly. 

Any violation by any corporation of any of the other 
provisions of this act other than the making of such 
false statement, shall be deemed to be also the viola- 
tion of the individual officer or officers, director or di- 
rectors, ordering, or doing, or permitting such viola- 
tion, and he or they shall be guiltv of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be punished accord- 
ingly. 

In addition to the penalties otherwise provided in 
this act for such violation or violations, the charter of 
any corporation making any false statement required 
by this act, or violating any of the other provisions of 
this act, shall be revoked in appropriate proceedings by 
the Attorney-General of this State; and in case of a 
fereign corporation authorized to do business in this 
State its permission granted to do business in this State 
shall be revoked in appropriate proceedings by the At- 
torney-General of this State. 

13. Any person or persons who for the purpose of 
enabling any corporation to evade or attempt to evade

the provisions of this act, shall permit any shares of the 
capital stock of any bank, trust company or national 
bank, doing business in this State. owned by any cor- 
poration to be held or registered in his or their names 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be punished accordingly. 

14. The provisions of this act and the penalties 
thereof shall not apply to the following corporations, 
viz: Banks and trust companies organized under the 
laws of this State and national banks doing business in 
this State, nor to stich banks, trust companies and na- 
tional banks while acting in a fiduciary capacity repre- 
senting any individual or individuals or the estate of any 
individual; nor to any other corporation the entire 
capital stock of which is owned by or held in trust for 
the shareholders of any bank or trust company organized 
under the laws of this State or any national bank doing 
business in this State, in the same relative proportion as 
the stock held in said bank, trust company or national 
bank. 

15. If any part or parts of this act shall be held to be 
invalid or unconstitutional, the validity of the other 
parts hereof shall not thereby be affected or impaired. 

16. This act shall take effect immediately.

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CHAPTER 274. 


An Act to enable municipalities to adopt zoning ordi- 
nances limiting and restricting to specified districts 
and regulating therein buildings and structures, ac- 
cording to their construction, and the nature and ex- 
tent of their use, and the repeal of sundry zoning laws. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Municipality. The term “Municipality,” where 
used in this act, shall be construed to mean “City,” 
“Town,” ‘Village,’ “Borough,” “Township,” and any 
municipality governed by a board of commissioners or 
improvement commission, but shall not include counties, 

2. Governing Body. The term “Governing Body,” 
where used in this act, shall be construed to mean the 
board or body in each municipality empowered by statute 
to exercise general legislative power therein. 

3. General Purpose. Any municipality of this State 
may, by a zoning ordinance, limit and restrict to speci- 
fied districts and may regulate therein, buildings and 
structures according to their construction, and the nature 
and extent of their use, and the exercise of such author- 
ity, subject to the provisions herein contained, shall be 
deemed to be within the police power of the State. Such 
ordinance shall be adopted by the governing body of 
such municipality, as hereinafter provided, except in 
cities having a board of public works, and in such cities 
shall be adopted by said board of public works. ‘The 
authority conferred by this act shall include the right 
to regulate and restrict the height, number of stories, 
and sizes of buildings, and other structures, the per- 
centage of lot that may be occupied, the sizes of yards, 
courts, and other open spaces, the density of population, 
and the location and use and extent of use of build- 
ings and structures for trade, industry, residence, or 
other purposes. 
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4, Districts. Tor any or all of said purposes the 
governing body or board of public works may divide 
the municipality into districts of such number, shape, 
and area as may be deemed best suited to carry out 
the purposes of this act; and within such districts it 
may regulate and restrict the erection, construction, re- 
construction, alteration, repair, or use of buildings, or 
other structures. All such regulations shail be uniform 
for each class or kind of buildings or other structures 
throughout each district, but the regulations in one dis- 
trict may differ from those in other districts. 


5. Purposes in View. Such regulations shall be made 
in accordance with a comprehensive plan and designed 
for one or more of the following purposes: To lessen 
congestion in the streets; to secure safety from fire, 
panic and other dangers; to promote health, morals or 
the general welfare; to provide adequate light and air; 
to prevent the overcrowding of land or buildings; to 
avoid undue concentration of population. Such regula- 
tion shall be made with reasonable consideration, among 
cther things, to the character of the district and its 
peculiar suitability for particular uses, and with a view 
of conserving the value of property and encouraging 
the most appropriate use of land throughout such mu- 
nicipality. 

6. Zoning Commission. Prior to the adoption of 
any zoning ordinance, the governing body or board of 
public works shall appoint a commission of citizens of 
the municipality, to be known as the zoning commis- 
sion, to recommend the boundaries of the various orig- 
inal districts, and appropriate regulations to be enforced 
therein. Such commission shall make a preliminary 
report and thereafter hold public hearings thereon be- 
fore submitting its final report, and the governing body 
or board of public works shall not hold public hear- 
ing or public hearings, or adopt such zoning ordinance, 
until it has received the final report of such commis- 
sion; provided, however, the foregoing provisions of 
this section shall not apply to an amendment or repeal 
of any zoning ordinance. 
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No zoning ordinance shall be adopted, amended, or 
repealed, until after public hearing thereon by the gov- 
erning body or board of public works, at which parties 
in interest and citizens shall have an opportunity to 
be heard. Said ordinance and.notice of the time and 
place of hearing thereon shall be published at least once 
in an official newspaper, if there be one, or otherwise 
in a newspaper of general circulation in the munici- 
pality, and such publication shall take place ten or more 
days prior to such hearing. 

7. Existing Zoning Ordinances Saved. Whe. ver 
any municipality shall have adopted an: ordinance, or 
ordinances, prior to the adoption of this act, for any 
of the purposes set forth in this act, such ordinance, 
or ordinances, shall continue in effect as if they had 
been adopted under the provisions of this act; and it 
shall not be necessary in such cases for the governing 
body or board of public works to appoint a zoning 
commission as provided by section six herein. All such 
ordinances shall remain in full force and effect, except 
insofar as they are inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act, until they shall have been amended, or re- 
pealed by the governing body or board of public works. 

8. Changes. Such regulations, limitations and re- 
strictions may be amended, changed, modified, or re- 
pealed, and the boundaries of such districts may be 
changed, by ordinance. In case of a protest against 
such proposed change, signed by the owners of twenty 
per centum or more, either of the area of the lots in- 
cluded in such proposed change, or of those immediately 
adjacent in the rear thereof extending one hundred feet 
therefrom, or of those directly opposite thereto ex- 
tending one hundred feet from the street frontage of 
such opposite lots, such amendment shall not become 
effective except by the favorable vote of three-fourths 
of all the members of the governing body or board of 
public works of such municipality, except that this pro- 
vision shall not apply to the repeal of zoning ordi- 
nances in effect prior to the adoption of this act. 

9. Board of Adjustment. The governing body or 
board of public works, shall provide for the appoint- 
ment of a board of adjustment and in the regulations

and restrictions adopted pursuant to the authority of 
this act shall provide that the said board of adjustment 
may, in appropriate cases and subject to appropriate 
conditions and safeguards, make special exceptions to 
the terms of the ordinance in harmony with its gen- 
eral purpose and intent and in accordance with gen- 
eral or specific rules therein contained. 

The board of adjustment shall consist of five mem- 
bers, who shall not hold any elective office or position 


under the municipality, each to be appointed for such 


term as the governing body or board of public works, 
may prescribe and be removable for cause by the gov- 
erning body, or board ot public works, upon written 
charges and after public hearing. The governing body, 
or board of public works, shall provide for the filling 
of vacancies resulting from the unexpired term of any 
member. 

The board of adjustment shall adopt rules in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of any ordinance adopted 
or in force pursuant to this act. Meetings of the board 
shall be held at the call of the chairman and at such 
other times as the board may determine. Such chair- 
mari, or in his absence, the acting chairman, shall have 
power to issue subpoenas for the attendance of wit- 
nesses and the production of records and may adminis- 
ter oaths. Upon the failure of any person to answer 
in response to the subpcena of such officer, application 
may be made to the Supreme Court or any justice 
thereof, for an order compelling the attendance of such 
witness. All meetings of the board shall be open to 
the public. The board shall keep minutes of its pro- 
ceedings, showing the vote of each member upon each 
question, or, 1f absent or failing to vote, indicating 
such fact, and shall keep records of its examinations 
and other official actions, all of which shall be immedi- 
ately filed in the office of the board and shall be a pub- 
lic record. 

Appeals to the board of adjustment may be taken 
by any person aggrieved or by any officer, department, 
board, or bureau of the municipality affected by any 
decision of the administrative officer. Such appeal shall 
be taken within a reasonable time, as provided by the 
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rules of the board, by filing with the officer from whom 
the appeal is taken and with the board of adjustment a 
notice of appeal specifying the grounds thereof. The 
officer from: whom the appeal is taken shall forthwith 
transmit to the board all the papers constituting the 
record upon which the action appealed from was taken. 

An appeal stays all proceedings in furtherance of the 
action in respect of which the decision appealed from 
was made, unless the officer from whom the appeal is 
taken certifies to the board of adjustment after the 
notice of appeal shall have been filed with him that by 
reason of tacts stated in the certificate a stay would, 
in his opinion, cattse imminent peril to life or property. 
In such case, proceedings shall not be stayed otherwise 
than by a restraining order which may be granted by 
the board of adjustment or by the Court of Chancery 
on application on notice to the officer from whom the 
appeal is taken and on due cause shown. 

The board of adjustment shall fix a reasonable time 
for the hearing of the appeal, giving due notice thereof 
to the appellant. Said appellant shall thereupon at 
least five days prior to the time appointed for said hear- 
ing, give personal notice to all property owners within 
two hundred feet (200') of the property to be af- 
tected by said appeal. Such notice shall be given either 
by handing a copy thereof to the said property owners 
or by leaving a copy thereof at the usual place of abode 
of said property owners, if said owners are the occu- 
pants of the property affected by such appeal or are 
residents of the municipality in which said property is 
located. 

Whenever said owners are nonresidents of said mu- 
nicipality, such notice may be given by sending written 
notice thereof by registered mail to the last known ad- 
dress of the property owner or owners, as shown by 
the most recent tax lists of said municipality. Where 
the owner are partnerships, service upon any partner, 
as above outlined, shall be sufficient, and where the 
owners are corporations, service upon any officer, as 
above set forth, shall be sufficient. Said appellant shall 
by affidavit present satisfactory proof to the said board 
of adjustment at the time of the hearing that said 
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notices have been duly served as aforesaid. Upon the 
hearing any party may appear in person or by agent 
or by attorney. 

Whenever an appeal shall be taken to a board of ad- 
justment pursuant to this act, said board shall render 
its decision upon such appeal within sixty days from 
the date of the hearing on such appeal, and in any event, 
within ninety days from the date of the filing of the 
appeal as herein provided, and upon failure so to do, 
such appeal at the expiration of such time, shall be 
deemed to be decided adversely to the appellant, in 
the same manner as though the said board had ren- 
dered a decision to that effect. 

The board of adjustment shall have the following 
powers : 

1. To hear and decide appeals where it is alleged 
there is error in any order, requirement, decision, or 
determination made by an administrative official in the 
enforcement of any ordinance adopted or in force pur- 
suant to this act. 

2. To hear and decide special exceptions to the terms 
of the ordinance upon which such board is required to 
pass under such ordinance, provided that no such ex- 
ception shall be made to grant or allow a structure or 
use in a district restricted against such structure or use 
unless the lands in respect of which the exception is 
made abut a district in which such structure or use is 
authorized by the zoning ordinance, and provided further 
that no such structure or use shall be allowed more 
than one hundred and fifty (150) feet beyond the 
boundary line of the district in which such structure or 
use 1s authorized by the zoning ordinance. 

3. To authorize upon appeal in specific cases such 
variance from the terms of the ordinance as will not 
be contrary to the public interest, where, owing to spe- 
cial conditions, a literal enforcement of the provisions 
of the ordinance will result in unnecessary hardship, and 
so that the spirit of the ordinance shall be observed and 
substantial justice done; and provided, that no such 
variance shall be made to grant or allow a structure or 
use in a district restricted against such structure or use 
unless the lands in respect of which the variance is made 
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abut a district in which such structure or use is author- 
ized by the zoning ordinance; and provided, further, that 
no such structure or use shall be allowed more than 
one hundred and fifty (150) feet beyond the boundary 
line of the district in which such structure or use is 
authorized by the zoning ordinance. 


4. To recommend in writing to the governing board 
or board of public works, upon appeal in specific cases, 
that a structure or use be allowed in a district restricted 
against such structure or use where the lands in respect 
of which such recommendation is made do not abut a 
district in which such structure or use is authorized by 
the zoning ordinance or where such lands are more than 
one hundred and fifty (150) feet beyond the boundary 
line of the district in which such structure or use is 
allowed by the zoning ordinance. Whereupon, the gov- 
erning body or board of public works may, by resolu- 
tion, approve or disapprove such recommendation; and 
in case such recommendation shall be approved by the 
governing body or board of public works, then the ad- 
ministrative officer in charge of granting permits shall 
forthwith issue a permit for such structure or use. 

In exercising the above mentioned powers, such board 
of adjustment may, in conformity with the provisions 
of this act, reverse or affirm, wholly or partly, or may 
modify the order, requirement, decision or determina- 
tion appealed from, and make such order, requirement, 
decision or determination as ought to be made, and to 
that end have all the powers of the administrative offi- 
cer from whom the appeal is taken. 

The concurring vote of three members of the board 
of adjustment shall be necessary to reverse any order, 
requirement, decision or determination of any such ad- 
ministrative officer, or to decide in favor of the appli- 
cant any matter upon which it is required to pass under 
any such ordinance, or to effect or recommend any excep- 
tions to or variations from such ordinance. 

No writ of certiorari to review any decision of the 
board of adjustment shall issue unless application there- 
for be made within thirty days after the filing of the 
decision in the office of the board. The allowance of 
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the writ shall not stay proceeding upon the decision ap- 
pealed from unless so ordered by the court. 

10. Enforcement and Remedies. The governing 
body or board of public works may provide by ordi- 
nance for the enforcement of this act and of any ordi- 
nance or regulation made thereunder. In case any build- 
ing or structure is erected, constructed, altered, repaired, 
converted, or maintained, or any building or structure 
is used in violation of this act or of any ordinance or 
other regulation made under authority conferred hereby, 
the proper local authorities of the municipality, in addi- 
tion to other remedies, may institute any appropriate 
action or proceedings to prevent such unlawful erec- 
tion, construction, reconstruction, alteration, repair, con- 
version, maintenance, or use, to restrain, correct, or 
abate such violation, to prevent the occupancy of said 
building, structure, or land, or to prevent any illegal 
act, conduct, business, or use in or about such premises. 

11. Nonconforming Building and Uses. Any non- 
conforming use or structure existing at the time of the 
passage of an ordinance may be continued upon the lot 
or in the building so occupied, and any such structure 
nay be restored or repaired in the event of partial 
destruction thereof. 

12. Conflict With Other Laws. Wherever the regu- 
lations made under authority of this act require a greater 
width or size of yards, courts, or other open spaces, 
or require a lower height of building or less number 
of stories, or, require a greater percentage of lot to be 
left unoccupied, or impose restrictions more extensive 
than are required in any other statute or local ordi- 
nance or regulation, the provisions of the regulations 
made under authority of this act shall govern. 
Wherever the provisions of any other statute or local 
ordinance or regulation require a greater width or size 
of yards, courts, or other open spaces, or require a 
lower height of building or a less number of stories, 
or require a greater percentage of lot to be left unoc- 
cupied, or impose restrictions more extensive than are 
required by the regulations made under authority of this 
act, the provisions of such statute or local ordinance or 
regulation shall govern.

CHAPTER 275. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “A supplement to an act 
entitled ‘An act to authorize and regulate the issuance 
of bonds and other obligations and the incurring of 
indebtedness by county, city, borough, village, town, 
township or any municipality governed by an improve- 
ment commission, approved March twenty-second, 
one thousand nine hundred and sixteen,” approved 
March eleventh, one thousand nine hundred and 
twenty-five. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Said act is hereby amended to read as follows: 

1. For the purpose of constructing a joint municipal 
trunk line sewer, including sewer disposal plant and 
appurtenances, any municipality that shall enter into a 
joint contract for the construction of such sewer facilities 
may exceed the net bonded debt limit as prescribed by 
the act to which this act is a supplement to such extent 
as the net bonded debt of such municipality when added 
to its share of the costs of such sewer construction, may 
necessitate; provided, however, that the total net bonded 
debt of any municipality which shall take advantage of 
this act shall not exceed ten per centum of the average 
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of the three next preceding assessed valuations of the 
taxable real property (including improvements); pro- 
vided further, that any indebtedness in excess of the 
seven per centum limitation prescribed by the act to 
which this act is a supplement which may be incurred 
under the provisions of this act shall mature and be paid 
within forty years. 

2. Any municipality which shall take advantage of 
this act may, in any annual or supplemental debt state- 
ment thereafter filed, deduct the sum by which the in- 
debtedness incurred for its share of the cost of such 
sewer construction shall have increased its bonded in- 
debtedness as of the time of issue over and above the 
seven per centum limitation prescribed by the act to 
which this act is a supplement; any municipality which 
has heretofore issued bonds under the provisions of the 
supplement to which this act is an amendment may take 
advantage of this act even though said bonds were issued 
for a term longer than fifteen years; this act is remedial 
in its nature and shall be liberally construed. 

3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
and this act shall take effect immediately.

BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eight of the supplement to which this act 
is an amendment be and the same is hereby amended so 
that it shall read as follows: 


CHAPTERS 276 & 277, LAWS OF 1928. 


8. No age and schooling certificate shall be issued 
until there shall have been filed with the officer authorized 
to issue the same, satisfactory proof that the child for 
whom such certificate is requested has regularly at- 
tended a public school, or has received instruction equiva- 
lent to that provided in the public schools, for a period of 
not less than one hundred and thirty days during the 
twelve months next preceding the date of the application 
for such certificate, is able to read intelligently and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language; has 
completed a course of study equivalent to five yearly 
grades, after the first of September, one thousand nine 
hundred and twenty-nine, equivalent to six yearly grades, 
in reading, writing, spelling, English language and 
geography, is familiar with the fundamental operation 
of arithmetic, up to and including simple fractions or 
has completed a program in a prevocational or vocational 
school equivalent to one year beyond the fifth grade ap- 
proved by the Commissioner of Education; and pro- 
vided, that such child is able to perform the work in 
which he or she may be lawfully employed.

CHAPTER 2/7. 


An Act to annex a portion of the township of Pohat- 
cong, in the county of Warren, to the town of 
Phillipsburg, in the county of Warren. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1, All that certain tract or portion of land lying and 
being in the township of Pohatcong, in the county of 
Warren and State of New Jersey, which is included in 
the within following boundaries, viz. : . 

Beginning at the present southerly boundary line of 
the town of Phillipsburg, at the Delaware river; thence 
along said boundary line in a northeasterly direction to 
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a point where said line-crosses the Morris canal at or 
near Hunt's bridge; thence along the westerly line of 
the lands now or formerly of the Morris Canal and 
Banking Company, still being the southerly boundary 
line of the town of Phillipsburg, to a point in said line 
where it is intersected by the boundary line of Lopatcong 
township; thence along the southerly boundary line of 
Lopatcong township to the point where it is intersected 
by the boundary line of Greenwich township; thence 
in a southeasterly course along the boundary line 
of Greenwich township and in the middle of the 
road leading from Still Valley to Port Warren to 
the intersection of said road with the center of the 
State Highway Route, No. 9; thence in a westerly 
direction following the center line of said State Highway 
Route, No. 9, to a point where it intersects the boundary 
line of the borough of Alpha; then northeasterly and 
along the several courses and the boundary line of the 
said borough of Alpha (being the northerly boundary 
lines), to an iron pin on the west bank of the Lehigh 
Valley Railroad Company and in the center of the public 
road now known and designated as High street; thence 
following the several courses of said boundary line of 
the borough of Alpha, and the center line of said public 
road extended, to the Delaware river; thence along the 
several courses thereof to the place of beginning. 

2. This act shall take effect immediately; provided, 
its provisions shall not be operative until it shall have 
been submitted to the voters residing in that part of the 
township of Pohatcong, in said county, in said act de- 
scribed, at a special election to be held within the said de- 
scribed territory of Pohatcong township, and at said 
special election adopted by a majority of the legal voters 
residing in said territory aforesaid, voting at said special 
election. Said special election shall be held within said 
territory described in the township of Pohatcong, on a 
certain day to be agreed upon by the township clerk of 
the township of Pohatcong, which said day shall be 
within forty-five days from the passage of this act. 
Such special election shall be held between the hours of 
six o'clock A. M. and seven o'clock P. M., and at the 
regular polling place within said territory in the town- 
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ship of Pohatcong, to be fixed by the clerk of the town- 
ship of Pohatcong, in said county of Warren. The clerk 
of the township of Pohatcong shall cause public notice 
of the time and place of the holding of such election, to 
be given by advertisement signed by the clerk of the 
township of Pohatcong and set up in at least five public 
places within said described territory of the township of 
Pohatcong at least ten days prior to said election, and 
said clerk of the township of Pohatcong shall provide 
for the electors voting at said special election, a ballot, 
printed or written or partly written or partly printed, 
upon which ballot shall appear the proposition to be sub- 
mitted to the voters, with instructions in the following 
torm: 

“If you favor the proposition printed below, make an 
> mark or a + mark in the square to the left of and 
opposite the word ‘Yes’; if you are opposed thereto, 
make an X mark or a + mark in the square to the left 
of and opposite the word ‘No.’ ”’ 


ere Shall an act entitled, “An act to 
annex a portion of the township of 
Pohatcong, in the county of Warren, 
to the town of Phillipsburg, in the 


No. county of Warren,’ be adopted? 


If the voter makes an & mark or -+- mark in black 
ink or black pencil in the square to the left of and op- 
posite the word “Yes” it shall be counted as a vote in 
favor of such proposition. 

If the voter makes an & mark or a + mark in black 
ink or black pencil in the square to the left of and op- 
posite the word “No” it shall be counted as a vote against 
such proposition, and in case no mark shall be made in 
the square to the left of and opposite either the word 
“Yes” or “No” it shall not be counted as a vote for or 
against such proposition. 

Such election shall be held at the time and place so 
appointed, and shall be conducted by the officers of the 
board of registry and election of the township of Pohat- 
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cong and shall be conducted within the territory of this 
act described, by the clerk of the township of Pohatcong 
and such assistants as he may designate. 

3. The register of voters used at the last general elec- 
tion in the said township of Pohatcong shall be used at 
such special election provided for in section two of this 
act, and the said board of registry and election and such 
assistants as the clerk of the township of Pohatcong may 
designate shall meet for registration purposes at the 
designated polling place or places in the township of 
Pohatcong aforesaid, on the Tuesday next preceding 
such special election, between the hours of one P. M. 
and nine P. M. for the purpose of revising and marking 
the registry list in the manner provided under the gen- 
eral election laws of this State. One copy of the revised 
and corrected register shall be filed by the chairman of 
the district board of registry and election, in the town- 
ship of Pohatcong, with the county board of elections, 
within one day after the meeting for the revision and 
correction of the registry list as aforesaid, and one copy 
shall be retained by said district board of election. 

4. The officers of said board of registry and election 
and the clerk of the township of Pohatcong, shall within 
two days after such special election make return thereof, 
one to the township committee of thé township of Pohat- 
cong, in the county of Warren, and one to the clerk of 
the county of Warren, of the results of such election, 
by statements in writing and under their hands; the 
returns to the township committee may be filed with the 
clerk of the township of Pohatcong as aforesaid, and 
shall be entered at length upon the minutes of the town- 
ship committee and the return to the county clerk of the 
county of Warren shall be filed by him in the office of 
the clerk of the county of Warren and said clerk of the 
county of Warren shall send a certified copy of said re- 
turn to the Secretary of State of the State of New 
Jersey, and upon the adoption of this act by a majority 
of the legal voters residing in said territory above de- 
scribed, of the township of Pohatcong, aforesaid, voting 
at the special election called for that purpose as afore- 
said, and not otherwise, this act shall in all respects be 
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operative and the territory aforesaid described shall 
thereupon become a part of the town of Phillipsburg, in 
the county of Warren, and be governed by the laws of 
this State, and the ordinances of the town of Phillips- 
burg, in the county of Warren.

CHAPTER 278. 


An Act to supplement an act entitled “An act concerning 
municipalities,” approved March twenty-seventh, one 
thousand nine hundred and seventeen. 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The procedure for the passage of ordinances for 
the laying out, opening, straightening, establishing, 
widening, extending, altering or changing in any manner 
the location of any street, road, avenue, alley or public 
highway or portion thereof may, in the discretion of the 
governing body of any municipality, which exercise of 
discretion shall be evidenced by the passage of a pre- 
liminary resolution, and in lieu of any other procedure 
now provided, be as follows: 

Every such ordinance, after being introduced and hav- 
ing passed a first reading, shall be referred to the officer 
or board in the municipality charged with the duty of 
making assessments for benefits for local improvements, 
who, or a majority of whom, shall thereupon cause a 
map of such improvement to be made by the municipal 
engineer or surveyor, showing the real estate and im- 
provements to be taken therefor, the property which, in 
the judgment of the said assessing officer or board, will 
be specially benefited thereby, designating each lot and 
parcel on said map by a letter or number. Said officer 
or board shall also ascertain, so far as practicable, the 
names of the owners of said real estate to be taken and 
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of the property to be benefited by the proposed improve- 
ment, the interest, in the real estate so to be taken, of 
each owner thereof, and when such names or estates are 
not known, they shall so report. They shall further ap- 
praise the value of the interest of each known owner of 
real estate to be taken and the damage which will be 
done to such owner by the taking. Where the estates in 
any plot of land are unknown, they shall appraise the 
value of or the damage done to the fee simple. They 
shall estimate all other expenses likely, in their judgment, 
to attend the completion of the improvement, shall esti- 
mate the amount likely to be realized from the sale of 
any buildings, or parts of buildings, required to be taken 
on account of said improvement, and shall so determine 
the probabie net cost of making the improvement. After 
hearings held upon notice, in the same way and manner 
as provided in Article XX of the act to which this is a 
supplement, in case of assessment for benefits and 
awards for incidental damages where no lands are taken, 
they shall make an award to such owner for said land 
and real estate, or right or interest therein, to be taken 
and damage done to the remaining property, if any. 
This probable net cost they shall then assess upon the 
land to be specially benefited in proportion to the benefit 
to be received. 

Thereupon they shall, under hands, make a report to 
the governing body of the municipality, certifying the 
facts ascertained as above required, the appraisements, 
estimates, determinations, awards and assessments made 
by them concerning said improvement, and shall there- 
upon file such report and map with the clerk of the mu- 
nicipality, who shall present the same to the governing 
body. 

2. Upon the receipt of such report by the governing 
body, the same shall be filed by it, and it shall then, or 
at a subsequent regular meeting, fix a time and place 
when and where it will meet to consider all objections 
to said report or improvement which are presented in 
writing, and it shall cause said ordinance to be published 
once in a newspaper published and circulating in the mu- 
nicipality, if there be one, and if not, in a newspaper 
printed in the county and circulating in the munici- 
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pality, together with a notice of the introduction 
thereof, and of the filing of said map and report. Said 
notice shall contain a general description of the improve- 
ment intended, of the land to be taken, of the land 
to be assessed for the improvement, and of the awards 
made, and shall state the time and place when and 
where the governing body will meet to hear and 
consider any objections, to said report or to said 
improvement, which are presented in writing. The 
publication of such ordinance and notice shall be at least 
ten days prior to the time fixed for the consideration of 
said report and the further consideration of the said 
ordinance for final passage. At least one week prior to 
the time so fixed, a copy of such ordinance, together 
with a notice of the introduction thereof, of the filing of 
said map and report, and of the time and place when and 
where the governing body will meet to hear and consider 
any objections to said report or improvement, shall be 
mailed to every person whose lands may be affected by 
such ordinance or any assessment which may be made 
in pursuance thereof, so far as the same may be ascer- 
tained, directed to his last known post office address. 
Failure to mail the notice herein provided for shall not 
invalidate any ordinance, proceeding or assessment. 

At the time and place so stated in such publication, or 
at any time and place to which such meeting or the 
further consideration of such ordinance, map and report, 
shall from time to time be adjourned, all persons inter- 
ested shall be given an opportunity to be heard concern- 
ing such ordinance, map and report, and to file objections 
in writing to any of them. 

3. At the time and place so stated, or at any adjourned 
meeting thereof, the governing body shall consider and 
adjudicate upon all objections filed in writing as above 
provided, and may proceed to correct, increase or 
diminish any award accordingly, without further or 
other notice to the person or persons interested, or if no 
corrections are made, or if the governing body shall then 
determine to make the improvement notwithstanding any 
objections to the same, it shall by resolution confirm said 
awards as certified to it or with corrections, if any, and 
give such ordinance a second reading or amend the same, 
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and thereupon pass or reject such ordinance, with or 
without amendment; provided, however, that in case 
any amendment should be adopted, substantially altering 
the substance of said ordinance, such ordinance as so 
amended shall not be finally adopted until such amended 
ordinance, and the report and map theretofore submitted, 
shall be referred to the officer or board of the munici- 
pality charged with the duty of making assessments for 
local improvements, for the purpose of making any 
alteration or correction in such map or report as may be 
rendered necessary by reason of such amendment. Said 
officer or board and the governing body shall proceed in 
all respects, on the amended ordinance being referred, as 
is herein provided for him or them in the case of a new 
or original ordinance. 

Any corrections made to the report shall be entered in 
full on the minutes of the governing body and a copy 
thereof, certified to by the clerk of the governing body, 
shall be appended to the report of the officer or board 
making the report of said awards or assessments. 

4. At least two days prior to the time fixed for the 
further consideration for final passage of such ordinance, 
said ordinance shall be again published; but such final 
passage must be at least one week after the first reading. 

5. Whenever, by the report and map of the officer or 
board charged with the duty of making assessments for 
benefits from local improvements in the municipality, as 
confirmed by the governing body, it shall appear that an 
award has been made to any person for property taken 
or damages sustained and that such person is also 
assessed for benefits received on account of the same im- 
provement, then if the assessment equal or exceed the 
award, no payment shall be made on account of such 
award; and if the award exceed the assessment, only so 
much of the award as is in excess shall be paid, and the 
resolution of the governing body confirming the award 
to be paid shall be framed accordingly; and when the 
amount to be assessed shall be finally determined, as pro- 
vided in section six of this act, such amount shall be set 
off against the amount of the award unpaid, and if the 
amount of the award unpaid be in excess, the assessment 
shall be canceled and such excess only shall be paid to 
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the person to whom the award is made; and if the 
amount of the assessment be in excess, the award unpaid 
shall be canceled and such excess only shall be a lien 
upon the property assessed; the rest of the award or 
assessment, as the case may, being also canceled. 

6. Whenever proceedings have been commenced 
under this act for any or all of the works set forth in 
section one of this act, and the municipality has become 
vested with the title to land or real estate, or right or in- 
terest therein, required for such proposes such proceed- 
ings shall be deemed to be a local improvement and 
assessments for benefits may be immediately made there- 
for, and the officer or board charged with the duty of 
making assessments for benefits, or a majority of such 
board, shall make an assessment for benefits conferred 
upon any lands or real estate benefited by reason of such 
improvement, after hearing held upon the same notice, 
in the same way and manner as provided for in Article 
XX of the act to which this act is a supplement, in case 
of assessments for benefits and awards for incidental 
damages where no lands are to be taken, and the pro- 
cedure after said assessment shall be the same as pro- 
vided for in said Article XX of the act to which this is 
a supplement, except as otherwise herein provided. If 
the total cost of the improvement shall exceed the aggre- 
gate assessable special benefits, the excess shall be borne 
and paid by the municipality at large. 

7. No such local improvement shall be undertaken 
by a municipality where objections thereto in writing 
are filed by the owners of two-thirds in value of the 
lands proposed to be assessed for benefits accruing from 
such improvement. Such objections shall be filed with 
the clerk of the governing body before the final passage 
of the ordinance providing for such improvement. The 
question as to whether the necessary two-thirds have 
joined in such determination shall be determined by the 
governing body, which shall use for that purpose the last 
preceding valuation for the purpose of taxation; pro- 
wided, however, that if the governing body shall de- 
termine that such local improvement is a public necessity, 
then such municipality may undertake such local im- 
provement, notwithstanding such objections. The per-

son or persons filing such objections may, however, 
within ten days after passing of such ordinance, appeal 
from the determination of the governing body as to the 
public necessity of such improvement, to the judge of the 
Circuit Court of the county wherein such municipality 
is located, by a notice in writing, filed with the clerk of 
such municipality, which appeal may be brought on by 
either party on five days’ notice, and the determination 
of the judge of said Circuit Court as to the public neces- 
sity of such improvement shall be final. 

8. When any award made under this act is confirmed 
by the governing body, the amount thereof, less deduc- 
tions for assessments as ascertained in section five 
hereof, shall promptly, after such confirmation, be ten- 
dered to the person or persons entitled thereto before the 
commencement of the work. In case of uncertainty as 
to who is entitled thereto, or where the municipality is 
unable to tender any such award by reason of the inca- 
pacity or absence of any person entitled thereto, or other- 
wise, or where any person or persons refuse to accept or 
receive such award, the same may be paid into the Court 
of Chancery and shall be distributed to the persons en- 
titled thereto according to law. 

Upon the acceptance of any such award or payment 
of the same into the Court of Chancery, title to such land 
and real estate, or right or interest therein, shall vest in 
the municipality, which may thereupon enter upon and 
take possession of such land and real estate, or right or 
interest therein, and remove all persons therefrom, and 
a duplicate original of the report of awards as confirmed, 
or a copy thereof, certified by the clerk of the munici- 
pality as a true copy of the awards as confirmed by the 
governing body, shall be recorded in the county in which 
such municipality is situate, in the records of deeds for 
such county; and the officer in charge of such office 
shall cause the names of the owners or owner of the 
property taken, as shown by such awards, to be indexed 
under “grantors’’ in the index of deeds for such county, 
and the names of mortgagees named in such awards, 
under “releasors”’ in the index of releases of mortgages 
for such county. A copy of the map accompanying the 
report of the awards shall be filed in the same office. 
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9, Any owner or owners of lands or real estate taken 
for such improvement, or of any interest in such lands 
or real estate, may appeal, from the amount awarded, to 
the Circuit Court of the county wherein such munici- 


pality is situate, at any time within thirty days after the 


confirmation, by the governing body, of the award com- 
plained of. Such appeal shall be taken in the man- 
ner prescribed in section twenty-three-A of Article XX 
of the act to which this act is a supplement. The court 
to which appeal is had shall order a trial by struck jury, 
to assess such damages and benefits anew. Such trial 
shall be conducted as in other cases of trial by jury in 
condemnation appeal actions, upon an issue to be framed 
under the direction of or by the court. No such appeal 
or trial shall delay the prosecution or completion of the 
improvement, but the municipality may proceed there- 
with as though said appeal had not been taken. The 
judgment entered in any Circuit Court in such appeal 
shall fix the amount to be recovered by the appellant, and 
such judgment may be enforced in the same manner as 
are other judgments of said court. Such judgment 
(except as to costs) shall not be enforceable against the 
municipality until thirty days after the final judgment is 
entered; and such judgment shall be discharged (except 
as to costs) and the land freed from the award on filing 
in said court, within thirty days, a certified copy of an 
ordinance repealing the improvement ordinance. In case 
the judgment of the Circuit Court is appealed to. or 
otherwise reviewed by any appellate court, the words 
“final judgment,” as used in this section, shall mean the 
judgment of the final appellate court to which the case 
shall be taken.

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CHAPTER 279. 


An Act to amend an act entitled ‘An act relating to, 
regulating and providing for the government of cities 
of the second class which now have or may hereafter 
have a population of less than twenty thousand,” ap- 
proved April twenty-third, one thousand nine hundred 
and seven. 


BE if ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. Section eighty-four of the act of which this act is 
an amendment be and the same is hereby amended to 
read as follows: 

84. There may be in every such city a court to be 
called ““Recorder’s Court of ” (inserting 
the name of such city). Such court shall be created by 
ordinance only, and shall be held by a recorder, who shall 
be appointed by the city council of such city. The said 
court shall have, possess and exercise all the jurisiction, 
powers and authority in civil and criminal matters 
which are or may be conferred upon justices of the peace 
in and for the several counties of this State, excepting 
such as are conferred upon the justices by the following 
acts: An act entitled “An act constituting courts for the 
trial of small causes (Revision of 1903),” an act entitled 
“An act concerning landlords and tenants,” approved 
March twenty-seventh, one thousand eight hundred and 
seventy-four; an act entitled “An act for the relief of 
creditors against absent and absconding debtors ( Re- 
vision of 1901),” approved March twentieth, one thou- 
sand nine hundred and one, and the various supplements 
thereto; an act entitled “An act concerning forcible en- 
tries and detainers,” approved April sixteenth, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and forty-six, and the various sup- 
plements thereto; and the said court shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction for the purpose of enforcing and recovering 
any penalty for the violation of any ordinance or regu- 
lation of said city, or any board or department thereof, 
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and is hereby empowered, on oath or affirmation made 
according to law, that any person or persons has or have 
been guilty of any violation of any of the ordinances or 
regulations of said city, or any board or department 
thereof, to issue process at the suit of such city, board 
or department, either in the nature of a summons or 
warrant, as to the recorder thereof shall seem most ad- 
visable, against the person or persons, corporation or 
corporations so violating such ordinances or regulations, 
which process shall, when in the nature of a warrant, be 
returnable forthwith; and when in the nature of a sum- 
mons, be returnable in not less than two nor more than 
fifteen days. Such process shall state what ordinance 
or regulation has been violated by the defendant or de- 
fendants named therein, and on the return day of such 
process, or at the time to which the matter shall have 
been adjourned, the said court shall proceed to hear testi- 
mony, and to determine and give judgment in the matter 
without the filing of any pleadings; and such court shall, 
if judgment be rendered for the plaintiff, forthwith issue 
execution against the goods and chattels or body of the 
defendant or defendants, which execution shall be exe- 
cuted and returned as near as may be in the manner in 
which executions are now by law issued and returned in 
courts for the trial of small causes. Such recorder is 
further empowered to inflict and impose fines, in his 
discretion, not exceeding the sum of two hundred dollars, 
on such person as shall be brought before him charged 
with disorderly conduct or breach of the peace, 1f found 
guilty; or, in his discretion, to order such person com- 
mitted to the city prison, workhouse or county jail for 
any period not exceeding ninety days; and such recorder 
is hereby empowered to cause any person or persons who 
shall be found guilty of the violation of any ordinance 
or regulation of said city, or any board or department 
thereof, and any person or persons found guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct, breach of the peace or any other offense 
within his jurisdiction, and who may refuse to pay any 
fine or penalty imposed by him by reason of the same, 
to be sent to the city prison, workhouse or county jail 
for a term consisting of one day for every dollar of such 
fine or penalty, not exceeding a term of ninety days, and 
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each day’s imprisonment of the defendant or defendants 
shall be taken to satisfy one dollar of such fine or 
penalty; and at any time upon the payment to such court 
of such fine, or the amount remaining due thereon, the 
recorder shall issue a warrant for the discharge of said 
prisoner; provided, however, that nothing in this act 
contained shall be held to repeal or alter any law of this 
State concerning any misdemeanor or crime.

CHAPTER 280. 


An Act relating to potable water supplies in certain 
counties of this State. 


‘BE 1f ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 

1. The board of chosen freeholders of any county of 
the second class with a population of more than two 
hundred and five thousand inhabitants shall have power, 
by resolution passed by a majority vote, to establish in 
and for said county a county water supply commission 
to consist of seven persons, who shall be appointed by 
said board of chosen freeholders and who shall serve 
without compensation and shall hold office for a term of 
two years from the date of their appointment. 

2. Said commission shall have power, with the ap- 
proval of the board of chosen freeholders, to enter into 
contract or contracts with the district water supply com- 
mission for a technical survey of the potable water supply 
in and for said county and to report to the board of 
chosen freeholders as to the sources of potable water 
supply, developed and undeveloped, available for said 
county. 

3. Said county water supply commission may by and 
with the approval of the board of chosen freeholders of 
said county expend such money or funds as may be re- 
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quired to carry out the purposes hereof, provided prior 
thereto such funds shall have been appropriated therefor 
by the said board of chosen freeholders. 

4, All acts or parts of acts inconsistent with this act 
are hereby repealed and this act shall take effect 


immediately.

CHAPTER 281. 


An Act providing for the regulation of vehicles, animals 
and pedestrians on all public roads and turnpikes, 
and prescribing and regulating process and the 
service thereof and proceedings for the violation of 
the provisions of the act, and penalties for said viola- 
tions, and granting authority to towns, cities, bor- 
oughs and townships, under certain restrictions for 
the adoption of ordinances further regulating vehicles, 
pedestrians and animals, and designating the authori- 
ties to enforce its provisions, and defining their 
powers and their authority (Revision of 1928). 


BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey : 


ARTICLE I. 
DEFINITIONS. 


1. Definitions, as used in this act, shall for the pur- 
poses of this act have the meanings respectively ascribed 
to them in this article except in those instances where 
the context clearly indicates a different meaning: 

2. Alley. A public highway wherein the roadway 
does not exceed twelve feet in width. 

3. Authorized Emergency Vehicle. Vehicles of the 
fire department, police vehicles, and such ambulances 
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and vehicles of public service corporations as are ap- 
proved by the local authorities when operated in re- 
sponse to an emergency call. 

4. Business District. The territory contiguous to a 
highway when fifty per centum or more of the frontage 
thereon for a distance of three hundred feet or more is 
occupied by buildings in use for business. 

5. Commissioner. The Motor Vehicle Commissioner 
of this State. 

6. Crosswalk. That portion of the roadway ordi- 
narily included within the prolongation of curb and 
property lines at street intersections, or that portion of a 
roadway clearly indicated for pedestrian crossing by 
lines marked on the surface of the roadway. 

7. Driver. The rider or driver of a horse, bicycle or 
motor cycle, and driver or operator of a motor vehicle, 
unless otherwise specified. 

8. Department. The Motor Vehicle Department of 
this State acting directly or through its duly authorized 
officers and agents. 

9. Horse. Includes mules and all other domestic 
animals used as draught animals or beasts of burden. 

10. Highway. Every way or place of whatever 
nature open to the use of the public as a matter of right 
for purposes of vehicular travel. The term “highway” 
shall not be deemed to include bridle paths or foot paths 
or roadways or driveways upon grounds owned by pri- 
vate persons, colleges, universities or other institutions. 

11. Intersection. The area embraced within the pro- 
longation of the lateral curb lines, or, if none, the lateral 
boundary lines of two or more highways which join 
one another at an angle, whether or not one such high- 
Way crosses another. 

12. Local Authorities. Every county, municipal and 
other local board or body having authority to adopt 
local police regulations under the constitution and laws 
of this State. 

13. Motor Vehicle. Every vehicle, as herein defined, 
excepting street railway cars, which is self-propelled. 

14. Operator. Any person who is in actual physical 
control of a vehicle or street car. 
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15. Owner. A person who holds the legal title of a 
vehicle or in the event a vehicle is the subject of an 
agreement for the conditional sale or lease thereof with 
the right of purchase upon performance of the condi- 
tions stated in the agreement and with an immediate 
right of possession vested in the conditional vendee or 
lessee, or in the event a mortgagor of a vehicle is en- 
titled to possession, then such conditional vendee or 
lessee or mortgagor shall be deemed the owner for the 
purpose of this act. 

16. Parking. The standing or waiting on any street, 
road or highway of any vehicle not actually engaged in 
receiving or discharging passengers or merchandise, 
unless in obedience to traffic regulations or traffic signs 
or signals. 

17. Person. Every natural person, firm, copartner- 
ship, association or corporation. 

18. Pedestrian. Any person afoot. 

19. Private road or driveway. Every road or drive- 
way not open to the use of the public for purposes of 
vehicular travel. 

20. Residence district or residential district. The 
territory contiguous to a highway not comprising a 
business district when the frontage on such highway 
for a distance of three hundred feet or more is mainly 
occupied by dwellings, or by dwellings and buildings in 
use for business. 

21. Right-of-way. The privilege of the immediate 
use of the highway. 

22. Roadway. That portion of a street or highway 
between the regularly established curb lines or that part 
devoted to vehicular traffic. 

23. Street. Same as highway. 

24, Sidewalk. That portion of a street between the 
curb lines and the adjacent property lines. 

25. Slow Moving Vehicle. A vehicle running at a 
speed less than the maximum speed then and there 
permissible. 

26. Street Car. Every device traveling exclusively 
upon rails upon a highway, other than cars or trains 
propelled or moved by steam. 
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27. Safety Zone. The area or space officially set 
aside within a highway for the exclusive use of pedes- 
trians and which is so plainly marked or indicated by 
proper signs as to be plainly visible at all times while 
set apart as a safety zone. 

28. Sign. Any device, mark, marker, board, plate, or 
other contrivance so designed as apparently to guide 
traffic or to inform of a traffic regulation. 

29. Traffic. Pedestrians, vehicles, and street cars 
either singly, or together, while using any street for 
purposes of travel. 

30. Traffic Signal. Any device using words or col- 
ored lights, or a combination thereof, either -manually 
or otherwise controlled, by which traffic is alternately 
directed to stop and go. 

31. Vehicle. Every device in, upon or by which any 
person or property is or may be transported upon a high- 
way, excepting devices moved by human power or used 
exclusively upon stationary rails or tracks. 


ArTIcLE IT. 


ACCIDENTS. 


1. The driver of any vehicle involved in an accident 
resulting in injury or death to any person shall im- 
mediately stop such vehicle at the scene of such accident. 

2. The driver of any vehicle involved in an accident 
resulting in damage to property shall immediately stop 
such vehicle at the scene of such accident. 

3. The driver of any vehicle involved in any accident 
resulting in injury or death to any person or damage 
to property shall also give his name, address and the 
registration number of his vehicle and exhibit his 
operator’s license to the person struck or the driver or 
occupants of any vehicle collided with, and shall render 
to any person injured in such accident reasonable as- 
sistance, including the carrying of such person to a hos- 
pital or a physician, for medical or surgical treatment, 
if it is apparent that such treatment is necessary or is 
requested by the injured person. 

4, The driver of any vehicle involved in an accident 
resulting in injuries or death to any person or damage 
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to property to an apparent extent of twenty-five dollars 
or more shall within forty-eight hours forward a report 
of such accident to the department. . 

5. The department may require operators involved in 
accidents to file supplemental reports of accidents upon 
forms furnished by it whenever, in the opinion of-the 
department, the original report is insufficient. Such 
reports shall be without prejudice, shall be for the in- 
formation of the department, and shall not be open to 
public inspection. The fact that such reports have been 
so made shall be admissible in evidence solely to prove 
a compliance with this section, but no such report or any 
part thereof or statement contained therein shall be ad- 
missible in evidence for any other purpose in any pro- 
ceeding or action arising out of such accidents. 

6. The person in charge of any garage or repair shop 
to which is brought any motor vehicle which shows evi- 
dence of having been involved in a serious accident or 
struck by any bullet shall report to the nearest police 
station or sheriff’s office within twenty-four hours after 
such motor vehicle is received, giving the engine num- 
ber, registration number and, if known, the name and 
address of the owner or operator of such vehicle. 

7. When in case of an accident or emergency it be- 
comes necessary to leave a vehicle in the street at night, 
a red light must be conspicuously displayed thereon by 
the owner or the operator thereof. 


ARTICLE III. 


BICYCLES. 


1, All bicycles when in use on any street at night 
shall carry at least one lighted lamp on the front of such 
bicycle, which said lamp shall show a white light and 
shall be of such a nature and so displayed that it may be 


seen at least two hundred feet distant in the direction. 


toward which the bicycle is proceeding; and if such 
front lamp is so arranged that it will show a red light 
visible for a distance of at least two hundred feet in 
the rear thereof, then no red light attached to the rear 
of such bicycle will be necessary; provided, however, 
that where such front light does not show a red light 
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visible for a distance of at least two hundred feet from 
the rear thereof, then there shall be attached to the rear 
of such bicycle one lighted lamp showing a red light vis- 
ible for a distance of at least two hundred feet from the 
rear thereof, such lamp to be attached thereto and kept 
lighted from one-half hour after sunset to one-half hour 
before sunrise. 

2. Bicycles shall be equipped with an audible signal 
which can be heard easily at a distance of two hundred 
feet. 

3. The rider of any bicycle shall not allow the same 
to proceed in any street by inertia momentum, with his 
feet removed from the pedals, nor shall such rider re- 
move both hands from the handle-bars while riding the 
bicycle nor practice any trick or fancy riding in any 
street; nor shall he carry upon his bicycle any other 
person. 

4. No person shall ride a bicycle, tricycle, or similar 
machine on any sidewalk; provided, nothing in this 
article shall be deemed or construed to prevent the use 
of velocipedes or similar machines by children on any 
sidewalk in any public square, park or city. 

5. It shall be unlawful for the rider of a bicycle or a 
person on roller skates to hold fast to or to hitch on to 
trolley cars or other vehicles. 


ARTICLE IV. 


HORSES. 


1. No person shall drive any horse or horses attached 
to any sleigh or sled on any highway unless there shall 
be a sufficient number of bells attached to the harness of 
such horse or horses to give warning of their approach. 

2. Every person driving a motor vehicle shall, at the 
request of or upon signal by putting up the hand or 
otherwise, from a person riding or driving a horse or 
horses in the opposite direction, cause the motor vehicle 
to stop and remain stationary so long as may be neces- 
sary to allow said horse or horses to pass. 

3. No horse shall be left unattended in any highway 
unless securely fastened or unless the wheels of the 
vehicle to which he is harnessed are securely tied, fast- 
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ened or chained, and the vehicle is of sufficient weight 
to prevent its being dragged at a dangerous speed with 
the wheels so secured. 

4. No horse shall be unbitted in any highway unless 
secured by a halter. 

5. No person shall remove a wheel, pole shaft, 
whiffletree, swinglebar, or any part of a vehicle or any 
part of harness likely to cause accident if the horse start, 
without first unhitching the horse or horses attached to 
said vehicle. 

6. No person shall at any time fasten any horse or 
horses in such a manner that the tie rope, reins, or lines 
shall be an obstruction to the free use of any sidewalk 
or crosswalk. 

7. No horse shall be hitched or fastened to any pole 
carrying wires of any description, nor to any public 
lamp post, or pole, nor to any shade tree or its protecting 
box or casing, nor to any water hydrant in any street. 

8. No person shall run or race any horse in any high- 
way, whether the running, racing or trotting be for trial 
of speed or for the purpose of passing another horse or 
vehicle; provided, however, that this provision shall not 
apply where permission for racing is given by the proper 
municipal authorities and the portion of such highway 
which may be devoted to such racing is properly closed 
to other traffic. 

9. No person shall drive or back any horse or vehicle 
across or allow same to stand upon any sidewalk unless 
it be in crossing same to go into a yard or lot and then 
not without the consent of the owners of the premises. 
This does not prohibit the passing of any horse or ve- 
hicle over any sidewalk in front of any alley or passage- 
way with the consent of the owner. No vehicle or horse 
shall be driven or ridden across any sidewalk at a greater 
speed than at the rate of four miles per hour. 

10. No person shall cease to hold the reins in his 
hands while riding, driving, or conducting a horse. 

11. No person shall either ill-treat, over-drive, over- 
ride or cruelly or unnecessarily beat any horse. 

12. No person shall crack or so use a whip as to 
annoy, interfere with or endanger any person, or excite 
any horse other than that which he is using. 
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ARTICLE V. 
PEDESTRIANS. 


1. On highways where traffic at intersections is con- 
trolled by a traffic signal or by traffic or police officers, 
pedestrians shall not cross a roadway against the “Stop” 
signal. A pedestrian crossing or starting across any 
such intersection on a “Go” signal shall have the right 
of way, over all vehicles, including those making turns, 
until such pedestrian has reached the opposite curb or 
place of safety, and it shall be unlawful for the operator 
of any vehicle to fail to yield the right-of-way to any 
such pedestrian. : 

2. At intersections where traffic is directed by a police 
officer or by a traffic signal, it shall be unlawful for any 
pedestrian or pedestrians to enter upon or to cross a 
highway at any point other than a designated crosswalk. 

3. At all intersections where traffic is not controlled 
and directed either by a police officer or by a traffic 
signal, no pedestrian or pedestrians shall cross the high- 
way other than at right angles to the curb, and when 
crossing at any point other than a designated crosswalk 
shall yield the right of way to all vehicles upon the 
highway. 

4. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any ve- 
hicle to fail to give the right-of-way to a pedestrian or 
pedestrians at any crosswalk where such pedestrian or 
pedestrians having started to cross with the proper 
signal finds himself still within the intersection when 


the signal changes. 


5. In all business and residential districts pedestrians 
shall have the right-of-way over all vehicles at any and 
all crossings where traffic is not controlled by traffic 
signals or by.a police or a traffic officer. 


ARTICLE VI. 
PARKING. 


1. The operator of a vehicle shall not stop, stand or 
park such vehicle in a roadway other than parallel with 
the edge of the roadway headed in the direction of 
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traffic; on the right-hand side of the road, and with the 
curb side of the vehicle within six inches of the edge of 
the roadway, except as provided in the following two 
subsections : . 

(A) Upon those streets which have been marked or 
signed for angle parking, vehicles shall be parked at the 
angle to the curb indicated by such marks or signs. 

~(B) Upon one-way streets, local authorities may, by 
ordinance, designate parking upon the left side of the 
roadway, instead of on the right side. 

2. (a) No person shall park or leave standing any 
vehicle, whether attended or unattended, upon the paved 
or improved main traveled portion of any highway, out- 
side of a business or residence district, when it is prac- 
ticable to park or leave such vehicle standing off the 
paved or improved or main traveled portion of such 
highway; provided, however, that in no event shall any 
person park or leave standing any vehicle, whether at- 
tended or unattended, upon any highway, unless a clear 
and unobstructed width of not less than fifteen feet upon 
the main traveled portion of said highway opposite such 
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of this article he is hereby authorized to move such ve- 
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(c) The provisions of this article shall not apply to 
the driver of any vehicle which is disabled while on the 
paved or improved or main traveled portion of a high- 
way in stich manner and to such extent that it is impos- 
sible to avoid stopping and temporarily leaving such 
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3. No person having control or charge of a motor 
vehicle shall allow such vehicle to stand on any highway 
unattended without first effectively setting the brakes 
thereon and stopping the motor of said vehicle, and,

when standing upon any grade, without turning the 
wheels of such vehicle to the curb or side of the highway. 

4. It shall be unlawful for the operator of a vehicle 
to stand or park such vehicle in any of the following 
places, except when necessary to avoid conflict with other 
traffic or in compliance with the directions of a traffic 
or police officer or traffic sign or signal: 

(a) Within an intersection. 

(b) On a crosswalk. 

(c) Between a safety zone and the adjacent curb or 
within a least twenty (20) feet of a point on the curb 
immediately opposite the end of a safety zone. 

(d) In front of a private driveway. 

(e) Upon the approach to an intersection, within 
twenty-five (25) feet of the nearest crosswalk or side 
line of street or intersecting highway, except at alleys, 
or within fifty (50) feet of a “Stop Street” sign, or 
within fifty feet of the near right-hand corner of any 
street upon which any auto bus route is established, and 
approved by the Board of Public Utility Commissioners. 

(f) Within twenty (20) feet of the driveway en- 
trance to any fire station or within ten (10) feet of a 
fire hydrant. 

5. (a) It shall be unlawful for the operator of a ve- 
hicle to stand or park said vehicle for a period of time 
longer than is necessary for the loading or unloading of 
passengers or materials, provided that the loading or 
unloading of passengers shall not consume more than 
three (3) minutes, in any of the following places : 

(b) In any alley. 

(c) It shall be unlawful for the operator of any ve- 
hicle to stand or park such vehicle for a period of time 
longer than is necessary for the loading or unloading of 
passengers, in the following places, and in no event 
longer than three minutes: at any curb adjacent to the 
entrance of a school, church, theatre, hotel, hospital, or 
any other place of public assemblage during hours 
designated by official signs. 
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ArtTIcLE VII. 
REGULATIONS, 


1. On all public roads, streets, highways and turn- 
pikes, the following regulations shall be in force: 

2. Drivers of vehicles, street cars or horses must at 
all times comply with any direction, by voice or hand, 
of any member of the police department, any peace 
officer, Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, or inspector 
of motor vehicles, when enforcing any of the provisions 
of this act. 

3. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
stand in a roadway for the purpose of or while soliciting 
a ride from the operator of any private vehicle. 

4. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to 
stand in the roadway of a highway to stop, impede, 
hinder, or delay the progress of any vehicle for the pur- 
pose of soliciting the purchase of goods, merchandise or 
tickets, or for the purpose of soliciting contributions for 
any cause whatsoever, and the only question of law and 
fact in determining guilt under this subdivision shall be 
whether goods, merchandise or tickets were tendered 
or offered for sale, or whether a contribution was 
solicited. 

5. The driver of a motor vehicle traversing a steep 
grade or mountain highway shall hold such motor ve- 
hicle under control and as near the right-hand side of 
the highway as reasonably possible, and upon approach- 
ing any curve where the view is obstructed within a dis- 
tance of two hundred feet along the highway shall give 
audible warning with a horn or other warning device. 

6. The driver of a motor vehicle, when traveling 
upon a down grade upon any highway, shall not coast 
with the gears of such vehicle in neutral. 

7. Ona highway divided longitudinally by a parkway, 
walk, viaduct, or traffic lines, vehicles shall keep to the 
right of such division. 

8. No vehicle shall stand backed to the curb when 
loading or unloading, except when it is impracticable to 
load or unload such vehicle while standing parallel to the 
curb; provided, that no vehicle shall be permitted to 
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completely block the passage of other vehicles, or any 
street car, by remaining backed up to the curb. If neces- 
sary to back up to the curb, if the vehicle is horse-drawn, 
the horse must stand parallel to the curb and facing the 
direction of traffic. 

9. No person shall so load a vehicle or drive a vehicle 
so loaded with iron or other materials that may strike 
together without its being properly deafened so as to 
cause no unnecessary noise. 

10. No person shall drive or conduct any vehicle in 
such condition, so constructed or so loaded, as to be 
likely to cause delay in traffic or accident to man, beast 
or property. 

11. No person shall ride upon the rear end of any 
vehicle without the consent of the driver, and when so 
riding, no part of the person’s body must protrude be- 
yond the limits of the vehicle. 

12. No person shall cause or permit any vehicle to be 
loaded with manure sand, earth, mud, clay, or rubbish, 
so that the contents or any part thereof shall be scattered 
in any street. 

13. A vehicle waiting at the curb shall promptly give 
place to a vehicle about to take on or let off passengers. 

14. No person shall drive a vehicle that is so con- 
structed, so loaded, or so covered in, as to prevent the 
driver thereof from having a clear view of the traffic 
following and at the sides of such vehicle, unless such 
vehicle is equipped with some device that will show the 
driver the road to the rear and the road to the side. 

15. Any driver shall, upon one blast of a police 
whistle given by a police officer with hand raised, bring 
the vehicle to a full stop, and shall not proceed again 
until receiving a signal so to do from such officer. Three 
or more blasts of the police whistle is the signal for 
alarm and indicates the approach of a fire engine or 
other danger. 


16. The provisions of this act applicable to the drivers 
of vehicles upon the highways, shall apply to the drivers 
of all vehicles owned or operated by this State or any 
county, city, town, district or any other political sub- 
division of the State, subject to such specific exceptions. 
as are set forth in this act. The provisions of this act 
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shall not apply to persons, teams, motor vehicles and 
other equipment while actually engaged in work upon the 
surface of a highway, but shall apply to such persons 
and vehicles when traveling to or from such work. 

17. It shall be unlawful for any person to throw 
from any vehicle, while same is in motion, any goods, 
merchandise, or bundles of any kind whatsoever. 

18. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any 
vehicle to stop said vehicle on the street or highway for 
the purpose of letting off or taking on any person or 
persons, other than at the curb or side of the road or 
highway, or to knowingly permit any person or persons 
to alight from or to enter upon said vehicle while the 
same is 1n motion. 

19. The operator of any vehicle emerging from an 
alley, driveway or garage, shall stop such vehicle im- 
mediately prior to driving upon the sidewalk. 


Article VITI. 
RIGHT OF WAY. 


1. Right-of-Way. On all highways, the following 
rules and regulations shall be in force: 

2. Excepting as herein otherwise provided, every 
driver of a vehicle when entering or crossing any inter- 
section shall grant the right-of-way at all times to any 
vehicle approaching from his right. 

3. Whenever traffic or police officers are stationed in 
any highway for the purpose of directing traffic, they 
shall have full power to regulate and control traffic at 
such point or points, and all drivers of vehicles shall 
ebey the orders and directions of any such traffic officer, 
notwithstanding anything in this article contained. 

4. When traffic on any highway, or at any intersec- 
tion thereof, is controlled by traffic signals, all drivers 
of vehicles shall obey such traffic signals unless other- 
wise specially directed by a traffic or police officer en- 
gaged 1 in regulating traffic. 

5. Upon all highways of sufficient width, except upon 
one way streets, the driver of a vehicle shall drive the 
same upon the right half of the highway and shall drive 
a slow moving vehicle as closely as possible to’ the right- 
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hand edge or curb of such highway, unless it 1s tmprac- 
ticable to travel on such side of the highway and except 
when overtaking and passing another vehicle subject to 
the limitations applicable in overtaking and passing set 
forth in sections seven and eight of this article. 

6. In crossing an intersection of highways or the 
intersection of a highway and a railroad right of way, 
the driver of a vehicle shall at all times cause such ve- 
hicle to travel on the right half of the highway unless 
such right half is obstructed or impassable. 

7. Drivers of vehicles proceeding in opposite direc- 
tions shall pass each other to the right, each giving 
to the other at least one-half of the available traveled 
portion of the highway as nearly as possible. 

8. (a) The driver of any vehicle overtaking another 
vehicle proceeding in the same direction shall pass at a 
safe distance to the left thereof, and shall not again 
drive to the right side of the highway until safely clear 
of such overtaken vehicle. 

(b) The driver of an overtaking motor vehicle not 
within a business or residence district as herein defined 
shall give audible warning with his horn or other warn- 
ing device before passing or attempting to pass a vehicle 
proceeding in the same direction. 

9. (a) The driver of a vehicle shall not drive to the 
left side of the center line of a highway in overtaking 
and passing another vehicle proceeding in the same di- 
rection unless such left side is clearly visible and is free 
of oncoming traffic for a sufficient distance ahead to 
permit such overtaking and passing to be made in safety. 

(b) The driver of a vehicle shall not overtake and 
pass another vehicle proceeding in the same direction 
upon the crest of a grade or upon a curve in the high- 
way where the driver’s view along the highway ts ob- 
structed within a distance of five hundred feet. 

(c) The driver of a vehicle shall not overtake and 
pass any other vehicle proceeding in the same direction, 
at any steam or electric railroad grade crossing, unless 
permitted so to do by a traffic officer or police officer. 

10. The driver of a vehicle upon a highway, about to 
be overtaken and passed by another vehicle, approaching 
from the rear, shall give way to the right in favor of the 
overtaking vehicle on suitable and audible signal being 
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given by the driver of the overtaking vehicle, and shall 
not increase the speed of his vehicle until completely 
passed by the overtaking vehicle. 

11. (a) The driver of a vehicle shall not follow an- 
other vehicle more closely than is reasonable and pru- 
dent, having due regard to the speed of such preceding 
vehicle and the traffic upon, and condition of, the 
highway. 

(b) The driver of any motor truck when traveling 
upon a highway, outside of a business or residence dis- 
trict, shall not follow another motor truck within one 
hundred feet, but this shall not be construed to prevent 
one motor truck overtaking and passing another. 

12. When two vehicles approach or enter an inter- 
section at approximately the same time, the driver of the 
vehicle on the left shall yield the right of way to the 
vehicle on the right. 

13. The driver of a vehicle upon a Seka shall 
yield the right of way to police and fire department ve- 
hicles and motor vehicle inspectors when they are op- 
erated upon official business and the drivers thereof 
sound audible signal by bell, siren or exhaust whistle. 
This provision shall not operate to relieve the driver of 
a police or fire department vehicle or motor vehicle in- 
spector from the duty to drive with due regard for the 
safety of all persons using the highway, nor shall it 
protect the driver of any such vehicle from the conse- 
quences of an arbitrary exercise of such right of way. 

14. (a) Upon the approach of any police or fire de- 
partment vehicle giving audible signal by bell, siren or 
exhaust whistle, the driver of every other vehicle shall 
immediately drive the same to a position as near as pos- 
sible and parallel to the right-hand edge or curb of the 
highway, clear of any intersection of highways, and 
shall stop and remain in such position unless otherwise 
directed by a police or traffic officer until the police or fire 
department vehicle shall have passed. 

(b) The driver or person in control of a street car 
shall immediately stop said car upon the approach af a 
fire engine or other fire apparatus and keep it stationary 
until such engine or other fire apparatus shall have 
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(c) It shall be unlawful for the driver of any vehicle 
other than one on official business to follow any fire ap- 
paratus, traveling in response to a fire alarm, closer than 
two hundred feet, or to drive into or park such vehicle 
within two hundred feet of where fire apparatus has 
stopped in answer to a fire alarm. 

15. Police, fire department, fire patrol, traffic emerg- 
ency repair, United States mail vehicles, physicians and 
kospital ambulances shall have the right of way in anv 
street, and in addition thereto, shall have the right of 
way through any procession. If any procession shall 
take longer than five minutes to pass any given point, 
such procession shall be interrupted every five minutes 
for the passage of traffic which may be waiting. 

16. It shall be unlawful for any employee of any 
steam or electric railroad company to operate any loco- 
motive or train, or crossing gate in such a manner as to 
unnecessarily prevent or interfere with the use of any 
highway for the purpose of travel. 


ARTICLE IX. 
SPEED AND SPEEDS. 


1. Any person who shall drive any vehicle, upon a 
highway, carelessly and heedlessly, in willful or wanton 
disregard of the rights or safety of others, or without 
due caution and circumspection, and at a speed or in a 
manner so as to endanger, or to be likely to endanger, 
any person or property, shall be guilty of reckless driv- 
ing, and upon conviction shall be punished as provided 
in section two of this article. 

2. Every person convicted of reckless driving, as de- 
fined in section one of this article, shall be punished by 
imprisonment in the county or municipal jail for a 
period of not more than thirty days, or by a fine of not 
more than one hundred dollars, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment, and on a second or subsequent conviction 
shall be punished by imprisonment for not more than 
two months, or by a fine of not more than two hundred 
dollars, or both such fine and imprisonment. 

3. Any person driving a vehicle on a highway shall 
drive the same at a careful and prudent speed, not 
greater nor less than is reasonable and proper, having 
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due regard to the traffic, surface and width of the high- 
way, and of any other conditions then existing, and no 
person shall drive any vehicle upon a highway at such a 
speed as to endanger the life, limb or the property of any 
person. 

4. Subject to the provisions of section one of this 
article, and except in those instances where a lower speed 
is specified in this act, it shall be prima facie lawful for 
the driver of the vehicle to drive the same at a speed not 
exceeding the following, but in any case when such speed 
would be unsafe, it shall not be lawful; prozided, how- 
cver, that the word vehicle, as used in Article IX, shall 
be construed to mean and include street cars: 

(a) Ten miles an hour, when passing a school dur- 
ing recess or while children are going to or leaving 
school, during opening or closing hours. ; 

(b) Fifteen miles an hour when approaching within 
fifty feet, and in traversing, an intersection of highways, 
when the driver’s view is obstructed. A driver’s view 
shall be deemed to be obstructed when, at any time dur- 
ing the last fifty feet of his approach to such intersec- 
tion, he does not have a clear and uninterrupted view of 
such intersection, and of traffic upon all of the high- 
ways entering such intersection, for a distance of two 
hundred feet from such intersection. 

(c) Fifteen miles an hour, in traversing or going 
around curves or traversing a grade upon a highway 
when the driver’s view is obstructed within a distance 
of one hundred feet along such highway in the direction 
in which he is proceeding. 

(d) Twenty miles an hour on any highway in a busi- 
ness district, as defined herein, when traffic on such 
highway is controlled at intersections by traffic officers 
or traffic signals. 

(e) Fifteen miles an hour on all other highways in a 
business district. 

(f{) Twenty miles an hour in a residence district. 

(g) Forty miles an hour under all other conditions. 

5. It shall be prima facie unlawful for any person to 
exceed any of the foregoing speed limitations. In every 
charge of violation of this article the complaint, also the 
summons or notice to appear, shall specify the speed at 
which the defendant is alleged to have driven, also the 
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speed which this article declares shall be prima facie 
lawful at the time and place of such alleged violation. 

6. Local authorities shall have no power or authority 
to alter any speed limitations declared in this article, or 
to enact or enforce any rule or regulation contrary to 
the provisions of this act, except that local authorities 
shall have power by ordinance for the regulation of 
traffic by means of traffic officers, semaphores, or electric 
signaling devices on any highway where traffic is heavy 
or continuous, and may increase the speed which shall 
be prima facie lawful where said through highway is 
continuously controlled at each intersection by traffic 
signals operated on the synchronized, progressive or 
similar systems, where the timing of the lights and local 
conditions warrant such regulation; provided, that such 
increase in speed shall not exceed a maximum speed of 
thirty miles per hour; and provided, further, that local 
authorities shall first place and maintain upon all such 
highways upon which the permissible speed is increased, 
adequate signs giving notice of such special regulations. 

7. Nothing in this article shall be construed as apply- 
ing to any speedway built, or intended, for the exclu- 
sive use of motor vehicles, if the said speedway at no 
point crosses any highway, or any railroad or railway 
at grade; the said speedway having been constructed 
with the permission of the local authorities or the board 
of freeholders, as the case may be, of the county or 
counties in which said speedway shall be located. 

8. Ifa physician shall have his motor vehicle stopped, 
for exceeding the speed limit, while he is in the act of 
responding to an emergency call, the registration num- 
ber of the vehicle and the driver’s license number may 
be inspected and noted, and the physician shall then be 
allowed to proceed, in the vehicle, to his destination, and 
subsequently such proceedings may be taken as would 
have been proper had the person violating the provisions 
as to speed not been a physician. 

9. Motor vehicles belonging to the military establish- 
ment, while in use for official purposes, in time of riot, 
insurrection or invasion, and motor vehicle inspectors 
appointed under Chapter 208, Laws of 1921, and all 
police officers are exempt from the provisions of this act 
pertaining to speed, while said inspectors and _ police 
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officers are engaged in the apprehension of violators of 
the provisions of this act, or of persons charged with, 
or suspected of, any such violation. 

10. Any person violating any section of this article 
shall, for each violation, be subject to a fine of not more 
than fifty dollars, or to imprisonment for a period not 
exceeding ten days, or both, except as herein otherwise 
provided; provided, however, that nothing in this article 
shall be construed to alter or change the maximum rate 
of speed for commercial vehicles, trailers, semitrailers, 
and tractors as set forth in paragraph 10, section 21, 
Chapter 208, Laws of 1921. 


ARTICLE X. 


STOP STREET. 


1. All highways, or any section thereof, in which 
there shall be operated a street car, and all State high- 
way routes, or any highway, or section thereof, which 
may be designated by ordinance of the board or body 
charged with the duty of the maintenance thereof, shall 
be known as a “stop street,” and only such highways 
shall be so marked by “stop street’’ signs. 

2. The board or boards, body or bodies, charged with 
the maintenance of any such highway, or a section 
thereof, shall within thirty days after the passage of 
this act, and within thirty days after any such designa- 
tion, place a “stop street” sign not less than three feet, 
nor more than eight feet, above the surface of the 
ground, and so located as to be plainly visible at all 
times at a distance of one hundred and fifty feet, and 
such sign shall be illuminated at night, or so placed as 
to be illuminated by the headlights of the approaching 
vehicles, or by street lights. Such signs shall be placed 
on the near right-hand side of each highway intersecting 
such “stop street,” at a distance of not more than forty 
feet from the nearest curb line, or side line in case no 
curb line shall be established, of such “stop street,” and 
shall bear upon it the following words: “stop street.” 

3. It shall be unlawful for the driver of any vehicle 
or street car to enter upon or cross any “stop street,’’ so 
designated and marked unless he shall have first brought 
his vehicle or street car to a complete stop at a point 
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within five feet of the nearest crosswalk, or a “‘stop’’ 
line, marked upon the pavement, at the nearest side of 
such “stop street,’’ unless authorized or ordered other- 
wise by a traffic or police officer stationed at such inter- 
section, or unless such intersection shall be controlled 
by signal lights; providing, however, that where “‘stop 
streets’ intersect each other, the board or boards, body 
or bodies having control of the highway shall designate 
the highway to be known as the “stop street,” and shall 
post but one of the said highways. 


ARTICLE XJ. 


STREET CARS. 


1. The driver or person in control of any vehicle 
traveling upon a regular street car route, and proceeding 
upon the tracks in front of any such street car, shall im- 
mediately upon signal from the motorman or person in 
control of such street car, give way thereto. 

2. Any driver of any vehicle when following a street 
car, upon the street car tracks, shall keep at least ten 
feet behind such car. 

3. (a) The driver of a vehicle shall not overtake and 
pass upon the left, any street car proceeding in the same 
direction, whether actually in motion or temporarily at 
rest, when a travelable portion of the highway exists to 
the right of such street car, even though such portion 
of the highway is occupied by traffic. Provided, how- 
ever, this provision shall not apply to one way streets. 

(b) The driver of a vehicle overtaking any street car, 
stopped for the purpose of receiving or discharging any 
passenger, or passengers, shall bring such vehicle to a 
full stop, at least ten feet in the rear of the nearest en- 
trance or exit, then in use, of such street car, and shall 
remain stationary until any such passenger or pas- 
sengers shall have boarded such car or reached the ad- 
jacent sidewalk; provided, however, that where a safety 
zone has been established a vehicle if otherwise per- 
mitted to proceed need not be brought to a full stop be- 
fore passing any such street car but may proceed past 
such car at a speed not greater than is reasonable and 
proper and with due caution for the safety of pedes- 
trians; and provided, further, that where a clearance of 
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at least eight feet between such passing vehicle and such 
street car be observed the vehicle if otherwise permitted 
to proceed need not be brought to a full stop before pass- 
ing such street car but may proceed past such car at a 
speed not greater than is reasonable and proper and with 
due caution for the safety of pedestrians. 

4, The driver of a vehicle shall not at any time drive 
through a safety zone as defined in Article one, section 
twenty-six, of this act, unless directed to do so by a 
police or traffic officer. 

5. In the event of collision on the part of a street car 
with any person or vehicle, the motorman or driver of 
such car shall stop immediately, give his name and ad- 
dress, and render any assistance, to any injured person, 
that may be required. 

6. The motorman or driver of any street car, on ap- 
proaching road intersections or street crossings, shall 
sound his signal in quick succession at a reasonable dis- 
tance from such intersection, and no person shall know- 
ingly delay or hinder the passage of the car. 

7. Street cars and vehicles when carrying materials 
projecting behind, shall, in the daytime carry a red flag 
at least eighteen inches square, and at night a red light, 
which flag or light shall be attached to the end of the 
materials projecting. 

8. It shall be unlawful for any person to ride on any 
street car or vehicle, or upon a portion thereof, not de- 
signed or intended for the conveyance of passengers. 
This provision shall not apply to an employee engaged 
in the necessary discharge of a duty. 

9. It shall be unlawful for the operator of any street 
car or auto bus to knowingly operate the same while any 
dcor or doors of said street car or auto bus is or are 
open. 


10. (a) Every street railway company may establish | 


certain road intersections, street crossings or other 
points along its railway as regular stops, and unless 
otherwise ordered by the Board of Public Utility Com- 
missioners, or by the board or body having charge of 
streets in any municipality, it will not be necessary for 
said railway company to stop its cars for the purpose of 
taking on or letting off passengers at any place other 
than at such established stops. 
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(b) When such established stops are at road inter- 
sections or street crossings, the near side of said inter- 
section or crossing shall be designated as the established 
stop, except that, at special intersections or crossings or 
under special conditions where in the judgment of the 
street railway company or the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners, or the local authorities, the convenience 
or satetv of the public will be better served, the far side 
may be designated as the established stop. 

11. The cars of any street railway company shall not 
be allowed to obstruct the crosswalks of any street. 

12. No vehicle or street car shall so occupy any street 
as to interfere with or interrupt the passage of other 
street cars or vehicles. 


ARTICLE XIT. 
SIGNS AND PAVEMENT MARKINGS. 


1. Maintenance: Signs shall be maintained contin- 
uously in good order and clear legibility by 

(a) Use of enamel signs; 

(b) Painting according to specifications ; 

(c) Self-illumination to be provided wherever pos- 
sible ; 

(d) So placing signs not self-illuminated that they 
will be suitably illuminated by street lights or headlights ; 

(e) Prompt replacement of broken or defaced signs 
and cleaning as required. 

2. Shape: The shape of signs shall conform to the 
following specifications : 

(a) Stop signs shall be octagonal ; 

(b) Railroad grade crossing signs shall be circular; 

(c) Slow signs indicating conditions inherent in the 
street and requiring caution shall be diamond shaped; 

(d) Caution signs indicating conditions adjacent to 
the street shall be square shaped ; 

(e) One-way and detour signs shall be arrow shaped ; 

(f) Direction, information and restriction signs shail 
be rectangular. 

3. Color: The color of signs shall be as follows: 

(a) Stop signs shall have a yellow background with 
red letters, and the word “stop”, preferably in red re- 
flecting glass; 
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(b) Slow and caution signs shall have yellow back- 
ground with black letters ; 

(c) Direction, information, restriction, one-way and 
detour signs shall have white background with black 
letters. 

(d) Restriction signs shall have an orange back- 
ground with white letters, excepting “limited parking” 
signs, which shall have a green background with white 
letters. 

4. Corners and edges of all signs shall be rounded 
slightly for safety. 

5. Location and Height: (a) All signs shall be lo- 
cated, as nearly as possible, at the point where the mes- 
sage is to be obeyed, except as otherwise specially 
authorized. 

(b) Signs carrying reflectors shall be mounted so 


that the reflecting element is not over three feet in. 


height. Other stop, slow or caution signs shall be 
mounted at a height of not less than three feet and not 
more than eight feet. Direction and detour signs if 
mounted on movable stands shall be not over four feet 
in height and if mounted on stationary poles shall be 
not over eight feet in height. 


STOP SIGNS. 

6. All stop signs shall be octagonal 18” x 18” outside, 
with the word “Stop” in four and one-half to five inch 
letters through the horizontal center of the octagon. 
Upper and lower brackets shall carry messages as indi- 
cated below. All stop signs shall be clearly visible at 
all times at a distance of one hundred and fifty feet. 

7. Full Stop Street: The word “Street”? shall be in- 

serted on a stop sign, below the word “Stop.” ‘This 
sign shall be used only where full stop streets are 
established. 
8. Dead End Street: The words “Street” and “End” 
shall be inserted on a stop sign, above and below the 
word “Stop.” This sign shall be used only where the 
street ends with no outlet and shall not be used at the 
end of “T” or “TL,” streets. 

9. No Traffic Zone: The word “No” shall be inserted 
on a stop sign, above, and the word “Traffic’’, below, the 
word “Stop.” To be placed as conditions require.

CHAPTER 281, LAWS OF 1928. 


SLOW SIGNS. 


11. Signs shall be eighteen inches by eighteen inches, 
used in the form of a diamond with the word “slow” in 
four-inch to six-inch letters across the horizontal center 
of the diamond. All “Slow” signs shall be clearly 
visible at a distance of one hundred feet. 

12. Street Car Zones: The words “safety” and 
“zone” shall be respectively above and below the word 
“slow” in two-inch letters, and in addition an arrow 
pointing to the right just below the word “Slow.” 
Signs shall be placed at the end of the zone from which 
traffic approaches and at least two such signs along the 
side away from the car track 1f the zone is not raised. 
It loading zone is longer than fifty feet, additional signs 
shall be used. Such signs, lettering and placement shall 
be the same as for street car zones. 

13. Hill: The word “Hill” shall be used in four or 
five-inch letters, placed slightly above the horizontal 
center of the diamond, and with a vertical arrow in the 
lower space, pointing downward. Sign shall be placed 
at approximately fifty feet in front of the point where 
the grade begins. It shall be shown on all grades of 
six per centum or more if longer than three hundred 
feet. 

14. Curves: The word “Curve” shall be used in four 
or five-inch letters, placed slightly above the horizontal 
center, with a bent arrow indicating the direction of the 
curve, below it. Sign shall be placed at approximately 
fifty feet from beginning of curves having radii up to 
six hundred feet, depending on speed permitted on 
approach. 

15. Dangerous Intersections: The words “Danger- 
ous” and “Intersection” shall be placed above and below 
the word “Slow.” 

16. Special Slow Signs: ‘Bridge Caution,” ‘“Nar- 
row Road,” “Street Under Repair,” et cetera, where re- 
quired for special purposes, shall be the regular diamond 
slow sign with letters of suitable size to carry the 
message.

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17. Caution signs shall be eighteen inches, used as a 
§ square with word “Caution” across the horizontal center 
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in four-inch letters. All Caution” signs shall be clearly 
visible at all times at a distance of one hundred feet. 

18. School Zones: The words “School” and “Zone,” Marking 
respectively, shall be used on a caution sign, above and 
below the word “Caution.” They shall be placed at the 
beginning of the zone. 

19. Playground Zone: The word “Play” shall be Playground. 
placed on a caution sign, at the top, and “Ground” below 
the word “Caution.” Variations in the wording of this 
sign may be used to indicate “Play Street Closed.” 
Signs shall be placed at each end of the block where the 
playground is located. | 

20. Caution Intersections: ‘Caution’ sign shall 
be used with words “Cross” and ‘Roads’ above and 
xelow the word “Caution.” This sign shall be used 
where warning is required only in minor degree.

21. One Way: Sign shall be arrow-shaped, thirty 
inches long and four or five inches wide, with the words 
“One Way” written on the face of the arrow in four- 
inch letters. Or a rectangular plate shall be used, thirty- 
six inches long and eight inches wide, the arrow to be 
painted on a black background in white, the letters to be 
in black. These markings shall be placed not over 
fifteen feet from the entrance to the street which they 
control. 


22. Detour: Sign shall be an arrow twenty-four 
inches long and six or eight inches wide, with the word 
“Detour” in letters three or four inches high. If it is 
desired to place additional information on this sign, it 
shall be lengthened accordingly. The sign shall be 
placed at the point where the detour begins and at points 
where question may arise as to the direction of the 
detour.

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DIRECTION AND RESTRICTION SIGNS. 


23. Direction and restriction signs shall be made so 
that one dimension will be a multiple of six inches. 
These signs shall be so placed as to be either well illum- 
inated by street lights or carry lights of their own. 

24. Speed Limit Signs—General: Signs shall be 
twenty-four inches by thirty inches, with words “Speed 
Limit” in letters four inches high, the numerals to be 
in figures six inches high, and the word “miles” to be 
in small letters at the bottom of the sign. Signs shall 
be placed at the point where the limit starts. 

25. Drive to Right: Signs shall be twelve inches by 
eighteen, with the words “Keep to the Right” in letters 
approximately four inches high. Signs shall be placed 
at the point where the message is to be obeyed. 

26. No Right or Left Turn: Signs shall be twelve 
inches by eighteen inches and to carry wording “No 
Right or Left Turn” or “No Left Turn” or “No Right 
Turn,” as may be required. Words to carry the former 
instructions shall be three or four inches high. Signs 
shall be placed at the point where turn is prohibited. 
Where the intersection is controlled by an automatic 
signal, the sign shall be attached to the signal and be 
continuously illuminated during the time such turns are 
not permitted. 

27. No Through Street: Signs shall be twelve inches 
by eighteen inches and to carry wording ‘““No Through 
Street.” Height of letters shall be three or four inches. 
Signs shall be placed at the corner of street entrance. 

28. No Parking: Signs shall be square, eighteen 
inches on a side; largest letter to be three inches in 
height and letters for explanatory words to be from one 
to two inches in height, depending upon the number of 
words used. Signs shall be placed at the point or points 
where the message is to be obeyed. 
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DIRECTION AND RESTRICTION SIGNS 
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29. Time Limit Parking: Signs shall be the same as 
for “No Parking” sign, the words “Parking Limit’ to 
appear in large letters and the rest of the message in the 
smaller size letters. ‘The signs shall be placed at the 
point where the message is to be obeyed. Color to be 
green background with white letters. 

30. Loading Zones: “No Parking” signs described 
above shall be used with additional explanation desired, 
to fill special requirements, the height dimension to be 
increased, if necessary, to get the entire message on. 
Signs shall be placed at the point where message is to be 
obeyed. 

31. Jay Walking: Where this sign is used it shall 
be rectangular, twelve inches by eighteen inches and high 
enough to carry the message desired. 

32. Routes and Distances: Signs shall be twenty- 
four inches long and eighteen inches wide or more (to 
be of such dimension as to carry the message required). 
3elow the message an arrow about eighteen inches long 
shall be placed to indicate the direction desired. 


33. Fire House Zones: Signs shall be eighteen inches § 


by eighteen inches with words “No Parking’ in letters 
three or four inches high and the word ‘Fire House” 
underneath in letters three inches high. The sign shall 
be the same height and proportion as regular “No Park- 
ing” signs. Signs shall be placed at the point where the 
restricted parking for the protection of fire houses is 
necessary. 

34. Special and Miscellaneous Restriction and Instruc- 
tion Signs: “Emergency,” “No Trucking,’ ‘No 
Loitering,” ‘Taxi Stand,” “Bus Stand,’ and other re- 
striction signs where required for special purposes shall 
conform to the specifications for “Direction” and ‘Re- 
striction” signs. 

35. Types—Markings shall be of the following types: 

(a) Lines on pavement. 

(b) Colors on curbing. 

(c) Words on pavements or curbs. 

(d) Mass colors on obstructions. 

36. Methods—Markings on pavements may be made 


by 
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(1) Inserts embedded in the pavement so as to form 
lines or words. . 

(2) Paint applied to the surface. 

(3) Canvas attached by cement. 

37. Lines—The uses for which lines shall be em- 
ployed are: 

(a) Center line on a curve having a radius less than 
six hundred feet. 

(b) Center line on a grade of over six per centum. 

(c) Traffic lanes on streets wide enough for three 
or more lanes. 

(d) Boundaries of pedestrian crosswalks. 

(e) Vehicle turning limits at street intersections. 

(f) Street car clearance limits at turning points. 

(g) Parking space limits. 

(h) Stalls for parking other than parallel. When 
lines are used to indicate the turning course for traffic 
to follow, they shall be made in short lengths with arrow 
heads on each to indicate direction. 

38. Curb Markings—The principal uses for curb 
markings shall be to define regulations applying to ve- 
hicles stopping or standing next to curb, for which pur- 
pose they shall be of different colors to distinguish the 
various regulations. 

(a) Prohibited parking, orange. 

(b) Loading zone (passengers and material), yellow. 

(c) Passenger zone (loading and unloading of pas- 
sengers only), white. 

(d) Limited parking (limited as to time), green. 

39. Words—The use of words shall be limited to 
very brief messages expressed in the shortest possible 
words. 

40. Material Specifications—The following standards 
shall be adopted: 

(1) Round inserts shall be made of aluminum, non- 
rusting steel, brass, or other material that will show a 
bright surface under traffic. Diameter not less than 
three inches, spacing about twelve inches on transverse 
lines and about eighteen inches on longitudinal lines. 
Such inserts shall be attached to the pavement with 
anchor bolts or similar devices so that they will retain 
their position; they shall not project above the pave- 
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ment level more than one-half inch, and they shall have 
rounded surfaces so that they will offer a smooth con- 
tour to passing traffic. 

(2) Rectangular inserts of any material such as 
brick, stone, rubber or metal shall be of distinctive color 
from that of the pavement; they shall be set to form a 
continuous or broken line, and shall be embedded in the 
pavement so that the upper surface is even with the 
pavement level. 

(3) The width of line shall be not less than six 
inches. F requent renewals shall be made to insure full 
visibility at all times. 

(4) Canvas shall be firmly attached to the pavement 
surface with cement such that lines will remain true 
under all conditions of use and weather. Color shall 
be white or yellow. 

41. Mushroom Buttons—Large diameter buttons 
projecting several inches above the pavement shall not 
be used at any point in the highway where they may 
interfere with moving traffic even if illuminated. 

42. Obstructions—AlIl obstructions shall be marked 
clearly with black and white as follows: 

(a) Alternate lines three to six inches wide with a 
slope of forty-five degrees. 

(b) Checkerboard squares six to twelve inches on a 
side. 

SAFETY ZONES. 


43. Safety zones at points where there is heavy pedes- 
trian traffic exposed to vehicular hazard, may be estab- 
lished in the following locations: 

(a) Street car stops where there is heavy traffic. 

(b) Crosswalks where highways between curbs are 
forty feet or more wide or otherwise hazardous inter- 
sections. 

Type—Safety zones shall be of the following types: 

(1) Raised platform of concrete or wood with ade- 
quate protection against collision at the.end from which 
traffic approaches. 

(2) Pavement space without platform, protected at 
the end and also along the side next to the traffic lane. 

44. Location—A traffic lane having a minimum 
width of nine feet shall be allowed between the edge 
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of the zone and the curb. This traffic lane shall be kept 
clear as provided for in Article VI, section four, sub- 
section (c). 

45. Dimensions—All raised safety zones shall not be 
less than five or more than six inches high, and shall 
not be less than three feet wide and six feet long. Those 
used for street car loading shall be four feet wide and 
as long as may be necessary to provide adequate access 
to the street car entrances. 

46. Construction—Safety zones of both 1 and 2 types 
shall be protected at the end from which traffic ap- 
proaches by substantial obstructions, either posts or 
abutments extending three and one-half feet above the 
street surface. Posts may be made of heavy timber or 
of iron filled with concrete, and may be located at the 
cerners or around the end of a zone ina curve. Behind 
this protection may be placed a flashing beacon or fixed 
light with a white globe having a blue band two inches 
wide, in accordance with the specifications for signals 
and mounted either on the posts or the beacon support 
section twelve of this article “Street Car Zone” sign. 
It is especially important that both the obstructions pro- 
tecting the safety zone and the platform itself should be 
adequately illuminated. It is equally important that 
posts or other protective obstructions should be marked 
in accordance with the specifications for markings. 

For safety zone of the two type having no platform 
to define its boundaries and to protect it from the in- 
trusion of vehicles, the side of the zone next to the 
traffic lane shall be protected by movable standards or 
portable signs spaced at intervals not exceeding eight 
feet for the entire length of the zone next to the traffic 
lane and at the ends of the zones. 

47. No person or persons shall place, maintain or 
display on any premises by him owned, leased or occu- 
pied, any sign, device or other contrivance in imitation 
of, or of a nature as to be mistaken for, an official warn- 
ing or direction sign; nor shall any person or persons 
place, maintain or display, on any highway, any sign, 
device, or other contrivance in imitation of, or of a 
nature as to be mistaken for an official warning or di- 
rection sign, unless such sign, device or other contriv- 
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ance conform substantially to the signs, devices or con- 
trivances fixed by this act. 

48. Any sign, device, or other contrivance prohibited 
in section thirty-five of this article, shall be deemed a 
public and a private nuisance; and any citizen shall have 
the right to maintain an action at law, or in equity, for 
the removal of the same, and the sole question of law 
and fact shall be whether said sign, device or other con- 
trivance is in imitation of, or of a nature as to be mis- 
taken for, an official warning or direction sign. 

_ 49. It shall be unlawful for any person to willfully 
or intentionally deface, injure or remove any official 
warning or direction sign or signal described in this act. 

50. Provided, however, that nothing in this article 
shall prohibit the authorities having control of highways 
it: rural sections from increasing the dimensions of the 
signs by twenty-five per centum. 


ARTICLE XIIT. 
TRAFFIC SIGNALS. 


1. Traffic signals or signal devices shall conform 
strictly with the following particulars: 

2. A three-color system shall be used; red, amber and 
green. Green shall mean permission for traffic to go, 
subject to the safety of others or the specific directions 
of an officer; ved shall mean traffic to stop before enter- 
ing the intersection or crosswalk, and remain standing 
until green is shown; amber (or yellow) shall be for 
the exclusive use of pedestrians; amber shall mean ve- 
hicles and street cars to stop before entering the inter- 
section or crosswalk, unless when the amber so appears 
the vehicle or street car is so close to the intersection that 
it can not be stopped within fifty feet. If within fifty 
feet of an intersection the vehicle or street car may pro- 
ceed across the intersection, or make right or left turns. 
No vehicles or street cars shall enter the intersection or 
crosswalk if not within this distance of fifty feet, while 
the amber is displayed but must wait for the green to 
appear alone. : 

3. All other uses of green, red, amber or yellow lights, 
so located as to be confused with traffic signals, shall 
be discontinued. 
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4. The colors shall be shown in the following se- 
quence: a green light displayed for a predetermined 
number of seconds followed by an amber light for a 
reasonable time for pedestrian traffic, followed by a red 
light, followed by a green light. The timing of all lights 
shall be determined by the volume of traffic. 

5. Semaphores shall have four vanes or sides, the 
stop vanes having a red field with the words “Stop” 
plainly visible thereon, and the go vanes a green field 
with the word “Go” plainly visible thereon. 

6. When used at night, semaphores shall be equipped 
with red and green lights, corresponding with the vanes, 
or sides, and with the same meaning and visibility as 


electrically equipped signals. 


7. Lenses. Where a vertical arrangement of lenses 
is used, red shall be placed at the top, amber in the 
middle, and green at the bottom. 

8. When it is necessary to place the lights horizon- 
tally, the order of the lights shall be red at the left, 
amber in the middle, and green at the right. 

9. The light shall be of such power, as to cause the 
signal to be visible for at least three hundred feet. 

10. All traffic signals shall be so located as to be 
plainly visible to all traffic to be regulated. This shall be 
accomplished by: (a) One-way or two-way lights on 
four corners; or (b) three-way or four-way signal on 
one corner; or (c) two-way or four-way signal on 
diagonal corners, or mast arm suspension. 

11. Poles carrying signal supports shall be so placed 
as to be out of pedestrian crosswalk lanes. 

12. Each intersection on a continuously controlled 
highway shall be controlled by signals or by suitable 
signs. Provided, however, that if traffic signals are not 
erected at every intersection, it shall not be construed as 
a continuously controlled highway. 

13. Hereafter no traffic signal shall be so located as 
to obstruct the paved width of the highway, but where 
such signal is now located, no change shall be mandatory 
until after three years from the date of the passage of 
this act, nor shall it be mandatory until after three years 
from the date of the passage of this act to change or re- 
move, any traffic signal, sign or device now in use to 
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conform with the provisions of this act; provided, 
nevertheless, that no new traffic signal or device not con- 
forming with the provisions of this act shall be installed 
or put to use; provided, however, that where there is, 
or may hereafter be erected a fixed raised safety zone, 
the highway area covered by said raised safety zone 
shall not be construed to mean the paved width of the 
highway. 

14. All traffic signals shall be placed at such height 
as to be plainly visible to approaching traffic at a dis- 
tance of at least fifty feet from the intersection. 

15. Traffic signals, operated by electricity, if within 
the curb line, shall be placed at a height of from eight 
to ten feet above the pavement. 

16. If on bracket or mast arm, a signal shall clear the 
pavement by fourteen feet. 

17. The period or cycle shall be based on counts of 
turning and through traffic, study of turns, study of 
special intersections, distance between intersections and 
speeds permitted. 


ARTICLE XIV. 
TURNS, HAND SIGNALS, STARTING, STOPPING. 


1. Except as otherwise provided in this article, the 
driver of a vehicle intending to turn to the right at an 
intersection, shall approach such intersection in the lane 
tor traffic nearest to the right-hand curb or side of the 
highway, and in turning shall keep as closely as practi- 
cable to the right-hand curb or side of the highway until 
the turn is completed, and when intending to turn to the 
left shall approach such intersection in the lane for 
traffic to the right of and nearest to the center line of the 
highway, and in turning left shall pass immediately to 
the left of the center of the intersection, passing as 
closely as shall be practicable to the left of the center 
of the intersection. 

2. For the purpose of this article, the center of the 
intersection shall mean the meeting point of the medial 
lines of the highways intersecting one another. 

3. Local authorities, in their respective jurisdictions, 
may modify the foregoing method of turning at inter- 
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sections, by clearly indicating by buttons, markers or 
other direction signs, within an intersection, the course 
to be followed by vehicles turning therein, and it shall 
be unlawful for any driver to fail to turn in a manner 
as so directed, when such direction signs are installed 
by local authorities. 

4. (a) The driver of any vehicle, upon a highway, 
before starting, stopping, backing or turning from a di- 
rect line, shall first see that such movement can be made 
in safety, and if any pedestrian may be affected by such 
movement, shall give a clearly audible signal by sound- 
ing the horn, and whenever the operation of any other 
vehicle may be affected by such movement, shall give a 
signal, as required in this section, plainly visible to the 
driver of such other vehicle or pedestrian of the inten- 
tion to make such movement. 

(b) The signal herein required, shall be given either 
by means of the hand and arm in the manner herein 
specified, or by an approved mechanical or electrical 
signal device, except that when a vehicle is so con- 
structed or loaded as to prevent the hand and arm signal 
from being visible, both to the front and rear, the signal 
shall be given by a device of a type which has been ap- 
proved of by the department. 

5. Whenever the signal is given by means of the hand 
and arm, the driver shall indicate his intention to start, 
or stop, or turn by extending the hand and arm from 
and beyond the side of the vehicle. 

6. For a right turn, make a sweeping motion from 
the rear to the front to indicate to drivers of vehicle 
behind that they may pass to the left; 

7. For a left turn, point with index finger to the left, 
to indicate to drivers of vehicles behind that he intends 
to turn in that direction; 

8. When stopping or slowing up, keep the arm and 
hand in a steady position, with palm to the rear. 

9. No vehicle shall back or make a turn in any street, 
if by so doing it interferes with other vehicles, but shall 
go around a block or to a street sufficiently wide to turn 
in without backing. 
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LANES FoR TURNS 
Lines may be marked on the pavement 
to indicate the lanes or channels in which 
vehicles should turn. Width of line~ 6. 


ARTICLE XV. 
ENFORCEMENT. 


1. The enforcement of all the provisions of this act Enforcement 
shall be vested in the police officers, peace officers of, or weed 
inspectors, duly appointed for that purpose by any town, ‘™4*¥ ofeers. 
township, city, borough, or other municipality, or by 


any county or by the State, and in the Commissioner of 
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Motor Vehicles and the inspectors appointed under his 
authority. | 

2. For any violation of any section or subsection of 
any article of this act, for which no specific penalty is 
provided, the offender upon conviction shall be liable to 
a penalty of not more than fifty dollars or imprisonment 
for aterm not exceeding five days or both. 


PROCEDURE. 


3. On Complaint Summons or Warrant to Issue—A 
complaint having been made in writing upon oath or 
affirmation, that any person has violated any of the 
provisions of this act, any magistrate of the county, or 
recorder or police magistrate of any municipality, or any 
judge of any criminal judicial District Court of any 
county in which the offense is committed may, within 
thirty days after the commission of said offense, issue 
either a summons or a warrant directed to any constable, 
police officer, the inspector of motor vehicles or the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles of the State, for the 
appearance or arrest of the person so charged, and the 
warrant or summons shall state what article, section 
and subsection of this act has been violated by the de- 
tendant, and the time, place and nature of said violation, 
and upon the return of said summons or warrant the 
said magistrate shall proceed, in a summary way, to hear 
and determine the guilt or innocence of such person, 
and, upon conviction, may impose upon the person so 
convicted the penalty by this act prescribed, together 
with the cost of prosecution for such offense. 

Such magistrate, upon receiving complaint in writing, 
duly verified, of the violation of any provision of this 
act by an corporation, is hereby authorized and required 
to issue a summons directed to any constable, police 
officer, inspector of motor vehicles, or the Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles of this State, requiring such 
corporation to be and appear before said magistrate on 
a day therein named, to answer to said complaint, which 
said summons shall be served on the president, vice- 
president, secretary, superintendent, or manager of such 
corporation, or the agent upon whom other process 
against it may be served, at least five days before the 
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time of appearance mentioned therein, and thereafter 
proceedings shall be the same as against individuals, ex- 
cept where a different procedure is provided by this act. 


ADJOURNMENT OF TRIAL. 


4. Adjournments.—Any hearing to be held pursuant 
to this act shall, on the request of the defendant, be ad- 
journed for a period of not exceeding thirty days from 
the return day named in any summons, or from the re- 
turn of any warrant, as the case may be, but in such case 
it shall be the duty of the magistrate to detain the de- 
fendant in safe custody, unless he shall make a cash 
deposit or enter into a bond to the State of New Jersey, 
with at least one sufficient surety (unless said defendant 
shall himself qualify and justify, in real estate security 
situated in this State, in twice the amount fixed by said 
magistrate for bond with a surety) to or in amount 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, conditioned for his 
appearance on the day, to which the hearing may be ad- 
journed; and then from day to day until the case is 
disposed of; and such bond, if forfeited, may be prose- 
cuted by the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles in any 
court of competent jurisdiction; and such cash deposit, 
if forfeited, shall be paid to said Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles by said magistrate, with whom the same 
shall have been deposited, to be, by said commissioner 
paid over to the State Treasurer of the State of New 


Jersey. 
RIGHT OF APPEAL. 


5. Defendant May Appeal.—The defendant in any 
proceeding instituted under this act may appeal from the 
judgment or sentence of the magistrate to the Court of 
Common Pleas of the county in which proceeding shall 
have taken place; provided, the said defendant shall, 


within ten days after the date of judgment, deliver to_ 


the magistrate a bond to the State of New Jersey, with 
at least one sufficient surety, or make a cash deposit 
with him of such amount as the magistrate shall direct, 
not exceeding the amount of five hundred dollars (un- 
less said defendant can himself qualify and justify in 
real estate security in this State in twice said amount), 
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conditioned to stand to and abide by such further order 
or judgment as may thereafter be made against the said 
party; and provided, further, that if the said magistrate 
shall have imposed a sentence of imprisonment, the de- 
tendant, if he does not duly appeal, shall be imprisoned 
forthwith upon the imposing of said sentence; but that 
an appeal, properly taken in accordance with the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be a stay of and upon the en- 
forcement of a sentence of imprisonment, whether the 
execution of such sentence shall have been entered upon 
or not, as well as of such other judgment as may be 
pronounced; and provided, further, that if said defend- 
ant shall after the rendition of said judgment or sen- 
terice, announce to said magistrate his intention to ap- 
peal therefrom, and either give bond, make the deposit 
as herein provided, he shall have ten days from the date 
of the rendition of said judgment or sentence within 
which to complete his appeal, during which said ten 
days the execution of whatever sentence or judgment 
shall have been rendered, whether of imprisonment or 
fine, shall be stayed, and in case said defendant shall fail 
to complete his appeal within said ten days, the like 
proceedings may be had as would by the provisions of 
this act follow an appeal taken and a judgment of 
affirmance thereupon. 


RECORD OF APPEAL, 


6. On Appeal, All Papers and Recorders Sent to 
Court by Magistrate—-Whenever an appeal shall be 
taken as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of the magistrate 
to send all papers and all money, if any, deposited ac- 
cording to the provisions of this act and all money paid 
for costs of prosecution, together with a transcript of 
the proceedings in the case, to the next Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of the said county, which court shall, de novo, 
and in a summary way, try and determine all such ap- 
peal, and in case the judgment or sentence of the magis- 
trate shall be reversed on such appeal, the said Common 
Pleas Court shall order the return of all money deposited 
as aforesaid, and all costs of prosecution paid by said 
defendant to said defendant. 
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PROCEEDINGS MAY BE INSTITUTED ON SUNDAY. 


7. Proceedings Taken on Sunday.—Proceedings 
under this act may be instituted on any day of the week, 
and the institution of such proceedings on Sunday shall 
be no bar to the successful prosecution of the same and 
any process served on Sunday shall be as valid as if 
served on any other day of the week. 


PROCEEDINGS, WHEN BOND FOR COSTS MAY BE 
DEMANDED. 


8. Title in Proceedings—All proceedings for the 
violations of the provisions of this act shall be entitled 
and shall run in the name of the State of New Jersey, 
with the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, or a motor 
vehicle inspector, or a police officer, peace officer, or a 
constable, or such other person as shall by complaint 
institute the proceedings as prosecutor; and any magis- 
trate may, at his discretion, refuse to issue a warrant on 
the complaint of any person other than the Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles, or a motor vehicle inspector, 
or a police officer, until a sufficient bond to secure costs 
shall have been executed and delivered to the said 
magistrate. 


ARREST WITHOUT WARRANT. 


9. Arrest at Sight—Any constable or police officer, 
peace officer, or motor vehicle inspector, or the Commis- 
sioner of Motor Vehicles, is hereby authorized to arrest, 
without warrant, any person other than a motorman or 
person having control of a street car or auto bus, run- 
ning upon a route approved by the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners, violating, in the presence of such 
a constable, or police officer, peace officer, or motor ve- 
hicle inspector, or the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, 
any of the provisions of this act, and to bring the de- 
fendant before any magistrate of the county where such 
offense is committed, or before the Commissioner of 
Motor Vehicles at any place designated as his office. 
Said Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall have all the 
power of a magistrate to determine any violation of this 
act. The person so offending shall be detained in the 
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office of the magistrate until the officer making such 
arrest shall make a complaint, under oath or affirmation, 
which he shall do forthwith, declaring that the person 
under arrest has violated one or more of the provisions 
of this act, and specifying the provision or provisions 
violated, whereupon said magistrate shall issue a war- 
rant, returnable forthwith, and the said magistrate shall 
proceed summarily to hear or postpone the case as pro- 
vided in this act. And any such constable or police 
officer, or motor vehicle inspector, or the Commissioner 
of Motor Vehicles, upon satisfying himself that such 
offender is a resident of this State, may, instead of ar- 
resting such offender as herein provided, serve upon him 
a summons in the name of any police court, recorder’s 
court or any other court of competent jurisdiction in the 
county, city, town, township, village, borough or other 
municipality, wherein such officer shall be authorized to 
discharge his duties, directing such offender to appear 
and answer such charge or charges as may then and 
there be preferred against him; and for this purpose 
the county, city, town, township, village and borough 
clerks, respectively shall provide the said officer or offi- 
cers with a form of summons which, when filled out, 
executed and issued by said officer or officers, in such 
cases as herein provided, shall be good and effectual ac- 
cording to the purpose and intent thereof. 


VALIDITY OF WARRANT—-CASH DEPOSIT OR 
RECOGNIZANCE. 


10. Validity of Summons or Warrant.—A summons 
or warrant issued by any magistrate in accordance with 
the provisions of this act shall be valid throughout the 
State, and any officer who has power to serve the said 
warrant and make arrests thereon in the county where 
the same shall have been issued, shall have like power to 
serve said summons and to serve said warrant and make 
arrest thereon in any of the several counties of the State. 
If any person shall be arrested for a violation committed 
in the county other than that in which the arrest shall 
take place, the person so arrested may demand to be 
taken before a magistrate of the county in which the 
arrest may have been made for the purpose of making 
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a cash deposit or of entering into a recognizance with 
sufficient surety; whereupon the officer serving the said 
warrant shall take the person so apprehended before a 
magistrate of the county in which the arrest shall have 
heen made, who shall thereupon fix a day for the matter 
to be heard before the magistrate issuing the said war- 
rant, and shall take from the person apprehended a cash 
ceposit or recognizance to the State of New Jersey, with 
sufficient surety or sureties for the appearance of the 
said person at the time and place designated in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act. The cash deposit 
or recognizance so taken shall be returned to the.magis- 
trate issuing the warrant to be retained and disposed of 
by him as by this act provided. 


FEES. 


11. Schedule of Fees—The fees provided in the fol- 
lowing schedule, and no other charges whatsoever, shall 
be allowed the magistrate and officers in proceedings 
under this act, and where no fee is provided for any 
necessary service to be performed the same shall be per- 
formed without any charge therefor.

WITNESSES. 


For each witness, not exceeding three to each party, 
twenty-five cents, and which shall be paid by the de- 
fendant if the defendant be found guilty of the charge 
laid against him, but if, on appeal, said judgment be 
reversed, said costs shall be repaid to said defendant as 
hereinbefore provided. If the defendant be found not 
guilty of the charge or charges laid against him, then 
the costs must be paid by the prosecutor, except that 
when in such instances the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles or the inspector of motor vehicles, a peace 
cfficer, or a police officer shall have been prosecutor. 

12. Review of Proceedings.—It shall be lawful for 
a justice of the Supreme Court or the judge of the 
Court of Common Pleas of the county in which any 
conviction may be had, upon application made to him, 
by a verified petition for that purpose, by any person 
against whom a judgment or sentence for the violation 
of any of the provisions of this act shall have been ren- 
dered, who may desire to have the legality of his con- 
viction reviewed or the reasonableness of the sentence 
of penalty imposed, to order the said complaint, pro- 
cess, proceedings, evidence and record of conviction to 
be forthwith brought before him, that the legality of 
such proceedings and sentence or judgment or the 
reasonableness of the sentence or penalty may be sum- 
marily reviewed and determined; and if such proceed- 
ings and sentence or judgment shall thereupon be found 
to be illegal, or the sentence or penalty be unreasonable, 
forthwith to set aside the same and to order the remis- 
sion or reduction of any fine and costs that may have 
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been imposed or the discharge of any offender from 
custody. 

13. The word “magistrate” as used in this act shall 
be deemed and understood to mean and include all jus- 
tices of the peace, judges of the city or district criminal 
court, police judges, recorders, mayors and other officers 
having the powers of a committing magistrate and the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles; provided, however, 
that no justice of the peace shall sit as a magistrate 
under this act within the corporate limits of any city 
within this State. 

Moneys received in accordance with the provisions 
of this act shall be by the magistrate, accounted for and 
forwarded to the proper financial officer of the county 
wherein the same were collected, to be used by said 
county as a fund for road repairs in said county; pro- 
wided, however, all moneys received as a result of any 
complaint instituted by the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles, or a member of his staff, or a member of the 
State Police, shall be by the magistrate, accounted for 
and forwarded to the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, 
and by him paid over to the State Treasurer of the State 
of New Jersey, to be used as a fund for the repair of 
the improved roads throughout the State, regard being 
had to the repair of the most important improved roads, 
and the distribution of the benefits of this act through- 
out the several counties of this State. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


POWERS OF MUNICIPALITIES. 


1. Cities, Et Cetra, Not to Pass Ordinances Relative 
Hereto.—Towns, boroughs, townships, cities, or other 
municipalities are prohibited from passing any ordi- 
nance on any matter covered by this act or to pass 
ordinances altering or in anywise nullifying the pro- 
visions of this act; provided, however, that ordinances 
may be passed regulating special conditions existent in 
such municipality on the following subjects and within 
the following limitations: 

(A) As provided in Article [X, section six of this 
act ; 
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(B) Limiting use of streets to certain class of 
vehicles ; 

(C) Designation of one-way street; 

(D) Regulation of public hacks and designation of 
hack-stands and auto bus stops or stations ; 

(E.) Regulating the stopping or starting of street 
cars at special places, such as railroad stations public 
squares, or in front of certain public buildings ; 

(F) Special regulations governing the passage or 
stopping of traffic at certain congested street corners, 
or other designated points; 

(G) Regulations governing the parking of vehicles 
on streets and portions of streets. 

(H) To erect, construct and maintain signs, pave- 
ment markings and safety zones as provided for in 
Article XII of this act, subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion six of this article. 

2. All ordinances passed under the provisions of this — 
act, shall not be in force and effect until the same have 
been submitted to the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 
and approved by him after he has satisfied himself that 
such ordinances are not contrary to the provisions of 
this act and are not in excess of the powers and authority 
granted under this section.. The said commissioner shall 
be given ten days after receipt of any such proposed 
ordinance to examine same, and shall before or at the 
expiration of that time forward such ordinance to the 
proper municipal authority, with a certificate indicating 
whether such ordinance is a proper ordinance or whether 
such ordinance is an improper ordinance. In the event 
of the failure of the commissioner to make such return 
within the prescribed time, such ordinance shall become 
effective without his approval. 

3. Any action taken by the Commissioner of Motor 
Vehicles either approving or disapproving any ordinance 
passed in accordance with the provisions of this act, on 
the application of any person affected thereby, may be 
reviewed by certiorari or by petition to the Supreme 
Court of the State of New Jersey within thirty days 
from the date upon which such approval or disapproval 
as above becomes effective. Said petition shall be filed 
with the Clerk of the Supreme Court and a copy thereof 
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served on the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, either 
personally or by leaving same in the office of the said 
commissioner in the city of Trenton. The Supreme 
Court is hereby given jurisdiction to review said action 
of the commissioner as above, and to declare that such 
approval or disapproval by the said commissioner is 
contrary to the provisions of this act. 

4. The procedure for review, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall be prescribed by the rules of the Supreme 
Court. The allowance of a writ of certiorari or the in- 
stitution of any proceedings to review any action of the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles by the Supreme Court 
as aforesaid shall in no case supersede or make inopera- 
tive the approval or disapproval, as the case may be, of 
the said Commissioner of Motor Vehicles, unless the 
Supreme Court or a justice thereof shall so direct. Any 
proceedings in the Supreme Court of this State as above 
affecting the approval or the disapproval of the Com- 
missioner of Motor Vehicles as above shall have prefer- 
ence over all other civil proceedings pending in such 
court, except such civil proceedings as are provided for 
under sections thirty-eight, thirty-nine, and forty of an 
act entitled “An act concerning public utilities, to create 
a Board of Public Utility Commissioners, and to pre- 
scribe its duties and powers,” approved April twenty- 
first, one thousand nine hundred and eleven. 

5. No special ordinance passed under the powers as 
contained in any article of this act shall be effective un- 
less due notice of same be given to the public by placing 
a sign at the places where such ordinance is effective, 
and by briefing its provisions on signs according to 
specifications contained in this act. Signs to be so placed 
as to be easily read by pedestrians or operators of 
vehicles. 

6. No safety zones or platforms, commonly called 
“safety isles” ; traffic signal devices, guideposts, or other 
structures of any kind whatsoever shall be hereafter 
erected, constructed, operated, or maintained in, over, 
or upon any State highway of this State, without the 
permission of the State Highway Commission first hav- 
ing been obtained. | 
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CHAPTERS 281 & 282, LAWS OF 1928. 
ArTICLE XVII. 


As to validity = 1. As to Validity of Any Part of Act.—In case for 


any reason any section or any provision of this act shall 
be questioned in any court, and shall be held to be un- 
constitutional or invalid, the same shall not be held to 
affect any other section or provision of this act. 

2. At the time of the issuance or the renewal of a 
driver’s license, the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles 
shall give to each applicant for such license a compen- 
dium of the traffic act. 

3. Repealer.—AlIl acts or parts of acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed, but nothing herein con- 
tained shall effect the powers of regulation now vested 
in the Public Utilities Commission.

CHAPTER: 283. 


An Act to amend an act entitled “An act to regulate 
the keeping of employment agencies,” approved March 
fourth, one thousand nine hundred and eighteen. 


Bg Ir ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. Section one of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

1. Definitions. (a) The term “person” when used in 
this act shall mean and include any individual, company, 
association or corporation, or their agents. 

(b) The term ‘‘fee’’ when used in this act shall mean 
and include any payment of money, or the promise to 
pay money, or the excess of money received by any per- 
son furnishing employment or employees over what he 
has paid for transportation, transfer or baggage or lodg- 
ing tor any applicant for employment; it shall also mean 
and include the difference between the amount of money 
received by any person who furnishes employees and 
performers for any entertainment, exhibition or per- 
formance, and the amount paid by him to said employees 
or performers. 

(c) The term “privilege” as used in this act shall 
mean and include the furnishing of food, supplies, tools 
or shelter to contract laborers, commonly known as 
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commissary privileges. The furnishing of food, sup- 
plies, tools or shelter to laborers, if performed within 
New Jersey or if paid for within New Jersey, both in 
connection with the promise or offer to provide help or 
employment regardless of where such offer is made or 
where such help is obtained, shall be considered proof of 
violation of this act. 

(d) The term “employment agency” when used in 
this act shall mean and include the business of procuring 
or offering to procure help or employment, or the giving 
of information as to where help or employment may be 
procured, whether such business is conducted in a build- 
ing or on the street or elsewhere; or the business of 
keeping an intelligence office, employment bureau, or 
shipping agency, nurses’ registry, or agency for procur- 
ing engagements for vaudeville or theatrical perform- 
ers, or other agency or office for procuring work or em- 
ployment for persons, where a fee or privilege is exacted, 
charged or received directly or indirectly for procuring 
or assisting or promising to procure employment, work, 
engagement or a situation of any kind, or for procuring 
or providing help or promising to provide help for any 
person, whether such fee is collected from the applicant 
for employment or the applicant for help. 

2. Section two of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: 

2. Application. The provisions of this act’ shall not 
apply to employment agencies which procure employment 
for persons as teachers or in technical or executive posi- 
tions exclusively in recognized institutions, or to regis- 
tries conducted by duly incorporated associations of 
registered nurses, or employment bureaus of registered 
medical institutions or incorporated hospitals, nor shall 
it apply to departments maintained by persons, firms, 
corporations or associations for the purpose of securing 
help for themselves where no fee is charged the appli- 
cant for employment, or to departments maintained by 
either federal, State, municipal or charitable agencies 
where no fee is charged. 

3. Section three of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tery be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
tollows : 
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3. License. (a) No person shall open, keep or carry 
on any employment agency as defined above unless such 
person shall procure a license therefor from the Com- 
missioner of Labor. Such license shall be posted in a 
conspicuous place in said agency. Any person who shall 
open or conduct an employment agency without first 
procuring said license, or who shall conduct such an 
agency after revocation of such license, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and shall be punishable by a fine of 
not less than fifty dollars and not more than two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, or by imprisonment of not more 
than one year or both at the discretion of the court. 

(b) An application for such license shall be made in 
writing to the Commissioner of Labor, and shall state 
the name and number of the building and place where 
the employment agency is to be conducted. ‘The appli- 
cation for such license shall be filed not less than one 
week prior to the granting of said license, and the Com- 
missioner of Labor shall act upon such application 
within thirty days from the time of such application. 

(c) Every such applicant shall be required to furnish 
satisfactory proof of good moral character in the form of 
affidavits by at least two reputable citizens of the State, 
and to furnish proof of citizenship of the United States, 
and any person may protest against the issuance or the 
transfer of any license. The Commissioner of Labor, 
or his representative, shall investigate, or cause to be in- 
vestigated, the character and responsibility of the ap- 
plicant, and shall examine, or cause to be examined, the 
premises designated in such application as the place in 
which it is proposed to conduct such agency. 

(d) Such license shall contain the name of the person 
licensed, a designation of the city, street and number of 
the house in which the person licensed is authorized to 
carry on the said employment agency, and the number 
and date of such license. Such license shall not be valid 
to protect any other than the person to whom it is issued 
and shall not authorize the carrying on of any such 
agency at any place other than that designated in the 
license, and it shall not be transferred or assigned to any 
other person unless consent is obtained from the Com- 
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boarders or lodgers are kept, or where meals are served, 
or where persons sleep, or in connection with a building 
or on the premises where intoxicating liquors are sold. 
If said licensed person shall conduct a lodging house for 
the unemployed, separate and apart from such agency, 
it shall be so designated in the license. Unless sooner 
revoked by the Commissioner of Labor, such license 
shall run to the first day of January next ensuing the 
date thereof and no longer. 

(e) Every person licensed under the provisions of 
this act to carry on the business of an employment 
agency shall pay the Commissioner of Labor a license 
fee according to the population of the municipality as 
shown by the last preceding federal census, viz.: 

In cities of 150,000 and upwards, .. $100 00 


In cities of 100,000 and upwards, .. 75 00 
In cities of 50,000 and upwards, .. 50 00 
In cities of less than 50,000, ...... 25 00 


Before such license is issued he shall also deposit with 
the Commissioner of Labor a bond in the penal sum of 
one thousand dollars, with two or more sureties, or a 
duly authorized surety company, as surety, to be ap- 
proved by the Commissioner of Labor. 

({) The bond executed as provided in the preceding 
subdivisions of this section shall be payable to the State 
of New Jersey and shall be conditioned that the person 
applying for the license will comply with this act and 
shall pay all damages occasioned to any person by reason 
of any misstatement, misrepresentation, fraud or de- 
ceit, or any unlawful act or omission of any licensed 
person, his agents, or employees, while acting within the 
scope of their employment, made, committed or omitted 
in the business conducted under such license, or caused 
by any violation of this act in carrying on the business 
for which such license is granted. In case of a breach 
of the condition of any such bond, application may be 
made to the Commissioner of Labor by the person in- 
jured by such breach for leave to sue upon such bond, 
which leave shall be granted by the Commissioner of 
Labor if it be proven to his satisfaction that the condition 
of such bond has been breached and the party applying 
has been injured thereby. The person obtaining such 
leave to sue may take the bond from the files of the said 
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commissioner and institute suit thereon in his own name 
for the recovery of damage sustained by such breach. 

(g) If any time, in the opinion of the Commissioner 
of Labor, the sureties on any such bond, or any of them, 
shall be become irresponsible, the person holding such 
license shall, upon notice from the Commissioner of 
Labor, give a new bond, subject to the provisions of this 
section. ‘The failure to give a new bond within ten days 
after such notice, in the discretion of the Commissioner 
of Laber, shall operate as revocation of such license, and 
the license shall be thereupon returned to the Commis- 
sicner of Labor, who shall destroy the same. 

4. Section five of the act to which this act is amenda- 

tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: . 
5. Fees. (a) Every employment agent shall file with 
the Commissioner of Labor, a schedule of fees proposed 
to be charged for any services rendered to employers 
seeking employees, and persons seeking employment, and 
ali charges must conform thereto. Such schedule of 
fees, on blanks provided by the Commissioner of Labor, 
shall be posted in a conspicuous manner in the office of 
the agency. No such licensed person shall receive or 
accept any valuable thing or gift as a fee or in lieu 
thereof. No such licensed person shall divide, directly 
or indirectly, fees with any person securing help, or his 
agents, or other employees, or any one in their employ 
to whom applicants for employment are sent, nor shall 
any licensed person offer to so divide any fees. 

(b) In case the applicant shall not accept or obtain 
nelp or employment through such agency, then such 
licensed person shall, on demand, repay the full amount 
ef the said fee, allowing three days’ time to determine 
the fact of the applicants’ failure to obtain help or em- 
ployment. If an employee furnished an applicant for 
help fails to remain one week in the situation, or if such 
employee is discharged for cause, a new employee shall 
be furnished if said applicant for help so elects, or three- 
fifths of the fee returned within four days of demand; 
Provided, however, that said applicant for help notifies 
said licensed person within thirty days of the failure of 
the applicant for employment to accept the position, or 
of the applicant’s discharge for cause. 
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If the employee is discharged within one week without 
said employee’s fault, another position shall be fur- 
nished, or three-fifths of the fee returned to the appli- 
cant for employment if he so elects. Failure of said 
applicant for help to notify said licensed person that 
such help has been obtained through means other than 
said agency shall entitle said licensed person to retain or 
collect three-fifths of the said fee. 

No such licensed person shall send out any applicant 
for employment without having obtained, either orally 
or in writing, a bona fide order therefor, and if it shall 
appear that no employment of the kind applied for ex- 
isted at the place to which said applicant was directed, : 
the said licensed person shall refund to such applicant, 
within three days of demand, any sums paid by said ap- 
plicant for transportation in going to and returning from 
said place, and all fees paid by said applicant. 

5. Section eight of the act to which this act is 
amendatory be and the same is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows: 

8. Character of Employer; Fraud. (a) No such 
licensed person shall send or cause to be sent any female 
+o become a servant or inmate or to enter any place of 
bad repute, house of ill fame, or assignation house, or 
to any house or place of amusement kept for immoral 
purposes, or to a place resorted to for the purpose of 
prostitution, or to a gambling house. No such person 
shall knowingly permit any person of bad character, 
prostitutes, gamblers, intoxicated persons or procurers 
to frequent such agency. 

(b) Ne such licensed person shall accept any appli- 
cation for employment made by or on behalf of any 
child under the age of sixteen years, or shall place, or 
assist in placing any such child in any employment 
whatever. 

(c) No licensed person, his agents, servants or em- 
ployees, shall induce or compel any person to enter such 
agency, for any purpose, by the use of force or by tak- 
ing forcible possession of said person’s property. 

(d) No such person shall procure or offer to procure 
help or employment in rooms or on premises where in- 
toxicating liquors are sold (to be consumed on the 
premises, except as heretofore provided in subdivision 
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(d), (section three), whether or not dues or a fee or 
privilege is exacted, charged or received directly or in- 
directly. 

(e) No such licensed person shall publish or cause to 
be published any false or fraudulent or misleading notice 
or advertisement; all advertisements of such employ- 
ment agency by means of cards, circulars or signs, or in 
newspapers and other publications, and all letter-heads, 
receipts and blanks shall contain the name and address of 
such employment agency, and no such licensed person 
shall give any false information, or make any false 
promise or false representation concerning employment 
to any applicant who shall register for employment or 
help. For the violation of any of the foregoing pro- 
visions of this section the person so violating shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punishable by a 
fine of not less than fifty dollars and not more than two 
hundred and fifty dollars, or by imprisonment for a 
period of not more than one year or both, at the discre- 
tion of the court. 

6. Section ten of the act to which this act is amenda- 
tory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read as 
rcllows : 

10. Enforcement. The enforcement of this act shall 
be entrusted to the Commissioner of Labor, who shall 
cause to be made at least bimonthly visits to every such 
agency by such inspectors he shall designate tor that 
purpose. Said inspectors shall have a suitable badge, 
which thev shall exhibit on demand of any person with 
whom they may have official business, and said inspec- 
tors shall see that all the provisions of this act are com- 
plied with. The said Commissioner of Labor may re- 
fuse to issue and may revoke any license for any good 
cause shown within the meaning and purpose of this 
act, and when it is shown to his satisfaction that any 
licensed person is guilty of any immoral or illegal con- 
duct in connection with the conduct of said business, it 
shall be his duty to revoke the license of such person; 
but notice cf the charge shall be presented and reason- 
able opportunity shail be given said licensed person to 
defend himself. Whenever for any cause such license 
is revoked, a license shall not be issued to said licensed 
person or his representative, or to any person with whom 
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he is to be associated in the business of furnishing em- 
ployment; nor shall a license be granted to anyone for 
conducting an employment agency at said place of busi- 
ness within the space of twelve months following date 
of revocation of said license. 

Licenses may also be withheld if it appears to the 
satisfaction of the Commissioner of Labor, after due 
investigation and hearings, if necessary, that the needs 
of employers and employees in any given municipality 
are adequately served by public free employment offices 
and, or, by licensed private employment agencies. 

7. Section eleven of the act to which this act is amen- 
datory be and the same is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows: 

11. Any person who shall violate any provision of 
this act, except as provided in sections three and eight, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not to exceed twenty-five 
dollars, which penalty shall be sued for and recovered 
by and in the name of the Commissioner of Labor. 
Every District Court in any city or judicial district in 
any county, and every Court of Common Pleas in any 
county, and every justice of the peace with due jurisdic- 
tion, is hereby empowered upon the filing of complaint 
in writing by the Commissioner of Labor, to issue proc- 
ess at the suit of the said Commissioner of Labor, such 
process shall be either in the nature of a summons or 
warrant which warrant may issue without any order of 
the court or judge first being obtained against the per- 
son or persons so charged, which process when in the 
nature of a warrant, shall be returnable forthwith, and 
when in the nature of a summons shall be returnable in 
not less than five nor more than fifteen entire days, such 
process shail state what provision of the law is alleged 
to have been violated by the defendant or defendants, 
and on the return of such process, or at any time to 
which the trial shall be adjourned, the said court shall 
proceed in a summary manner to hear testimony and to 
determine and give judgment in the matter without the 
filing of any pleadings for the plaintiff for the recovery 
of such penalty, with costs, or for the defendant, and 
the said court shall, if judgment be rendered for the 
plaintiff, cause any such defendant, who may refuse or 
neglect to forthwith pay the amount of the judgment 
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rendered against him and all the costs and charges inci- 
dent thereto, to be committed to the county jail for any 
period not exceeding one hundred days; that the officers 
to serve and execute all process under this act shall be 
the officers authorized to serve and execute process in 
said courts.

Wuereas, The bill reads as follows: ‘A bill to divest 
goods, wares and merchandise manufactured, pro- 
duced or mined by convicts or prisoners of their inter- 
state character in certain cases; 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the United States of America in Congress 
assembly, That all goods, wares and merchandise manu- 
factured, produced or mined, wholly or in part, by con- 
victs or prisoners, except paroled convicts or prisoners, 
or in any penal and/or reformatory institutions, trans- 
ported into any state or territory of the United States 
and remaining therein for use, consumption, sale or 
storage, shall, upon arrival and delivery in such state or 
territory be subject to the operation and effect of the 
laws of such state or territory to the same extent and 
in the same manner as though such goods, wares and

merchandise had been manufactured, produced or mined 

in such state or territory, and shall not be exempt there- 

from by reason of being introduced in the original

Wuereas, This bill will empower the States that do not 
permit the products manufactured in their penal insti- 
tutions to be placed on the public market, to protect 
themselves from the products of penal institutions of 
other States, and to protect free labor which is now 
and for many years has been suffering from the com- 
petition of products made by the inmates of penal 
institutions.

Wuereas, The program of free public education is 
contained in the State Constitution adopted in one

this State between the ages of five and eighteen 
years,” and 

WHEREAS, There have, from time to time, been author- 
ized many educational features and branches of edu- 

- cational work which receive all or part of their sup- 
port from public funds, which are seemingly not com- 
prehended by the mandate of our Constitution, and 

WuereEas, There is demand for increasing funds for 
the maintenance of and enlargement of such features 
and departments, and 

WHEREAS, Demands, which have a measure of popular 
support, for new and broader educational work are 
continually being made, and 

Wuereas, The cost of education to the public has in- 
creased tremendously in the past decade until the pres- 
ent cost is approximately one hundred million dollars 
yearly, and 

WueErEAS, The State has no clearly unified educational 
program, consequently, duplications cf effort, lack of 
economy, and confusion on the part of the taxpayers, 
the public and the Legislature, are bound to result 
from such a situation, and 

WHEREAS, Inasmuch as it is desirable and economically 
necessary that such a program be defined, therefore, 


BE 1t ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly 
of the State of New Jersey: 


1. There is hereby appointed a commission of fifteen 
members, consisting of three members of the Assembly 
to be appointed by the Speaker thereof, three members 
of the Senate to be appointed by the President thereof, 
the President of the State Board of Education, the 
Commissioner of Education, three members to be ap- 
pointed by the Commissioner of Education from among 
the superintendents and principals of the public schocls 
and the trustees of the same of the State, and four citi-

5. To recommend an adequate and comprehensive 
program of public education for New Jersey, the type of 
schools or institutions that should furnish the facilities 
for such program, and any other recommendations that 
would put in practical and economic operation the pro- 
gram as recommended. 

6. To indicate what features of the propcsed educa- 
tional program come within the mandate of the constitu- 
tional requirement and what taxes and revenues should 
be dedicated for the support of such portion of the 
program. 

7. Tc recommend the scope of that portion of the 
program (as recommended) which does not fall within 
the mandate of the Constitution and the revenues and 
taxes recommended for its support. 

8. Said commission is authorized to employ necessary, 
legal, clerical and other assistance. It shall have power 
tc issue subpoenas signed by the chairman or vice-chair- 
man and by the secretary of the commission, to compel 
the attendance of witnesses and the production of books, 
papers and records. The said commission shall hold 
such hearings as may be necessary at such places in the 
State as it may deem advisable. The commission shall 
serve withcut pay, but shall be allowed reasonable hotel 
and traveling expenses for travel within or without the 
State. 
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9. The commission shall report its findings and 
recommendations to the next regular session of the 
Legislature. 

10. This survey shall not in any way interfere with 
or overlap the survey or work of any other commission 
that may be appointed to make a survey of any educa- 
tional institution of this State. 

11. For the purpose of carrying into effect this joint 
resolution there is hereby appropriated the sum of 
twenty-five thousand dellars. 

12. This resolution shall take effect immediately.

A Joint Resolution relative to the dumping of garbage 
at sea by the city of New York. 


WueEreEas, The dumping of refuse at sea by the city of 
New York has been and is continuing to be a great

Wuereas, The present dumping ground has proven of 
insufficient distance from our shores and scows trans- 
porting said refuse are too heavily loaded, causing 
large portions of their cargo to shift overboard in

State of New Jersey, as reported by the joint commit- 
tee to the Legislature on October third, one thousand 
seven hundred and seventy-six (and now on file in the 
office of the Secretary of State), it was among other 
things stated as follows: “That a silver seal should 
be prepared, which should be round, of two and a 
half inches in diameter and three-eighths of an inch 
thick, and that the arms shall be three ploughs in an 
escutcheon, the supporters, Liberty and Ceres, and the 
crest a horse’s head; these words to be engraved in 
large letters around the arms, viz., “The Great Seal of 
the State of New Jersey.” And 
WueEreEaAs, The engraver, without authority from the Preamble. 
Legislature, placed above the shield and beneath the 
crest a sovereign’s helmet and inserted below the escut- 
cheon the date in Roman letters, MDCCLXXVI; and 
while there is no motto adopted for use with the seal, 
nevertheless the words “Liberty and Prosperity” have 
largely been adopted as a motto in sundry representa- 
tions of the Great Seal. And 
Wuereas, Although the description of the Great Seal Preamble. 
of New Jersey is intended to be heraldic it totally omits 
heraldic colors or tinctures, in contradistinction of 
the rule of heraldry and of the description of the Great 
Seal of the United States provided for in the joint 
resolution of Congress of June twentieth, one thou- 
sand seven hundred and eighty-two, which is strictly 
heraldic and provides for colors and motto. And 
Wuereas, The original silver seal of New Jersey, being Preamble. 
of softer metal, is not used, but a replica or copy of it 
in brass, is employed in stamping in the office of the 
Secretary of State, and the brass seal has been so long 
used that it has become blunted and does not make a

good impression; and it contains a helmet, date and 
mantling, which are unauthorized; and 

Wuereas, The time is ripe for the cutting of a new seal, 
one that shall describe everything that 1s to be included 
in the achievement (as in the case of the United 
States) adopting the Great Seal of New Jersey as al- 
ready in use as far as it goes, with the change of the 
date from the antiquated use of Roman letters to the 
modern method of employing Arabic numerals (fig- 
ures, 1776), and that the motto “Liberty and Pros- 
perity” be officially adopted; therefore: 


BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate and General Assembly 
oj the State of New Jersey: 


1. The Great Seal of this State be amended in de- 
scription, and engraved as amended, on silver of the 
size and dimensions as heretofore; and that the arms be 
three ploughs in an escutcheon, azure; supporters, 
Liberty and Ceres. The Goddess Liberty to carry in her 
dexter hand a pole, proper, surmounted by a cap gules, 
with band azure at the bottom, displaying on the band 
six stars, argent; tresses falling on shoulders, proper; 
head bearing over all a chaplet of laurel leaves, vert; 
overdress, tenné; underskirt, argent; feet sandaled, 
standing on scroll. Ceres: Same as Liberty, save over- 
dress, gules; holding in left hand a cornucopia, or, bear- 
ing apples, plums and grapes surrounded by leaves, all 
proper; head bearing over all a chaplet of wheat spears, 
vert. Shield surmounted by sovereign’s helmet, six bars, 
or; wreath and mantling, argent and azure. Crest: A 
horse’s head, proper. Underneath the shield and sup- 
porting the goddesses, a scroll azure, bordered with 
tenné, in three waves or folds; on the upper folds the 
words “Liberty and Prosperity;’ on the under fold in 
Arabic numerals, the figures “1776.” These words to 
be engraved round the arms, viz., “The Great Seal of the 
State of New Jersey.” 

2. A new seal be drawn in accordance with the above 
description, and, when so drawn, shall be certified there- 
on by the State House Commission as being correct, and 
when illuminated, the colors and tinctures shall conform 
thereto; that new seal be engraved on silver, according 
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to such description, and that a replica or copy thereof be 
niade on steel for use in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 

3. For carrying this resolution into effect the sum of 
one thousand dollars or so much thereof as may be 
necessary is hereby appropriated for the purpose.

PROCLAMATION. 


The President has issued a proclamation designating 
the week beginning April 22d and ending April 28th 
as American Forest Week, and has recommended to 
the Governors of the various States that they also 
designate this week for special observance by all the 
people. 

This week is set apart for a contemplation and dis- 
cussion of the questions of forest production and forest 
conservation, about which the great body of our citizens 
are still uninformed or uninterested. So much that is 
vital to our existence depends upon an adequate forest 
supply and the protection thereof that it is essential that 
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public opinion be aroused to the necessity of safeguard- 
ing the forests we already have and providing for the 
future. 

It is perhaps not generally known that almost half the 
State of New Jersey is forest lands and the area of wild 
land is increasing every year. We already have 400,000 
acres of abandoned farms, and agriculture is still mov- 
ing closer to the markets and using smaller areas, under 
more intensive methods. The problem, therefore, is not 
shrinking, but growing all the time. Wild land in this 
State must be timber land or be idle. 

To reclaim this idle land and make it productive by 
reforestation, to insure the future against a shortage of 
timber, to build up a thriving lumber industry in our 
State, to conserve the water supply, to aid in rural settle- 
ment by making deserted tracts productive, to provide 
areas for out-of-door recreation—all these are questions 
which are engaging the attention of those who realize 
the great possibilities of an adequate forest supply and 
the absolute necessity of protecting and conserving this 
valuable resource. 

Any forestry program must of necessity comprehend 
a campaign of education in the prevention of forest 
fires. Fire is the greatest enemy of the forest, and 
adequate protection from this menace presents the most 
urgent forestry problem. Throughout the State the 
work of fire prevention and control is being efficiently 
carried on by the New Jersey Forest Fire Service. On 
the State forests this work is being supplemented by 
intensive protective measures. The great damage still 
being done each year makes it imperative that people 
be educated to the criminality of carelessness with fire 
in the woods, and that they come to a realization of the 
value of the forest, not only as a source of material 
wealth, but as an agency contributing to the public health 
and enjoyment. 

THEREFORE, I, A. HArry Moors, Governor of the
